Sixteen Year Old Lad in a Letter 
to Home Folks Recounts His 
Experiences 
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Robert H. Bosley, of No. 1401 King 
street, Wilmington, Del , a grandson of 
Mrs. Geo. Bosley, of Oakland, is prob¬ 
ably one of the youngest who partici¬ 
pated in the world war. Young Bosley 
enlisted when he was 16. He was train-' 
ed in wireless telegraphy in Harvard 
Radio School but eager to get at once 
into active service he secured a trans¬ 
fer to the gun crew of a cargo carrier. 

To his parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 0. ; 
Bosley, from Inverness, Scotland, he 
says: *T certainly have been doing 
some traveling since the last time we 
bit the States. We have been in Eng f 
land, Ireland, Scotland, Wales and f> 
France, so 1 have seen about all I care ' 
to see except China and 1 would like to 
get back to the State? Dn our ^second 
trip when within two days of this coast 
the ship behind us was torpedoed at 
10:45 at night. I was on watch in th e 
after crew’s nest, so I got a better 
view of it than the majority. It was 
only about a hundred miles astern and 
the instant it was hit there was a big 
explosion. It was an oil tanker and the 
whole skv was pink. 1 could see nearly! 
every ship in the convoy. Three de¬ 
stroyers circled around anil tired into 
her as they had to sink her as quickly 
as possible to save the other ships. Talk 
about funny teelings' We had 1,800 
mines aboard and if we had ever been 
hit it would have blown the whole con- 
vo> to atoms. As it was there was not 
one saved on the tanker as they were 
all burned to death. The oil was burn¬ 
ing on the w ater for about 15 yards all 
around the ship and we saw three nun 
jump off the bow into the burning oil.

Everytime 1 turn in I can still see them, » 
but I guess it will wear off,

Why OH Floats on Water. 

It seems very cuiiotit at fir«t sight 
that one liquid should be able to fb»at 
on the surface of another; but If wo 
think carefully about It we se«* at «»nco 
that whether a thing fl r* on the sur¬ 
face of water or not depends upon 
two thing*, write* the Child's lb»ok 
of Wonder*. First, whether It Is solu¬ 
ble—that la. will dissolve—In water or 
not. For instance. If we put a piece of 
salt In water It dl*apj>ear*, because 
the salt I* soluble In writer. If. how¬ 
ever. we put h piece of light wood on 
water It floats there because It Is not 
soluble, and therefore remains Intact, 
and also because the weight of the 
piece of wood la less than an equal 
piece of water. It Is much the same 
with oil. Oil and fnt are quite insol¬ 
uble In water, nnd ns the oil Is con¬ 
siderably lighter than the bulk of wa¬ 
ter it float* on the surface.

The exteuslv** utilization of the Hoy 
bean for forage and the increased u*«* 
of the beans for oil and for human 
food have resulted Iti an enormous in¬ 
crease In the acreage of the crop. 

The climatic adaptations of the soy 
bean are about the same as th«>*e of 
Corn. It is more drought resistant 
and less sensitive to an excess of mois¬ 
ture than eowpeas and corn. The soy 
bean succe^l* best on fertile sandy 
loams and olny loams. 

When sown on land not previously 
planted to this crop. It Is advisable to 
Inoculate It. 

The best time for planting soy beans* 
Is about that for planting corn.

The best method that occurs to us 
for securing the contributions of the 
people will be by the card system, up¬ 
on which should apear the name of 
the contributor, the amount subscrib¬ 
ed, the bank at which payable and the 
terms or time of payment. It seems 
to us that plenty of time should be 
taken in which to secure the contribu¬ 
tions, six months or a year, if neces¬ 
sary, and as the Executive Commit¬ 
tee, to be named, will be unable to 
make a contract for the memorial, or 
even adopt a plan, or determine what 
its form shall be until the money is 
in the banks with which to pay for 
it, it will be seen at once that the me¬ 
morial cannot bebuilt in a day.

While lying 
there we were given time to go to Bor¬ 
deaux, which is some place. From there 
we went to Brest. I do not know where 
we will go from here but we do not ex¬ 
pect to get back to the States until 
February so 1 guess I will miss the 
holidays again this year.

F Germany had a natural 
eastern frontier—as she has 
natural boundaries to west 
and south—the establish¬ 
ment of permanent peace 
might not require such extraordinary 
safeguards. Hut, Germany lying 
where she does and her people being 
what they are, the future of Europe 
depends on one thing—the reconstruc¬ 
tion of Poland.” 

The speaker was no less a person 
than Roman Dmowskl, for twenty 
years a lender of the submerged west¬ 
ern Slavs in their aspiration toward 
a renewed national life, long the rep¬ 
resentative of the city of Warsaw in 
the Russian dumn; today, by virtue of 
his position as president of the Pol¬ 
ish national committee, recognized b> 
the governments of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and the United States 
as the official representative and 
spokesman of thirty-five millions of 
people. 

"To take up the German-ness of Ger¬ 
mans first,” he went on in the course 
of an interview with Rowland Thomvs 
appearing in the New York World, 
•‘they are a people capable of talking 
about their drang nuch osten—their 
expnnslveness toward the east—ns if 
It were something scientifically inev¬ 
itable and sacred, like the law of grav¬ 
itation or the budding of trees in 
springtime. No such peculiar and spe¬ 
cific force, of course, now exists. Na¬ 
ture no more drove the Germans to 
the expansive eastward than up or 
down in any other direction. What 
did drive them was an alluring op|n»r- 
tunlty. Whereupon they invented a 
mystical force which was supp »sed to 
be above even their own ideas and 
emotions—Just ns they later Invented 
a special aud sacred kultur when they 
felt the need of Justifying overween-[

The pop¬ 
ulation of the province Is predomi¬ 
nantly Polish. To the east, in Russia, 
lies Volhynla.

The same 
thing is true to the north, in Lithu¬ 
ania, which also was once part of 
Poland. 

Three Reasons for Action. 

"There are three reasons,” Mr. 
Dmowski continued, "why the recon¬ 
struction of national I'oluiid is so vital 
an Issue. 

"The first, already touched on. Is the 
necessity of setting an Impassable 
boundary to Germany on the «*nM. Po¬ 
land Is the only country so situated, 
geographically, as to he able to pro¬ 
vide this service, the only naturul ob¬ 
stacle between German scheming ana 
Russian disorganization. 

"The second reason Is the Baltic. 
Even hefare Russia collapsed that 
body of water was becoming a Ger¬ 
man lake. Now that Russta Is gone 
Germany Is the only nation of large 
population having Baltic ports. Give 
reconstructed Poland again her an¬ 
cient outlet to the sens through her 
old |»ort of Dnntzlg and the company 
of democratic nations will have Its 
own entry way to the trade of all 
northeastern Europe. 

"The third reason Is the breaking up 
of Austria, which Is as serious a men¬ 
ace to permanent pence, unless pro- 
vlded against with Intellige* fore¬ 
sight, as even the German Russian 
boundary situation. Leave central 
Europe a group of small, weak, half- 
developed nationalities, nnd the Bal¬ 
kan question, which has all nlong 
been largely a question of Teutonic 
pressure toward domination of the 
Black sea. Asia Minor and the Persian 
gulf, will remnln acute. What solid 
anti-German harriers will stand there? 
Bohemia — the new Czechoslovak 
state? But that will have only twelve 
million people. Restored nnd recon¬ 
stituted Rouinania? She will have at 
least fourteen million citizens nnd 
around her will stand Hungary, Bul¬ 
garia. Russia. What could Bohemia. 
Itounianla or both of them nvall 
against Germany, with her compact 
sixty five million population? 

Effective Barrier Seen. 

"But add a national Poland nnd the 
situation changes. You have then to 
the east and southeast of Germany, 
cutting her off from Hungary, Bul¬ 
garia and Turkey, three thoroughly 
non-German states with a population 
of slxty-one million liberal democrats 
—a mass and spirit with which aspir¬ 
ing autocrats and Indshevist vision¬ 
aries alike must reckon. 

"For these three purposes- to save 
Russia and A*du from encroachments; 
to preserve the freedom of the Baltic; 
to end forever the Balkan question 
und the possibility of a fresh Ham¬ 
burg Persian Gulf obsession In those 
worshipers of mental straw men and 
ancient tribal gods, reconstituted Po¬ 
land is the onv* natural and trustwor¬ 
thy peuce structure. It Is vital.”

Our merchant marine of today and tomorrow will 
carry a message of good will to the nations of the world.. 

Millions of cruelly starved folk face westward from* 
every shore with mouths open to the promise of Ameri- 
iea. These must be fed, and clothed, and also Fupplied’ 
with other necessities of life. 

Highway transport facilities are at the farmer** 
gate, and “at every farmer’s gate” must immediately 
suggest the initial phase of overseas distribution. The 
highways transport service is the First step in the great 
system of transportation to the sea and then on the 
merchant marine to the far points of the world. Our railroads must no 
longer end at the ocean. We are building an American merchant fleet 
of twenty-five million tons—three thousand ships. We are backing modem 
ships with modern port facilities, establishing our bunkering stations all 
over the globe, and will operate w ith American railroad efficiency. 

We will carry American cargoes at rates corresponding to our rail¬ 
road rates—the cheapest in the world. Fast American passenger and 
cargo liners w ill run regularly to every port in I^atin America, the Orient, 
Africa, Australia. 

We must all take off our coats and work to bring these American 
ships home to the people of every American interest and community. Tho 
manufacturer must think of customers in I-atin America as being as 
accessible as those in the next state. The farmer must visualize ships 
carrying his wheat, cotton, breeding animals, dairy products and fruit to 
new world markets. The American boy must think of ships and foreign 
countries when he chooses a calling. 

British policy seeks to develop all the resources of the far-spread 
British empire. A world-wide inventory is being taken of the metals, 
the fibers, the crops and other resources of British colonies, so that John 
Bull may supply his own needs as far as possible and may increase the 
prosperity of Britons everywhere by developing their resources, broaden¬ 
ing their trade and raising their incomes and living standards. 

Our task is to use American merchant ships, American dollars, Amer¬ 
ican factories and American ability to help other nations in the same way. 

Since the Civil war we have learned what railroads, money and energy 
will do for undeveloped sections in our great West. After the world war 
we must learn what American ships and American money and American 
energy can do for the undeveloped sections of other nations—such sections 
as the rich mineral country of the west coast of South America, the great, 
fertile Amazon basin, the growing nations of Australia and South Africa, 
60 like our own in many wavs. 

Our new merchant ships will take us into this great field of inter¬ 
national sendee and international opportunity. It is time for Americana 
everywhere to think of world trade from this angle of raw’ materials.

Japan is the only nation which has directly benefited by the present 
conflict. Before the war Japan was poor, but the war has enriched her 
far more than the victories of Port Arthur or of Mukden. Japan haf 
learned to depend on herself. She has kicked away all her former props, 
with the result that the war has done more to develop her industries than 
ten years of effort would have accomplished. Certain industries, such ta 
the textile industries, or those of chemical products, and the manufacture 
of glassware nnd of European paper, have expanded tremendously in the 
last four years. 

Japan has created that which it lacked, whilst that which it already 
possessed is developing to an extent which the benefits of a world peace 
would never have allowed it to hope for. In order to give an adequate idea 
of this progress, it is only necessary to glance at the statistics, which prove 
that the net profits of the textile industries have increased by 5,330,00C 
yen since the beginning of the w ar, while the profits of the chemical indus¬ 
tries have increased by 1,133,500 yen. 

Once started in this direction Japan resolved to acquire complete 
| economic independence. This is proved by the fad that although before 
1 the war Japan was behind Germany in the manufacture of artificial dyes 
and many other chemical products, she has now taken these industries com¬ 
pletely in hand, and two companies have been formed with the approbation 
and direct aid of the Japanese government, so as definitely to check any 
attempt Germany may eventually make to resume her supremacy in these 
directions. 
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REVIEW OF TEAR THAT BROUGHT PEACE 
TO WORLD AFTER FOUR TEARS OF WAR 


Germany and Her Allies Are Crushed and Forced to Accept Such 
Terms as Winners Dictate—United States Supplies Power 
That Turns Tide—President Wilson Joins Other Demo¬ 
cratic Rulers of World in Great Peace Congress at 
Versailles—Old Nations Crumble and New Ones 
Are Formed—Russia Torn by Disorders.

More history has been made In the 
year 1918 than in any year that has 
passed since time began. This mo¬ 
mentous twelve months’ period comes 
to a close with the world at peace af¬ 
ter more than four years of the most 
sanguinary fighting of this or any 
other age. 

During the year great nations have 
crumbled, new nations have sprung 
toto being, thrones have tottered and 
fallen, monarchs who once ruled hun¬ 
dreds of millions of people with an 
Iron hand have fled for their lives or 
have fallen victim to the wrath of peo¬ 
ples intoxicated by their new-won 
freedom. 

The coming of pence finds America 
And her allies strong and fully able 
to meet the responsibilities that come 
with victory. On the other hand it 
finds the nations responsible for the 
world cataclysm exhausted and torn 
by civil disorders that are born of de¬ 
feat. It finds the once great empire of 
Austria-Hungary In ruins from which 
there are already rising new free na¬ 
tions. It Alias the German empire dis¬ 
rupted ana threatened with dissolu¬ 
tion. 

The end of the war finds Russia in 
the throes of civil war. The world gets 
only fragments of news regarding tlie 
real situation In the land of the former 
czar, hut these fragments have told a 
terrible story of anarchy and class 
strife In which thousands of persons 
have perished, slain in bloody riots or 
ruthlessly executed by tlie bolshevik 
leaders who control a large part of the 
once great empire. Peace finds the 
menace of autocratic militarism sup¬ 
planted by the menace of bolshevism, 
which is attempting to extend its an¬ 
archistic propaganda throughout the 
World. 

Hut. amid all the uncertainties that 
peace has brought, the world rejoices 
that the last citadel of autocracy has 
been swept away before the rising tide 
of democracy, giving assurance that 
the millions who died upon the field of 
battle did not die in vain. Brighter 
days for all mankind have dawned 
With the passing of the year 1918. 


HOW THE WAR WAS WON 

The year opened with the opinion 
generally prevailing that the world 
vrar could not be brought to a conclu¬ 
sion in less thun eighteen months. It 
was an open secret that the German 
high command was planning to make 
a supreme effort on the western front, 
and during the early days of 1918 it 
was known that many divisions of 
German troops, released from the Rus- 
alan front, were being transferred to 
the west front in preparation for the 
grand offensive. 

Interest during these days centered 
In events that were transpiring in 
Russia and in long-range peace discus¬ 
sions in which President Wilson and 
Chancellor von Hertling figured. On 
January 8 President Wilson. In an ml 
dress to congress, promulgated the 
famous “14 points” which he declared 
should form the basis of world i**hce. 

In Russia Premier I.en!r»e and For¬ 
eign Minister Trotzky intrenched 
themselves In power by dissolving the 
constituent arsembly which met at Pe- 
trogrnd January 18. On January -1 
an all-Russian congress of soviets was 
convened to replace the constituent as¬ 
sembly. There was little activity on 
any front during the month, but on 
January 30 it was announced officially 
that American troops were holding 
front-line trenches In France, occupy¬ 
ing a sector northwest of Toul. 

The Americans holding this sector 
received their baptism of fire when 
they repulsed a vigorous German raid. 
The Americans lost two killed, four 
wounded and one missing, on Febru¬ 
ary 5 the steamer Tuscanla, carrying 
2,179 American sobhers, was torpe¬ 
doed and sunk, with a loss of 139 
lives. On February 9 the Ukraine 
signed a separate treaty of |>eace with 
the central powers. 

Conditions In Russia continued to 
he chaotic. The bolshevik I declared 
the war with Germany over hut re¬ 
fused to sign the peace treaty demand¬ 
ed by Germany. The Germans there¬ 
upon renewed hostilities against Rus¬ 
sia, capturing Reval, Russian naval 
base, nnd advancing on Petrograd. Le- 
nlne and Trotzky then announced that 
Russia was forced to accept the Ger¬ 
man pence terms. On March 3 the 
Russian delegates at Rrest-I.ltovsk 
Signed the peace treaty with Germany. 

Germans Begin Great Drive. 

On March 21 the long heralded of¬ 
fensive of the Germans was launched. 
A terrific blow was delivered against 
the British lines on a front of more 
than SO miles, extending from the Riv¬ 
er Oise, near Un Fere, to the Sensee 
river, about Orolselles. Wave after 
wave of the finest German troops were 
burled it the British lines, and in n 
few days had advanced 15 miles. The 
British Fifth army at the point where 
It touched the French lines was mut¬ 
ed, nnd for n time the allies faced dis¬ 
aster. The German'* continued to pu*h 
smith ward, nnd at the end of 1ft days 


had advanced 47 miles from La Fere 
and were within six miles of Amiens. 
Here the advance was halted. In the 
meantime, on March 29, the allies, fac¬ 
ing a catastrophe, at lust agreed upon 
a unification of command, and General 
Foch* the brilliant Trench lender, waa 
placed in supreme command of all the 
allied armies. 

A few days after the launching of 
this drive, Paris was bombarded by a 
“mystery” gun which It was known 
was at least 02 miles away. On March 
29, Good Friday, this long-range gun 
made a direct hit on n Paris church 
and 75 worshipers were killed. 

On April 10, the Germans shifted 
their attack and began the second 
phase of their offensive—a drive 
against the British In Flanders with 
the channel ports as the objective. 
Here again the British were forced to 
give ground, but there was no break 
such as occurred earlier on the Somme 
front. The British and Portuguese 
were swept back along flic River Lys. 
The Germans took the Messlnes ridge 
and threw 125.000 men against the 
Rritlsh below Ypres. But the Ypres 
defenses belli firm, and in the west the 
Germans failed in their efforts to reach 
Hnzebrnuck. The terrific drive spent 
itself and the Germans had failed to 
threaten the channel ports seriously. 

On April 22 the British navy execut¬ 
ed one of the spectaeular feats of the 
war. blocking the channel of Zee- 
brugge, a German subrnurlne base. 

Germans Renew Offensive. 

On May 27 the Germans renewed 
the offensive with a powerful attack 
between the Alsne and the Marne. In 
n day they swept over the Chemin-des- 
Dames on the heights north of the 
Alsne and crossed the river In a rush. 
Next they took Soissons and reached 
the Vesle. On they went to the Marne, 
extending their front on the river from 
Chateau-Thlerry to Verneull, and 
threatening Reims in their advance. 
The drive was halted with the Ger¬ 
mans occupying a front 10 miles wide 
on the Marne. 

In tin* meantime the Americans had 
won attention on May 28 by taking 
Cantigny on the Plcurdy front in a 
brilliant attack. 

On May 25. German U-boats began 
operations off the coast of the United 
States, sinking 11 ships. 

The German drive for Paris was re 
sumed hut the turning point was 
reached when on June 0 and 7 Ameri¬ 
can tnnrines were thrown across the 
path of the advancing army at Chateau- 
Thlerry. The Americans not only 
stopped tlie Germans but drove them 
back two miles, capturing several hun¬ 
dred prisoners. 

In an effort to unite the Somme sali¬ 
ent with that of the Marne to provide 
a base for another move toward Paris, 
the Germans launched another heavy 
attack west of Xoyon on June 10. They 
made considerable gains on a 20-mil* 
front but the drive was halted within 
two days. 

Austrian Offensive Is Fiasco. 

Attention was transferred from 
Frnnce to Italy when on June 15 the 
Austrians opened an offensive on the 
Italian front from Asiago plateau to 
the sen. The attack proved a complete 
fiasco. It was repulsed at all points 
nnd the Italians pursued the fleeing 
Austrians across the PI are, taking 45,- 
000 prisoners. 

The German commanders made one 
Inst effort to break through to Paris 
when the crown prince’s army group 
on July 15, the morning after the 
French national holiday, launched an 
offensive along a front from Chateau 
Thierry to Musslges, 30 miles east of 
Reims. 

This fifth nnd last phase of the great 
offensive failed most signally, being 
stopped on tlie third day. The Ameri¬ 
can forces played a big part in this sec¬ 
ond decisive battle of the Marne. Fast 
of Chateau-Thierry the Germans forced 
a passage across the Marne and the 
Americans who opposed them were 
forced to fall back temporarily. Then, 
in a brilliant counter-attack, the Amer¬ 
icans drove the Germans back across 
the Marne, taking 1,500 prisoners, In¬ 
cluding a complete brigade staff. 

Allied Offensive Opens. 

On July 18 General Foch assumed 
the offensive. He struck the crown 
prince’s right flank a vital blow and on 
the first day the French and Americans 
fought their way for six miles along 
the Alsne. reaching the outskirts of 
Soissons. For two weeks the great 
counter-offensive continued. On July 
29 the Americans met the crack divi¬ 
sions of German guards and defeated 
them In a stubborn battle at Sergy. 
Soissons fell to the French on August 
2 and by the following day the entire 
Soissons-Reims salient had been wiped 
out. 

The Indignation of the British peo¬ 
ple, aroused by the U-boat outrages 
perpetrated by tlie Germans, was In¬ 
tensified early in July when new*s was 
received of the sinking by a subma¬ 
rine of the hospital ship Llandovery 
Castle, carrying wounded men and 
nurses between Cannda and Knghtnd. 
causing a loss of 258 persons, includ¬ 
ing 12 nurses. The United States con¬ 
tinued to speed up Its war activities 
during July, and early in the month It 


was announced that Americans over¬ 
seas or on the way numbered 1,019,115. 

The United States on July 7 agreed 
to allied action in Russia and prepara¬ 
tions were begun for an allied military 
expedition into Siberlu. On the same 
day Count von Mirbaeh, German am¬ 
bassador to Russia, was slain at Mos¬ 
cow. On July 8 it was announced that 
the Murman coast of Russia had 
thrown off bolshevik rule and Invited 
ala from the allies. During July the 
first reports came from Russiu of the 
execution of the former czar by a local 
soviet and these reports luter were 
confirmed. 

General Foch opened the second 
phase of his counter-offensive on Au¬ 
gust 8 when a surprise attack was 
launched on a 20-mlle front in Picardy, 
the allies gaining seven miles at some 
points and taking 7,000 prisoners. The 
following day Haig’s men gained 13 
miles in Picardy and the next day the 
French, attacking on a 20-mlle front, 
wiped out the Montdidier salient. 

Foch Hammers Foe. 

Then followed a series of sledge¬ 
hammer blows on all portions of the 
frout, all fitting into the general 
scheme of attack worked out by the 
master mind of Foch. On August 20 
Lassigny fell and tin* former Somme 
front was restored. Rritlsh and French 
armies, aided by American units, con¬ 
tinued the smash on the Somme front 
and on August 30 the Germans were 
burled across the Somme. The British 
took Bapaume nnd were close to 
Peronne. Rnye fell to tlie French and 
dozens of small towns were wrested 
from tlie Invaders. Further north the 
British smashed the Htndenburg line 
and forced the Germans to begin a re¬ 
treat from the Lys salient. 

On September 12, the First Ameri¬ 
can army, under the direct command 
of General Pershing, began a brilliant 
action which wiped out tlie difficult 
st. Iflhlol salient in Gums days. The 
Americans took 20,000 prisoners in 
this action. 

Serbian. French and Italian forces, 
on September 18, launched a big drive 
against tlie Bulgnrs in Macedonia. Al¬ 
most simultaneously the British broke 
the Turk lines in tlie Holy Land. The 
Turkish army was shattered, and by 
September 27 bad lost 45,000 men In 
prisoners. In the meantime tlie nllles 
smashed the llindenhurg line along a 
22-mile front in the St. Quentin sector, 
and it was announced at Washington 
that the United States now had 1,750,- 
000 men across the sea to aid In crush¬ 
ing the crumbling armies of the enemy. 

The first decisive break in the ranks 
of the central empires came on Sep¬ 
tember 27. when General Mallnoff, 
commander of the Bulgar armies 
which were routed before the advanc¬ 
ing Serbs nnd French, asked for an 
armistice. On September 30 Bulgaria 
accepted the armistice terms pro- 
pns«*d hv the allies and surrendered 
unconditionally. 

Teuton* Move for Peace. 

Turkey moved for pence on October 
4 nnd the German people were thrown 
into n panic as they saw their allies 
crumbling. Prince Max. who had now 
become German chancellor. addressed 
a note to President Wilson, nsking that 
steps be taken Immediately to conclude 
an armistice nnd to open peace nego¬ 
tiations President Wilson answered 
by nsking whether he spoke for the 
people or tlie then rulers of the empire 
and whether the proposal was based 
on an acceptance of the presidents 14 
peace points. Meanwhile the drive on 
the west front continued, and the Ger¬ 
mans were driven from much ground 
that they had held since 1914. The 
llindenhurg line was smashed nt many 
*K*nts. Pershing’s men broke the foe’s 
r.ia'n line of defense west of the Meuse 
nnd nfter days of bitter fighting clear¬ 
ed tlie Germans out of Argonne forest. 
The Germans were forced to nluindon 
the Chenfin des Dufies and to retreat 
on a long line from Lnon ns far east 
us Argonne. 

Germany sent another note to Pro* 
blent Wilson on October 12, accepting 
the latter’s 14 peace principles nnd 
urging tin* president to transmit Its 
proposal for an armistice to the nllles. 
Prince Max assured the president thnt 
by reason of constitutional changes 
the existing German government spoke 
for the people. President Wilson re¬ 
plied two days later, rejecting the Ger¬ 
man proposals, declaring thnt any arm¬ 
istice must be granted by the military 
commanders nnd must guarantee the 
continued supremacy of the allied 
arms. 

The answer of the allied armies to 
the Gorninn peace proposals was to 
deliver still harder blows nt the retir¬ 
ing enemy. In tlie north the Belgian 
army, led by King Albert, co-operat¬ 
ing with the British, began to sweep 
the Germans from the Belgian coast. 
On October 17 the Germans were driv¬ 
en from Ostend nnd Bruges and the 
British occupied Lille. The whole 
west front was In motion. The allies 
swept eastward through Belgium and 
through the Industrial regions of 
Frnnce. 

Chancellor Max, on October 21, sent 
another pence note to President Wil¬ 
son. denying the charges thnt the Ger¬ 
mans had been guilty of atrocities on 
land nnd sen, nnd again giving assur¬ 
ances that the new government repre¬ 
sented the people of Germany. Presi¬ 
dent Wilson replied two days later, 
agreeing to trnnsmlt the request for 
an armistice to the nllles. 

Italians Rout Austrians. 

As this note was delivered the allies 
were smashing the Germans nt all 
points on the western front and on 
October 24 tlie Italians launched a 
great offensive against the Austrians 
on the Pinve front, who within a few 
days were In headlong flight with the 
Italians in pursuit. The Americans 
continued to smash the Germans in vi¬ 
cious attacks west of the Meuse. 

The month of November opened with 
the German armies facing utter rout, 
the armies of her allies completely 


shattered and the end in sight. Tur¬ 
key surrendered unconditionally to the 
British nnd the Austrians begged for 
an armistice, while their armies were 
in full flight. The allied war council 
at Versailles began to prepare the 
terms to be submitted to the Germans. 

The American First army smashed 
the German lines at Grand Pre and 
advanced seven miles west of the 
Meuse as the enemy line cracked. 

Austria-Hungary, on November 3, 
accepted the armistice terms which 
provided for unconditional surrender, 
hostilities ceasing at three o’clock 
November 4. 

On November 5, President Wilson 
notified Germany to apply to Marshal 
Foch for terms, he having been in¬ 
formed that they had been prepared 
by the allied war council. 

German envoys were appointed and 
approached the allied lines but in the 
meantime the allied armies did not 
lessen the pressure they were exert¬ 
ing on the enemy. The Americans, 
having inflicted a severe defeat on 
the enemy, clearing the whole front be¬ 
tween the Meuse and the Aisne, rapid¬ 
ly advanced toward Sedan, cutting the 
vital communications between Metz 
nnd the long German line extending 
to the north. The Germans, ns a result 
of the American advance, faced the 
necessity of undertaking a general re¬ 
treat to save their urniles from being 
cut off. 

On November 9 the kaiser abdicat¬ 
ed and the crown prince renounced 
his claims to the throne. The govern¬ 
ment of Germany passed Into the con¬ 
trol of the social democrats and 
Herr Ebert was made chancellor. The 
kaiser fled to Holland ami was per¬ 
mitted to remain there by tlie Dutch 
authorities. At the same time vari¬ 
ous other German prince* abdicated 
and soldiers nnd workmen’s councils 
sprang into existence at many points. 

Germans Sign Armistice. 

On November 11 the German en¬ 
voys signed the armistice which 
amounted practically to unconditional 
surrender. Under the terms of the 
armistice Germany agreed to evacu¬ 
ate all invaded territory and retire 
behind the Rhine, the allies to follow 
and hold all Important crossing* of 
the Rhine. The Germans agreed to 
surrender the greater part of their 
navy and thousands of heavy guns 
and airplanes, rendering them unable 
to renew hostilities. 

The nrniistiee b«came effective nt 
11 a. in., Paris time. November 11. 
Thus the great world war virtually 
came to an end. although technically 
it will end only with the s.gning of 
the peace treaty. 

With the cessation of hostilities 
revolution spread through Germany 
and Austria. Emperor Charles of 
Austria abdicated and a people’s gov¬ 
ernment was set up. 

Field Marshal von llindenhurg re¬ 
mained In supreme command of the 
German urniles and began to direct 
the retirement of the Germans In ac¬ 
cordance with the terms of tlie armis¬ 
tice. 

Carrying out tlie terms of the armis¬ 
tice the Germans surrendered 71 war¬ 
ships to the ullles on November 21. 

Conditions were very unsettled In 
Germany during the closing weeks of 
the year, the socialist government ap¬ 
parently sharing power with the sol¬ 
diers nnd workmen’s councils. Plans 
were under discussion for the sum¬ 
moning of a constituent assembly to 
determine the future charucter of the 
government hut activities of the rad¬ 
ical socialistic element under the lead¬ 
ership of Herr Llebknecht threatened 
to disrupt the entire former empire. 

On November 29 President Wilson 
announced that he would head the 
American delegation to the pence 
1 conference ami that the other dele- 
• gates would he Secretary of State 
Lansing. Col. E. M. House, Henry 
White, former ambassador to France, 
and Gen. Tasker II. Bliss, United 
States military representative on the 
supreme war council. The president, 
accompanied by the other peace dele¬ 
gates nnd a large party of assistants, 
sailed for France December 4. 

President Wilson arrived at Brest 
December 13 and proceeded to Paris, 
where he was given an enthusiastic re¬ 
ception. He at once entered Into con¬ 
ference with the allied leaders, in prep¬ 
aration for the opening of the peace 
conference In January. 

British, French, American and Bel¬ 
gian unifies of occupation advanced 
Into Germany ns the Germans retired 
In accordance with the armistice, the 
allied armies reaching the Rhine dur¬ 
ing the early days of December. 


Congress Increased the safeguards 
thrown about war industries by pass¬ 
ing the “sabotage” bill, carrying pen¬ 
alties of $10,(KM) tine and 30 years’ im¬ 
prisonment for destruction of war ma¬ 
terials or Interference with war indus¬ 
tries. President Wilson signed this 
measure on April 20. The government 
also prosecuted vigorously many per¬ 
sons uccused of violation of the espion¬ 
age act. On August 17, 100 members 
of the I. W. W. were convicted of dis¬ 
loyalty in the federal court at Chicago, 
after a trial lasting several months. 

Government control of the railroads 
was followed during tills year by gov¬ 
ernment control of all telegraph and 
telephone lines. Congress on July 13 
authorized the president to take con¬ 
trol of the wires and the government 
assumed control on July 31. On No¬ 
vember 17, the government also took 
control of all Atlantic cable lines. 

The first generul election since the 
United States entered the war waa 
held on November 5. The Republicans 
won both houses of congress, the sen 
ate by a majority of two and the 
house by u margin of more than forty. 

During September, October and No¬ 
vember the entire country was swept 
by a serious epidemic of Spanish In¬ 
fluenza. Thousands of soldiers in the 
army camps and other thousands of 
civilians succumbed thereto and to 
pneumonia. 

The country was surprised on No¬ 
vember 22 By the resignation of Wil¬ 
liam <1. McAdoo as secretary of the 
treasury and director general of the 
railroads. Representative Carter Glass 
of Virginia was named to succeed Mr. 
McAdoo as secretary of the treasury 
December 5. 

on November 28 Governor Stephens 
of California commuted to life impris¬ 
onment the death sentence of Thomas 
J. Mooney, convicted in connection 
with the death of ten persons from a 
bomb explosion in Ran Francisco dur¬ 
ing a preparedness parade July 22.

DOMESTIC AFFAIRS 

Practically every phase of American 
life felt the dominating Influence of 
war throughout the year 1918. 

In the field of national legislation 
woman’s suffrage nnd nation-w ide pro¬ 
hibition were urged as war measures. 
The woman’s suffrage amendment 
was defeated In the senate October 1. 
nfter having passed the house. A 
nation-wide prohibition measure, to 
become effective June 30, 1919, was 
enacted by congress nnd approved by 
the president November 22. On Sep¬ 
tember 6 President Wilson tiad or¬ 
dered the manufacture of malt liquor 
stopped on December 1, as a food- 
conservation measure. 

The government, early In tlie year, 
began to tighten Its control over Indus¬ 
try ami business for the purpose of 
furthering wur efforts nnd protecting 
the public. On January 10, to relieve a 
serious coal shortage which threatened 
to delay tlie shipment of war supplies 
to France, Fuel Administrator Garfield 
ordered n general shutdown of Indus¬ 
try and business in all states east of 
the Mississippi river for n period of 
five days nnd ten succeeding Mondays. 
On February 13 the order for heat less 
Mondays was rescinded. 


FOREIGN 

The map of Europe was being re¬ 
made ns the year 1918 mine to a close. 
The Czecho-Slovak republic was al¬ 
ready in existence before the dose of 
the war. having been recognized as hii 
independent belligerent government by 
the United States, Great Britain. 
France and Italy, But the coining of 
peace saw the formal establishment of 
this new government at Prague. The 
end of the war also practically assured 
the rising of a great new Poland, made 
up of most, if not nil, of the territory 
divided up years ago among Germany, 
Austria and Russia. Finland threw 
off the shackles placed upon her by 
Russia and out of the turmoil of civil 
war emerged as a free and Independent 
nation. The peoples of other smaller 
subject states usserted their independ¬ 
ence. 

Civil war continued to threaten tlie 
new republic « »f China throughout the 
year. Hsu Slilb Chang was elected 
president of tie- republic on Septetu 
her 0 and during the next few months 
reports indicated a possibility of *in 
agreement being reached between the 
northern nnd southern sections of the 
country. 

Peru nnd Chile were reported on the 
Brltik of war during the closing weeks 
of the year. The trouble between 
these countries was an outgrowth of 
the nitrate war of years ago in which 
Chile won Tamm and Arlcn. 

Dr. Sidonla Paes, president of Por¬ 
tugal. was shot and killed at Lisbon. 
Derember 15. The assassin was killed 
By the crowd tBat witnessed the crime. 
Two days later Admiral (’onto Y. Ca< 
tro was elected president of Portugal. 

(in December Id the Finnish diet 
elected General Marincrheim regent of 
Finland. 


LABOR AND INDUSTRY 

Lahoi unrest, resulting In many 
strikes, threatened to seriously ham¬ 
per the government’s war preparations 
early In the year but through a spirit 
of co-operntloq shown by both labor 
and capital the danger was averted uml 
there was little labor trouble during 
the greater part of the year. 

During the eurly days of the year 
disaffection appeared among the work¬ 
ers In the shlpynrds and by February 
12 the situation had assumed a serious 
aspert with strikes in effect In five 
yards. By February Id the strike hud 
spread still further in spite of an ad¬ 
vance In wages announced by the la¬ 
bor adjustment board. 

On February 17, Preside* t Wilson, 
in a letter to William I,. Hutci eson, 
head of the United Brotherhood of Car¬ 
penters and Joiners, concerning the 
ship carpenters’ strike. denied the right 
of labor to strike at that critical Junc¬ 
ture. “Will you co-operate or will you 
obstruct?” tlie president asked. The 
workmen responded to the president’s 
appeal and the strike was dec I a ref I off. 
At the same time Secretary of Labor 
Wilson announced the personnel of a 
tint lour.! board of labor/ to be com¬ 
posed of representatives of both labor 
and capital. On February 24 this hoard 
opened a conference for the purpose of 
establishing n basis for the settlement 
of disputes during the war. Former 
President William II. Taft, chosen b> 
the employers, and Frank I*. Walsh, 
selected by tlie labor organizations, ul 
fernnted as chairman. This confer¬ 
ence. on March 29. reached nil agree¬ 
ment providing that all labor disputes 
arising during tlie war should be sub 
mltted to a board of mediation. This 
agreement was adhered to B> both em¬ 
ployers und employees und corn para 


DISASTERS 

Fires, railroad accidents nnd explo¬ 
sions took a heavy toll of hurnfin life 
on land during the year 1918 while the 
elements combined with tlie torpedoes 
of the German U-boats to send thou¬ 
sands Innocent persons, including 
women Hnd children, to their deutli at 
sea. 

Fifty-two children niet death In a 
fire which destroyed a convent at Mon¬ 
treal, Cunada. Fehruury 14. February 
24 the liner Florizel, hound from St. 
Johns, N. F., to New Y6rk, was 
wrecked by a blizzard ueur Cape Race 
and 92 lives were lost. 

Seventy inmates of an insane asylum 
at Norman, Okhi., were killed In a fire 
which destroyed that institution April 
UK. 

On May 1 the Savannah liner City of 
Athens was sunk In a collision with a 
French cruiser off tlie Delaware coast 
and fifi lives were lost. On May IS 
nearly a hundred persons were killed 
by explosions In tin* Aetna Chemical 
plant near Pittsburgh. Pa. 

Sixty-three persons, including well- 
known circus performers, perished 
when a circus train was wrecked nt 
Gary, Ind., June 22. Fifty persons were 
killed by the collapse of a building at 
Sioux City, la., June 29. 

A small factory explosion it* England 
killed 50 persons July 1 and on the fol¬ 
lowing day an explosion in a munitions 
plant near Syracuse, N. Y., killed 10. 
Eighty-five merrymakers perished 
when an excursion boat sank in the 
Illinois river July 5. A hundred per¬ 
sons were killed in a collision between 
two trains near Nashville, Tenn., 
July 9. 

A tornado swept a part of Mil nesota 
August 21, killing 50 persons at Tyler 
and Connors. 

(in (ictnber 6 the United States trans¬ 
port Otranto was sunk In collision off 
the Irish const nnd 450 persons lost 
their lives. Four hundred were lost 
when the British mail boat Leinster 
was torpedoed and sunk October 10. 

A series of terrific explosions in a 
shell-loading plant at Morgan, N. J., 
on October 3 killed 91 person* and de¬ 
stroyed a vast amount of property. A 
severe earthquake which caused the 
death of 150 persons was reported in 
Porto Rico October 11. Great forest 
fires raged In northeastern Minnesota 
during October. Many town* were de¬ 
stroyed and about 1,000 lives were lost. 
On October 25 the steamship Princess 
Sophia was wrecked on the Alaskan 
coast and 343 were lost. 

Ninety-eight persons were killed No¬ 
vember 1 in a wreck nn the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit lines. On November 21, 
about 1.5O0 persons were reported 
killed by the explosion of German mu¬ 
nition trains «»n route from Belgium to 
(Scrawny. 

One of the most unusual cases In 
maritime history was that of the 
United States navy collier Cyclop*, 
which disappeared at sea while bound 
from the West Indies to an American 
Atlantic port. Announcement was 
made April 14 that the boat, wi h 293 
persons on board, was a month over¬ 
due Not n single trace of the boat 
or It- passenger* and crew was ever 
found, and the fate of the vessel Is a 
complete mystery.

The Lessons we Study. 

This is really the third book of his- 
torv in the Bible for Genesis gives the 
race as a whole in the first eleven chap¬ 
ters; the remainder of the book narrates 
the experiences of the chosen family 
while this begins the story of the na¬ 
tion. With the three books that follow 
we have the constitutional period of 
Israel corresponding to our »wn from 
1776 to 1787 and there is much in each 
to illumine the other. The first six 
chapters give the birth, training, and 
call of Moses, Chapters 7-12 contain 
the epic of conflict; 13-18 carry them 
thru the wilderness to Sinai; 19*24 cover 
the Decalog and Book of the Covenant; 
25-40 plan and erect the Tabernacle and 
provide a religious pageantry that 
would instill a knowledge of Jehovah 
into the worshipping throng. The one 
lesson in Numbers gives the turning* 
point from a wandering people to the 1 
beginnings of a nation conscious of its 
own power and facing forward instead 
of backward toward Egypt. Three 
others from Joshua settle Israel in 
Palestine and the nation has been build- 
cd into the geography of the w’orld in a 
way that can never be erased. This is 
the wonderful story that will occupy us 
for the quarter and in it we may look 
for light upon the building of a new 
world order in which international con-1 
sciouaness shall come to its own as did 
the nationalism of there people of the 
long past. 

The Nation’s Test. 

Nations are tepted by their treatment 
of alian races. One of the finest things 
that narked the course of the war was 


the loyalty of the South African Dutch 
whose sympathies would naturally ha\e 
lain with Germany since they had had 
her support in the Boer War and had 
but recently come into the British Em¬ 
pire. General Botha who had surren¬ 
dered his sword to the English cabled 
London to recall all the British troops 
and the colonials would care for the 
emergency in South Africa and splen¬ 
didly they did it. England had so treat¬ 
ed thrm that they had lost their recent 
animosity and had become members of 
the citizenry of the Empire. Germany 
after nearly half a century could not 
trust either the Alsatiana or the Poles 
within her own borders. Egypt used 
the Teuton method of dealing wisely 
with her alien problem and sought to 
suppress and exploit them instead of 
developing them. They were allowed 
to be thru ail the years an unassimilat¬ 
ed mass in Goshen which was as solidly 
Hebrew as is Little Jerusalem in New 
York. And thev were probably dubbed 
"Sheeney" first in Egypt. But it hap¬ 
pened that their territory lay on the 
route of an invading army and having 
failed to bind them to the life of the 
land thev became a fear and their vir¬ 
ility must be crushed out in precisely 
the same fashion that that of the 
French in the occupied territory was 
attempted by forded labor and bitter 
bondage. Jehovah took Egypt by the 
throat as He has done again in these 
later years and thrust her down from 
her place of Dower because she failed to 
recognize the rights of the weak.

Mrs. Jocebad Amram was a heroic 
soul who is listed in the Memorial Hall 
of Hebrews eleven.

DEATH A SHOCK, 

leading American Passed Away 
Monday—Mourned by World

* Col. Theodore Roosevelt died 
Monday morning between 4 o’clock 
and 4:14 while asleep at his home 
at Sagamore Hill, Oyster Bay. 
His physicians said the immediate 
cause of death was a clot of blood 
which cletachcd itself from a vein 
and entered the lunjjs. 

Col. Roosevelt’s sudden death 
took by surprise his physicians as 
well as all others who had been 
with him lately. It was stated 
that the blood clfft was not di¬ 
rectly due to the inflammatory 
rheumatism from which he had 
been suffering for two months, but 
must be traced to earlier conditions. 
One of the contributing causes 
was the fever which he contracted 
during his explorations in Brazil, 
when he discovered the River of 
Doubt early in 1914. This left a 
poison in the blood which has been 
a partial cause of several fits of 
sickness which he had suffered 
since that time. 

Col. Roosevelt was working 
hard as late as Saturday..dictating 
articles, editorials and letters. He 
spent Sunday Quietly, but looked 
and felt well, until shortly before 
11 o’clock when he had difficulty 
in breathing: After treatment he 
felt better and returned to bed.

Poles Fighting the Germans on 
the West and the Advancing 
Bolsheviki on East. 


CALL ON ALLIES FOR HELP 


Lenine't Forces Meet Disastrous De¬ 
feat at Perm, but Capture Ufa— 

President Wilson Visits Rome 
—Secretary Daniels’ Pro¬ 
gram for the Greatest 

Navy. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

So far as fighting Is concerned, the 
absorbing news is coming from Poland 
Just now. The Poles, having enthusi¬ 
astically welcomed the head of their 
new republic, Ignace Jan Paderewski, 
the famous musician, are following his 
lead against the Germans on the one 
Aide and the Itussian bolshevik! on the 
other. They are determined to add to 
their state the province of Posen, Dan¬ 
zig and other parts of Prussia, and tin 
government at Perlin is equally deter¬ 
mined that they shall not lay hands on 
German territory. The result Is a 
Aeries of conflicts, with varying re¬ 
sults. As this is written a report comes 
that a Polish jinny of 30,000 men Is 
marching on Berlin find that Gustav 
Koske, member of the Ebert cabinet 
In charge of military affairs, has or¬ 
dered the Fifth German division to ad¬ 
vance to meet the Poles. 

The Poles entered Frankfort on the 
Oder, 50 miles east of Berlin, and also 
Beuthen in Prussian Silesia, and 
Bromberg, in the province of Posen. In 
the city of Posen the Poles occupied 
the fortress, disarming 20,000 German 
soldiers, and the fighting there has 
been almost continuous. Many Jews 
are said to have been slain. 

• — I* — 

The German authorities admit the 
Polish question is serious and that it 
will be difficult to prevent the estab¬ 
lishment of a free Poland. The Poles 
are masters of most of the towns and 
have cut all means of communication. 
It is on their eastern borders that the 
Poles are having the worst time. There 
they are contending not only against 
the bolshevik armies in their sweep 
through Lithuania, hut also against 
the Ukrainians, who are disputing w irli 
the Poles the possession of the south¬ 
ern part of Lithuania. General PiI- 
audtky commands a rattier small army 
of loyal Poles, and General Haller, 
who commanded the Poles In France, 
has landed at Danzig with a body of 
troops; but they are a long way apart, 
with hostile armies between them. 
There Is considerable demand that the 
allies extend quick and strong aid to 
the Poles, since tlie establishment of 
Poland ns a buffer state not only would 
keep Germany from grabbing the Bal¬ 
tic provinces and eventually control¬ 
ling Russia, but also would deprive the 
Germans of most of the coni deposits 
on which they rely. The bolshevlst 
menace and the Industrial disorder in 
Poland make It Impossible for the 
Poles to uwnit the settlement of their 
problem by the pence congress, say 
their lenders. Most of their factories 
were destroyed by the Germans and 
the thousands of Poles now sent hack 
by Germany nre clamoring for food 
and employment and in some places 
are Yaking the law Into their own 
hands and plundering their former em¬ 
ployers. 

— — 

Lately the bolshevik! have both lost 
and won in eastern Ru*«in. Their 
chief loss was at Perm, In the Urals, 
which was captured by General Gaidn 
at the head of Czecho-Slovak and Si¬ 
berian forces. The bolshevik Third 
army was virtually destroyed and Nik¬ 
olai Lenlne, the bolshevik premier, 
who was directing operations from an 
armored train, narrowly escaped cap¬ 
ture. Qaida completely surprised the 
hoUhevikl anil captured 31.000 men, 
ft,000 railway cars, 120 field gun*. 1 .<aio 
machine guns and much other equip¬ 
ment. Ten regiments were annihilated 
and the remainder of the enemy dri\en 
inross the Kama river. 


The bolsheviki claimed the capture, 
on Tuesday, of the city of Ufa, capital 
of the nonbolshevik government in the 
region west of the Ural mountains, and 
also of the town of Sterlitamak, south 
of Ufa. 

In Lithuania tin* advance of the bol¬ 
shevlst forces was so threatening that 
the bourgeois government was moved 
from Vilna to Knvno, and In Esthonia 
and Livonia the Lenlne troops were 
moving forward against Koval and 
Riga, occupying Itomershof un the 
Dvina. Swedish volunteer troops have 
gone to the aid of the Ksthonians. 

At the time of writing this, news 
comes that the Germans have evacuat¬ 
ed Riga and that the British have land¬ 
ed troops, under all arms, at tfiat port 
and also at Lihnu and WTnduu, the 
chief ports of Court and on the Baltic. 

— *!- 

The allied forces in the Archangel 
region are still awaiting an announce¬ 
ment of policy by their governments, 
hut they are not Inactive, having re¬ 
cently defeated the enemy along the 
Onega river and greatly Improved their 
positions. Michigan and Wisconsin 
troops played a notable part in these 
operations, which were carried out In 
zero temperature and deep snow. 

— I* — 

Liebknecht has not yet succeeded in 
overthrowing tin* Ebert government In 
Berlin, hut tin* independent socialist 
members of the government have been 
ousted, and it is now reported that 
Ebert and Scheidemnnn are in secret 
agreement with the leaders of the bour¬ 
geois party to combat the extremists, 
who Include the Indepel^jents. the 
Spartacides and the sailors. The bour¬ 
geois leaders, it is said, are convinced 
that civil war cannot he averted. 

The Spnrtacus group, assembled in 
congress, howled down a proposition 
made by Liebknecht that they take 
part In the election of members of the 
new national assembly. L»*d by Rosa 
Luxembourg, they declared the meet¬ 
ing of the assembly must be prevented 
at all costs. Kadek, head of the bol¬ 
shevlst mission to Germany, tells the 
Spartacides lie would welcome an en¬ 
tente occupation of Germany, because 
the invaders would become infected 
with bolshevism and spread Its d<»c- 
tries to the west. Kurt Eisner, pre¬ 
mier of tin* "republic" of Bavaria, Is 
said to be siding with the Independent 
socialists against Ebert, and lllnden- 
burg is so discouraged by the disorder 
in Berlin that tie lias said he would 
supjMirt the occupation of the city by 
the British. 

Returning from England to Paris 
early in tin* week. President Wilson 
left for Italy W (Mines.lay evening. 
When he arrived in Rome he was wel¬ 
comed by the king and queen and a 
host of other notables, and the Roman 
population gave him so enthusinstie a 
reception that it was evident they had 
made up their minds to outdo the Lon¬ 
doners and Parisians. The streets and 
buildings were lavishly decorated ami 
the freedom of the Eternal Oty was 
bestowed on the American president. 
Banquets, official calls and conferen¬ 
ces took up most of his time in Rome. 

While lie was in Italy, It is understood. 
President Wilson studied carefully the 
conflicting claims of Italy and tlie* ,lug»e 
Slnvs for possession of the lands along 
the east coast of the Adriatic. 

- — 

When on the same day President 
Wilson in Manchester declared against 
the old "balance of power" methods 
and in favor of the league of nations, 
and Premier Cleniencenu told the 
French that he still stood for a balance 
of power, the croakers at once discov¬ 
ered that there was to lie great diffi¬ 
culty in bringing about a reconciliation 
between the view** of the two leaders. 
There really did seem to he a chance 
for trouble there; hut Colonel House 
called on M. Ulemeticenu and on New 
Year s day he told Mr. Wilson all about 
it. The result, according to hints 
thrown out by some of the American 
delegates, was that the president was 
assured there was nothing In Clemen- 
cenu’s attitude that would justify an 
apprehension of any marked differ¬ 
ence-* between the entente powers and 
the 

saw Mr. Balfour and found that they 
were In full agreement. It Is stated 
that Clemeneenu meant that lie stands 
for a dominating league of nations 
ready to use force to maintain pence.

The numerous and complicated 
questions that the peace conference 
must take up and settle have given rise 
to the suggestion that the congress 
should he a continuing body so that fu¬ 
ture developments might be taken in¬ 
to consideration and matters derided 
that are now too hazy for clear vision. 
If tills plan were adopted, tlie forma 
tloti of tlie league of nations might not 
he so pressing a question as it is now 
considered by President Wilson and 
many others who sup|»ort his view*

General satisfaction Is expressed 
wPh the desire of tlie department «f 
Justice to have deported most of the 
enemy aliens now interned for their 
pernicious activities. These men and 
women—a few of the gentler sex sire 
Included—were either German spies 
and agents, taking their chances us 
such, or else traitor* to the country 
that had given them shelter. In either 
case they are not wanted in America 
and should be sent back to the land 
they came from or that they served. 
There are a lot <»f others who might 
well he deported, but we are t**o mild 
mannered a people for our own good 
in such matters.

tant port In the United Stutes. On a 
foreign voyage the application will pro- 
vlde the seaman with the best mediial 
care, free of charge, or application to 
the United States consular officer. 

At present the bottle is being pro¬ 
vided only for men who have been 
trained for a seu career by the recruit¬ 
ing service of the shipping board, But

Date in November, 1814, Is One 

Worthy of RemembiTmce by All 
the Civilized World. 

The 20th of November. 1814, forms 
an Important date Id the history of 
printing, and consequently In that of 
civilization. Tt was the day on which 
a newspaper was for the first time 
printed by steam, instead of manual 
power. The common printing press, 
though much Improved during the sec¬ 
ond half of the last century, could sel¬ 
dom strike off more than 200 or 300 
Impressions per hour, with one man 
to Ink the type and another to work 
the press. It was the enterprise of 
the London Times that enabled Invent¬ 
ors to surmount the difficulties of ap¬ 
plying steam to printing presses. In 
1S03. the edition of 3.000, which was 
Its dally issue, took many hours to 
strike off. Thomas Martyn, a compos¬ 
itor on the paper, produced a model 
for a self-acting machine for work¬ 
ing the press, and John Walter, the 
proprietor, supplied him with money 
to continue his labors. The press¬ 
men were hostile to such Innovation, 
anti Martyn was placed in fear of his 
life, and as Walter did not possess 
large capital, the acheme fell to the 
ground. As his pecuniary means In¬ 
creased. Walter encouraged Invention. 
Finally. In 1814, the Koenig patent 
was tried secretly for fear of the press¬ 
men. on the 2i»th of November, the 
night on which the machine was 
brought Into use. It was about six 
In the morning when Walter went Into 
the pressroom i«ud astonished Its occu¬ 
pies by telling them that the Times 
was already printed by steam; If they 
attempted violence there was a force 
to suppress it; but if they were peace¬ 
able their wages should he continued. 
Thus was the most hazardous enter- 1 
prise carried through and printing by 
steam given to the world.

I T WAS the vintage time, nnd I 
tried to forget that half of Chris¬ 
tendom was plunged In a great 
war. Leaving the fighting line, I 
wandered about in the lovely freedom 
of the hill country* »‘f Tuscany, pa t vil¬ 
las which are surmised rather than 
seen through the long vistas of grave, 
still cypresses and around smiling, sil- 
vergreen olive slopes from whose sum¬ 
mits bei'Kon dignified palace fortresses 
of the Medlcls nr sterner and more 
aged Ivy-decked towers, writes a Tus¬ 
cany correspondent of the New York 
* Evening Post. Finally, I reached the 
road of my morning’s quest and 
| stopped where a high wall, after many 
turns and twists, suddenly opened to 
a vision of green terraces, it was the 
gate to the podere upon which T«»n- 
Ino and his forebears have labored for 
the last century and a half—the fam¬ 
ily “going to the land,” not as serfs, 
but as willing servants of the soil. 

Entering the terraced farm. I skirt¬ 
ed a stout wall with Ivy spreading lov¬ 
ingly over Its gray stones; n hedge of 
winter roses followed mo in fragrant 
companionship all the way to Tonlno’s 
farmhouse, n structure poised bravely 
over a precipitous ledge of rocks. 

The house Itself might be called an 
architectural slant of walls, chimneys, 
stone flags nnd steps running off and 
down In all directions till they seem to 
merge with the vines and the olive 
tree nnd the green sod. I linger**! a mo¬ 
ment, then followed in the wake of a 
primitive oxcart, painted bright red, 
on which the empty grape vats rumh- 
| bled sonorously as the plodding beasts 
dragged their draft over the atony 
! road. 

Harvesting the Grape Crop. 

It was a pagan—almost bacchanalian 
—picture, as those huge cattle, white 
amd big-horned, moved slowly and pro- 
cessionally down th*» way. flanked by 
grape vines in endless, festive wreaths 
and festoons strung from tree to troe. 

At the lower terrace a host of neigh¬ 
bors was busily at work cutting the 
dew-moist grapes, dropping the lus¬ 
cious bunches Into picturesque bas¬ 
kets lying all about. The sun played 
In glad, shifting shadows in and out 
; of the vines ami olive trees, while the 
damp soil, drinking In the solar 
warmth, exuded a moisture heavily 
odorous with the abounding vitality 
of Mother Earth. 

The harvesters Included many wnm- 
en. some territorial soldiers on leave 
1 and a few children. No one, old or 
I young, gave signs of fntigue; the labor 
| was pursued slowly an*! easily, not at 
all as a struggle in overcoming time, 
or resistance. It was tills seeming 
slowness of the laborers in Italy which 
, often gives to the outsider, especially 
to the nervous and strenuous Ameri- 
can observer, the Impression of a 
wastage of time in the accomplishment 
of things. This apparent slowness, 
however, Is rather a wise restraint nnd 
! distribution of effort, coupled with trn* 

; dltionnl skill or special hardiness, 

| which bring about results by deftness 
as well as by mere expenditure of 
force. 

So. at this harvesting, nil of that 
j crowded, terraced acreage had been 
: shorn of Its grapes by sundown, nnd 
all the fruit carried away to the wine 
press. 

Supper for Tonino's Laborers. 

At nine In the evening we gathered 
at Tonino's house for the harvest sup¬ 
per. to which, by Immemorial custom, 
everyone who has labored in the vine¬ 
yards must be Invited. We entered by 
the kitchen door, near which hung a 
i little oil lamp patterned after those 
of the Etruscans; at the long table In 
the main room of this ensa colonlcu 
sat three generations of harvesters— 
I 24 men, women und children. 

A warm, soothing, “natural” odor of 
ox« i n ami stable came thinly nnd not 
i unpleasantly Into the feast chamber, 
which had flint dignity of proportion 
• and fine simplicity of lines which 
speaks of Tuscan taste, even in these 
humble quarters. A light hung from 
, the center *>f the ceiling threw a rath¬ 
er dim Illumination o\er the festive 
hoar*!, but amply sufficient for us to 
see all the good things which awaited 
i *>ur impending attack. First soup was 
xerveJ from hug** bowls Into deep, ca¬ 


pacious dishes; next came a rich and 
satisfying fritto misto. nnd then large 
platters, burdened with pasta redo¬ 
lent with an herb savored sauce. 
There was plenty of honest wine to 
wash down the huge slashes of war 
bread served out generously to al! 
of us. 

No Bitterness in War *i alk. 

After the pleasant business of eating 
was over the men started talking about 
the war. It was a simple, rather ob¬ 
jective discussion, without bitterness 
or hatred, of something unpleasant 
which hud to be done, but all must 
wish that it should be ended and laid 
n-ide as soon as possible. Then the 
conversation waxed warm In the more 
direct nnd personal realities of the 
year's corps, and the promise for the 
coming seasons. One by one the 
little children snuggled closer to their 
mothers’ sides nnd childish heads 
bent sleepily over the table or fell, 
relaxed and safe, on arms soft nnd 
solicitous with maternal care. The 
drowsiness of a hard day’s labor crept 
Irresistibly upon the men, urging 
them to well-earned und refreshing 
sleep. 

We said good night nnd start¬ 
ed homeward; the little oil lamp by 
tho door had flickered out, hut a faint 
moonlight was bathing the landscape 
in a soft, mystical Indistinctness; far 
away the domes and towers of Flor¬ 
ence rose skyward like dream sym¬ 
bols of hopes nnd darings, of love and 
faith. 

I sat In contemplation, watching the 
moonlight wax stronger and brighter, 
making more real nnd definite the pic¬ 
ture of pence on earth spread so won- 
drously before me, till my thoughts 
wandered away to another harvest 
scene, far removed among sterner but 
no Ic-js peace loving mountains, n har¬ 
vest scene of battle wherein men like 
those with whom I had gathered 
grapes today were the protagonists. 

We have been told of the thrill of a 
gallant assault nnd the stirring emo¬ 
tions of a brave defense, but what of 
the harvest after the decisive flgtit|pg 
is over and one walks over the fields 
plowed by the merciless artillery and 
harrowed by the struggles nnd the suf¬ 
ferings of men. What of tho fruitage 
of battle, not alone of the dead an*! 
the wounded we have been told so 
often, but of all the other and inde¬ 
scribably sad things which the eye 
and the heart of the harvest gathers! 

Amidst Scenes of Desolation. 

Look! A once flourishing little 
town, with not a single one of Its 
houses unscathe*!, ami most of them 
horribly rent asunder, showing the 
debris of what had. once been the 
privacy and the sanctity of peaceful 
hearths. In the partial shelter of 
the*** shells of homes along the main 
streets of the town, countless men are 
sitting or crouching, in full fighting 
equipment, waiting for orders to pro¬ 
ceed to the front trenches, where a 
battle has just been fought and won. 

Let us walk to the battlefield; It i* 
reached through a pine wood still 
smoking resinously from the fires 
which the bursting shells have started. 
The road Is wholly exposed to the 
range of the enemy’s artillery, hut 
thousands of men ha* e gallantly 
crossed it in order to reach their com¬ 
rades in the trenches beyond. You 
can ***** what the harvest has been 
here! There are fragments of shrap¬ 
nel and unexplnded shells along every 
foot of the line; by the whir of the 
projectiles still passing over our 
heads we can reconstruct the scene of 
fire of some hours ago; the shells whizz 
by us with that horrible suggestive 
rotatory sound which seems to say: 
Coming, Coming. Bang—nnd you die!

U. S. 1918 Crop Valuation Is 
$1 2,272,412 ,000 

Wheat Yield Was Second Largest; Oats Crop Third; 
Shortest Yield of Corn Since 1913. 


The second largest wheat crop, with 017,100.000 bushels for the United 
States, the shortest yield of corn since 1013, or 2,332,814,000 bushels, and the 
third largest oat crop, 1,338.330,000 bushels, are the leading features of the 
government report on final returns for the year 1018 In the United States. 

Total of wheat, corn, oats, rye and barley is 3,483,731,000 bushels, a de¬ 
crease of 83,781,0<M) bushels, or 1.3 per cent from the revised returns of 1017. 

Valuation of the nation’s principal crops this year is $12,272,412,000, the 
highest known, and compares with that of $11,638,032,000, based on the price 
pai«i producers December 1. 

There is enough for home requirements and for all the allies will need, leav¬ 
ing a fair surplus for tho people in other countries. Of wheat alone It Is 
figured tImt allowing 470,000,000 bushels for domestic consumption, which is 
below the prewar average, there are 337.000.fkN) bushels surplus for export 
and carrying over from July 1, 1018, to July 1. 1019, or 232,000,000 bushels 
above the prewar average, of which 113.000.iXK) bushels have been exported 
to December 1 this year. 

Returns on corn were a surprise, being reduced 107,000.000 bushels from 
the November figures and 332,400,000 bushels under tho revised yields of last 
year, which were 3,065,233,000 bushels, or 94,000,000 bushels less than orig¬ 
inally issued. The yield per acre was 24 bushels, compared with 24.2 bushels 
last month and 26.3 bushels last year, and a five-year average 
consumption of the last five years, which is 2,723.1KKI.OOO bushels. 

An oats crop of over 3,000.600,000 bushels more than previously reported 
was not a surprise and Is only 34,400,1*00 bushels short of last year’s bumper 
yield, and was far above consumption, leaving an abundance for export. 

The rye crop increased 28.938,000 bushels to the best known, and barley 
44,610.000 bushels over last year’s revised returns. 

Buckwheat returns more than 1,000.000 bushels increase, while flaxseed 
Increased 3,493,000 bushels. IUce Increased nearly 0.000,000 bushels. Pota¬ 
toes, although 40,942,000 bushels short of last year’s record, are a big crop, 
aggregating 297,670,000 bushels, and sweet potatoes are almost 3,000,000 
bushels above the record of 11*17. 

Ilay shows a shortage of around 8,000,000 tons tamo, and wild fell off 757,- 
ooo tons, due to drought. Cotton yield of 11,700.000 bales, although 394,000 
hales in excess of last year, was below the five-year average.

! Origin of Word “Yank.” 

Applied to Americans in 
the War Against Germany 

The nickname “Yank,” ns applied to 
the American expeditionary force sol¬ 
diery, lias something of charm in the 
tradition of the word, says a writer 
in Sturs and Stripes. Persons inter¬ 
ested in the history of words may have 
noted with interest a footnote In 
Cooper’s “The Deerslayer.” 

It is singular there should lie any 
question concerning the origin of the 
well-known sobriquet of “Yankee.” 
Nearly all the old writers who speak 
«*f the Indians first known to the col¬ 
onists make them pronounce the word 
“English'’ as “Yengeese.” Even at tills 
day It is u provincialism of New Eng¬ 
land to say “English” Instead of “Ing- 
lish,” and there is n close conformity 
of sound between “English” and “Yen- 
gees# 4 ,” more especially if the latter 
word, as was probably the , ease, be 
pronounced short. 

The transition from “Yengeese,” thus 
pronounced, to “Yankees” Is quite 
easy. If the former is pronounced 
“Yangia” It Is almost Identical with 
“Yankees,” and Indian words have sel¬ 
dom been spelled us th«*y are pne 
nounced. . . . The liquids of the 

Indians would easily convert “Ku” into 
“Yen.” 


Banks of the Nation Show 
Good Increase in Business

Aggregate resources of the 28 . 8 . 81 * 
banks in the United States, state and 
national, last June 3, umount«»d to 
*000 $22371,000 

**o was credited to the 21,175 state, 
savings and private banks and trust 
companies, and $17.830.1 NtO.OUO to the 
7,705 national banks. This was shown 
by a report of Comptroller of the Cur 
rcncy Williams. 

Deposits of the state banks amount¬ 
ed to $18,507,000,000, and loans to 
$12.426,01 K*.oot), showing an Increase of 
5 p«*r cent In deposits over the record 
of the year previous, and 6.3 per cent 
in loans. 

National banks showed $14,021,000,- 
000 deposits, an Increase of 9.8 per 
cent. 

All banks, state and national, had 
$32,580,<N*0,000 deposits and $22,046,- 
0U0.000 louns.

War Is Responsible for 
Many Words and Phrases

The English language is a very “elas¬ 
tic” one, and ever receptive of new 
words and phrases. As a result of the 
war, observes London Answers, it has 
become saturated with terms of mili¬ 
tary, French and American origin in 
particular. 

“Going west” has a profound and 
poignant significance. Its origin Is 
doubtless from “somewhere in North 
America.” and its peculiar applicabil¬ 
ity is seen as one thinks of the sun 
sinking to its rest at eventide, behind 
some of the eternal hills. 

“According to plan” is a military 
'diorn which lias been frequently used 
of late, and has much significance. 

Among the phrases which have come 
to stay is that striking French one; 
“IN ne passeront pas” (“Th»*y shall 
not pass!”) It tells of grit and per- 
scverance on the part of brave men 
against fearful odds, and will ever be 
au Inspiration to future generations. 

Mu< h discussion has taken place re¬ 
cently over the meaning of the word 
“decimated.” It Is frequently used by 
war correspondents to express great 
slaughter but really it only means one 
In t**n. being derived from the Latin 
declraus, a tenth. The use of the word 
“fly” and “flee” in our war Journalisn. 
also has been confusing at times. “Fly” 
means to move with wings, while “flee” 
Is a general term, und denotes moving 
with ra| I - v. 

Our old. well-worn friends “hUghty” 
and “camouflage” hardly need refer¬ 
ence, hut tin* first named Is doubtless 
derived from bllatl. the Hindoo word 
for home, and brought to this country 
by our soldiers from overseas. “Camou¬ 
flage,” is a French expression, mean¬ 
ing literally “to blow smoke Into an¬ 
other’s eyes”—tberfore, a very effective 
temporary “blind!”

No branch of live stock farming 
gives better results than the raising 
of well-bred swine when conducted 
with a reasonable amount of intelli¬ 
gence. The hog is one of the most 
Important animals to raise on the farm, 
either for meat or for profit, and no 
farm is complete unless some hogs are 
kept to uid In the modern method of 
farming. The farmers of the South 
and West, awakening to the merits of 
the hog, are rapidly Increasing their 
output of pork and their hank ac¬ 
counts. The hog requires less labor, 
less equipment, less capital, and makes 
greater gains per hundred pounds of 
concentrates than any other farm ani¬ 
mal, am 1 reproduces himself faster und 
In greater numbers; and returns the 
money invested more quickly than any 
other farm animal except poultry. 

In the trucking and mixed-farming 
sections of the United States hogs are

and Is an Aid in Fighting Vermin. 

u«ed to consume various unmarketable 
substances. The value of milk is 
known on every farm although it may 
not be fully appreciated, and any one 
who has fed pigs knows the keen 
appetite they have for milk and Its 
products. In the neighborhood of 
many lurge dairies pork production 
has become a very prominent and lu¬ 
crative supplement to the dairy indus¬ 
try. The hog is also a large factor In 
cheapening the production of beef. 
Hogs are plaeed In the cattle feed 
lots to utilize the corn and other feeds 
which the cuttle have failed to digest 
and which otherwise would he wasted. 
Hogs following steers in many cases 
have Increased the profit per steer by 
$6 to $9. Farmers and hotel and res¬ 
taurant owners are using kitchen 
refuse to produce salable pork. In 
fact, as a consumer of by-products the 
hog has no rival. 

However, this propensity In many In¬ 
stances Is b«*ing taken unfair advan¬ 
tage of through Ignorance and lack of 
care. Milk products, animal offal, etc., 
which contain disease germs, es¬ 
pecially those of tuberculosis, are 
given to hogs. This practice not only 
results In spreading disease but causes 
loss In the hogs themselves through 
condemnation nt slaughter. All such 
products should be effectively sterilized 
before being fed. 


FEEDING NEW CORN TO STOCK 


Not Safe for Hogs and Mules—Liable 
to Produce Disorders—Give 
Hogs Minerals. 


Gingerbread. 

Take one cupful each of molasses, 
brown sugar and peanut butter, two 
eggs, one cupful of sour milk, one-half 
teuspoonful of grated nutmeg, on«*- 
quarter teaspoonful of cloves, one ta¬ 
blespoonful of ginger, one teaspoonful 
of soda, one and one-half cupfuls each 
of barley and corn flour, one tenspoon- 
fool of cinnamon. Mix together the 
sugar, peanut butter and spices with 
the moluss#»s. Place In a bowl, set in 
a warm place until the butter Is soft, 
th#*n beat the mixture to a cream. Beat 
the eggs to a froth and add them with 
tie* anil, sift Am s",hi with t)M ti**ur 
and add, alternating with the sour 
mi!k. Whip the batter well, then pour 
Into a well-grensed tube pan. Bake 45 
minutes in a moderate oven. Steamed 
and served with orange or lemon sauce 
It makes n fine dessert. 

In making muffins, gems and bread, 
small amounts of left-over cereals may 
be added. When batters nre made 
without the use of eggs the mixture 
should be beaten long and well. 

Fruit Muffins. 

Mix together one cupful carl* of oat 
flour and bnrley flour, three tenspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, two table¬ 
spoonfuls of molasses, one tablespoon- 
fill of melted shortening and one and 
one-half cupfuls of milk, enough to 
make a drop batter which will drop 
easily from the spoon, about like cake 
Imttcr. Add nt the last one-half cup¬ 
ful of floured dates or raisins, or a few , 
of both. Beat well and bake in a mod¬ 
erate oven.

New com Is not a safe grain for 
work horses find mules, ns It Is liable 
to produce colic and Indigestion. If* 
it must be fed, feed only the dryest 
cars, not more than four or six ears 
at each meal. A small quantity of 
salt should be sprinkled on each feed. 
A better and safer method Is to feed 
half corn and half oats. 

If green corn Is fed to hogs, the 
rnfest p»nn Is to feed the entire stalks 
with the ears on the stalks. Feed 
small quantities at each meal; spread 
the Cora out in the fe«Ml lot so that 
each one will get Its full share. 

Keep a full supply of wood and 
coal ashes, burnt wood and corn-cob 
charcoal under cover in the feeding 
pens, so the hogs can help themselves. 
These minerals nre useful In correct¬ 
ing the acidity of the green fodder and 
Corn. 


VALUE OF ACRE OF ALFALFA 


Result of Interesting Experiment Con¬ 
ducted on Kansas Agricultural 
College Farm. 

Experiments conducted on the Kan¬ 
sas agricultural college farm have 
shown that 170 potinds of green alfalfa, 
cut and foil in a dry lot, wns equal to 
100 pounds of corn. Six pounds of 
corn w as necessary to produce a pound 
of pork, so the 170 pounds of alfalfa 
produced 16 2-3 pounds of pork. Esti¬ 
mating that during the senfton nn ncre 
of alfalfa will yield 20,inm* pounds of 
green hay, this, t, cut and fed green 
with corn, would make 2.1KN) pounds of 
pork. Figuring this pork nt the pre¬ 
vailing price will give some Idea of 
the value of nn acre of alfalfu.

NEW ONE EASILY INSERTED 


Where Axles Are Badly Worn on Un¬ 
der Side They May Be Reversed— 
Put Machines Under Cover to 
Protect From Weather. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Tho high cost of farm machinery un¬ 
doubtedly has resulted in the carrying 
over of a large amount of old equip¬ 
ment fur us»* next spring. With the 
fall work out of the way, attention 
should he given to the repair of all this 
equipment. 

Inspect Iron Boxes. 

Speelal attention should ho given to 
the Iron boxes in the hubs in the iron 
wheels of plows, planters, cultivators, 
hay rakes and similar tools. These 
boxes are replaceable and can easily 
he removed by unscrewing the large 
nut on the outside of the wheel that 
holds these boxes In plat' When this 
nut Is removed a few taps * f the ham¬ 
mer will usually drive the Lm x out of 
the huh and a new one can easily he 
Inserted. These boxes are numbered 
so that it Is not a difficult matter to 
obtain duplicates from the local implc 
ment dealer. However, It may be nec¬ 
essary to order these from supply 
houses In distant cities, and it Is ud 
visable to attend to this matter at 
once, so that the new boxes can be put 
In the wheel before the tools are need 
ed for next spring's work. 

Repairing Axles. 

If the axles are badly worn on the 
under side, sometimes they can be re¬ 
versed and turned upside down, or 
they can he replaced with new axles. 
Where this is Impossible, they ran 
oftentimes be repaired by using Bab¬ 
bitt metal. 

After the Implement has been thor¬ 
oughly overhauled and repaired, it 
should be given a good coat of paint. 
If the old paint Is gone or badly worn. 
It is advisable to apply a coat of lin¬ 
seed oil with a small amount of paint 
ns the first coat over the woodwork. 
After this is thoroughly dried, a sec¬ 
ond coat can be applied over the entire 
machine.

The farm bureau In Columbia coun¬ 
ty, Conne* ticut, discovered through Its 
agricultural survey last March that the ; 
spring planting of small grains would 
be greater than usual, hut it was found ( 
also that the town «*f Columbia owned 
no threshing machine. At a meeting 
of farmers called by the county agent 
a committee was appointed to induce. 
If possible, a man to buy a threshing 
machine nml do the work. A man was 
found.

The 
farmer* agreed to let him thresh nil 
their grain at 7 cents a bushel, .the 
fanners furnishing power. The ma¬ 
chine followed an itinerary mapped 
out by the farmers* committee, Instead 
of visiting farms at random, us has 
been the custom in that state. (Train 
was threshed much more quickly nnd 
at a cost much less than heretofore. 
This plan is thought to be a good ex¬ 
ample of efficient co-operation.

When soils do not eon- 
tain a large amount of organic matter 
and It Is the Intention to seed in tho 
ashes Immediately after the burning, 
too much emphasis cannot be placed 
upon tho importance of getting a 
clean burn.

Certainly 
he was not in the habit of regaling the 
folk with talcs of how much better off 
he had been in Egypt for they remained 
his faithful friends thru lite. He was 
neither a quitter nor a whiner so they 
loved him. But all thru these days he 
was learning the speech of the toiler 
which he had not known before. The 
God of the desert, the familiar Deity 
of the Hebrews, was becoming the so¬ 
lace of his loneliness for his first born 
was named “Sojourner*’ but the sec¬ 
ond “God my Helper.”

Publications Have Wider Circulation 
Than Newspapers 


The yearbooks published by the 
Ukrainians in the United States and 
Cunadu are highly important fea¬ 
tures of their household libraries, ac¬ 
cording to the committee on public 
information. The Ukrainians do not 
publish any illustrated magazines In ! 
this country but issue u number of j 
paper-covered annuals dealing with an 
enormous number of subjects and 
filled with pictures. 

Thus one of the most recent Ukrain¬ 
ian almanacs, which is just off the 
press, contains articles on airplanes, 
agriculture, i»olitlcs, international re¬ 
lations, music, wireless telegraphy and 
travel. And this is only the beginning. 
There Is one article about Woodrow 
Wilson, accompanied by a picture of 
the president and quotations from 
some of his memorable speeches. 
These yearbooks, of which there are 
about ten, have a wider circulation 
than the Ukrainian newspapers and 
one or more of th**m is pretty sure to 
be found even in the humblest Ukrain¬ 
ian household.

Latest Edison Invention 

Thomas Alva Edison, in bis wonder- ] 
ful new invention, has given us pic¬ 
tures that not only move but tulk, re¬ 
lates a London correspondent. The 
kinetophnue uml the phonograph, and 
its effects are weirdly realistic. The 
machine Is so constructed that the | 
sounds of the voices of the actors in 
(lie picture drama are reproduced In 
the most natural way. When figures j 
appear to be walking toward the front 
of the stage their voices get louder as 
they get nearer to the audience, and 
softer as they retreat. When a plate 
is smashed the noise of broken crock¬ 
ery is distinctly heard. The notes of 
the piano or violin are reproduced 
when the actor plays on one of these 
instruments, the expression and time 
being clearly marked. Whistling, sing¬ 
ing, opening and shutting doors, etc., 
are all heard. 

Talking pictures are nlso to be seen 
in a similar Invention, the klinoplasti- 
kon. The I’fTeets here are most won¬ 
derful. Dancers come from the wings, 
perform and sing, and retire to the 
wings again, and after applause come 
and bow their acknowledgments to the 
audience in the most natural manner. ? 
What is more, the stage is not In dark¬ 
ness, as in the ease of ordinary bio- I 
scope pictures, hut is perfectly light, | 
and there is no screen. The illusion 1 
of living people singing and dancing 
ns In a real theater Is thus almost 
complete, for the figures do almost 
everything that a living artist can do. 


Scarcity of Scythes. 

Before the war Russia's need of 
Scythes was estimated at fl.OOO.tWO an* 
nually. of which about half were re¬ 
quired In Siberia. To fill the*** require¬ 
ments about 4,000,000 scythes even* Im¬ 
ported annually and the remainder 
manufactured In Russia. According to 
latest Information there are hardly 
any scythes to be found, Russian In¬ 
dustry being at a standstill and the 
Importation closed. 


Farmer Turns Sandy Tract 
of Land Into Flourishing 
Forest Within Few Years 

England and Scotland are preparing 
to replant forests which have been cut 
to provide war supplies. They are do¬ 
ing it now. Never before have those 
countries been so bare of timber. 
Hunting ranges and sporting grounds 
have been sacrificed to supply muni¬ 
tion factories at home and armies 
abroad. The old forests were pri¬ 
marily ornamental and Incidentally 
useful, but those which are now being 
deliberately provided for will be 
primarily useful and incidentally or¬ 
namental, says Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. 

In the United States we are not In 
so much need of tree planting as they 
are in the British Isles. Rut there are 
two kinds of timber which the war de¬ 
mand has greatly depleted, and they 
are kinds of much importance, locust 
and black walnut. 

There Is another point to be consid¬ 
ered in the planting of these trees: 
They can he grown on sandy tracts of 
land which are now considered of no 
value, and thus reclaim this land. 

An excellent Illustration of what 
can be accomplished in the way of re¬ 
claiming useless land* through the 
plnnting of trees has been carried out 
during the Inst six «»r eight years by a 
resident of Whiteside county. Illinois. 
In these years he has accomplished the 
seemingly Impossible task of turning 
some 70 acres of sand, formerly as bar¬ 
ren ns the desert of Sahara, into a 
flourishing forest. Nor is that all: for 
this forest, acting iis a sand hinder, 
has been the means of saving other 
fertile acres from the inroads of the 
drifting amid, the total result being 
that the farm lias increased several 
times in value. The sandy tracts, 
which, before being planted to trees, 
were practically worthless, are now 
worth anywhere from $50 to $100 an 
acre.

Curtiss Is Credited With 

Originating Hydroplane 

# The idea of the hydroplane was sug¬ 
gested in patent specifications by Hugo 
Matullath of New York, 181KI, but it 
laid its practical origin In Glenn 
Curtiss, who added flouts to the air¬ 
plane with which he was experiment¬ 
ing over Lake Keuka in ll*os. These 
were placed under each wing, so that 
in case of accident the machine would 
not sink. Langetn and others had 
made their experimental flights over 
bodies of water fur the same reasons. 
Probably the first to make the floats 
an Integral part of the machine was 
Fab re, who on Murch 28, 11*10, made 
the first flight with a practical hydro¬ 
plane at Martlgnes, on the Seine. Cur¬ 
tis; somi abandoned floats and built 
boat bodies, and for this accomplish¬ 
ment he received the Aero Club ol 
America trophy In 11*11.

PATHETIC SCENE IN MONS 


Little City. Picked for Pershing's 
Headquarters, Is Now 
Americanized. 


HOTELS ALWAYS CROWDED 


Hurrying Officers Everywhere While 

War Was on—Pershing Lived in 
Castle—Founded on Place of 
Strategic Value. 

Chaumnnt, France.- Thi* little city 
of tin* Haute Marne is the home of 
tl»e general headquarters of the Amer¬ 
ican expeditionary forces. 

Here lives the commander in chief, 
and in the buildings of the French gar¬ 
rison are housed the officers of the 
general staff and all the auxiliary or¬ 
ganizations that go with it—the nerve 
center of the army. A city of normally 
about Io.imio Inhabitants Chaunmnt lies 
on the Eastern railway lines, 103 miles 
east of Paris. It was formerly tin* 
cupital of Rassigny. and is now the 
capital of the department of the 
Haute Marne. 

Like most of the older cities of 
France, t’huumont seems to have been 
founded on a site of strategic value. It 
crowns a high plateau between the 
Marne and the Suize, and from th»* 
walls and towers <»f tin* old city is it 
wonderful view of the valley »*f th»* 
Marne, tin* river here being hardly as 
wide as the Marne ennal that flows be¬ 
side It between its poplar-bordered 
banks. Northward over the narrow 
vale of the Suize the view takes in a 
wide sweep of rolling, forest-crowned 
hills. 

Removed From Paris. 

General headquarters was removed 
from Paris lo re in September of lust 
year, Ulmumotit being selected after a 
careful search of available locations. 
It lies in the center of what was tin* 
American training area, every camp, 
as well as the Tool sector, in which 
the American forces first sa\v battle, 
and all the lines from Toul eastward, 
where we were located, being within 
reach by motor. 

The French post occupied as head¬ 
quarter offices is typical of French 
garrisons. Three long, four-story red 
tile-roofed barracks form three sides 
of a great quadraugle facing a wide 
avenue. A group of l**s-«*r buildings 
and tin* customary iron fence and or¬ 
namental gates in the remaining boun¬ 
dary. On both gate posts fly the Tri¬ 
color and the Star- and Strip*'-. 

Sentries pace tln*ir posts on every 
hand, the quadrangle is filled %\ 11ti hur 
Tying officers and orderlies ami • l»*rks 
hands flash in salute, bugles give their 
almost hourly calls for the various mil¬ 
itary events and periods of the day, 
staff cars and motorcycles roll in and 
out and now and then the sentry at 
tl»e gate stiffens even more rigidly and 
brings his piece up with more snap 


when a great olive drab car, shining 
like a yacht slid**; in, the scarlet tab 
on the windshield with four white 
stars signifying the commander in 
chief. 

Frequently the general’s car ap¬ 
proaches unheralded and so swiftly 
that the sentry's cry of “Turn out the 
guard” is too Int** and tin* commander 
in chief is gone before the guard cun 
tumble from the guardhouse. 

Until last spring General Pershing 
made ids residence in a large villa 
near headquarters. He soon found, 
however, that so near tin* workshop of 
the army he could not have the quiet 
and lack of intrusion necessary to Ids 
growing responsibilities, and lit* moved 
in May last to a beautiful chateau 
about five miles from the town. lb*re, 
in a great rumbling castle, situated in 
the Marne valley among groves and 
wide sunlit lawns, he lived with his 
personal staff. Connected by tele¬ 
phone with every divisional corps and 
army headquarters, his own ofllccs in 
Uliauniont, and with Paris, he did his 
work there when not with the army. 

1’haurnont its»*!f has become almost 
Americanized by tin* presence *>f tin* 
headquarters. Its little hotels are al¬ 
ways crowded with officers. It has 
b****n very hospitable to the American 
occupation. Nearly every home with 
a spare room is thrown open as a bil¬ 
let for officers and many of the finest 
residences have been taken over en-

tirely by the hundreds of messes. In 
many of them tin* officers have install¬ 
ed electricity and bathrooms, and in 
some cases central heating plants, and 
i with French servants, live comforta¬ 
bly. almost luxuriously as measured in 
military terms. Hundreds h*<s fortu¬ 
nate or lacking In rank take their 
chances on whatever billet may be 
found in the crowded town, where a 
bed is always at a premium. 


CARE FOR DISABLED 


Government to Look Out for 
War Heroes. 


Arrangements Made to Provide Voca¬ 
tional Training for All 
Soldiers. 

Washington.—Uncle Sam Is going to 
do more for Ids disabled soldiers and 
seumeu than any nation ever did. and 
the arrangements to care for the nearly 
two hundred thousand men disabled 
in battle or through diseas** or uccl- 
1 'lent in camp are mar completion. 
! Public charity 111 not be needed. 

The federal board of vocational edu¬ 
cation. operating under the vocational 
rehabilitation net. will restore health, 
and in the case of permanent Injury 
teach trades that may be followed. 
During the process tin* pupil's living 
will be paid, he will receive a wage 
and In addition ids dependents will he 
paid an allowance. 

Rut it is for the decision of the sol¬ 
dier or seaman and Ids relative* 
whether he eb*cts to take the course. 
When the course is completed the 
board will obtain suitable employment 
and keep tin eye on the man so that 
Ids Interests may be guarded. The 
status of the man during tin* period 


of training is described as follows# 

“The amount of monthly rompensa- 
tion paid will be equal to the sum to 
which In* Is entitled under the war 
insurance act, or a -uni equal to the 
pay of his last month in the service, 
whh'h ever is the greater; but in tio 
cu-e will a -ingle man or man living 
apart from In- dependents receive b>* 
than $65 per month, inclusive of tlie 
sum paid dependents, and a man liv¬ 
ing with his dependents receive less 
than $75 per month inclusive of the 
sum paid to the dependents. 

“The man whose disability doe* not 
prevent him from returning to employ¬ 
ment without training will be given 
the course • »f vocational training 
wh! *• he chooses. 

“The taking of the course of train¬ 
ing or tin* actual earning power of the 
man will not in any way affect his 
"ornpensntlnu. Upon completion of 
bis course in* will continue to receive 
the compensation prescribed by tbe 
war ri-k insurant ** and as long as his 
disability continues." 

Men in service or their relatives 
should tnnke Inquiries nt once. They 
may addre-s communications to the 
federal board of vocational educa- 
tb»n. Washington. I*. or to any of 
the 14 district offices located through¬ 
out the country.

American Airmen Make Great 
Record in War. 

854 German Airplanes and 82 German 
Balloons Accounted for by 
Yanks. 

Washington.—American airmen In 
Franee brought down ii total of 854 
German airplanes nnd 82 Gentian bal¬ 
loons. against an American loss 
of 271 planes nnd 45 balloons, ac¬ 
cording to a report cabled by Major 
General llarbord on December 15 nnd 
made public today by the war depart¬ 
ment. Destruction of the 854 of the 
enemy planes nnd 57 of the balloons 
had been officially confirmed. 

The total casualties of the American 
air service In action are given ns 442. 
Including 1 ( *i* killed. 103 wounded, 200 
missing, 27 prisoners, and three In¬ 
ternet). 

When the armistice ended the fight¬ 


ing. the report snid there were 30 
American air squ .dr* ns at the front. 
They Included 20 pursuit, six day, ami 
one night bombardment squadrons, 
nnd fix** army, 12 corps. and one night 
observation squadrons. The total per¬ 
sonnel was 2,101 officers and 22.351 
im n at tin* front, with an additional 
4.043 officers and 2S.353 men In the 
service of supply. Eight American 
flying officers were detailed with the 
Rrltlsh army nnd 40 officers and 525 
tnen with the French forces. 

The total strength of the American 
nlr service In France was 58,000, of 
whom 6,8fit were officers. This was 
exclusive of the nlr service mechan¬ 
ics' regiment with the French army, 
numbering 100 officers and 4,744 men. 

Up to November 10. General llar- 
bord said, a total of 0,472 planes of 
all types had been received by the 
American nlr service In France, In¬ 
cluding 3.337 pursuit planes for com¬ 
bat W’ork and 00 for schools, 3.421 ob¬ 
servation for service nnd 004 for

With Canada’s groat task In the 
war before the public, the burdens 
that she so willingly took and so ably 
carried, and her recent victory in sub¬ 
scribing $175,000,000 to the 5th Vic¬ 
tory Bond Loan more than she asked, 
he would be a skeptic who would as¬ 
sociate the word pessimism with her 
present condition. Canada deplores 
the heavy human loss which she has 
suffered, but even those akin to those 
lost in battle say with cheerfulness 
that while the sacrifice w as great, the 
cause was wonderful, and accept 
their sufferings with grace. It may 
well be said there is no room in Can¬ 
ada today for the pessimist.

Dye-Making and Building Trade 
to Help Boom Whole 
Nation. 


GREAT ACTIVITY EXPECTED 


FULL OF FANCIFUL FICTION

Flourishes in What Might Have 
Been Ordinary Talk. 


War Industries Centers Show Remark¬ 
able Speed in the Transition From 
Munition Manufacture to 
Peaceable Pursuits. 

New* York.—Resumption of peace¬ 
time pursuits, with the addition of 
new industries, such as dye-making 
and the boom expected In the build¬ 
ing trades, will carry the United 
States at once Into a period of great 
activity, according to reports gath¬ 
ered by the United Press. 

When restrictions on building trades 
are fully raised and the need for manu¬ 
factured and raw* materials In Europe 
becomes keenly felt, business depres¬ 
sion which may result from the stop¬ 
ping of war work will be rapidly over¬ 
come, It Is believed. 

Representatives of Industry in 34 
states, Just concluding a conference 
of the advisory committee of the na¬ 
tional council for industrial defense 
here, declare the nation is on the eve 
of "good times,” with Jobs a-plenty 
for returning soldiers and men and 
women thrown out of work In muni¬ 
tion plants. 

Get Back to Peace Pursuits. 

Reports from Pennsylvania, Connec¬ 
ticut, Delaware, New* Jersey, Virginia, 
Ohio und other war Industries centers 
showed remarkable speed In the transi¬ 
tion from munitions manufacture to 
peaceable pursuits. Dye factories of 
huge dimensions have been built by 
the Du Pont interests to take the place 
nt monster shell and explosive pro¬ 
ducing plants which made new cities 
in several sections. 

Philadelphia reported a surplus of 
Jobs, with returning soldiers and muni¬ 
tion makers being greedily snapped 
up. Steel plants at Harrisburg, Pitts¬ 
burgh and other centers are rapidly 
returning to the manufacture of build¬ 
ing. bridge and other nonwar steel. 

Wisconsin's plants are being shut 
down, for the most part, but about 15 
per cent of them have been trans¬ 
formed into dye works. 

Indiana Is turning hack to the build¬ 
ing of automobiles. 

Detroit, Industrial center of Michi¬ 
gan, Is gradually returning to old-time 
pursuits, with automobile manufactur¬ 
ing leading. 

Ohio reported a surplus of men. hut 
at least fifty returning soldiers are be¬ 


ing put to work each day in Cleve¬ 
land. 

New England and New York are ab¬ 
sorbing returning soldiers and dis-, 
charged munition w’orkers with no dlf- j 
Acuity. 

About one-sixth the normal number 
of persons are now employed ut the , 
huge plants nt Hopewell, Seven Pines 
and Penniman, Va. 

The big United States nitrate plant 
at Mussel Shoals, Ala., will continue 
In operation and the surplus nitrates 
probably will be used in the manufac¬ 
ture? of fertilizer. A war department 
committee will decide what is to be 
done with the powder plant at Nash- 
\ Ulc. 

L:.hor officials in Ohio believe many 
women will leave their work soon 
pointing out that they took It up 
mainly for patriotic reasons. 

In this state many government con¬ 
tracts have not boon canceled and 
work Is going ahead.

The American Forestry association Is 
urging tin* planting of memorial trees 
In honor of the sailors and soldiers, 
and the suggestion Is being adopted 
all over the country. The Idea is to 
plant trees along motor highways. In 
connection with any memorials being 
planned, and in streets and avenues 
being named for war heroes. The as¬ 
sociation of which Charles Lathrop 
Pack Is president urges the planting of 
a tree In honor of the man who of¬ 
fered his lift* to his country also. 

Many Organizations Help. 

"Tn collect'ng the seed that France 
will want,” said Mr. Itidsdale be¬ 
fore sailing, "the members of our asso¬ 
ciation. the forestry departments of 
the various states, tin* hoy scouts and 
1 other organizations will be called upon 
: to help. 

"A million and a quarter acres of 
forest in the north and oast of France 
have been practically wiped out dur¬ 
ing the war. They were cut down by 
the contending armies for use In 
trench building, for barracks, for 
roads, for Y. M. A. and hospital 
buildings or wore blasted to pieces by 
! vholl fire. But the sacrifice was not 
in vain, for the great defensive value 
of the forests materially aided France 
and her allies in (becking the Ger¬ 
man drives and saving more of France 
from Invasion by the Iluns. 

"Tin* service which the American 
Forestry association and its members 
will consider an honor to perform is to 
aid In tin* restoration of these forests 
which France had to sacrifice under 
the pn*ssure of war. for no war has 
ever made such a call upon the for* 
ests for materials. 

"Almost a million French people 
were d« pendent upon these forests for 
six months of the year for a livelihood, 
and the French government faces a 
great economic problem in providing 
them with resources for sustaining 
themselves until the forests are re¬ 
stored.” 

Memorial Tree Plan. 

In St. I.ouis. Park Commissioner 
Cunliff is going to plant memorial trees 
along the famous Limit'll boulevard. 
An "avenue of the ullies’’ lined with 
trees ir. honor of the allied nations is 
one suggestion coming from some cit¬ 
ies adopting the memorial tree plan. 
Another plan being worked out is for 
tin* planting of memorial trees along 
the transcontinental motor highways 
by tin* various counties through which 
such highways pass. The Lincoln 
Highway association has taken up this 
plan. In Louisiana memorial trees are 
to be planted, one every 40 feet, along 
the Jefferson highway In that state. 
This Is the highway that lends to Win¬ 
nipeg, and the slogan is "From Pine 
to Palm.” 

In many parts of the country 
churches are to plant memorial trees 
In honor of the members who fell In 
battle.

for Actual Hun Bomb | 

Pensacola, Fla. — When n 
heavy hag of sand crashed 
through the roof and passed on 
through the floor of the home 
of Stephen Gallers, the family 
fled Into the yard nnd listened 
for the "explosion" of what they 
thought was an aerial bomb. It 
later became known that n naval 
dirigible balloon, at a great 
height, had thrown out the sand¬ 
bag. 
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WRECKAGE OF WAR AND IN¬ 
DUSTRY. 

One impressive fact looms up big 
in connection with the war. The hu¬ 
man wreckage incident to battle 
thanks to the industry, skill and in¬ 
vention of the surgeons, will not be 
anywhere near as great as had been 
looked for. A dispatch from Wash¬ 
ington says: “Of 71,114 wounded and 
injury cases tabulated in American 
expeditionary hospitals between Jan¬ 
uary 15 and October 13, 1918, 85.3 per 
cent, recovered and returned to duty. 
The percentage of death was 8.8.” 
This accounts for 94.1 per cent of 
those who were injured and taken to 
hospitals for treatment, leaving 5.9 
per cent to be listed as disabled to 
such an extent as to be unfitted for 
military service. That moans 4,195 
cripples, a number sufficiently shock¬ 
ing, but not at all alarming when 
compared with the nazard. In Ne¬ 
braska for ten months last year 
among 29,000 employes in the state’s 
industrial plants 7,053 were injured 
in some degree; although the number 
permanently disabled is not stated in 
the report at hand, it is quite likely 
it is proportionately as high as that 
returned by the Army. In 1909 deaths ' 
from accident and injury reported for 
the registration area in the United 
States, which excludes accidents on 
farms, totaled 43,519. 


BREAK-UP OF CABINET. 

With the resignation of Attorney 
General Gregory, following Mr. Me- 
Adoo, secretary of the treasury, the 
war cabinet of Mr. Wilson is disinte¬ 
grating. Others will likely follow' 
suit. There is wisdom in the action 
of these men, who do not want to in- j 
vite an anti-climax. They leave the 
cabinet at the close of the \ ar and | 
will permit others to hold places of 
superior responsibility during the re¬ 
construction period. 

Their resignations are a precursor j 
to a di.Terent type of action by the 
next Congress, that will he Republi- 
can.

The C O U TH «*f even's, the 
resignation of leading members of the 
war cabinet and the election of a 
Republican Congress point likewise 
to the passing of Mr. Wilson in due 
course. 

Mr. Gregory is influenced directly 
by his financial needs. So said Mr. 
McAdoo, but there are other motives 
active. The political movement of the 
times are those of a subtle compul¬ 
sion. Event and destiny are making 
use of men as they will, and then 
setting them aside for other men to 
do different tasks.

SORROW’S CROWN OF SORROW 


M. A. Y. Pays Tribute To Many Who 
Have Recently Succumbed. 

The terrible pestilence that is rav¬ 
aging all lands and countless homes, 
has rarely laid its hand more heavily 
upon a single family connection than 
upon the house of Thayer during the 
epidemic. 

First came the death of lovely Nel¬ 
lie Dye, youngest daughter of Mrs. 
Maria Thayer Riley of Elkins, leaving 
four motherless little ones from two 
to twelve years of age, but two com¬ 
fortable homes were open to them 
and four loving grandparents stood 
ready to give them love and shelter. 

A few weeks later came the news 
of illness in the home of Bowie John¬ 
son, of Oakland, followed shortly by 
the heart-rending intelligence that his 
devoted wife had succumbed to the 
“grim reaper,” leaving four children, 
the eldest less than nine years of age. 
This seemed an almost unbeareble 
blow, yet I grieved not as one without 
hope for I remembered the loving de¬ 
votion of their unselfish grandmother, 
Virginia Thayer Johnson, and I knew 
that love in fullest measure would 
still be theirs; but that consolation 
was soon denied me, for on January 
12th, like bolt from the blue, came 
the message: “Mrs. Virginia Johnson 
has passed away.” 

The blow was well-nigh overwhelm¬ 
ing to me. The friendship of more 
than fifty years ended? The confi¬ 
dante and companion of my girlhood 
gone? The consoler and sympathizer 
of my mature years no more? It was 
heart-breaking to try to realize it, 
and today this world is a more lonely 
place for her going hence. But what 
of the bereaved son, the heart-broken 
sister, and above all, the devoted and 
only daughter whose love for her 
mother and the mother’s love for her 
passed that of all I have ever known 
between mother and daughter. 

I am sure that the sympathy of all 
the relatives, lineal and collateral, go 
out to them in their unspeakable af¬ 
fliction 

Mrs. Johnson dies the death of a 
hero as much as though she had fal¬ 
len on the field of battle. She heard 
the call of duty and responded, laying 
down her own life in the effort. 

I had hoped that Fate had done its 
worst, but in the midst of all this that 
has gone before came news from El¬ 
kins, where Mrs. Lucretia Cornwall is 
spending the winter, that her son .Ste¬ 
ven Thayer Cornwall, had arrived 
from Montana with his wife and two 
children, all with influenza. They were 
put to bed and a physician summoned, 
in a few days Mrs. Cornwall’s daugh¬ 
ter and one son contracted the disease 
and at last accounts Mrs. VVainer was 
very ill with two physicians in atten¬ 
dance. At the same time Mrs. Corn¬ 
wall was seizes with a chill, became 
delirious and had a temperature of 
105. Was still in bed at last accounts. 

Was this all? No, the measure of 
anxiety was not yet full. 

The same day the Elkins intelli¬ 
gence came, the Baltimore papers’ list 
of those killed in action in France 
contained the name of Walter Grimes. 
This is the name of the son of Thomas 
Thayer Grimes, of Montana. He en¬ 
listed in the Marines and went over 
last June. Captured a Hun in the 
first drive, but was wounded by shell 
and in a hospital for some weeks. Am 
trying to hope that there is some mis¬ 
take about his death. 

Only this Sabbath just past, there 
was a memorial service at the Bap¬ 
tist church here in the unveiling of a 
gold star for a brave young relative 
of the Thayers, who enlisted at 19 and 
was killed in the Argonne October 12: 
Frank B. Bartlett, Sctgeant in Co F, 
114th Infantry. M. A. V.

Chicago, III., Jan. 14 Seven states 
todav completed ratification of the pro¬ 
hibition constitutional amendment and 
brought the number taking such action 
to 30. The number necessary for rati¬ 
fication is 36. 

Arkansas, California. Illinois, Indi¬ 
ana. Kansas. North Carolina, and 
Alabama were the states joining the 
“dry” column. 

In addition the Nebraska senate and 
the Utah house voted for ratification. 

In California, however, attorneys for 
the Grape Grower s Protective League 
filed suit for an injunction to restrain 
the governor from certifying the rati¬ 
fication in support of the suit, it was 
argued that all acts of the California 
legislature must be submitted to refer¬ 
endum.

G HENT, which was regained by 
the Belgians after being held 
by the Hermans for more 
than four years, 1ms been 
called the most Flemish of all the 
cities of Flanders, both In Its uppeur- 
nnce and Its people. It is the capital 
of East Flanders, located at the con¬ 
fluence of the Lys and the Scheldt, 31 
miles northwest of Brussels. It has 
been called by travelers the Flemish 
Venice, being intersected by a num¬ 
ber of streams and canuls with more 
than 2T»0 bridges. 

The tow^i should have close to 200,- 
000 people, but the Herman occupation 
checked Its growth and scattered its 
people. 

The city is Interesting us an archi¬ 
tectural study, Its leading buildings 
representing many periods and 
schools. 

Among the churches the cathedral 
of St. Bnvon ranks first. It is the rlch- 
est In objects of art in all Belgium, its 
principal decoration being the altar- 
piece by Jan Van Eyck, “The Adora¬ 
tion of the Lamb.” Only the central 
panel is there now, the side panels 
having been removed to Brussels and 
Berlin. Perhaps the eternal law of 
compensation may bring back the 
panel now held by the Prussians. 
Belfry From the Twelfth Century. 
The cathedral crypt dates hack to 
941, but the structure was not com¬ 
pleted until 1554. 

Close to the church Is the belfry, a 
square tower 375 feet high, containing 
n chime of 44 bells. As the story goes, 
the belfry, which dates back to the 
twelfth century, contained the great 
bell Roland, which summoned the 
burghers on momentous occasions. 
Win n Charles V. disciplined the city 
In ir»39 he is said to have taken away 
the hell as a special mark of disappro¬ 
bation. 

Charles V was Ghent’s one great 
son. his birth occurring there In 1500, 
hut the relationship brought the 
burghers no imperial favors. 

The city was the birthplace of the 
Van Artevelds, Jacob and Philip, who 
srtuggled manfully to preserve their 
fellow townsmen’s independence. 

Early Burghers Were Fighter#. 
The early burghers were a peppery 
lot. quick to anger and tenacious of 
their rights. They warred with the 
' dukes of Burgundy, they dared dis¬ 
pute the supremacy of Charles V. The 
I city was captured a number of times 
and each time contrived to free Itself. 

In the fourteenth century the town 
was ho rich and populous that it was 
aide to place an army of f>0,000 men In 
the field. 

In the fifteenth century the city he- 
came one of the chief markets of the 
textile Industries of Europe. In that 
century it reached the apex of its 
prosperity. It still has linen, woolen 
and cotton mills and lace factories, 
but Its early glory has departed. 

The city has been called the Flower 
City of Europe, the cultivation of flow¬ 
ers being one of Its chief industries. 

What the hooted Huns have done to 
those gardens und greenhouses can 
only he Imagined. 

Ghent stands out In American his 
tory ns the place where a treaty be¬ 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States was formulated and signed on 
December 24, 1814—the treaty w’hlch 
ended the war of 1812. The American 
representatives at the conference table 
were John Quincy Adams, James A. 


Bayard, Henry Clay. Jonathan Russell 
and Albert Gallatin. 

The United States senate ratified 
the treaty on February 15. 1815, and 
President Madison proclaimed It on 
the following day. 

The signing of the treaty of Ghent 
did not prevent the battle of New Or¬ 
leans on January 8. 1S15, nor did the 
president’s peace proclamation of Feb¬ 
ruary 0 interfere with several naval 
battles, one of them—the engagement 
between the United States cruiser 
Peacock and the British ship Nautilus 
—taking place as late as June 30.

BRITONS FEEL LACK OF DOGS 


Plague of Rats Has Followed the Re¬ 
duction of the Canine Popula¬ 
tion of the Country. 

An Inquiry has been received from 
an American firm as to the possibili¬ 
ties offered In the British market for 
the introduction and sale of poison for 
the destruction of rats. Just at pres¬ 
ent considerable interest is being man¬ 
ifested In this country In the question 
of rat destruction, and attention is be¬ 
ing called to the enormous amount of 
damage done by these posts. The min¬ 
istry of food has Just Issued an order 
giving power to local authorities to 
take such measures ns may appear to 
them to he necessary to secure the de¬ 
struction of rats. 

Rats are increasing enormously nil 
over England, both in the cities and 
rural districts, and an organized cam¬ 
paign of extermination has become nec¬ 
essary. The difficulty Is to obtain 
a suitable poison. Local authorities 
will probably find that If any good Is 
to he done they will have to set up a 
rat destruction instruction office and 
supply the dose, for the average house¬ 
holder possesses little knowledge of 
rat killing. 

Perhaps one cause of the Increase 
and the growing audacity of the rodent 
is the scarcity of dogs. The dog has 
almost disappeared in some cities and 
rural districts. The breeding of dogs 
has been severely curtailed owing to 
the fact that biscuits are expensive and 
of had quality and bones cannot be 
bought. 

This Is an instructive Item for those 
who preach the uselessness of the dog 
and advocate the destruction of our 
canine friends.—London Mail.

LACKED ALL REAL GREATNESS 


Important Factor Given Attention by 
Dairy Division of Department 
of Agriculture. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Sanitary imik control—an important 
factor In city welfare and a big prob¬ 
lem of the city health department— 
receives personal attention from the 
dairy division,of the United States de¬ 
partment of agriculture. Specialists 
in sanitary production and bundling 
of milk are usually available, and 
upon request of the city health de¬ 
partments they are sent to ussist in 
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Production of Sanitary Milk Begins 
With Clean Cows and Clean Attend¬ 
ants. 

Improving the inilk supply. This as¬ 
sistance may mean the making of a 
general survey lasting only a few days 
or a very Intensive inspection lusting 
two or three months. 

During the lust year personal aid 
was given to 30 cities In 14 states. In 
addition to this, assistance was given 
the United States public health serv¬ 
ice by conducting sanitary milk sur¬ 
veys and in improving the milk supply 
of 15 extra cantonment zones. 

All phases of city milk supply are 
covered. Inspection of dairies, milk 
plants and other distributing centers 
are made, samples of the products are 
taken and analyzed, both chemically 
and bacteriological I y. When neces¬ 
sary, help is given in the Installation 
of laboratories and technique and in 
the Interpretation of the results of 
chemical and bacterial analyses. 

Special meetings rnay he held 
among both producers and «-onsumcrs 
of milk in order to arouse interest in 
the local milk supply. Advice In fram¬ 
ing ordinances to cover dairy und milk 
conditions is also offered. 

An Important feature Is the milk 
content work. In which specialists as¬ 
sist' in instituting these contests and 
act as Judges in scoring tne product to 
determine the relative standing of 
milk producers. These contests en¬ 
courage rivalry among dairymen and, 
in consequence, tend to improve the 
milk supply of a city.

If William Hohenzollern had fallen 
from so high to his present state less 
obviously as the result of his own 
acts, there would be some, and even 
much, reluctance felt for treating him 
otherwise than as the victim of cruel 
fate. That, however, he is not, and 
so deliberate, ns well us so serious, 
w’ft.s his offending that he has no claim 
for a closing of eyes to his crimes— 
no right to expect the tenderness of 
consideration he never gave. 

The chances are, apparently, that he 
will pass the rest of his life, not hap¬ 
pily, indeed, but In a retirement un¬ 
troubled by the material cores common 
to the great majority of mankind, and 
It is a source of entirely legitimate 
satisfaction to call attention to the 
poor figure he cuts, now that he haJ 
been stripped of bis crown, his scep¬ 
ter and his imperial robes. 

These, as a matter of fact, were 
all that differentiated him from other 
folk. In and since his downfall he 
has shown nothing of the heroic, noth¬ 
ing of the personal courage, of the 
willingness to die frir a cause, that have 
marked so many million men in so 
many armies, including his own. If 
he sincerely believed his right to rule 
was divine, it was the most cowardly 
form of desertion for him to flee his 
country the moment he feared for his 
personal safety. By so doing he made 
certain and immediate the ruling of 
Germany by somebody with no pre¬ 
tense to a divine authorization. 

Many another royal villain has dared 
to die, standing erect with face to the 
foe, but this poor emperor scuttles off 
into th«' unwelcoming Holland, and 
leaves his sons and Ills wife to take 
cure of themselves! But it is no 
wonder 1 m* i> most of all afraid of his 
own people. He promised them vic¬ 
tory and loot, only to roh them of 
the wealth, respect and happiness they 
already had In such abundant measure, 
and he substituted for it all a crush¬ 
ing defeat, pinching hunger and the 
contempt and detestation of the whole 
world.

Current Heats Crucible. 

Kh*etrie furnaces in large and small 
sizes which operate by passing the 
current through a carbon crucible are 
! now being made by a New York com¬ 
pany. In the smaller designs the cru¬ 
cible is ubout one foot long and 
shaped like a boat with a pouring Up 
on the side. The capacity Is one to 
twenty pounds of metal, and the tem¬ 
perature ranges from .'hni to 5,000 de- 
, grees. The electrodes of the furnace 
are water cooled, and the carbon cru¬ 
cible Is said to last from twenty-five 
to fifty heats, depending on the metal 
to be melted. * 

, Another design of furnace is made 
by the company along the same gen¬ 
eral lines, except that the metal is 
melted by heat radiated by the single 
carbon electrode, and the metal lies 
In a bed of magnetite. This type Is 
made tilting or stationary in any ca¬ 
pacity. 

These furnaces may be used in 
small foundries ami in shops for melt¬ 
ing scrap, filings and other materials.

A bull association having ns many 
ns five «»r six breeding blocks should 
keep and use all Its good bulls ns long 
as they are fit for service. Advancing 
the hull to the next Mock nt the end of 
two years does not eliminate him; It 
simply makes It possible to avoid in- 
breeding. Line breeding, on the other 
hand, is a common and desirable prac¬ 
tice, and the bull association offers ex¬ 
ceptional opportunities for conducting 
that kind of breeding. In an associa¬ 
tion composed of breeders of pure¬ 
bred dairy cattle carefully selected 
bulls produced In one block may be 
used In other blocks, and the organiza¬ 
tion play Lius continue indefinitely 
without purchasing bulls from outside 
sources If such a plan sis*ins advisa¬ 
ble. The same practice nmy be fol¬ 
lowed when only u few high-class reg¬ 
istered cows are owned by members 
of any association. The co-operative 
hull association, therefore, offers an 
excellent opportunity for Intelligent, 
long-continued breeding. Skillful mat¬ 
ing, when combined with careful se¬ 
lection of the best animals, makes 
great Improvement possible.

During the winter, when cows are 
stabled the greater part of the time, 
and unless arrangements have been 
made to keep water before them all 
the time, they should be watered two 
or three times a day. If possible, the 
water should he 15 to 20 degrees above 
the freezing point, and should be sup¬ 
plied at prac tically the same tempera¬ 
ture every day.

Same Amount of Time, Labor and 

Money Required to Sow Field, 
Whether Viability High or Low 
—Buy Under Contract. 

(Prepared by iho United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

In the purchase and selection of 
oats for seed farmers are warned to 
be careful of grain that has been 
bleached by the sulphur process. This 
process is now used extensively by 
commercial grain dealers to give oats 
of inferior quality u bright, clean ap¬ 
pearance. In experiments conducted 
by the specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture, it 
was found that in nearly every sam¬ 
ple of sulphur bleached outs there 
was a great reduction in the germinat¬ 
ing power. The largest reduction was 
in a sample which germinated 97.5 
per cent before treating and 9.5 per 
cent after treating, or a total reduc¬ 
tion in germination of 88 per cent 
caused by sulphuring. 

Too much attention cannot be paid 
to the qualify of seed for the same 
amount of time, labor and money is 
required to sow a field of oats, wheth¬ 
er the viability of the seed be high, or 
low, and the product will be inllu- 
enced directly by the percentage of 
germination of the seed. A casual 
observer is probably more likely to 
be misled as to the true quality of oats | 
than of any other grain for seeding 
purposes, because oats that have been 
sulphured present an attractive ap¬ 
pearance; therefore special care must 
be tuk"ti to ascertain whether this 
appearance is due to bleaching by sul¬ 
phur or whether it is natural. 

Feed Oats Not Good for Seed. 

It is not an uncommon practice 
throughout the smuller out-growing 
areas for farmers to use lor seed, 
oats that have been purchased for 
feeding purposes, especially when 
these oats nppeur to be of good qual¬ 
ity. Frequently very poor yields are 
obtained from feed oats, because these 
oats may have been sulphur bleached. 

Soedmen generally buy their outs 
under contracts, stipulating tlmt such 
oats shall germinate not less than a 
specific percentage, and further that 
they shall not he sulphur bleached. 
This provision, of course, safeguards 
the farmer when he buys oats from a 
seedsman who states that such oats 
are suituble for s<*cd. However, as 
there is no general regulation govern¬ 
ing oats handling in intrastute trans¬ 
actions which requires that sulphured 
oats are to be labeled as such, the 
farmer generally Is without protec¬ 
tion and often sows oats that have 
been sulphured. 

Process of Bleaching. 

Two processes are in use In blench¬ 
ing oats; known ns the cold process 
and the warm process, the only dif¬ 
ference being that in one case steam 
is used to moisten the grain and in 
the other cold water is used. As tie- 
moistened oats fall from the top of a 
tower they pass through sulphur 
fumes which ,oome in contact with 
every kernel. After tin* oats have 
passed through the bleaching tow»r 
they are usually run in a bin und al¬ 
lowed to stand over night when they 
are cooled or dried as necessity may 
require.

Novel Scheme Being Carried Out in 
Nebraska Community—Demand 
Bigger Than Supply. 

(Prepared by tho United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture:) 

A scheme to utilize a part of the 
sorghum crop for making u sugar sul>- 
stitute for human food is being car¬ 
ried out in Douglas county, Nebraska. 
In one community, through the efforts 
of the local county agent, six farmers 
co-operuted In purchasing a small 
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At Work in a Sirup Making Mill. 

; sorghum mill, and secured the services 
of an experienced sorghum-sirup mak¬ 
er. Although the sirup made nt this 
mill Is being sold nt $1.25 to $1.50 a 
gallon, present Indications are that 
the demand cannot be met. Five 
sorghum mills are now in operation in 
the county. 


Wood Is Desirable Where Strength, 

Bending Quality and Ability to 
Withstand Shock Are Con¬ 
cerned—Takes Good Polish. 

(Prepared by tho United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Elm timber growing in the farm 
wood ’ot is a valuable asset. 

The demand for elm is increasing, 
while the supply is rapidly diminish¬ 
ing. It is estimated that the total 
stand of elm in tin* United States is 
approximately 7V& billion feet. This 
amount would furnish a supply for 
approximately 30 years at the present 
rate of cutting, as the annual output 
of elm lumber is about 24,000,1 MX) 
board feet, placing elm twelfth in rank 
among all woods and tenth among 
hardwoods in point of lumber produc¬ 
tion. 

Elm wood is desirable where 
strength, bending quality and ability 
to withstand shocks are required. It 
is, in general, heavy, hard and strong. 
The most important use to which it is 
put, according to the bulletin, is in 
the cooperage industry, the amount 
credited to this use being more than 
twice that of the next in importance, 
which is in the manufacture of bas¬ 
kets and crates. It is estimated tlmt 
147,9(H),0U0 board feet are used annu¬ 
ally in making cooperage stock or bar¬ 
rels. 

Elm is used extensively In making 
agricultural implements and vehicles 
also. It is useful in the munufu< turo 
of wheels and bodies f»rr automobiles, 
and the rapid growth of this industry 
has brought about a considerable in¬ 
crease in the demand for elm. Its abil¬ 
ity to take n good polish makes it de¬ 
sirable in the manufacture of certain 
pieces of furniture, cabinet work and 
interior trimmings. It Is a fairly dura¬ 
ble wood, tin* average untreated lum¬ 
ber in situations exposed to weather 
lasting six to eight years. When prop¬ 
erly treated with creosote this period 
may be lengthened to 20 or more years.

Swine multiply 
more rapidly than either farm animals 
and make greater gains per hundred 
pounds of concentrated feed con¬ 
sumed. 

As a consumer of by-products the 
hog has no rival. 

Hogs might he kept profitably upon 
a number of farms when* they are not 
found today. As a general proposi¬ 
tion. it is safer for the average farm¬ 
er to handle a small number of hogs 
In connection with his other farm busi¬ 
ness. 

As much feed ns possible for hogs 
should be raised on the farm; no more 
feed than is absolutely necessary 
should be purchased. 

Hogs weighing from 200 to 500 
pounds are in greatest demand on the 
market, nnd usually the greatest prof¬ 
it Is obtained from selling hogs nt 
these weights. Tie* price realized de¬ 
pends upon the kind of carcass the 
hog will yield.

RUSSIAN THISTLE OF VALUE 

Once Considered Noxious Weed—Now 
Us$d for Wintering Stock in 
New Mexico. 

(Tropared by th* United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The Russian thistle, considered one 
of the most noxious weeds in Now 
Mexico, is now declared by many 
stockmen in that section to be of value 
ns a stock feed. Some farmers In 
Santa Fo county already have put up 
large stacks of from five to fifty tons 
to be used for wintering stock tills sea¬ 
son. Its value as a feed was discov¬ 
ered during the Inst two years of 
drought when It was the only thing 
which stood between the live stock of 
the region and starvation. The coun¬ 
ty agricultural agent of Santa Fo 
county Is urging the building of silos 
to be filled with Russian thistles, 
which, It la also reported, make excel¬ 
lent silage.

Yesterday morning at 11 e’-lock 
delegates from various districts of the 
county assembled at the Court House 
in Oakland and organized the Soldiers 
and Sailors Memorial Association of 
Garrett county.

Maryland, to the soldiers and 
sailors of Garrett county in tno W. hi 
War, and to that end, to solicit, col¬ 
lect and receive contributions for said 
memorial. 

. 3. The officers of this Association 
shall consist oi a president, a vice- 
president, a secretary, a treasurer, an 
executive committee to consist of two 
members from each of the fourteen 
election districts of Garrett county, 
and a Woman’s Section to consist of 
two members from each of said four¬ 
teen election districts 

4. The officers of the Association 
shall be elected by a majority vote of 
those present, ns delegates, at the or¬ 
ganization meeting to be held on the 
22nd day of January, 1919, at the 

^Court House in Oakland, and shall 
hold their respective offices until the 
memorial is completed and dedicat¬ 
ed. All vacancies in office shall be 
filled at a general meeting of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee, called by the sec¬ 
retary for that purpose, after ten 
days* notice by publication in tiie 
newspapers of Garrett county, and 
where a district or districts have no 
representatives at the said organiza¬ 
tion meeting, the president shall have 
the power to designate the members 
of the executive committee and Wo¬ 
mens Section from such district or 
districts 

5. That The First National Bank of 
Grantsville; The First State Bank of 
Crantsville; The First National Bank 
of Kitzmillersville; The First Nation¬ 
al Bank of Friendsville; The Garrett 
National Bank of Oakland, and The 
Tirst National Bank of Oakland are 
hereby designated as the depositories 
of the funds of this Association to be 
collected for the purposes aforesaid, 
and said banks are hereby authorized 
to receive and receipt for such fund or 
funds as may be offered to them, re¬ 
spectively, for the purposes of this 
Association.

CONVENIENT COMBINATION CRIB ANO GRANARY. 


(Prepared by the I’nltod States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture > 

Millions of bushels of corn could 
have been saved in a marketable con¬ 
dition last fall if proper farm storages 
had been available for the necommo- 
dntion of this grain. The farmer pos¬ 
sesses no regulatory powers over the 
weather man; he has no control over 
season, but he ean fortify himself 
against the crop losses which often 
occur as a eon sequence of inadequate 
equipment and unserviceable shelter. 
Time was, with grain dirt cheap, that 
any sort of a makeshift crib nr bin was 
satisfactory as storage for the grain 
crops. In actual dollars and cents, 
many farmers reckoned they could 
stand the losses of a few bushels of 
grain better than they could afford tho 
cash outlay for the construction of de¬ 
pendable, permanent storehouses. For¬ 
tunately. the prevalent high prices of 
grains are pushing the props from un¬ 
der this outworn theory. The loss of 
several tons of corn or wheat, in view 
of the present market prices, mounts 
into three-column figures, anil it doesn’t 
take many such losses to make this 
waste loom large as a mountain. 

Crib and Granary. 

The specialists of the division of ru¬ 
ral engineering of the bureau of pul>- 
lie roads have devised a highly effi¬ 
cient and relatively inexpensive com¬ 
bination crib and granary which mer¬ 
its the careful study and Investigation 
of every progressive farmer. This 
storage has made a hit with practical 
farmers who have subjected it to the 
arid test of extensive use under a wide 
range of varying conditions. It is 
adapted for the average, general pur¬ 
pose, corn-belt farm. It furnishes as 
nearly ideal conditions for the drying, 
curing and storage of grains as are 
practical. It minimizes hand labor in 
handling the crops, while It favors the 
maximum utilization of labor-conserv¬ 
ing machines. It is free of waste 
space, while it Is equipped with detach¬ 
able safeguards for protection against 
damaged grain in the way of ventila¬ 
tors and drying racks which can he n** 
moved during seasons when they are 
unnecessa ry. 

Prevent* Spoiled Corn. 

Investigations have shown that corn 
which seems well matured at husking 
time may contain as high as 38 per 
cent moisture. If this corn Is heaped 
together in unventilated cribs, much 
of it will rot and mold. On the other 


consirts of drying racks situated near 
the top of the crib where the corn 
ean he suspended for from three to 
ten days before being dumped into the 
crib proper. On these racks the ven¬ 
tilation conditions are extremely fa* 
vorable to the proper curing of the 
corn. Furthermore, the crib is provid¬ 
ed with removable ventilators which 
supplement the shelling trench in tho 
floor, to provide a correct system of 
air drainage; this combats the ten¬ 
dency of moist, damp corn to damage 
in the erlh. As the corn Is dumped

hand, if this grain Is properly stored 
in ventilated cribs, most of the exces¬ 
sive moisture will evaporate In a few 
days. In order to facilitate the proper 
curing of the e«»rn, as well ns to per¬ 
mit of handling the grain In lnrgo 
ounntit.es. specially planned drying 
racks are used In the combination 
granary under discussion. 

This erih and granary Is 20 feet by 
no feet In floor dimensions with a ca¬ 
pacity of 2.S10 bushels of small grain 
and fi.D-10 bushels of corn. The over¬ 
head grain bin occupies space which 
otherwise would he wasted In an aver¬ 
age crib of this character. To give 
the building proper height and pitch 
of roof to favor the efficient use of 
either n stationary or portable eleva¬ 
tor. this otherwls surplus space Is nec¬ 
essary. It is occupied by the overhead 
wheat bin. Present-day economical 
construction necessitates the use of 
high studding In wooden structures 
rather than the use of long, sloping 
roofs. 

A special feature of this corn crib 
which has been devised by the ex¬ 
perts of the rural engineering division

from the drying racks It falls into coni¬ 
cal piles In the crib, where, over a 
wide surface, It Is exposed to thorough 
ventilation and drying before more 
corn Is dumped on top of it. These 
racks do not interfere with the maxi¬ 
mum filling of the crib, ns the outer 
rack may be fastened back on the 
rafters while the Inner rack can he 
1 raised and the space below* filled. * 
The Shelling Trench. 

The shelling trench In the floor of 
the crib Is another valuable labor- 
saver. because one man with a long- 
handleo rake can roll the grain from 
the top of the crib into the drag ns 
fast ns tho ordinary shell«»r ran han¬ 
dle the grain. In this way the attend¬ 
ant is able to prevent corn slides and 
Jams In the drag. The bottom of this 
drag is at ground level and is smooth, 
so that the drag ean he easily pushed 
undrr the corn. As already stated, 
this trench is used as an inlet duct 
Iti the ventilation system by screening 
Its < nds to keep out rats and other ro¬ 
dents. At regular Intervals tile ex¬ 
tends from the shelling trench through 
the wall In order to provide for a 
cross draft of air Into the trench. 

Any or all of these suggestions may 
be Incorporated into any crib of sim¬ 
ilar design. The expense of such Im¬ 
provements would he repaid In one or 
tw*o seasons of damp grain. The ventila¬ 
tors w hich nre used are readily remova¬ 
ble, while the drying racks are hinged so 
that they can he drawn hack ont of 
the way. The grain bins are easy to 
Install, and they occupy what was for¬ 
merly waste spare In cribs with steep 
roofs and high peaks. Furthermore, a 
concrete feeding floor on which corn 
may he fed to hogs can he Installed at 
the option of the owner. Complete 
working plans and hills of material for 
this desirable combination granary and 
erlh w ill he furnished to any farmer In 
the United States if he will direct a 
| request for them to the Chief, Division 
of Rural Engineering, United States 
Bureau of Duldi# Roads, Washington, 
D. C. 


AVOID ALL WASTE OF GRAIN 


Where an Excess Has Accumulated in 
Litter Draw It Off and Let 
Fowls Work It Over. 

In case an excess of grain Is accu¬ 
mulating In the litter, the best way to 
readjust quickly is to draw* the litter, 
both coarse and fine, into one or more 
piles or rows, and give no more food 
until the hens have worked these over 
as often as necessary to get all the 
food. 

Another thing to guard against Is 
the waste through feeding very small 
or finely broken grains. Of the latter, 
cracked corn, in particular, often con¬ 
tains much fine material which should 
be sifted out and used elsewhere.

THE FARM WOODLAND 

State Forestry Board Gives Ad¬ 
vice Concerning Timber. 

This is the time of year when the 
most neglected part of the farm comes 
in for some consideration. A wood lot 
is necessary adjunct of every well or. 
dered farm. It is looked to as the 
source of fire-wood, fencing, building 
material, and has often helped out the 
owner with ready cash trom the sale of 
timber. While it is true that the wood¬ 
land is the only part ol the farm that 
will not deteriorate if left alone, it is 
also true that no other part of the farm 
will bring better returns for a small 
amount of intelligent care than this 
same woodland. Growing trees for 
timber is not much unlike growing 
other crops. Planting, weedings, thin¬ 
nings and certain cultural operations 
are often employed to advantage in 
timber growing. A^ in handliug othei 
crops, there is the right thing to do at 
the right time to get the best results. 
W’hen timber reaches maturity, it 
should be cut, but young, thrifty trees 
of desirable kind should be saved for 
further growth. In the matter of cut¬ 
ting fire-wood-a winter operation on 
practically every farm—there is first 
the opportunity to help the woodland by 
making an improvement cutting to rid 
the woods of trees of little or no pros¬ 
pective value-tree weeds-and thereby 
release a more valuable growth. On 
the other hand, with no definite plan of 
what to cut, the wood-chopper often 
takes the straight, thrifty trees of the 
best species, leaving the kind that are 
only fit for firewood to stand.

The scores of drainage sluices across 
tin* roads had all been covered with 
temporary bridges by the Uelglun en¬ 
gineers following up the German de¬ 
stroyers. These bridges and culverts 
are not ns neat and workmanlike us 
the ones the British and Americans 
build, but they hold the truffir, and 
that is the important thing Just now. 

Through the suburbs of Osteml we 
passed cheering Belgians dressed for 
church. The people were so prayer¬ 
fully grateful to the British that they 
did not seem to mind the mud we spat¬ 
tered all over them. Many of them 
ran off the road behind trees, and 
from their mud screen shouted greet¬ 
ings to the English. As the extraor¬ 
dinary Flanders mud would even 
squirt up to first floors of houses many 
of tin* people, learning from experi¬ 
ence, had taken to second stories, from 
which they clapped their hands and 
waved flags. The only damage we saw 
in Ostend was the wreckage of the 
marine and railway stations and the 
shattered glass in buildings on the sen 
front, due to the air concussions from 
British monitors pounding the retreat¬ 
ing enemy. 

The piers leading out into the sea 
from tin* harbor basin showed effects 
of British -hells and bombs, and near 


Correspondent Describes Trip to Os¬ 
tend—Finds Roads Once Badly 
Torn by Shells Almost as 
Good as New. 

American Press Headquarters, Brit¬ 
ish Front.—We had an impressive il¬ 
lustration today of the accomplish¬ 
ments of the engineers in this war 
when we drove into Ostend. 

The chief of tin* Americun mission 
tot Belgian headquarters had warned 
Us dramatically against an attempt to 
tnake the trip. At least three days 
would loe required, lie said. Tin* roads 
Wen* torn up by shells and mines and 
congested with troops. Yesterday a 
iight car had taken twelve hours to 
make twenty miles.

She feels 
that by tin* valor and loyalty of her 
people she has earned a large share 
of the business and prosperity that 
will follow the war period, and she 
proposes to get it.—Advertisement.

The Chanced Way. 

“Hurry,” cried the Egyptians who 
rushed into the houses of the Israelites 
n that Passover rnght urging immedi¬ 
ate departure. Death might fall upon 
others and there was panic everywhere. 
Sallying out in this fashion loaded with 
whatever their hands could carry long 
lines of men, women and children, 
barking dogs and lowing cattle, took 
their way to the rendezvous in Suc- 
coth. Here order began and in a few 
days at most, for there could not fail to 
be some delay in shaping such a body 
for the march into the wilderness, hey 
were moving to the east. Since the 
way of the Philistines is mentioned as 
prohibited their first direction must 
have been toward this most used road 
to Palestine. But when they reached 


the fortifications that stretched in a 
great wall from the Mediterranean to 
the Red Sea there came a sudden change 
of plan. Fear of the fighting Philis¬ 
tines is given as a reason but the God 
who overthrew the Egyptians could as 
easily have opened the gates of Gaze. 
They may have been refused a passage 
thru the guarded lines and this wbb 
used a9 the means of carrying God’s 
message for seeking another route. 
For they were not vet fitted to set up a 
stable government, needing the drill of 
the wilderness school, before it was 
possible. And on the open highway the 
Chariots of Egypt would have over-run 
them as they were caught with no pro¬ 
tection. They needed greater confi¬ 
dence in Jehovah’s presence and must 
for long years be freed from Egypt’s 
menace so they were turned back to¬ 
ward the south where they sought a 
way around the end of the defensive 
wall now blocking their journey. Paul 
called in Doctor Luke at Troas so pos¬ 
sibly sickness was the device used of 
the Spirit that “Suffered us not to go 
into Bithynia.” God is always using 
human means but is at the same time 
planning our life’s journey so that if 
we come to read circumstances aright 
we will find within them Love’s mess¬ 
age. Tho the wrapping be rough the 
contents carry God’s word to us in 
every critical hour of our lives. 

: The Interrupted Way. 

Back into Egypt they marched when 
they had counted upon being beyond 
her borders. Steadily they pushed 
southward but the movement could not 
ha\e been swift. Presently they were 
I entangled in the mazes of unknown 
mountains and the way was blocked by 
the sea. To be sure they were beyond 
the end of the fortifications and could 
look across the laughing waters to the 
open stretches that called for their com¬ 
ing. But they found neither ford nor 
boat to transport them so they did the 
only thing possible, sat still. Mean- 
j while the dread of sudden death had 
passed from the Egyptian homes and 
the hardships of doing one’s own work 
after having had it done for one and 
the varied inconveniences that we 
would experience in a R. R. strike 
were raising as great a demand upon 
the throne as Congress had to meet 
when the common carriers of the na¬ 
tion threatened to stop business. So 
the militia was called out and the 
mounted constabulary rattled joyously 
after the escaping slaves. Of course 
the Pharoah was not along. Foch 
crushed the German armies tho he was 
far behind the lines. Lincoln put down 
the Rebellion tho he never held a sword. 
Then there was panic among the Israel¬ 
ites. Like rats in a trap they seemed 
to themselves and iMoses heard the cry 
of the crowd that would have gone to 
any limit to save its own skin. That he 
was able to quiet them and hold them 
where they were is a mark of power 
, scarcely equaled in history. Disciplined 
; men have stood steady upon the water- 
washed decks of ships or in some wild 
hour of defeat in battle but these are 
slaves gripped by the authority of one 
j lone believing man. And he held them 
still facing the imfiogsible.

BOATMEN’S STRIKE TIES 
UP NEW YORK HARBOR 


Thousands of New Jersey Com¬ 
muters Discommoded and Hud¬ 
son Tubes Are Overtaxed. 


New York.—Sixteen thousand mar 
rtne workers carried out their threat 
to strike for higher wages and shorter 
hours. 

They tied up the port of Now York 
so completely that ferry service with 
Htaten Island and New Jersey came 
to a standstill, ocean steamships were 
held at Quarantine for lack of dock¬ 
ing tugs and the city received a ma¬ 
terially decreased supply of foodstuffs 
und no fuel. 

Unless the national government In¬ 
tervenes or some settlement is ef¬ 
fected there will be a continued pa¬ 
ralysis of harbor traffic. The situation 
will lie worse because of 24 hours’ ex¬ 
haustion of supplies. 

The strike begun when the members 
of the various unions involved quit 
their ferry boats, barges, lighters and 
tugs. 

Staten Island was cut off from the 
rest of the city. It is estimated that 
40,000 commuters were not able to 
leave the borough. A few hundred 
reached Manhattan by way of Bay 

Rides and EUnbethport, n. J. For 
the rest there was no way out until 
0:55 o’clock in the evening, when a 
ferry boat manned by policemen got 
away from St George. 

Between New York and New Jersey 
only a few Lackawanna ferry boats, 
manned by non-union crews, plied in 
and out of Hoboken. After 10:20 a. 
m. there were no boats to or from Jer¬ 
sey (Tty. Jersey Central commuters, 
routed ordinarily through Communi- 
pAW, reached the city by transfer to 
the Pennsylvania at Elizabeth. 

This situation resulted In demands 
on the Hudson tube that wore almost 
beyond Its capacity. The scenes about 
the terminal In Church street were 
like those at Brooklyn Bridge when 
traffic has been tied up. 

Milk for the children of Staten Is¬ 
land, including 1MO orphan wards of 
the city at Seaside Hospital, will be 
carried by airplane if it is found nec¬ 
essary, according to Dr. Copeland of 
the department of health.

Stockholm. — General Ludendorff 
former chief quartermaster general of 
the German armies, has uppli«*d to the 
Swedish government for formal per¬ 
mission for himself and his wife to 
stay a short time in Sweden.

LUXEMBURG MAY BE REPUBLIC. 


Luxemburger* Demand Abdication of 
Young Grand Duchess. 

Metz.—A large crowd paraded be¬ 
fore the grand ducal palace In Luxem¬ 
burg, requesting the abdication t»f the 
Grand Ducluvw and the proclamation 
of a republic. 

A committee on public safety has

The Paris Matin reports the Grand 
Duchess has decided to leave on ac¬ 
count of the political situation. 


The British embassy in Paris recent¬

MANY REVOLTERS KILLED. 


Spartacans Being Driven Out of 
Public Buildings Seized in an 
Attempt to Establish 
Dictatorship. 


All 


London. — Government Jtroops have 
decisively defeated the* Spartacua 
group and have occupied all the pub¬ 
lic buildings in Berlin, according to 
Copenhagen advices. 

After several days of sanguinary 
street lighting, in which machine guns 
swept Enter den Linden, the Wilhelm* 
strasse and the most famous places and 
boulevards of Berlin, it is now reported 
thut quiet has been restored. Many 
casualties have occurred among civil¬ 
ians. 

While conditions In Berlin are said 
to be Improving, the Spartacus move¬ 
ment has spread to interior cities. Se¬ 
rious rioting is said to he in progress 
in Dresden, Brunswick, Dusseldorf, Es¬ 
sen and Dortmund. 

11. J. Green wall, special correspond¬ 
ent of the Herald in Berlin, sends a 
graphic story of the battle at the Bran¬ 
denburg gate. 

Amsterdam hears that a state of 
siege has i»eeii proclaimed in Berlin 
following the use of heavy artillery in 
street battles. The Spartacans, it says, 
lost IK) killed and 45 wounded in an un¬ 
successful attempt to seize the chan¬ 
cellor's palace. 

Paris advices, however, say the 
Ebert-Scheidemann government has 
been overturned, and Berne, Switzer¬ 
land, reports the formation of a new 
government under a “revolutionary 
committee.” 

During the rioting reported in Mu¬ 
nich a mob of several thousand per¬ 
sons u:tempted to storm <*i.« of the 
largest banks, but was repulsed by ma¬ 
chine guns, according to a Munich dis¬ 
patch to the Politik. The riots, the dis¬ 
patch stub s, were promoted by the 
Spartacans. 

Bolsheviki Captlire Vilna. 

Warsaw. Vilna has fallen into the 
hands <»f the Bolshevist army, several 
thousand strong, which drove out the 
Polish militia. 

The mnssacn occurred partly be¬ 
cause the poles had on*-veil resistance 
and had arrested or slo t the members 
of the local Bolshevist committees. 

The Polish troops, who had no can¬ 
non and only a few cnrtridg * to the 
rille and were under command of Gen¬ 
eral Veltko, retreated in Laimvarova, 
where they were disarmed by the Ger¬ 
mans and sent to Blalystok. There 
they were robbed by the Germans and 
were started ofT for Polish territory. 

Lemberg, where the Poles are de¬ 
fending themselves against the Uu- 
theiiians, appears safe for the time be- 

lug.

Sergeant Edmund L. Dent, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Bert Dent, of Crellin, 
under date of Nov. 24th addressed an 
interesting letter to his father, which 
we are permitted to publish. The sol¬ 
dier is attached to the 258th Aero 
Squadron in France, the letter bein ; 
as follows: 

“Through the kindness of someone 
we are allowed to write this day only 
and tell where we arc, 'provided ve 
label the outside of the let ten ‘Dad’s 
Christmas Letter,’ and do not critk-Lo 
anything and do no* iell a few minor 
things. 

I arrived in Brest, France. The only 
thing that happened on the trip was 
that we saw a submarine and a sub. 
Supply boat and lost a man overboard. 
When we arived at Brest we got off 
the ship and marched three miles in¬ 
land to a barracks where we stayed 
all night. The barracks were built be¬ 
fore Napolean’s time and were used 
to house Xepolean’s soldiers before he 
r ought the battle of Waterloo. We 
left Brest on Sept. 23rd, traveling in 
cattle cars (forty men to a car) and 
cars are very small in France. We 
arrived at one of the most beautiful 
cities you ever saw (St. Maxient)two 
days later. At this place we were al¬ 
lowed to go on the streets for the first 
time. There was a lot to see and we 
had a pretty good time. We left there 
on September 16th and after a three- 
day ride we arrived up at the front, 
at Luxemil Iloutesoome, France. At 
this place we were turned over to the 
French army and was with these sol¬ 
diers all the time while in France. A 
portion of the time, though, we were 
on the American front and they gave 
u.s the best of places to sleep and in 
fact we had the best fields and every¬ 
thing. A: t l :.t time we could go to 
the towns around u* and dance and 
enjoy ourselves as there were no oth¬ 
er American duiers there hut u We 
were not bothered by th* laws forbid¬ 
ding soldiers entering cafes. You

The Cathedral w’as begun by the Em¬ 
peror Yalentinian about 375, was de¬ 
stroyed by the Franks, restored in 550, 
devastated by the Romans, rebuilt 
about M25. added to in 1170 and in the 
13th and 17th centuries. It contains a 
splendid monument of Elector Richards 
III who so successfully opposed Protes- 
tanism and in th; treasury is several 
sacred relics, the head of the Apostle 
Matthews, the head of Constantine’s 
En.pn s*» He Urn.; she who found the 
true cross, al-o a nail from the cross 
and alwr all th; sacred coat of Christ.

High Cost of Living Hit In All 
Sections From Atlantic to 
the Pacific.

Old H. C. L. is due for some bumps, 

^ judging from the way wholesale food 
prices have been going down at large 
city markets from the Atlantic Coast to 
the Rockies. In some cases* retail 
prices are already declining, according 
to information obtained from the leased 
wires of the Bureau of Markets, De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

From Denver to Boston declines in 
wholesale prices are reported on butter 
and eggs, ranging up to 11 cents for 
butter to 10 cents a dozen for eggs. In 
some instances these decreases have al¬ 
ready affected retail prices, while in 
other cities retail prices are slower to 
respond. Buffalo reports retail prices 
tending to follow wholesale prices down. 
Retailers at Detroit are reported slow 
to make cuts in response to declining 
wholesale prices, while slight decreases 
in retail prices are reported from Phila¬ 
delphia, Denver, Cleveland and Boston. 

Wholesale quotations on Western 
beef went off from $1 to $2 a hundred 
pounds last week, while mutton and 
pork also registered decreases. West¬ 
ern dressed beef is now selling at 
wholesale from $2 to $5 a hundred be¬ 
low prices for the second week in Jan¬ 
uary. 

Lamb prices declined from $2 to $1 
the past week, which left them at a 
level of from *7 to $8 at Boston and 
from $10 to $12 at New York below 
prices for the week of January 10. 

Potatoes are slightly lower at ship¬ 
ping points and at some of the large 
receiving markets. Detroit reports 
peddlers delivering potatoes for 35 
cents a peck. Cabbage declined at 
shipping points and at consuming mar¬ 
kets, while onion? and apples remain 
about stationary. Dry beans showed 
declines at New York. Michigan and 
Colorado shipping points, but held 
steady in California. 

Philadelphia reports the canned goods 
market demoralized, while in other 
cities slight decreases in prices or re¬ 
tarded movement from wholesaler to 
retailer are shown. Tomatoes went off 
ten cents a dozen cans wholesale in 
• Philadelphia and dealers elsewhere are 
reported ready to unload stocks at low¬ 
er prices. 

Slight reductions in flour are report¬ 
ed from Cleveland and Detroit, while at 
Buffalo bread is down 1 cent on pour.d- 
and-a-half loaves.

Acting Secretary Polk, Signed 
the Proclamation Yesterday. 


Washington, January 29.—-Ratifica¬ 
tion of the prohibition amendment to 
the Federal Constitution wa? prcc’aim- 
ed formally today by Frank L. Polk, 
acting Secretary of State. The procla¬ 
mation is dated today, but legal author¬ 
ities of the department say ratification 
was accomplished when the thirty- 
sixth state acted favorably on January 
16th and that under the terms of the 
amendment itself prohibition becomes 
effective one year from that date. 

The proclamation was signed by Mr. 
Polk at exactly 11:20 o’clock in the 
presence of Senator Sheppard, of Texas, 
author ot the amendment resolution; 
former Secretary Bryan, Representa¬ 
tive Randall, of California, Prohibition¬ 
ist member of the House, and officials 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union and other anti-saloon organiza¬ 
tions. 

Mr. PoIk used several pens in affixing 
his signature, and presented them to 
Senator Sheppard, Mr. Bryan, Repre¬ 
sentative Randall and others.

May Be a Sort of Supplement to Flu 
Epidemic. 

Will Oakland be visited by a hic¬ 
cough epidemic? 

Reports coming from Louisville and 
other parts of Kentucky, that hun¬ 
dreds of residents of the Blue Grass 
State are suffering from hiccoughs as 
a result of the recent influenza wave, 
have caused physicians to a&!* the 
aforementioned question. 

At Johns Hopkins Hospital, Balti¬ 
more, physicians said that since the 
influenza epidemic subsided in that 
city, only one case of hiccoughing 
came to the attention of the doctors in 
charge at the institution. A medical 
student, a few weeks after he regain¬ 
ed his Health, following an auai'k of 
influenza, complained to the physi¬ 
cians that he was subject to constant 
trouble from the disease which is now 
alarming in Kentucky. 

In Oakland there have recently de¬ 
veloped two cases of the disease. In 
both instances, however, the trouble 
responded to treatment, but for sev¬ 
eral days the condition of the suffer¬ 
ers caused considerable worry to their 
families and friends.

TO OBTAIN ANIMALS OF UNIFORM TYPE 
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Demand Makes Opportunity for 
Returning Soldiers. 


A FAT OR LARD TYPE HOG OF POLAND CHINA BREED. 


(Prepared by tlie United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

In feeding hogs for the market, ns 
also with any other class of meat ani¬ 
mals, larger returns are obtained when 
the stock is as nearly uniform ns possi¬ 
ble, and as it is very profitable for 
each fanner to breed his own feeders, 
particular attention should he given to 
the selection of the original breeding 
stock. Uniformity is of primary im¬ 
portance, for to have a uniform crop 
of pigs there must be uniformity in the 
breeding herd, and to obtain this must 
be one of the first considerations in 
selecting the original herd. 

Selection of Sows. 

The females of the herd may be ob¬ 
tained by purchasing bred sows or 
gilts safely in pig to a boar of recog¬ 
nized worth. As it is often difficult 
to obtain a sow which has shown her¬ 
self to be a good breeder by the pre¬ 
vious litters she has produced, it is ad¬ 
visable for economy’s sake to purchase 
bred gilts. These should be about 12 
months old, being bred after the age 
of eight months, and If possible all 
should he in pig to the same boar. 
Here is the first opportunity to prac¬ 
tice selection for uniformity; wheth¬ 
er pure-bred or not, the sows should 1 
be similar in color, marking, type and | 
conformation. The type of the sows 
selected should be the one which the 
market demands. While there Is some I 
variation between the different breeds, 
it is largely a matter of characteristics, 
as a good individual, no matter what 
breed it represents, if properly fed | 
and managed well will make economi¬ 
cal gains. 

If possible, the first purchase of sows 
should be made from one herd, for in 
this manner it is easier to get uniform* i 


ity. Uniformity goes deeper than the 
mere visible type of conformation; it 
is determined by fmst ancestry and is 
controlled by the characteristics con¬ 
tained in the germplasm. The germ- 
plasm Is continuous, extending from 
individual to individual, and any mem¬ 
ber of the chain shows in its visible 
conformation only a few of the pos¬ 
sible combinations. In other words, a 
sow may not produce offspring in type 
to herself, unless her ancestors were 
of the same type. By selecting the 
sows from one herd, it is not only pos¬ 
sible to choose animals similar in vis¬ 
ible type, hut they are apt to he sim¬ 
ilar in dormant characteristics as well. 
In buying such animals the farmer is 
not purchasing separate Individuals to 
form so many breeding units, but rath¬ 
er kindred Individuals, all parts of a 
single established line or type which 
will blend together to form a singk 
breeding unit. 

At best, it Is impossible to choose 
sows that will produce true to type 
for as yet no lira* of breeding Is abso¬ 
lutely pure, hut by selecting the sow! 
in this manner the chances for uni¬ 
formity are immeasurably increased 
Some mistakes are bound to be made 
and their correction will be difficult 
but by keeping records of the breeding 
stock und their produce, it will he pos¬ 
sible to dispose of undesirable indi 
vlduals as their poor reproductive ahll 
Ity becomes known. One Ideal must 
always be uppermost In the bredtT't 
mind, and the stock must constantlj 
approach nearer to that one Ideal In or 
dtr to make any real progress. It if 
relatively easy to produce hogs, hut tc 
produce uniform hogs that will hulk 
up and advance the breed, require! 
time and constant effort.

Petsai is grown from seed, just 
i ns lettuce is grown. It attains 
| the li.dght of 12 to 14 Inches, 
i and when ready to serve it re- 
| seinbiet the heart of lettuce.

The poet who said “What’s in a 
name?” evidently had no Idea that. In 
so far ns the Important matter of food 
Is concerned, prejudice could be 
aroused to such a point as to cause n 
mental aversion to, If not a positive 
condemnation of, a really delectable 
article of diet. Take the case of the 
Chinese cabbage for example. In¬ 
stinctively the gourmet shudders at the 
attempt to associate that name with a 
delicacy. Call it petsai—the Chinese 
name for it—and most probably his 
prejudice will change to desire; he 
will try It, 1 ik«* It, 

Petsai was Introduced by the United 
States department of agriculture from 
Chinn. It is now grown In consider¬ 
able quantities Id Illinois, New Jersey, 
California and other sections. 

The testimony of unprejudiced pen¬ 
ile who hnvo oaten petsai is all in its 


favor, and many who have eaten choj 
suey and liked it, not knowing of wba: 
it is composed, unwittingly have hel< 
a brief for petsai, one of the staple in 
gredlents of that well-known unc 
much-enjoyed Chinese-American dish 

To Americans lettuce lias become 
the great leaf vegetable for salads 
Throughout the year it is grown it 
some part or other of the country anf 
shipped from great distances to oui 
tables. It is grown under square miles 
of glass near the great cities and at 8 
considerable expense for coal. It If 
estimated that 40,200 tons of lettuci 
is grown under glass every year nnc 
that the value of this product If 
$0,048,000. 

Petsai can he grown throughout th« 
whole United States. It possesses not 
j only all the good food qualities of let 
( tuce hut also it has the advantage ol 
being more economically grown— 
about one-half the cost of lettuce—hj 
reason of its heavier yield. This fea 
ture alone should recommend it during 
those times. 


FEEDING CATTLE IN WINTER 


Careful Estimate of Silage on Hand 
Should Be Made and Prepare for 
Any Shortage. 

(Prepared by the Dnlt.*d Statrg Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Before starting to feed silage to beef 
cattle this winter, a careful estimate 
of the total amount on hand should he 
made, as it is not a good practice to 
feed silage In such a way as to ex¬ 
haust the supply and he compelled to 
fe<xl dry roughage following the silage 
before turning to pasture in the spring. 
If a shortage Is anticipated there are , 
two ways to meet the situation—ei¬ 
ther feed dry roughages altogether for 
a time at the beginning and keep the 
silage until tho latter part of the feed- j 
ing period, or feed a small amount of 
silage with other roughage throughout 
the winter. 

Sufficient silage and other roughages 
should be provided so ns to begin feed¬ 
ing Ihe cattle by the 1st of January 
at least, and to last until the 1st to 
the lfith of April. This Inter date is 
suggested so as to keep the animals 
off the grass In the spring and protect 
the pasture ns long ns possible. Rest 
results from feeding silage are obtain¬ 
ed when some dry roughage Is fed 
along with it. Unless legume hays are 
used a small amount of cottonseed 
menl, one-half to one ound, should be 
used. 

KEEP 'jOD PRODUCING COWS 


Animals Should Not Be Disposed of 
Just Because of Corn Crop Fail¬ 
ure—Feed Roughage. 

Good producing dairy cows should 
not he disposed of Just because of a 
com crop failure. So long ns we have 
plenty of clover and cowpeaa for rough- 
age, dairy cows can he kept at a good 
i profit.

M»*n 
who fought ns they fought, who risked 
and faced dangers ns they did, are not 
of the caliber likely to flinch when it 
comes to the restoration of what the 
enemy partially destroyed, when it 
comes to the reconstruction of the 
world, the Ideals of which they had in 
view when they took part in the great 
struggle whose divine purpose was to 
bring about this reconstruction. 

Inured to toil, thoughtless of fatigue, 
trained in Initiative and hardened by 
their outdoor existence, they will re¬ 
turn hotter and stronger men, boys will 
have matured and young men will have 
developed. 

They will decide for themselves 
lines of action and thought, and what 
their future should and will be. On 
tho field of battle they developed 
alertness and wisdom, and they will 
return with both shedding from every 
pore. 

Action was their watchword, and It 
will stand them in good stead now that 
the din of tho battle no longer rings 
in their ears, nr the zero hour signals 
them to the fray, and It will continue 
during their entire existence*. 

Rut if they return to find their old 
avocations gone, their places filled, 
the Institutions with which they were 
connected no longer existing, new 
walks of life* and employment must be 
opened to them.

have* given the»m sta ll a ta«te and ele- 
s.te* feer It that confinement wotthl he* 
unbearable*. Farm life* will thus ap¬ 
pend tel the*in. nnel the* Indication* tire* 
that it will he tnkem advantage e»f by 
thousands. It me*nns much t«» them as 
well ns te» fbe* eeintinemt of America 
that provides tie* opportunity to tla* 
world at large*, and te* the stricken and 
famished nations of Europe, wln», not 
only toelav. hut fe>r years to e*e»me*. will 
require tla* sustemance* that ran only 
largely be* supptie*el by the Fnlte*<l 
Stnte*s nnel Canada. Ry following tla* 
pursuit «*f agriculture* the returned se»|- 
flier Will Continue the* Cause he* see 
gre-ntly advanced wla n fighting on the* 
field of battle. Roth countries have 
undeveloped areas yet open te» settle¬ 
ment. . 

There* Is little ne*e*d lore* te* etlrect 
attention to the we alth that has come 
te» the* farme rs e>f Canada within the* 
past few ye ars. It is neit only In grain 
growing that unepmlifle'd and nlmeist 
unoquiiled success has followed hemest 
e*ITort, but the* raising of horses, cattle, 
she e*p unei hogs has be»e*n a large soure*e 
e>f profit. The*se* are* facts that are 
well known te> the* many friends and 
acquaintance* of the* thousands of 
farmers from the* United Stnte*s who 
have ncqulre*el wealth on tie* prairies 
of WYsteru Canada. Farms e»f fremi 
one hundred and sixty t«* six humlrcd 
nnel forty acres of the* richest soil may 
he secured on reasonable terms, nnel 
with an excellent climate*, with n 
school system espial tee any In the 
world, nnel eb*slrnble social conditions, 

little* else coiilel he aske»e). 

Canadian statesmen are* toelav busily 
engngcel planning fe>r the* future of the* 
returned se»lelb*r with a view to making 
him lne|e»|H*ndent of state* he*lp afte*r the* 
immediate necessary assistance has 
been granted, the main hh*n be*ing to 
show in the fullest degre*e» the* coun- 
try’s npprc*cintiod e*f the services he 
has renelered. 

Rut now that the war Is cnelc*d. nnel 
tla* fact apparent that of all nvocn- 
tlons the most profitable nnel Indcpcnd- 
ent is that of the farmer, there will he* 
n strong desire te> se*cure* farm Innels 
for cultivation.

The deep- 
est Interest is taken by Federal ami 
Provincial nuthoritl«*s to further the* 
welfare of the farmer nn<l secure a 
maximum return for his e»(Te>rts. Large 
sums of money are spe*nt tn educa¬ 
tional and experimental work. Ett- 
Tinged on experimental and demon- 
>t rat ion farms, and in the agricultural 


colleges, are men of the highest tech¬ 
nical knowledge nnel practical expe¬ 
rience, some being professors of In¬ 
ternational reputation. The results 
of experiments and te*sts are free and 
available to nil. Fducationnl oppor¬ 
tunities for farmers are the concern 
of the governihent and appreciation 
is shown by the number of farmers 
who attend the free courses.

TO BAR DISLOYALISTS. 

Representative Clark, of Florida, 
has introduced a bill in the National 
House to keep Victor Berger, recently 
convicted of violation of the Espion¬ 
age Act, from taking a seat in the 
House of Representatives, to which 
the electors of a Wisconsin district 
hav* chosen him. The bill provides 
that any official or employe .of the 
government indicted or convicted on 
charges involving his loyalty shall not 
, hold office or receive compensation 
from the government. 

Members elected to the next Con¬ 
gress will begin to draw salary from 
March 4. If Congress is not called 
into extra session,they will draw’ their 
congressional pay at $7500 per annum 
for nine months before Congress 
meets. This will give Berger the op¬ 
portunity to gather in $5,025 of gov¬ 
ernment pay, even though Congress 
should eventually bar him fr.ni mem¬ 
bership, which is considered very 
likely. The Clark bill, if it should be 
passed at this session, would prevent 
this. 

The sentiment back of this bill is a 
most worthy one, and should be a 
guide to any action the House may 
take in the Berger case or any of a 
like character.

The telegram which conveyed the sad 
news of the death of Mrs. Hallie Hoye. 
of Santa Monica, California, the wife 
of Capt. C. E. Hoye, of the Philippine 
Islands, came as a shock to her rela¬ 
tives and friends in the East not know¬ 
ing of her illness (which was brief.) 
She was a victim of the influenza and 
died January 15th at 4:30 a. m. 

Many will remember Mrs. Hove as 
the brave young girl who left home ard 
friends to accompany her newly-wed 
husband (a neighbor young man) to the 
Philippine Islands which then'was only 
partially civilized, where he was em¬ 
ployed as an educator. She was the 
youngest member of the family of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. W. Savage, who died the 
year previous to her marriage both de¬ 
parting this life within one year.

The 
youngest was born in Santa Monica Cal.

New York.—From the far West 
there now comes to us the lady miner. 
Miss Anna Purkee, organizer and con¬ 
trolling element of a $ 1 , 0 U 0 .<*#> cor¬ 
poration run entirely by women. Miss 
Purkee operates a garnet mine in 
southern Alaska and lead, zinc and sil¬ 
ver mines in Arizona. She is the lar¬ 
gest individual mine owner In the oat- 
man district of Arizona, and the most 
widely known woman in tlie mining 
world. 

It was while site was in Aluskn seven 
years ago, investigating a proposition 
in copper, that Miss Purkee first be 
eatne interested in a garnet mine, was 
given an option on it and finally took 
it over in the name of a corporation 
which had a board of 15 women direc¬ 
tors. 

At the beginning the mine did not 
seein to amount to u great deal, but 
its Miss Purkee began to develop the 
first Halm with which the corporation 
started, veins were discovered opening 
out In every direction, and as the work 
continued the amazing fact dawned 
that the entire mountain was a gigan¬ 
tic mine of the beautiful crystals, with 
ledges of garnets extending from the 
sea level to a distance of 3,600 feet 
uii the mountain side.

M. M. Whelan First to Welcome Brit¬ 
ish Troops When They Entered— 
Was Representative There 
of the Bible Society. 

Although It is a year since Allenhy’s 
victorious army entered Jerusalem, 
and the greatest Christian shrine in 
tlie world was wrested forever from 
the clutches of the Infidel Turk, one ot 
the most strikiug episodes of ull those 
that marked that entry lias only re¬ 
cently become known. 

To Americans this episode is of 
especial Interest, since it came as the 
climax of perhaps the most picturesque 
of all the many services that have 
been tendered by tlie allied nations, 
und to humanity generally, by individ¬ 
ual Americans, from Gerard and Brand 
Whitlock down, since the beginning of 
the war. 

For nearly three years, or from 
early In 1915 until the deliverance of 
Jerusalem iu December, 1917, one of 
the oldest and most famous of British 
organizations remained In unblissful 
Ignorance as to what had become of 
Its "depot" in the Holy City. This or 
ganlzation is the British and Foreign 
Bilile society, which like its great sis¬ 
ter organization in tlie United States, 
exists for the purpose of distributing 
the Good Book among Christians in 
every part of the world. 

In February, 1915, or soon after 
Turkey threw in her lot with tlie cen¬ 
tral powers, the Bible society’s depot 
in Jerusalem, which contained many 
thousands of volumes, had to he aban¬ 
doned hastily. The workers there 
were brought to Egypt on an American 
warship. From that day until quite re¬ 
cently nothing whatever was known re 
yarding the fate of the depot or its 
contents. It was assumed that both 
had probably been destroyed by the 
Turks. But then came a letter from 
the society’s secretary at Fort Said In¬ 
closing one from the commander of 
the London Scottish, the first British 
regiment to enter the Holy City. In 
this officer’s letter tlie striking story 
was told of how a venerable Amur lean 
resident of Jerusalem, by name M. M. 
Whelan, came forward spontaneously 
after the abandonment of the Bible 
society’s depot, took up his residence 
therein utid courageously "carrlel on" 
as its custodian. 

"It may interest Vm to know," this 
officer wrote, "that as I entered Jeru 
salem with the first troops, I was met 
by a quaint old American, named Whe¬ 
lan. seventy years of age, w ho told me 
he represented the Bible society, and 
presented me with a beautiful copy of 
the Scriptures." 

Beyond the fact that M. M. Whelan 
is a naturalized Irish citizen of the 
United States, and that he had been 
living in Jerusalem for several years 
before the war, little Is known by the 
Bible society at present regarding the 
picturesque character to whom it owes 
ho great a debt of gratitude, it is not 
even known from what part of tlie 
United States he comes. The society 
has. however, received a photograph 
of Its venerable American benefactor, 
which shows him to he a truly patri¬ 
archal type.

DICTATOR TO QUELL 
BUENOSAIRES RIOTS 

Battles Rage Between Strikers 
and Police; Soldiers Ordered 
to Shoot to Kill. 


Buenos Aire.-.—A military distator.- 
ship has been proclaimed l\\ the p v« 
eminent to cope with tl < general 
strike that has pamlyzed tin* railway 
fratlic of tlit* countrj (leia nil Dollo- 
paine, commander of the forces oppos¬ 
ing tiie strikers, has been i aned dic¬ 
tator and has marshaled to l.is aid till 
the forces of the government. This 
action, it was explained, in no wise 
constitutes a measure unfriendly to 
President Irigoyem 

General IMlepaine's assumption «»f 
dictatorial lowers followed two seri¬ 
ous attempts by strikers to capture 
police headquarters. He has assumed 
the functions of minister of war, tin* 
navy and the interior, makit g liiinseil 
supreme commuiider. It is understood 
that General Hellepaine 1ms taken the 
place of former Minister of War Gnu* 
sales, who was designated by Presi¬ 
dent Jrigoyeii to act ;.s chief of pcs 
lico. 

Night battles between strikers and 
police rage in ail parts of the city, 
There was a particularly sharp con* 
iii< t In i'r* it <»i thi poal offli if tl 
lighting spreads in this district It pro!* 
ably will l>e necessary to close the ca¬ 
ble offices. 

Several attempts were made to oni* 
ture the First District police station, 
one block from the American con¬ 
sulate. It is impossible at this time to 
make any calculation of the numbet 
of casualties. 

i Industry in this city is at a stand¬ 
still and the situation is grave. Sol¬ 
diers and police have been ordered tr. 
suppress violence ami to shoot to kill. 
Several jiersons already have been 
killed, and the number reported wound¬ 
ed is considerable. More than 1U0 were 
killed the day previous, the police any. 

Despite these stem measures, tlie 
strikers, through the regional federa¬ 
tion, ordered that the walkout be con¬ 
tinued. Members of the federation 
have been instructed to oppose all acu 
of aggression by government forces. 

Leaders of the Uadical party hi^e 
organized a White Guard of 10,000 to 
assist the police and General Delle* 
paine s force of 4,000. Besides these, 
a detachment of marines disembarked 
from the cruiser Garibaldi. 

Buenos Aires presents the appear¬ 
ance of a city stricken with pestilence. 
Streets arc littered with wreckage 
gurhuge and papers. Armed sentinel! 
patrol streets in the business section. 

Foreign agitators bearing red Hags 
rush through the streets in taxicabs, 
inciting the populace. The men beat 
no resemblance to the local laboring 
class. 


ATT’Y GEN. GREGORY RESIGNS. 

Resignation Because of “Pecuniary 
Responsibilities” to Family. 

Washington.—Thomas Watt Grego¬ 
ry, attorney general of the United 
States since 1914, has resigned because 
of “pecuniary responsibilities," and 
will return to the practice of law. 
President Wilson has agreed to his re¬ 
tirement next March 4. 

Mr. Gregory’s letter of resignation, 
dated January 9, and the President's

The March of a Movement. 

“God wills it” was the exultant shout 
of the thousands of crusaders setting 
forth upon their attempt to rescue 
Palestine from Moslem rule. These 
earlier adventurers began their march 
with much the same feeling for had not 
Jehovah delivered them from the perils 
of the sea and captivity and called them 
to make this great venture? Singing 
as they went they took their way along 
the coast and presently reached a stop¬ 
ping place at Marah, But their eager 
rush for water was soon ended for it 
was too bitter to drink. Disappoint¬ 
ment settled over the host and some of 
the stragglers slipped back to the forts 
and begged to serve again in the old 
tasks. Counsel cured the problem and 
once more they were on the move to 
reace at length Elim with its wells and 
shade and peace. Again they took up 
their burdens and faced the wilderness 
lacking in supplies of every description. 
It was not long until they were in 
really desperate straits for the food 
brought from Egypt had been depleted 
and the bread question was becoming 
the outstanding idea in all minds. They 
followed the beaten track of eyery 
movement that the world has seen for 
human betterment. There is the en¬ 
thusiasm of the beginning, the dis¬ 
appointment as the grim grind of the 
common day is mot where disillusion¬ 
ment takes place and the promised land 
is seen as a distant prospect and not an 
immediate achievement, the satislac- 
tion of the second wind of the march 
when early difficulties have been over¬ 
come and a degree of organization and 
confidence has been established. Then 
facing steadily the realized longer tL«k 
the question of supplies for that stretch¬ 
ed out period becomes the burning 
thought in the minds of every member 
and upon its solution depends the con¬ 
serving of all that has preceded. It is 
just as true of the individual Christian 
as it is of a group movement and the 
biography of souls is written into this 
journey as fully as any other thing; de¬ 
liverance, discouragement, peace, then 
the long stretch of a life task and the 
assaults of dtubt follow each other 
always in the same order tho with 
varying intensities in each individual 
Are God’s supplies equal to the de¬ 
mands of every need of the march of 
years? 

The Bread Question. 

The wilderness fare was never abun¬ 
dant else we would not find the repeat¬ 
ed murmurir.gs over the matter of foi d # 
Abundance was the unusual rather than 
the normal condition. They had their 
“flocks and herds, and very much cat¬ 
tle” which supplied many of the nec- 
cessities and provided many a feast. 
They had the game of the desert so 
that partridges sometimes “covered 
the camp.” Yet their gorging indi¬ 
cates the continued shortage that was 
felt thruout the march. In addition 
the Manna came meeting the emer¬ 
gency hut never in such quantities that 
they could more than keep physically 
“fit” cay by day. But there was al¬ 
ways enough for this and for forty 
years they constantly experienced the 
daily sustenance that gave trust for 
the morrow. And as each new* day 
came their faith grew and strengthen¬ 
ed under God’s teaching process until 
they were ready for their land of prom¬ 
ise. So He cares for the children of 
the Kingdom. So He works with each 
movement for human betterment. 
Bread becomes the text-book out of 
which all lessons are learned. It is the 
burning question in the world today 
and is spelling the collapse of empires 
and the shift of power. Germany built 
her system upon paternal feeding of 
her masses and while the system has 
crumbled hunger is the recruiting of¬ 
ficer for revolutions. America means 
more than Heaven to millions today. 
God haj made us the almoner of the 
world and His modern Manna factory. 
It lies at the heart of the labor ques¬ 
tion for bread is the working man’s 
right but it depends upon a living wage. 
While rags and wealth jostle each other 
we cannot plead that the lesson has 
been learned by Democracy marching 
toward its promised land. 

The Distribution Lesson. 

God pauperizes no man. The gift 
was there but each had to gather it for 
himself. If any one chose to go hungry 
he could idle himself into that condition 
but there was an open opportunity for 
each if he bestirred himself. If he 
chose to sleep till noon he must fast till 
tomorrow. There were neither idle 
rich nor idle poor in this democracy of 
labor. Every man had a chance. Con¬ 
ditions have changed so that tools can 
only be owed by a corporation and stay 
in one place while the man must travel 
but we must see to it that a man’s 
right to work is not denied him what¬ 
ever the conditions machinery may im¬ 
pose. The sharing of the product was 
upon the same basis each family hav¬ 
ing enough for its needs. There were 
no food profiteers nor was hoarding 
permitted. Poverty and plutocracy 
were both absent. Such was God’s 
evident purpose in this demonstration

MONUMENT WILL 
« BE T HE MEMO RIAL 

And Will Be Erected On The 
Court Hou=e Grounds. 
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The executive committee and the 
officers of the Soldiers and Sailors 
Memorial Association of Garrett 
county held an important and inter- 
\ eating meeting at the Court House in 
Oakland yesterday and transacted a 
considerable amount of business per¬ 
taining to the work of the Associa¬ 
tion. Ten of the fourteen districts of 
the county were represented, most of 
these having present the full repre¬ 
sentation on the committee. 

This meeting had been called by the 
County President, Mr. E. H. Sincell, 
primarily for the purpose of deciding 
upon the kind of memorial to be erect¬ 
ed in honor of the men who served in 
the army and navy during the recent 
war, the site for said memorial and 
the amount of money to be raised for 
the same. Each of these matters 
were taken up in order and considered 
at some length by those present. 

The first matter taken up by the 
committee was the question of the na¬ 
ture of the memorial. The represen¬ 
tatives of the various sections of the 
county were asked by the president to 
express to the committee the views 
of the people of their respective sec¬ 
tions, and as the majority of senti¬ 
ment favored a monument, Mr. D. M. 
Dixon, of one of the Oakland districts, 
made a motion that a monument be 
erected and this motion carried. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the memorial to be erected 
in honor of the soldier and • .ilors of 
Garrett county will be in the nature 
of a monument, its particular kind to 
be determined upon later—af:er an 
architect hrs submitted plans for the 
same. 

The question of site was then taken 
up and discussed. Several locations 
were considered, hut the majority 
opinion appeared to be that the mon¬ 
ument should be located upon the 
grounds surrounding the Court House, 
as it would then be unon ground 
owned by the county and in a prom¬ 
inent position and no expense would 
have to be incurred for the purchase 
of a lot. The question being put to a 
rote, the Court House location was 
adopted. 

Tiie third important matter before 
the committee was tha of t‘*e amount 
to be raised, and it was finally deter¬ 
mined that the :;um of twenty thous¬ 
and dollars should be raised t:> pay fci 
the memorial. It was further deter¬ 
mined that this amount should be ap¬ 
portioned among the several districts 
of the county in proportion to the as¬ 
sessable basis, and that the members 
of the committee from each district 
should have direct supervision of the 
raising of their respective amounts. 
Pledge cards were authorized, and 
these will be distributed within a very 
short time. 

It was also determined that the 
campaign for the raising of funds 
should be opened on March first and 
continue until the above amount is 
raised. 

Upon motion, it was determined 
that one member of the executive 
committee from each of the election 
districts should be designated to act 
as a smaller committee to have active 
charge of the work in connection with 
the memorial, and the following nam¬ 
ed were selected by the respective del¬ 
egations present and by the president 
where no representatives were pres¬ 
ent, as follows:

NATIONAL FARMERS CONGRESS 

What a Garrett County Delegate Ob¬ 
served While Attending It. 

Mr. J. T. Glotfelty of near Oakland, 
who is a member of the Garrett coun¬ 
ty Board of Education,'and who was 
a delegate to the Farmers National 
Congress held in connection with the 
W. N. C. at Jacksonville, Fla., on Dec. 
3-6, 1918, considers the Congress as 
having been a great success. .It was 
attended by over 400 men and women 
delegates, representing nearly every 
state actively engaged in farming, all 
of whom tooK part in trying to solve 
the many problems confronting the 
farmer. The meetings were presided 
over by wideaw’ake men and women, p 
few of whom deserve special mention. 

Mr. J. H. Kimble, of Port Deposit, 
Md., president, deserves great credit 
for the care he took of his delegation 
first in providing for all who met him 
in Washington, some forty strong, 
wdth Pullman reservations to Jack¬ 
sonville, and after the journey w’as 
begun seeing they became acquainted 
with one another, so that the trip 
w'as a plesant and most enjoyable oc¬ 
casion for all. As a presiding officer 
Mr. Kimble was one who reigned su¬ 
preme while occupying the chair in 
the convention. 

The vice-president was Mr. O. G. 
Smith, of Kearney, Neb., and the sec¬ 
retary was Mr. J. H. Patten, of Bel¬ 
ton, S. C., who was constantly on the 
job. 

Mrs. Fannie M. Klinck, of Clarks¬ 
ville, Iowa, is president of the W. N. 
C. She is a lady who alone is doing 
the work on a 200-acre farm and ex¬ 
hibited fine crotcheting and some fan¬ 
cy strawwork she did while the horses 
were resting in the furrow. 

Mrs. Howard W. Dexter, Mrs. W. 
S. Jennings and Mrs. Carrington G. 
Barrs, who represented the Liberty 
League, were some of the leading wo¬ 
men of Jacksonville who took active 
part in the Women’s Congress. 

The meetings w’ere addressed by a 
number of the most representative 
men of the country, including Hon. 
Wm. Jennings Bryan, Clarence L. 
Ousley,assistant secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture; Dr. H. E. Stockbridge, of Geor¬ 
gia formerly president of the F N. C., 
and manv others. 

Ono of the most interc sting features 
of the congress was the address of 
Lieut.-Col. A. C. Woodwork of the 
British Army, an officer of distinction 
who was sent by his Government es¬ 
pecially to address the delegates of 
the congress at this critical thne. 

Mr. Glotfelty thinks the F. N. C. is 
the organization that all other farm 
organizations should merge into, and 
leading up to this thought w’as the 
adoption of a resolution by the F. N. 
C. that this organization would affil¬ 
iate or cooperate with any other farm 
organization looking to the uplift of 
the farmers as a class.. Mr. Glotfel¬ 
ty is also very high in his praise of 
the hospitality of the people of Flori¬ 
da, and to how’ how’ wide awake they 
are he has prepared for publication in 
The Republican the following descrip¬ 
tion of the many entertainments and 
trips offered and accepted by the del¬ 
egates so that they could see for 
themselves the great possibilities en¬ 
joyed by the people of Florida. 

The afternoon of the second day of 
the Congress the management of the 
State Fair,then being held in Jackson¬ 
ville. invited the delegates to attend 
as their guests,and upon arriving all 
were astounded. We all conceded that 
Florida could raise citrus fruits, 
bananas and vegetables, but we saw- 
corn upon exhibition that any corn 
state would he proud of, and learned 
that the corn crop exceeded in value 
this past year the citrus crop, which 
was fully up to normal.. Nearly all 
kinds of hay grown in the north was 
found here, as was also peanuts, pea¬ 
nut hay and cotton. Nearly every¬ 
thing grown in anv other state was 
on exhibition as Florida products. 

The exhibit of hogs would stand a 
winning chance at almost any fa ; r. 
After eeing th. many exhibits at tht 
frir ana witnessing th*- auction *>:tle 
of the champion eighteen months old 
Florida steer, which weighed 1320 
pounds to Armour & Co., bringing the 
handsome figure of 50 cents a pound, 
the guests of the fair association were 
invited to a banquet at the Mason ho¬ 
tel, where everything the heart could 
wish was before them. The banquet 
was given by the Jacksonville Board 
of Trade. 

The afternoon of the next day a 
trip up the St. John’s River on or.e of 
the U. S. submarine chasers, which 
had bt^n lying in the harbor, was ar¬ 
ranged for and enjoyed by a great 
many of th» delegates.. On Saturday 
about 150 of the members w’ere taken 
by special train to Hastings and was 
there met by autoa and taken for a 
tour of inspection of the famous Irish 
potato district, ami here it was we 
picked our first uranges. Thence to 
St. Augustine over the Dixie highway, 
a single track brick built Voad laid in 
sand and cement which they told us 
was completed from Jacksonville to 
Miami. A fish fry and oyster roast at 
South Beach. Anasticia Island, ten¬ 
dered by the St* John* County Board 
of Trade, was greatly enjoyed by all. 
The afternoon was spent in seeing the 
many interesting places in the oldest 
town in the United States. Sunday 
was spent in Jacksonville, n city of 
126,000 population, with buildings and 
industries that would he most credita¬ 
ble to a city tw’ice its size. The city 
has beautiful pari s md drives Just 
across the river is the alligator and 
ostrich farm where there are thous¬ 
ands of gators and fourteen ostriches. 

A tour of the state was arranged by 
the I lun, la Fair Ass x-iMion to hr 
gin on December 9th, and sixty-three 
of the delegates, including myself and 
wife and our son. Jos. T., Jr., who is 
four years old and the youngest mem¬ 
ber of the Congress, were included in 
the party. We were all given com¬ 
fortable seats in a special car on the 
Seaboard Air Line Rai’way, when the 
management of the fair introduced 
Mr. Coult, assistant secretary of the 
Florida State Live Stock Association 
who acted as our guide and counsellor 
throughout the delightful journey. He 
proved himself equal to the occasion 
and none of the party will ever forget 
his obliging manners and thoughtful 
foresight in his efforts to contribute 
to our pleasure and comfort.

RAID 


BOMBING 

DESCRIBED 


By CAPT. PAUL BEWSHER. 

London.—The observer settled him¬ 
self beside the pilot in the big bomb¬ 
ing machine. On either side the en¬ 
gines roared thunderously. The signal 
wus given and the machine moved for¬ 
ward, turned into the wind and rushed 
across the grass into the dim night. 

It climbed swiftly in wide circles, 
and below could be seen the dim 
countryside where a few scattered 
lights twinkled. Far to the right lay 
a winding river, like a thread of sil¬ 
ver ribbon. Beside the silver ribbon, 
nearly 200 miles away, lay the Ger¬ 
man town which formed tills night’s 
objective. 

In front of the two airmen glowed 
the phosphorescent dials of the re¬ 
cording instruments. Soon they reg¬ 
istered sufficient height for the ma¬ 
chine to turn toward the fighting line, 
up and down which great white star 
shells were rising, to hang suspended 
for a few moments before fading out 
into the darkness. 

Tlie wing-lights were switched off. 
the lines were crossed, and friendly 
territory left further and further be¬ 
hind. 

Far ahead the glare of many blast 
furnaces could be seen, and above 
them the long, wMtc fingers of Ger¬ 
man seurchlights swept restlessly to 
and fro. 

We flew on steadily, vainly sought 
by the searchlights and unscathed by 
the fierce barrage of shells which 
burst thickly far below them. 

Over Enemy Territory. 

Soon the first barrier of defense 
was passed, and for a long time we 
flew over mile upon mile of enemy ter¬ 
ritory, over dimly lit towns and sleep¬ 
ing fields and villages. We passed a 
big city lying on the bank of the 
river. We could see the bridges, black 
across the band of silver, and over the 
city swept three long searchlights. 
Still we flew on, leaving the city far 
behind. On either side the engines 
roared steadily. Behind us hung in 
readiness the yellow bombs. 

When we had been flying over Ger¬ 
man territory for more than two hours 
we saw aheud of us on the river the 
lights of another big city. This was 
our objective, and at once the machine 
swept round toward It. 

The observer crawled Into the back 
snd, lying fnce down, opened the slid¬ 
ing door in the floor of the machine. 
Below him' lay a square of moonlit 
country on which he could see a little 
scattered village and the edge of n 
forest. And then the twisting river 
came Into his view. He leaned Ids 
head out of the hole and saw the 
Mack mass of the town a little aheud 
of the machine. 

Already he had noticed the dark 
line of the railway running into tlie 
city. The pilot steered the machine 
found by the observer’s directions, so 
that It might follow the railway, and 
so find surely the great railway Junc¬ 
tion that wus to be the target for his 
bombs. 

Two searchlights bad now sprung 
up, and here and there in the sky 


burst a few random shells. lie could 
see the puffs of smoke, white In the 
moonlight, itrift beneath him. 

Hit Railway Junction. 

We ignored the searchlights and 
flew steadily on with engines roaring. 
The big city twinkling with hundreds 
of carefully shaded lights lay spread 
now below the observer’s peephole. 
The fore-and-aft bar of the bomb sight 
drew near the station and touched it. 
The observer’s bund readied out to the 
bomb release lever at ids side. 

The luminous range bars crossed 
the edge of the Junction. He pushed 
tlie lever baud over, drew it hack 
and pushed it over again and again. 
Below he could see for a moment the 
fat cylinders spinning dowu toward 
the railway Junction. 

He climbed up beside the pilot and 
told him to turn. The searchlights 
erratically swept to ami fro with every 
suggestion of panic, fear or lack of 
skill. The airmen laughed at them 
and, sweeping round, started on the 
long homeward Journey. 

The observer was looking down In¬ 
tently to the black triangular mass of 


the railway Junction, with Its crowded 
sidings. A great spurt of red flame 
leaped up at its edge as the first bomb 
exploded. Then another followed It, 
right in the Junction. Then another, 
and yet another. The fifth caused a 
tremendous explosion, followed by 
blinding white llamas—acres of It. 
Clearly an ammunition traiu had been 
hit. 

Then the others burst, one after an¬ 
other, leaving the railway Junction 
shrouded in moonlit smoke through 
which the red light of a growing tire 
glared dully. 


HALF SALARY GOES TO WAR 


Candidate for Prosecuting Attorney at 
Seattle Makes Unusual 
Promise. 

Seattle, Wash.—Thomas D. Page, 
who Is a candidate on the Republican 
ticket for the nomination of prosecut¬ 
ing attorney of this county, makes the 
unusual promise that If elected he 
will devote at least one-half of his sal¬ 
ary to war purposes.

CLEARING CAMP 
FOR U. S. AIRMEN 


Somewhere In England.—From the 
tip-top peak of the highest hill on 
the highest ground for miles around 
this historic village flutters the Stars 
and Stripes over the largest American 
aviation camp In England. 

Stretched over an area of about a 
mile and a half square, the camp ac¬ 
commodates about 3,000 Yank airmen, 
rnechunlcs and privates In the uvla- 
tlon service. Far, far below In the 
valley lies the village, with Its quaint 
old English thatched roofed houses 
stretched out like a toyland. 

Every member of the American avi¬ 
ation service passes through this 
camp en route from America to 
France, via England. They come here 
Immediately from the American trans¬ 
ports, and remain a week or two, w hen 
they are dispatched to the various 
American and British aviation train¬ 
ing camps. They remain in these 
camps three or four months, perhaps 
more, putting the finishing touches to 
their training. Then they are brought 
hack to this camp, completely 
equipped, and dispatched to France 
for sky battles with the IIuus over 
No Man’s Land. # 

Thousands Have Passed. 

The camp has Just been officially 
opened. Thousands already have 
passed through it and preparations 
are being made to handle tens of 
thousands, a camp officer said. Major 
Page, son of Ambassador Page, is the 
camp commandant. 

At the dedication of the post re-

cently, General Biddle, head of the 
American forces in England; Ambas¬ 
sador Page and General Livingston, 
chief of the British air service, pre¬ 
sided. Many members of the Ameri¬ 
can and British diplomatic and mili¬ 
tary service, government officials, 
lords and ladles from all over Great 
Britain, attended the official opening. 

Following the American flag raising 
there was a review of American troops 
from all surrounding camps and ath¬ 
letic sports on the college green. At 
night hundreds attended a big, infor¬ 
mal dinner given by the mayor In the 
town hall iu honor of the American 
aviation opeulng in England. Dune- 
ing followed. 

With Lieut. T. T. Toole, camp moss 
officer, former second baseman of the 
Columbus (O.) American Association 
team, the corresimndent visited the 
camp. 

With Its row after row of tents, the 
camp was a veritable tented city. In 
a big, galvanized iron structure at 
one end Yankee cooks were busy pre¬ 
paring a soup and roast beef dinner 
for these hundreds of hungry Yunk 
warriors. 

Bread Mountain. 

Hundreds of white loaves of bread 
were piled on huge trays In the 
kitchen. It wus a miniature bread 
mountain. They’ll get away with that 
in one meal, a Yankee baker laughed. 

In another galvanized Iron structure 
was a large Red Cross shower bath¬ 
house filled at the time with nude 
Yankees enjoying ami shivering 
through a cold plunge. At each show¬ 
er they were lined up three deep, and 
as one would fall away chattering 
from tlie cold water another would 
plunge in. The Yankees go uhout two 
weeks without a bath en route from 
America to England and they’re eager 
to get to the showers here. 

Perhaps tlie prettiest and most 
elaborately furnished structure In the 
ramp Is the officers' clubrooms fur¬ 
nished by the Red Cross and Y. M. 
C. A. American flags, pennants and 
pictures jidorn the walls, and there’s 
a much-overworked piano that groans 
under too much American ragtime. 
Here the young officers sing, dance 
and bunny-hug with each other while 
one of their number bangs the piano. 
There’s a plentiful supply of Ameri¬ 
can newspapers and magazines there 
also. 


ERADICATION OF 
CUTWORM MOTHS 

Late Fall and Winter Plowing of 
Grass Lands Will Destroy 
Their Winter Homes. 


HOGS DEVOUR MANY INSECTS 


Injury Usually Consists in Cutting Off 

Plants Just Below Surface and 
Occurs in Spring — Eggs Are 
Hatched During Autumn. 

(From the United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 

If land that has boon In grass for a 
considerable time and is likely to con¬ 
tain cutworms is to be planted to corn 
the following spring, it should be 
plowed In midsummer or early fall, 
about the time the moths’ eggs are 
laid or, better, before the eggs ore 
laid, for then vegetation which is suit¬ 
able for the moths to lay their eggs 
upon is removed. The earlier the pre¬ 
ceding year grasslands to he planted 
to corn are plowed, the less will be 
the probability that the cutw’orm 
moths will have laid their eggs there¬ 
on, and the less, consequently, will bo 
the danger of Injury by cutworms the 
following year. 

Late fall und winter plowing of 
grasslands, although not as effective 
os early plowing, will destroy many of 
the hibernating cutworms, as well as 
such other Important corn pests as 
white grubs, and should be practiced 
when earlier plowing Is Impracticable. 

Insects Are Devoured. 

Pasturing hogs upon laud supposed 
to harbor cutworms Is a beneficial 
practice, as these animals root up and 
devour Insects of many kinds, includ¬ 
ing cutworms. In large numbers. Farm 
poultry, allowed to follow the plow, 
Is of great value. 

When cutworms are found to be 
abundant on corn land, the use of the 
poisoned bait Is recommended. In 
fields known to be Infested, the dis¬ 
tribution of this bait should be begun 
as aoon ns the corn appears above the 
ground, so that the cutworms may be 
eliminated as quickly as possible and 
the Injured hills replnntod promptly. 
During the warmer spring months cut¬ 
worms do most of their feeding at 
night and burrow* Into the soil to the 
depth of an Inch or two during tlie 
day, so that the bait usually will be 
more effective If applied during the 
late afternoon and early evening 
hours. 

Frequently cutworms migrate to cul¬ 
tivated fields from adjoining grass¬ 
land, and In such cases the crops can 
be protected by running a narrow 
band of the poisoned bait around the 
edge of the field or along the side 
nearest the source of Infestation. 

Put worm Injury, which usually con¬ 
sists In the cutting off of the plants 
at or a little below the surface of the 
ground, almost Invariably occurs In 
the spring, beginning as soon as the 
first plants sprout and continuing un¬ 
til late June or early July, by which 
time the worms are full grown. The 
w«orms feed at night and rest during

the day beneath debris or in tin* soil 
from one-half to oac inch below the 
surface, and since In most cases they 
resemble the soli closely In color the 
cause of the Injury often Is not ap¬ 
parent. However, If the soli surround¬ 
ing the cut-off plant be examined care¬ 
fully, tlie culprit probably will be 
found curled up beneath the surface. 

Parents of Cutworms. 

The parents of cutworms are gray¬ 
ish or brownish moths, or "millers," 
which commonly occur at lights during 
summer evenings. Each moth may lay 
from 200 to 500 eggs, either In masses 
or singly. In fields covered with dense 
vegetation, and hence the eggs are to 
be found more often than elsewhere In 
cultivated fields which have been In 1 
grass or weeds the preceding fall. 
Tin* eggs hatch In the fall, a few weeks 
after they are laid, usually during 
September, and the young cutworms, 
after feeding on grass and other vege¬ 
tation until cild weather, pass the 
winter us partly grow n caterpillars. If 
an Infested field Is left to grass, no no¬ 
ticeable Injury Is likely to occur: but 
when It Is broken up nnd planted to 
corn or other wide-row crops, the 
worms, suddenly being placed on 
"short rations," play havoc with the 
newly planted crops, the nearly full- 
grown worms feeding greedily nnd 
consuming an enormous amount o 
food. In northern latitudes they ntt.ilr 
full growth and stop feeding In late 
June or early July, and then change to 
the pupal or resting stage. 


Broom Corn Baled in Storage House. 

twisted or burly fiber, nnd those with 
a large center stem are of poor qual¬ 
ity and should be separated from the 
good brush. Grading can be done con¬ 
veniently either when the brush Is 
being taken from the flehl, after it 
Is thrashed, or just before the baling 
Is done. 

The practice of baling the crop with¬ 
out grading Is a common source of loss 
to the grower. Where good nnd poor 
brush are mixed, the buyer will esti¬ 
mate the percentage of poor brush a 
little higher than appearances Indicate, 
in order to be on the safe side. The 
price paid under such circumstances 
usually Is le*<s than the total price the 
good brush and poor brush would have 
brought If baler! separately. In most 
cases the grower will be well repaid 
for the time and labor devoted to grad¬ 
ing his brush and baling each grade 
separately. 

The brush should be taken up In 
small armfuls and butted against a 
board, so that all the butts are even. 
It should then be placed In the baler, 
with the butts set firmly against the 
end of the baler. The butts of one 
armful are placed against one end «»nd 
those of the i>«*xt armful against the 
other end. continuing the process un¬ 
til the baler is full. The bale Is then 
pressed Into shape nnd the wires fas¬ 
tened. If the bale Is pressed tightly 
and the wires properly adjusted, a 
good square bale will result. 

Baling should not be done until the 
brush Is dry enough to eliminate all 
danger of Its molding In the bale. If 
baling Is delayed Indefinitely after the 
brush Is dry. It should be bulked and 
protected from the light nr It will 
bleach. 

The bales should be stored In n dry. 
dark place for protection from the 
weather nnd sunlight; otherwise the 
outside will be weather stained or 
bleached by the sun, nnd they will not 
bring as high a price as If kept In good 
condition. 

The brush can be marketed to best 
advantage In carload lots, because of 
the difference between freight rates In 
full cars and smaller lots. The brush 
runs about fl bales to the ton and 
from Id to 12 tons to the carload. Com¬ 
munity co-operation Is needed to obtain 
the greatest success in growing broom 
corn. This will make possible mar¬ 
keting the crop in carload lots, with a 
Consequent saving In freight. The 
manufacturers are most likely to send 
an experienced buyer Into such a com¬ 
munity, nnd It Is possible for a commu¬ 
nity to grow a uniform grade of brush 
which will be recognized nnd sought 
at a premium by the manufacturer.

FORTY LANGUAGES IN CAMP 


Necessity of One Tongue Has Renewed 
Efforts to Establish Schools 
for Immigrants. 

Recently an accurate census was 
taken concerning the different lan¬ 
guages spoken by soldiers training in 
Gamp Devens, Mass., which showed 
that 40 languages were spoken by the 
men in that camp. There were 2.209 
men whose habitual speech Is French; 
1.354 who speak Italian, nnd so on 
down to the relatively few who speak 
Japanese. Serbian,* Egyptian, Persian, 
Assyrian, Flemish and Arabic. Of spe¬ 
cial Interest were the d25 men who 
speak German. 

This is just one solution to a puzzle 
like that. Ther must be one language 
which all understand and of necessity 
that language Is English. The facts 
disclosed by this investigation have re¬ 
newed the efforts made to establish a 
system of schools to teach every Immi¬ 
grant the English language. 

In the co-operative efforts In which 
the whole nation Is engaged, such ns 
war and many other things, one lan¬ 
guage Is a necessity. Very little atten¬ 
tion has been paid to that In the past, 
but the importance of it Is being recog¬ 
nized among all classes of thinkers at 
the present time.—Omaha World-Her¬ 
ald.

The fierce warriors of the descit dis¬ 
puted 1-rael’s possession of the springs 
and grass. The challenge was accept 
ed and men were picked for battle. 
“The Lord will fight for you” had been 
the assurance at the Red Sea; now it is, 
“Choose out men ar.d go out, fight with 
Amalek.” God made the world and 
then said, to man, “Subdue it. ” Christ's 
Calvary nnd Easter He wrought alone; 
afterward He said, “Build these into 
your own life and into the life of your 
world.” Amalek began the fight? for 
we need often to be prodded in*o our 
possessions. It was Germany that 
changed the punctuation in the sen¬ 
tence, “We are too proud to fight” in¬ 
to “We are, too, proud to fight.” But 
more than the sword was needed for 
Moses upon the hill with his hands lift¬ 
ed God ward in prayer for the men who 
struggled below shared all the pain^ of 
battle. The American soldier who tells 
the story of seeing an officer with the 
eagle ot a General upon his worn uni¬ 
form kneeling for three quarters of an 
hour upon the floor of a battered church 
within the lines and upon following him 
into the open finding it to be Marshall 
Foch came face to face with another 
Moses flinging forward a line of men 
that stretched from Flanders to Pales¬ 
tine and praying their movement into 
victory. Haig and Pershing, Lincoln 
and Washington won by the bended 
knee as much as by the crooked arm. 
Both prayer and sword are needed in 
winning rest. 

The Unbcrning Bush. 

Having obtained possession the oasis 
visitors flocked into camp. Jethro came 
with the wife and children ot Moses 
who had been kept safely thru all the 
days of perilous movement and they 
had royal welcome. All the story of 
the experience of the way was told and 
the camp fires must have died long ere 
it ended but Jethro was brought to 
open praise of Jehovah. Then he offer¬ 
ed the sacnfical lamb and a great com¬ 
pany shared with him in his sacnfical 
meal. In Bereham’s striking phrase 
“Sermons and sandwiches lie close to¬ 
gether.” Afterwards he watches his 
son-in-law act as Judge over the af¬ 
fairs of the tribes and spend his days 
in hearing and settling their differences 
and their inquiries as to God’s will. The 
shrewd old shiek offered his advice and 
suggested a sharing of these duties 
with others among the men of Israel. 
And Moses listened and a new chapter 
was written in the legislative life of 
the people, in the book of national de¬ 
velopment and in the records of de¬ 
mocracy. Moses had cleared his eyes 
enough to find God’s message an un- 
blazing bush tho it was only a desert 
tribesman. The university man, the 
profoundest thinker of his day, the ex¬ 
heir to administrative leadership in 
Egypt went to school to this long-haired 
§on of the Sinaiatic sands. Therein 
lies his real greatness, his willingness 
to learn from any source and to know 
God’s word in whatever form the mess¬ 
age came. Sir Walter Scott declared 
that He had never met a man from 
whom he could not learn, McCormick 
borrowed an idea of his wife’s to build 
his reaper and an unknown bookagent 
gave the hint to Westinghouse that is 
found on every train that runs. But 
only the cleareyed can see, only the 


listening soul can hear. God's buth 
need not be sought in the looking glaes 
nor His message to us in our own tongue. 
Team Work. 

They first learned to work with God 
and then they must know how to work 
with each other. Duties were to be 
distributed so that all thru the host 
there would he helpers in the enter¬ 
prises who were being trained tor 
larger service and were being drilled for 
the larger days that lay ahead. It was 
this that allowed no halt in tho move- j 
ment when Moses ascended Nebo, train¬ 
ed leadership carried forward the work 
already begun. Autocracy has failed 
here os may be seen in both Russia and 
Germany. Ai d Moses was lifted high 
er upon their shoulders than he could 
have reached alone and still kept all his 
authority and voiced God’s will with 
ever increasing power. Ho kept his 
bodily vigor unimpaired. The qualifi¬ 
cation required may well be preserved 
in these new days for they were to 
have ability so that they would fill ard 
not hold the office. They were to be 
religious men administering in the Re¬ 
public of God. They were to sie’i the 
truth in every matter, assuring even- 
handed justice to the inquirers. Nor 
should they seek any advantage for 
themselves thru the position held. The 
principles laid down here are as vital 
today as then.

On tub Road to Rest. 

Peace came into the hearts of the 
marching throng with the realization of 
God’s supplies for the way. Their 
bread was assured. Anxious care for 
the journey was at an end and they 
faced forward once more with the pros¬ 
pect of lest ahead. Rephidim, “Places 
of Rest," was the attraction toward 
which Moses led them for amid the 
towering cliffs colored like fantastic 
rainbows there stretched out lateral 
ravines within which were cool streams 
and pasture for the flocks. No doubt 
he had led his own flock there many 
times and ail eagerly looked for the 
hours of leisure. But there came the 
surprise of finding the way blocked by 
otberfi who wished to get the benefit of 
that same rest spot. Halted on the 
waterless outskirts on the land of de¬ 
sire they doubted whether Jehovah was 
really leading them, but thirst was 
quenched as easily as hunger and they 
faced their haven with new determina¬ 
tion. Not rest but struggle was to be 
theirs. This is the great surprise of 
life for when we have gained a bit of 
leisure temptation leaps at us as it 
never did in our hours of work. Man 
does not fall while busy but afterward. 
When the days toil is ended the saloons 
till, brothels prosper, crime breeds. 
Here comes our vital problem with the 
passing of the prohibition amendment 
.for .Napoleon’s maxim still holds, “To 
conquer is to replace." We mu9t plan 
to fill that new leisure with satisfying 
things for the destiny of America will 
be decided in our Rephidim as Israel’s 
was in hers. Peace has her problems 
no less greater than war. Amalekites 
throng both Ve^pailoa and Washington. 
Church membership whose rest we 
sought provts a battle ground instead. 
Even love’s garden hides a sword. 

The Winning of Rest. 

The fierce warriors of the desert dis¬ 
puted Israel’s possession of the springs I 
and grass. The challenge was accept j 
ed ar.d men were picked for battle, i 
"The Lord will tight for you" had been ; 
♦he assurance af the Red Sea: now it is, 
"Choose out men ar.d go out, fight with 
Amalek." God made the world and 
then said, to man, "Subdueit."Christ's 
Calvary end Easter He wrought alone; 
afterward He said, "Build these into 
your own life and into the life of your 
world." Amalck began the fight? for! 
we need often to be prodded in?o cur 
possessions. It was Germany that 
changed the punctuation in the sen¬ 
tence, “We are too proud to fight" in¬ 
to “We are, too, proud to fight." But 
more than the sword was needed for 
Moses upon the hill with his hands lift¬ 
ed God ward in prayer for the men who 
struggled below shared all the pain? of 
battle. The American soldier who tells 
the story of seeing an officer w ith the 
eagle ot a General upon his worn uni¬ 
form kneeling for three quarters of an 
hour upon the floor of a battered church 
within the lines and upon following him 
into the open finding it to be Marshall 
Foch came face to face with another 
Moses flinging forward a line of men 
that stretched from Flanders to Pales¬ 
tine and praying their movement into 
victory. Haig and Pershing, Lincoln 
and Washington won by the bended 
knee as much as by the crooked arm. 
Both prayer and sword are needed in 
winning rest. 

The Unburning Bush. 

Having obtained possession the oasis 
visitors flocked into camp. Jethro came 
with the wife and children ot Moses 
who had been kept safely thru all the 
days of perilous movement and they 
had royal welcome. All the story of | 
the experience of the way was told and 
the camp fires must have died long ere 
it ended but Jethro was brought to' 
open praise of Jehovah. Then he offer- I 
ed the sacnfical lamb and a great com- J 
pany shared with him in his sacrifical 
meal. In Bereham’s striking phrase 
"Sermons and sandwiches lie close to¬ 
gether." Afterwards he watches his 
son-in-law act as Judge over the af¬ 
fairs of the tribes and spend his days 
in hearing and settling their differences 
and their inquiries as to God’s will. The 
shrewd old shiek offered his advice and 
suggested a sharing of these duties 
with others among the men of Israel. 
And Moses listened and a new chapter 
wa9 written in the legislative life of 
the people, in the book of national de¬ 
velopment and in the records of de¬ 
mocracy. Moses had cleared his eyes 
enough to find God’s message an un¬ 
blazing bush tho it was only a desert 
tribesman. The university man, the 
profoundest thinker of his day, the ex¬ 
heir to administrative leadership in 
Egypt went to school to this long-haired 
son of the Sinaiatic sands. Therein 
lies his real greatness, his willingness 
to learn from any source and to know 
God’s word in whatever form the mess¬ 
age came. Sir Walter Scott declared 
that no had never met a man from 
whom he could not learn, McCormick 
borrowed an idea of his wife’s to build 
his reaper and an unknown bookagent 
gave the hint to Westinghouse that is 
found on every train that runs. But 
only the cleareyed can see, only the 


listening soul can hear. God's burh 
need not be sought in the looking gluts 
nor His message to us in our own tongue. 
Team Work. 

They first learned to work with God 
and then they must know how to work 
with each other. Duties were to be 
distributed so that all thru the host 
there would be helpers in the enter¬ 
prises who were being trained tor 
larger pervioc and were being drilled for 
the larger days that lay ahead. It was 
this that allowed no halt in the move¬ 
ment when Moses ascended Nebo, train¬ 
ed leadership carried forward the work 
already begun. Autocracy has failed 
here as may be seen in both Russia and 
Germany* Ai d Moses was lifted high 
er upon their shoulders than he could 
have reached alone and still kept all his 
authority and voiced God’s will with 
ever increasing power. He kept h.s 
bodily vigor unimpaired. The qualifi¬ 
cation required may well be preserved 
in these new dava for they were to 
have ability so that they would fill ard 
not hold the office. They were to be 
religious men administering in the Re¬ 
public of God. They were to seek the 
truth in every matter, assuring even- 
handed justice to the inquirers. Nor 
should they seek any advantage for 
themselves thru the position held. The 
principles laid down here are as vital 
today as then.

At Fort Sluridun, III., Where He 
Was In Training. 


John Henry Aronhalt, son of Mr. 
James Aronhalt, of District No. 8, thig 
county, died at Fort Sheridan, 111., on 
Sunday, January 26th, aged 30 years, 
11 months and 25 days.

THE DEATH FEC0KD. 

AUSTIN BROWN. 

Mr. Austin Brown, aged nearly 59, 
former Sheriff of Garrett county, died 
at his residence in Oakland on Tues¬ 
day evening of this week after an ill¬ 
ness extending over h period of sev¬ 
eral months, the last year of which 
he was confined to his room almost 
the entire time. 

The deceased was born and reared 
at Selbysport, this county where he 
was engaged in farming and saw mill¬ 
ing until he was elected Sheriff on the 
Republican ticket along in the nine¬ 
ties when he moved to Oakland and 
took up his residence as sheriff of the 
county. Upon the expiration of his 
term of office he continued his home 
here and engaged in various enter¬ 
prises, being again elected to the of¬ 
fice of sheriff about the year 1910. As 
a public official he discharged his du¬ 
ties with a fidelity which received 
the commendation of everyone. 

In recent years and until his health 
gave entirely away Mr. Brown was 
engaged in the mercantile business in 
Oakland, having associated with him 
in its conduct his son, the late Wal¬ 
lace Brown, whose death occured dur¬ 
ing the past summer. Upon the death 
of this young man and the extreme 
illness of the father the business has 
since been successfully conducted by 
the daughter, Miss Dora Brown.

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Farm animals that an* shabbily wintered- the idea being to fatten 
them ami sell them early the next summer or in the fall—do not thrive or 
give a profitable account of themselves, writes DvWitt (\ Wing in Breed¬ 
ers’ Gazette. Poorly sheltered, stingily fed and compelled to drink ice- 
cold wafer, they become stunted. The severe weather of the winter months 
in the corn belt and elsewhere is hard on live stock, e\ n when comfort¬ 
able housing, generous feeding and an abundance of clean, temperate 
water are provided. 

Animals kept to do farm work, to breed, to make meat or to produce 
milk are worth more than they have been in a long tim *. They will be 
worth still more when grass comes. 

Shelter is essential; it is a form of feed. It saves body heat by keep¬ 
ing animals warm and dry. Body heat is made with feed. Shelter, there¬ 
fore, conserves feed. Inexpensive sheds, in the absence <*l well-equipped, 
modern barns and stables, will serve the purpose fairly well. Straw and 
corn stover can be used in walling up and sealing the ends ami north 
sides of such improvised structures, which usually open to the south. 

A beast worth wintering is w*»rt ; i wintering well, even on high-priced 
feed. All young stink should be fed more liberally, pound for pound, 
than mature animals. lk»ih cla>> s require a lot of roughage, (’lover, 
alfalfa ami cowjxa hav, which are rich in protein, should he gei, rously 
dealt out to young stock.

With practically nothing green or suiu- 
lcnt to eat in winter, all class - of stock require muc h more water than 
they will drink if th»*y are compelled to take it ice cold. 


FOR FOULTRV 
j GROWERS 

The farmers of the United States 
lose each year large sums because of 
improper methods of producing and 
handling eggs. One third of this loss 
is easily preventable. It is due to the 
partial hatching of fertile eggs, ac¬ 
cording to the United States depart¬ 
ment of agriculture. 

The eggs laid by n hen may be 
either fertile or* Infertile, depending 
on whether or not the male bin! lias 
been allowed to run with tin* female. 
A feltil»* egg is one in which the germ 
lms been fertilized by the male bird. 
Except for this process of fertilization 
the male bird lias no influenee upon 
the eggs which the hens lay. Egg pro¬ 
duction is equally great in flocks from 
which roosters are excluded. 

A fertile egg does not keep as well 
as an Infertile one because the fertil¬ 
ized germ responds more readily to 
high temperatures than tin* unfertil¬ 
ized one. It is Impossible to hatch an 
infertile egg or to cause a blood ring 
to form in one. Such eggs are much 
more likely to reach the table In good 
condition and then* is less spoilage 
in shipments composed entirely of 
them than in mixed shipments of fer¬ 
tile and Infertile eggs. 

Heat Is the great enemy of eggs, 
both fertile and infertile. Poultry 
growers are urged to follow these sim¬ 
ple rules, which cost nothing but time 
and thought, and will add dollars to 
the poultry-yard returns: 

1. Keep the nests clean; provide one 
nest for evt ry four In r.s. 

2 . f>ather tli* egg- twice daily. 

Keep the eggs in a cool, dry room 

or cellar. 

4 Market the eggs at least twice a 
week. 

r». Sell, kill or confine all male birds 
ns soon as the hatching season Is 
over.

YANKS PERFORM 
AMAZING FEAT 


Fort Monroe, Va.—Lying at anchor 
In Hampton roads off Old Point Com¬ 
fort is the United States mining cruis¬ 
er squadron whose commanders and 
crews performed what is now termed 
by naval authorities the world over 
as the “greatest naval offensive of the 
war.” 

The feat which these men achieved 
was the mining of the entrance to the 
North sea from Scotland to the coast 
of Norway, a distance of 24U miles. It 
was an undertaking unprecedented in 
naval history. 

It was America’s solution of the 
Gennun submarine problem, a solu¬ 
tion so thorough and effective that it 
rendered the German submarines al¬ 
most impotent. 

The British previously bad mined 
the English channel, but the enemj 
submarines came out from the bases ^ 


at Ostend and Zeebrugge and into the 
North sea, there to work their havoc. 

Invite Yankee Aid. 

The British naval authorities, realiz¬ 
ing late in K*17 that the North sea 
would have to he blocked. Invited the 
American naval authorities to attempt 
to lay the harrb-r. The American 
navy, having just at that time com¬ 
pleted with success experiments on 
mining apparatus far more dangerous, 
delicate, and powerful than any here¬ 
tofore used, took up the task. 

For that purpose the mining cruiser 
squadron was organized in December, 
11*17. This squadron is mode up of ten 
vessels and is under the command of 
Cupt. It. It. Belknap, t\ S. N. One of 
the officers told a graphic hut brief 
story of the desperately dangerous Job 
to which he and his squadron ingles 
were assigned. 


“Navy men now call It the greatest 
offensive of the war,” he said. “It 
solved the submarine problem and It 
might have been the agency for the 
destruction of the German navy soon¬ 
er or later had not the war ended 
when It did. We mined almost direct¬ 
ly across from Bergen on iho coast of 
Norway to the coast of Scotland. The 
, length of the mine field was 240 miles, 
and we made it 25 miles wide. It 
was so complete that no ship could 
pass either over or under It without 
| absolute destruction. 

“We have a record of about twenty 
, submarines that we know were de¬ 
stroyed, and often In running parallel 
with the field we came upon the bodies 
of dead German sailors, so probably 
many more than we actually figured 
on were destroyed. 

“Our men. in fact the entire tlcet, 
faced a constant danger of being 
blown off the face of the seas, for we 
carried on the ships 2.000,000 pounds 
of T. N. T„ which is the most power¬ 
ful explosive known. 

“Despite all this, we kept at the 
task, and at the end of about five 
months had completed it. We staved 
constantly on the inside of the field, 
that is, on tin* side nearest Germany. 
We left only a narrow passageway 
near lYntlund Firth between the Ork¬ 
ney islands and Scotland for our own 
passage out. 

“Our most dangerous task strange¬ 
ly was not the laying of the mines, as 
dangerous as that was. The most 
dangerous one came after the mine 
field had been completed. It was an 
attempt to draw the German fieet out 
Into the North sea where we were to 
engage It, so that the British fleet 
could get in behind the enemy to de¬ 
stroy It by gunfire or drive It into the 
mine field. 

I “On October 28 last the British gov¬ 
ernment made it known to the German 
naval authorities through its agents 
1 in Germany that we were engaged in 
mining operations. We were ordered 
to lay about as though busy at the 
task, to act as a decoy for tin* Ger¬ 
man fleet. We <lid It, but in doing It 
we faced positive destruction our¬ 
selves. 

“I want to hand It to those new 
navy lads. There were about 4,500 of

“The Germans never came out after 
us, and so here I am."

SMUGGLING BY AIR 


Laredo. Tex.—It Is the firm convic¬ 
tion of Mexican customs officials on 
the lower Itlo Grande border that 
systematic smuggling by means of 
powerful airplanes Is being conducted 
between that country and the United 
States. The American authorities on 
this side of the International boun¬ 
dary nre not yet convinced that con¬ 
traband goods nre being carried In 
this manner from one country to tin* 
other, although they freely admit that 
it is possible if not very probable that 
this Is being done. 

If evasion of the export and import 
duties by this moans is not already 
being carried on It Is only a question 
of time when the airplane will be 
brought Into service for that purpose. 
It Is predicted by custom officials here 
find at other places on the Mexican 
border. 

It is with considerable circumstan¬ 
tial detail that the story Is told, of 
the aerial traffic by professional 
pmugglers. Jose Longoria, a Mexican 


river guard stationed at San Ignacio, 
about sixty miles below Laredo, made 
a report to ids superior officer about 
three weeks ago that while on duty 
late at night lie saw moving lights 
pass high above 1dm and heard the 
whirr of a motor. The object was 
headed north and came from some 
l*nint to the south in Mexico. Similar 
reports were made by other Mexicans 
who asserted that they saw the 
strange aerial machine go back and 
forward across tin* Kin Grande on sev¬ 
eral different nights.

I T is an odd coincidence that the 
most modern occurrence in Prus¬ 
sia—its occupation by American 
troops should begin with its old¬ 
est city, observes a writer in the Kan- 
Cii> Time.-.. Treves, or Trier, as 
tin* Germans call it. into which the 
Yanks marched recently, is older than 
b.story, which begins for it half a cen¬ 
tury before the birth of Christ. Then, 
as the capital of the Celtic Treviri, 
cm* of the most powerful Belgian 
tribes, it was captured by the Homans 
under Julius Caesar. It was made a 
Homan colony under the name of Au¬ 
gusta Trevirorum and was strongly 
fortified. By 14 B. C. it had become 
the tin.st important northern outpost 
of tin* Homan empire. It was an im- 
p* rial esidence early in the Christian 
era an i tin* administrative center from 
which Jr. ul. Britain and Spain were 
ruled. The poet Ausonius described it 
as “H« ’iu» beyond the Alps.” Constan¬ 
tine the Great lived there about twen¬ 
ty-live years. He and his successors 
b*.inti; d it with public works and 
in '.mil * :it private villas dotted the 
hill.-b* all around. Some of the finest 
K ii a . re!i<-s north of the Alps re¬ 
main t i this day in Treves. 

Fro: i the earliest times Treves, be¬ 
cause f it- \-u*e.'ic position ami the 
rich » :ntry surrounding it, was an 
obj . t »f warfare. The Franks par¬ 
ti y «!*-Ired it and they made 
many expeditions against it. They 
c •’ ill ed their attacks after the Ho¬ 
man *c«uT»iti*n.

Treve had a bishop at a very early 
date. Four great saints of the fourth 
eeutury :ir«* connected with the city. 
It was the set-no of ilie first banish¬ 
ment of St. A’lianaslus; St. Ambrose 
w:m born t er**; St. Jerome first be¬ 
came seriously Interested In religion 
while studying there, and St. Martin of 
Tours went tl ere in 2S5 to plead with 
the tyrant Maximus for the lives of the 
tier* tic 1 rl-cilllan and his followers. 
The gnat bishop, St. Nicetius, built n 
splendid castle for himself nt Treves 
in tie* sixth century. The see became 
an archbishopric soon after the begin¬ 
ning of the nintli century and its tem¬ 
poral power was founded iti SfiS. when 
Itadbod acquired the rights of the 
counts of Treves. Throughout the 
middle ages the city abounded In re¬ 
ligious foundations and was u great 
seat of monastic learning. 

Changed Hands Many Times. 

With the transfer of the Frankish 
capital Metz began a long era of 
(1 1 . Mg for Treves. Tlio city passed 
t » Lorraine 842 and to the east 
I r.inki Ji kingdom In 870. It was sack¬ 
ed by ile* Northmen tn 881 sifter it had 
become :» permanent part of what Is 
no-.v Prussia. It became n free city 
toward the close ef the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury. Tlie French held It briefly three 
ffm<s In the s eventeenth century uud 



in 171*4 captured It again and abolished 
the archbishopric. The congress of 
Vienna in 1814-1815 gave it hack to 
Prussia. It figured several times in 
the war just closed, being bombarded 
by allied nerinl forces. 

The modern city of Troves occupies 
almost the exact site of the ancient 
town. It nestles picturesquely in the 
valley of tin* Moselle river and is sur¬ 
rounded by hills covered with the vim*- 
yards from which comes the famous 
Moselle wine. The newer section con¬ 
tains broad streets and modern build¬ 
ings. The streets in the old part are 
narrow’ and crooked. Tin* Porta NF 
gra, an enormous fortified gateway, 
was built by the Homans. In the 
southeastern part of the city is tlie 
palace of the Homan kings, now a pic¬ 
turesque mass of ruins. In the south¬ 
western section are the Homan baths, 
a vast and impressive ruin, and a short 
distance away Is a Homan amphithea¬ 
ter built in Emperor Trajan’s time. 

Famous Church and Relies. 

One of the most interesting buildings 
is the cathedral, one of the oldest 
churches in Europe. It stands on the 
site of a church used In the time of 
Constantine. It bears the marks of 
repeated restorations as tin* result of 
wars and the ravages of time. Among 
the holy relics it contains are an al¬ 
leged nail from the cross and the fa¬ 
mous seamless “Holy Coat,” said to 
have been worn by the Savior. Both 
are held in great veneration and aro 
declared to have figured in many mi- 
racuious healings. A provincial mu- 
seutn contains many antiquities and a 
number of rare books are in the mu¬ 
nicipal library. Including tin* illuminat¬ 
ed Codex Egbert!, dating from the close 


MORE CHOLERA SERUM USED 

Greater Value of Hogs is Responsible 
for More General Use cf This 
Effective Remedy. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

More hog-cholera serum was manu¬ 
factured last year than in any previous 
year, despite a decrease in the amount 
of hog cholera. The increased demand 
for ling-cholera serum N ascribed to 
the greater value of hogs, with the 
consequent greater loss when one dies, 
and to the fact that hog raisers aro be¬ 
coming more appreciative of the value 
of using serum manufactured under 
federal supervision. 

Department of agriculture officials 
warn hog raisers against the indis¬ 
criminate use of medicines or proprie¬ 
tary preparations other than serums, 
as experience lias shown that nothing 
except serum, properly prepared and 
administered, is effective. M< dicines 
other than scrums, according to de*- 
pnrtment officials, are worse than use¬ 
less, because they not only fail to cure 
or prevent disease, but allow the loss 
of the animals they nre advertised to 
save, thus taking money from the 
farmer and meat from the nation’s 
supply. 

Antitoxins, serums, and other biolog¬ 
ical products for the treatment of do¬ 
mestic animals must be prepared in es¬ 
tablishments operated under licenses 
Issued by the secretary of agriculture 
before they may be marketed legally 
in Interstate trade. Products of li¬ 
censed establishments are prepared 
under the supervision of trained veter¬ 
inarians and their assistants of the 
bureau of animal Industry of the d<*- 
partment. Sixty-eight veterinarians, 
in addition to forty-one Inspectors and 
clerks, are now engaged in this work 
am! are located in eleven states. 

Federal regulations require that all 
animals used in tin* preparation or 
testing of hog-cholera serum and 
hog-cholera virus, lx»th of which nre 
used in the treatment of hogs in the 
prevention of hog cholera, bo procured 
direct from farms and not transported 
through stockyards or similar places 
where they might be exposed to con¬ 
tagious diseases. As an additional 
safeguard nil animals must not only 
be inspected !y bureau veterinarians 
nt the time tli v are presented f<»r ad¬ 
mission to licensed establishments, but 
each animal is carefully Inspected at 
the time of Inoculation ns well as im¬ 
mediately before bleeding for tin* pro¬ 
duction of either virus or serum. 

Veterinary biological products, after 
being properly prepared, are tested by 
laboratory methods and up» ri animal* 
to determine whether they are free 
from contaminating organisms and 
will accomplish the object for which 
they are intended. 

Federal Inspectors, a r. well as em¬ 
ployers of establishments, are required 
to keep satisfactory records relative 
t% the Inspection and manufacture of 
all products. In the year 1017. 1’50,- 
041,200 cubic centimeters of nnti-liog- 
cholera serum were collected In li- 
cense.l establishment*. Of this amount 
l>'»7.1*t*» ruble centimeters were de¬ 
stroyed as unfit frr use.

BRING THEM ALL HOME. 

Paris sends an authoritative denial 
that United States troops will he 
used to police Turkey, no matter who 
the League of Nations names as man¬ 
datory over its conquered territory. 
It is pointed out that the use of such 
troops would be inappropriate, inas¬ 
much as the United States has never 
been at war with Turkey. 

If the same view is taken of Rus¬ 
sian affairs, American soldiers will 
be brought out of Siberia and north¬ 
ern Russia as soon as practicable. 
So far as anybody knows, the United 
States has never been at war with 
Russia either. 

In their efforts to dramatize what 
is more like an ordinary business 
transaction, the Peace Conference 
correspondents seem to delight in 
making the parents and relatives of 
our soldiers abroad ns insecure as it 
is possible. There is no reason to be¬ 
lieve that a United States army will 
be sent to Turkey, or to Poland, or to 
any other nation. There is every | 
reason to oelieve that the soldiers 
will he brought home from Russia. 
Italy, France and Germany as rapid¬ 
ly as the ships can bring them. 


QUICK REACTION 

In Prussia and the other German 
states which have evicted their mon- i 
archs there doubtless exists a consid¬ 
erable monarchical element that is 
not satisfied with the new order. The 
German njonarchists are, however, too 
discreet to shout their propaganda in 
the market places. They realize that 
they are, for the present at least, a 
hopeless minority and that their safe¬ 
ty lies in silence. 

There is a holder spirit in Hungary. 
The republican government of the 
Magyar state is very weak. The Hun¬ 
garian army is demobilized and Jugo¬ 
slavs, Rumanians and Czecho-SIovaks 
have occupied large areas of what was 
Hungary. The protests of Karolvi and 
his associates have been futile. On its 
present showing republicanism doubt¬ 
less appears to be somewhat of a fail¬ 
ure. | 

One result has l>cen the staging of 
monarchist demonstrations in Buda¬ 
pest. There has hern loud shouting 
for a king, and the government, ap¬ 


parently, has not seen tit to adopt re¬ 
pressive measures It is not clear that 
the demand is for the restoration of 
King Claries, but if Charles is not 
wanted the monarchists are doubt¬ 
less appraising the qualifications of 
other members of the Ilapsburg fam¬ 
ily. 


THE SAGE OF THE NATION 

A decade beyond a hundred years 
has elapsed since nature gave to the 
nation the babe whose life’s unfold¬ 
ing was one of the marvels of Amer¬ 
ican free conditions and free oppor- 
cunities. That life, in its expending, 
whether it was drinking in the ozone 
of the mountains or whether it was 
engaged in the lowly tasks of the 
frontier, or whether it was addressing 
itself to the service of self-culture, 
or whether it was found in the arena 
of debate or standing at the bar of 
justice to plead for persons or causes, 
was a lifeAhat filled the ample meas¬ 
ure of Americanism, and has caused 
the name of Lincoln to be written 
upon the Walls of the ages as Ameri¬ 
ca’s greatest sage. Amid the whirl 
of contemporary events and the move¬ 
ment of the scenes upon the stage of 
the world, when the drama of the 
great war is receiving its climax in 
the imposition of terms upon a Hun- 
ish foe, the name of Lincoln beams 
with singular clarity. He it was who 
made it possible for the Uuited States 
to champion freedom for the op¬ 
pressed by strikng from the limbs of 
the oppressed in ids own country the 
shackles of servitude. He it was who 
made possible the League of Nations 
through consolidating the tie of the 
sovereign states, so that the Union 
might speak as such in the mighty 
councils of the world’s peace and of 
the world’s war. He it was who cast 
the United States in a higher cate¬ 
gory than any other nation upon the 
face of the earth. He it was, as 
though led by a divine hand and pre¬ 
science, who pronounced the sentences 
of immortal freedom in behalf of the 
rights of the weak and the obligations 
of the strong in behalf of the weak. 
He it was who purged and cleansed 
and exalted and sustained the nation 
for the mighty tasks that it has per¬ 
formed and is performing in those 
momentous times. 

Sage he was, taught in all the wis¬ 
dom not of the ancients but of the 
American people. Yet he drank from 
the spring of common truth that 
welled at the feet of Socrates and 
purled in the path of Plato, that was 
limpid when the Founder of the Chris- 
tain faith received therein His bap¬ 
tism for suffering and service and 
redemption. Lincoln never moved a 
foot from the pathway of his fellows. 
Lincoln’s name is unblemished by 
meanness, cupidity, cruelty, arrpgance 
or autocracy. His name is the conno¬ 
tation of the nature of the American 
people, the genius of their and ideal¬ 
ity. Such a sage as tnis, w ho was un¬ 
girt with the sword of domination, but 
full of the stern and firm purposes of 
power that comes from the common 
source of human inspiration and aims; 
had never l>efore been known, has 
never since been seen in American 
life. 

The men w ho stand as the epochal 
characters in the history of the na¬ 
tion, the men of pre-eminence in the 
White House—these men have lived 
not their own lives but the lives of 
their fellows. They have learned that 
only as one lives in the common life 
can he perform the uncommon 
achievements. Thus lived Lincoln, so 
homely and so humble in the early 
chapters of his career, and yet so 
spun about by the parti-colored W’eb 
of humanity and event, so marvel¬ 
ously beautiful in the career that was 
God-given and praised by humankind. 
The birthday of that eminent Ameri¬ 
can calls for no stilted phrases, no 
stereotyped assemblage of adjectives; 
it calls only for the tribute of its 
worth in relation to the vast scheme 
of American democracy and lil>erty. 
And as the fruits of these things ap¬ 
pear upon the tree of the league 
whose fruit will be fur the healing 
of the nations, let all who lift their 
hats in reverence to the obvious per¬ 
formers of the present tasks look past 
these to the figure that can never he 
ghostly—that of the man who made 
possible the participation of the Unit¬ 
ed States in the world war and the 
world peace. Honor and dominion 
among the great foievermore is his 
portion. All the people, as they see 
the liberator stand in the foreground 
of the liberation of the peoples of the 
earth from the serfdom of a brutal 
nation will rejoice in the ordnances 
of destiny that gave Abraham Lin¬ 
coln to the American nation.

1 
have never seen weather like we are 
having now—that is, in January. It 
has snowed only once since I have 
been in Germany, and that was on 
Christmas Day. 

Have been receiving the two maga¬ 
zines regularly; received my Christ¬ 
mas package yesterday. Everything 
was fine but the chocolate, and some 
big-footed S. (). S. soldier had stepped 
on that, making it resemble other 
things besides chocolate. Give my 
thanks to all who contributed. 

Those papers you have been read¬ 
ing are misleading you. The war is 
not over by a long way. It isn’t fight¬ 
ing that makes war. It’s the darn 
hiking and lack of grub, to say noth¬ 
ing of the cooties and other affection¬ 
ate : eople. Don’t wory ab cut my 
coming home soon. I enlisted for the 
term of four years, and it looks like 
the Government was going to make 
me live up to my contract. This is 
the only job I ever had in my life that 
I could hold, and anyhow, I am afraid 
that if I did come home I would have 
to go to work. That work law of 
Maryland makes me ashamed of my 
home state. The law takes in us mil¬ 
lionaires’ sons, too, don’t it? 

Guess Ed. Lewis thought I was a' 
goner, didn’t he? Rather a nice let¬ 
ter he wrote, though, don’t you think? 
Guess he is having a fine time now 
among the “spicks.” I think the Ger¬ 
mans are the better of the two races. 

Guess 1 had better close and go to 
supper. The type writer is getting 
hot and burning blisterson my fin¬ 
gers. Don’t fail to write soon. If I 
come home and find no huckleberr.vpie 
I’ll start a riot, so you had better 
guard you^elf. Give my love to moth¬ 
er, Fred, Frank, Hellice, Emma. Fran¬ 
ces, Duke and his adopted child, the 
kitten. Your son,

A letter written from Clarrriecy, 
France, under date of January 7th, to 
his father, Mr. Richard Ream, of near 
Mountain Lake Park, Corporal James 
Robert Ream, who sailed for France 
with other American troops early in 
the fall, sa\s: 

I will write you a few lines to let 
you know 1 am well, fat and sassy. I 
weigh 195 pounds; am going to school 
and getting plenty to eat. but I 
would like to have some buckwheat 
cakes and some sausage. I had chick¬ 
en for Christmas dinner, (filbert Mur¬ 
phy is well and getting along nicely. 
He and I were out horseback riding on 
Christmas day. When I get home next 
summer I intend to make my ear 
make up for lost time since I have 
been gone, and 1 believe I would rnth- 
er run a ear than to run the Germans. 

Some of the hoys are sitting here 
now fighting the battle over that was 
fought as far back as the 29th of last 
September, and there is some argu¬ 
ment on, believe me. 

Have you had much snow over there 
this winter. Here we have had noth¬ 
ing hut rain. I trust all are well. I 
read in the paper that more diet! of 
the fiu in the states than were killed 
in the war over here.. ROBERT.

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A Letter \bout the Memorial. 

To the Editor of The Republican. 

There has lately been a good deal 
of discussion, in and out or the pa¬ 
pers, about a memorial to the soldiers 
and sailors of Garrett county who 
have served 'luring the great war. 
Are our boys to have a memorial or 
not? is there to be an enduring pub¬ 
lic testimonial to the splendid spirit 
of these men, or are their names and 
example gradually to he lost from the 
minds of a majority of their fellow- 
citizens? If the nves have it, rew is 
the time to act, and the committee in 
charge should push the matter before 
the sight of uniforms with service, 
wound and honorable discharge chev¬ 
rons become unusual and the golden 
stars that now shine with heroic bril¬ 
liance, begin to fade save where they 
arc burnished with a mother’s tears. 

Taking it for granted that the talk 
about a memorial is straigh talk, root¬ 
ed In patriotic admiration for the men 
who were ready in the Nation’s need, 
and not sentimental slush productive 
of nothing more substantial than an 
unmarketable kind of natural gas and 
a greater vacuum in the minds which 
produce it, where and what is tiia 
memorial to be? There seems to he 


an agreement on Oakland as the site; 
and this is right, for Oakland is not 
merely a town—it is. the county seat, 
the place where our men come to reg¬ 
ister, be examined and entrain for 
duty at home and abroad. Some ver> 
different suggestions have been made 
as to the kind of memorial to be erec¬ 
ted. Some would like a monument, 
others wouid r prefer a park, and I 
heard mention made of an arch in 
front of the Court House. Perhaps 
there may be others who would sup¬ 
port a movement for a band stand, a 
zoo, some anti-aircraft fortifications, 
or sdme other ornamental or useless 
encumbrance in equally bad taste. 

An old-timer, who had a reputation 
for knowng human nature pretty well, 
once remarked that the man who can 
fill the bill is the one that knows how 
to combine what is useful with what 
is pleasing. Here is a suggestion that 
aims at meeting such a test. 

This idea is that of a public library 
that would be open to the public and 
have such regulations for the lending 
of hooks that the people of the whole 
county would have the advantage of 
its shelves. It should be a place where 
county people might go when they are 
in town—as many of them frequently 
are—find a comfortable place to spend 
any spare time they might have, and 
be able to take books home with them 
for convenient periods of time. 

We have a start in the present col¬ 
lection of booke in our public library 
and the shelves would soon be filled 
by the contributions of interested cit¬ 
izens. The advantages of such an in¬ 
stitution can be appreciated only by 
those who have once wanted books 
badly, or have experenced the pleas- • 
ure of havng a library close at hand. I 
A courteous and intelligent librarian j 
can make library doubly attractive 1 
anil helpful. 

A first rate architect should be em¬ 
ployed, or a second or third rate one 
with some taste, and plans be made 
for a modest convenient and artis¬ 
tic building of, I should judge, about 
the size of the front addition just 
made to the old court house for the 
new high school. It ought to be of 
some light shade of brick, or any¬ 
thing hut red, which is hardly beuti- 
ful, as a rule, be well lighted, of pleas¬ 
ing exterior, and have over the en¬ 
trance some such inscription in stone, 
as:— 


Garrett County Memorial Library 
to the 

Soldiers A Sailors of the Great War 
1917—1919 


On the exterior wall ,in a central 
position, should he a tablet with the 
names of those whom the building is 
erected to commemorate. This,, I 
think, would he a fitting and lasting 
memorial which future generations, as 
well as the present, could not fail to 
appreciate. 

I)o you think it would fill the bill?

National Council of Defense Head to 

Continue in Office and Has Sugges¬ 
ted a Reorganization of the State 

Bodies Along Broader Lines, 

To the Editor of The Republican. 

You are of course thoroughly famil¬ 
iar w ith the organization of the Coun¬ 
cil of Defense system throughout the 
country Under the Council of Na¬ 
tional Defense in Washington, con¬ 
sisting of the Secretaries of War. Na¬ 
vy, Interior, Agriculture, Commerce, 
and Labor, and with Groesvenor B. 
Clarkson as Director, there has been 
built up under the governors of the 
forty-eight states a complete defense 
system now consisting in addition to 
the state organizations of 4,000 coun¬ 
ties, lfi.OUO women’s divisions, and 
some 104,000 community and munici¬ 
pal units. This great fi^ld machinery 
has represented the i eople i*f the Un¬ 
ited States in Washington and has 
carried through the smallest commu¬ 
nity the problems and measures of the 
national government during the war. 

In Washington the Council of Na¬ 
tional Defense has created such vital 
bodies as the War Industries Board, 
the Aircraft Production Board, the 
Commercial Economy Board, acting in 
a sense as a great administrative lab¬ 
oratory; and other similar government 
war agencies. The Council of Nation¬ 
al Defense has been content to build 
these agencies and turn over to them 
the specific problems which come 
within their jurisdiction. 

It had not originally been the inten¬ 
tion to continue the state council of 
defense system beyond the date of the 
signing the armistice. However, we 
find many problems that now require 
careful handling problems in which 
the cooperation of the people of the 
United States is not only desirable hut 
absolutely necessary. There is the 
problem of Americanization, the prob¬ 
lem of unemployment, the transfer¬ 
ence of t e 17,000,000,000 of war risk 
insurance oustanding from a war to 
a peace basis—in short it is no less 
imperative to meet the problems of 
readjustment than it was to prepare 
for war. 

For that reason Mr. Clarkson. Di¬ 
rector of the Council, at the* personal 
request of the Secretary of War, who 
is chairman of the Council, has agr ed 
to continue in office and has written 
the states suggesting that a special 
non-partisan, non-sectarian bureau or 
commission he established in each of 
the states which will draw from the 
council of defense system already crc- 
ated those dividends for peace which 
the war effort of the nation has en¬ 
titled it to receive. 

You have carried in your news col¬ 
umns. and your state council has re¬ 
ceived, an •'outline of the Director’s 
suggestion to “carry on”, and I am 
therefore taking the lil**rty of asking 
that you give the support of your pub¬ 
lication to your own state organiza¬ 
tions in the furtherance of this work, 
which touches so intimately and in 
such n wholly non-partisan way the 
life of practically every hamlet of the 
nation. 

I should be very glad to receive 
from you any sugg<*stion as to the 
methods hv which the best possible 
results could be obtained in your own 
district These suggestions will of 
course Ik* tabulated and laid before 
the Council

To Whom It May Concern. 

The Board of County Commission¬ 
ers of Garrett county has authorized 
the publication of the following:

AMONGFARMERS 

Become Members of Voluntary 
Organizations With All the 
Necessary Equipment. 


PLANNED BY rJNTY AGENTS 


Estimated That Quarter of Million 

Dollars' Worth of Grain Was 
Saved Last Year—Wider Field 
of Usefulness Seen. 

A smoke .miudge mi the horizon in 
the country n*> longer means certain 
und complete loss. 

At least, ibis i> true in lo.OOO squar** 
miles of California where 0 , 0 »K) farm¬ 
ers have enlisted In rural fire com¬ 
panies. equipped with trailer fire 
carts, stationed at strategic points und 
ready to meet the fire peril when it 
appears. The plan was devchqied by 
the county agricultural agents, in co¬ 
operation with the forest service of 
the United States department of agri¬ 
culture, and it is estimuti*d that a 
quarter of a million dollars’ worth of 
grain was suved through it during the 
summer of litis. The plan was de¬ 
vised for the purpose of reducing 
losses in grain fields and on gras> 
ranges, but department of agriculture 
flj>eoiulists believe it might h** given a 
touch wider field of usefulness in the 
protection of practically all kinds of 
farm property from loss by tire. 

Under the California plan the 
county farm bureau becomes the cen¬ 
tral tm* protection agency. A local 
fire company was formed at each com¬ 
munity farm bureau center, and the 
members ph*dg«*d themselves to re 
hjMind instantly to the call of fire. 
Kacti c iimunity elected a “fin* boss,” 
who w;:s commissioned as a deputy 
state fin* warden, and a “lire dis¬ 
patcher,” whose duty it is to remain 
at the telephone during fires to give 
Information and obtain help. 

Trailers Carry Equipment. 

In most of the communities a two- 
wheel* d trailer fir** eurt was obtained. 
These trailers are of simple construc¬ 
tion, may be attached to any automo¬ 
bile. and are completely equipped with 
chemical tlr*» extinguisher*, water 
cans filled with v.*et sacks, with fork* 
and sho\cls. and with a container for 
drinking water for the fir** lighters. 
The trailer is kept at the eross roads 
or other most accessible |H*int In the 
community, and the first automobile 
passing on the way to a fire hitches 
to tin* trailer and takes it along. Out 
of the .30*1 rural fire companies organ- 
tied In California last year, 257 an* 
equipped with ruch trailers. 

The saving of a quarter of n million 
dollars In a single season in this 
limited territory Is an indication of 
what might result If the plan were 
generally adopted In communities 
where conditions are such as to muk«* 
It workable. There are some rural 
communities when* such a plan might 
not he advisable, but in the majority, 
perhaps. It would be workable. Prior 
to the extensive spread of the farm 
bureau system, which came primarily 
ns a war measure during 1017 and 
191S, It would not have been possible, 
pinro It Is necessarily a co-operative 
community activity. Hut the farm 
bureau system has come to stay, and 
It affords the sort of co-operative ef 
fort iff which community fire protec¬ 
tion may well be u part. 

Similar Need Elsewhere. 

Throughout a dozen or more states, 
then* exists a need for protection 
1 ligninst fire In grain nnd grass fields, 
at thrashers, and the like, similur to 
that In California. In other large areas 
where wooded tracts ure Interspersed 
with tilled fields and where woods 
fires nr** of frequent occurrence nnd 
I often spread to crops nnd buildings, 
I there exists the same need as In the 
extensive grain fields. And, In the 
general protection of farm buildings 
and fences, in hay loft and hay rick 
fires from spontaneous combustion or 
accident, in fires spreading from burn 


ing brush or rubbish, where In most 
cases water is not available, an or- 
ganized neighborhood fire company 
equipped with a chemical eart would 
be of the greatest utility. 

Tin* office nt farm management of 
the United States department of agri- 
culturc has for tinn* urged th** 

use of chemical apparatus as more 
effective than water against fires on 
th«* farm, especially where kerosene, 
gasoline or other oil is involved, and 
as an Indispensable reinforcement to 
the use of water in all cases. That Is 
socurod in the California plan together 
with an even more effective tiling, tie 
organization of the men of the com¬ 
munity In simh way that they can 
make their offorts almost immediately 
effective against any fire.

Meeting Labor Demand. 

Although tin* largest acreage on 
record was planted in Ibis hy Ameri¬ 
can ftinners, the great crops of tin* 
year were harvested under difficulties 
not appreciably greater than those In 
normal times, says the annual report 
of the secretary of agriculture. 

"The department of agriculture con¬ 
tinued throughout tin* year to give 
earnest attention to the securing and 
mobilization of an adequate supply of 
farm labor,’ tit** report states. "It 
maintained it< representatives, sta¬ 
tioned in earn state In tin* spring of 
1917, and perfect* d its own organiza¬ 
tion, enlisting the more active co¬ 
operation of the county agents and 
other extension worker*. 

*'It more fufiy co-ordinated its activ¬ 
ities with th** department of labor, u 
representative of tin* department of 
ugrlctilture having been designated a 
member of tin war labor policies 
hoard which was cr**a ' hy the presi¬ 
dent. It has also aided the war de¬ 
partment In connection with the clas¬ 
sification of agricultural registrants. 
Special efforts were made, beginning 
early in the y*:tr. to Impress upon the 
residents of urban communities tin* 
nec* --ity of aiding fanners In tin* 
planting and harvesting of tln*lr crops. 

'The respon-;*' to appeal* along this 
line was generous. In Kansas, for **x- 
ntnple, where tin* situation was e jm*- 
clally difficult, the r**p«»rts indicate 
that more than 45,000 workers were 
supplied to farmer* to assist in the 
wheat harvest. The potato crop in 
two counties in T«*xus was saved 
through the aid of tin* business men in 
the local communities, and In Illinois 
IC ,000 workers were registered for 
harvest work.” 

Many other examples could bo cited, 
the secretary says. 

Specializing Often Wins. 

Many persons do not market by par¬ 
cel post because they do not have a 
large variety of prodmv or because 
their supply Is available only par. of 
tin* year. While it is true that a con¬ 
tinuous supply of a number of products 
Is more satisfactory to customers, such 
a supply is not absolutely necessary 
in order to establish a parcel post 
trade. 

Many persons have secured custom¬ 
ers by specializing in one or two kinds 
of produce, such as butter or eggs, 
which can be supplied during the cn- 
tir»* year, and then these customers 
have offered an outlet for other com¬ 
modities \fhioh can he furnished only 
occasionally or for produce which Is 
rarely to he hud In city markets. In 
nmst «ff th*M«* cases it was necessary 
only to send a letter or card to satis¬ 
fied regular customers asking them If 
they wished to obtain certain kinds of 
pro*luce that were for sale at that 
time. 

Such letters tend to keep up a per¬ 
sonal relationship between the pro¬ 
ducer and Ids customers which makes 
it easier th keep up business relations.

Turkey and Russia 
nnd this in addition to the require¬ 
ments of European neutrals for In¬ 
creased supplies now that there Is no 
submarine menace. 

To the Canadian and American farm¬ 
er this means n demand for his grain 
fully as great ns at any time in tho 
past. Wheat will be needed, meat will 
he required. The slogan “don’t stop 
saving food” is ns necessary today ns 
ever. The purpose of this article Is to 
direct attention to the fact that hun 
dreds of thousands of acres of land 
Ln Western Canada are still unoccu¬ 
pied, and this land is capable of pro¬ 
ducing enough to supply all needs.

Exported During Last Half of 
Year—Food Administration Has 
Been of Great Help. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Increase in the cost of honey, dno to 
the big export demand created by the 
war, makes it safe to predict that the 
coming year will see the greatest ef¬ 
fort ever made in furthering beekeep¬ 
ing. During the last half of the year 
honey to the value of perhaps $2,0(X),- 
000 was exported—about ten times the 
valuation f«»r any year previous to the 
beginning of the war—indicating that 
honey has ceased to be a luxury in the 
minds of the allied peoples. 

Home Demand Increases. 

Also, the home demand for honey 
has increased. Figures are not avail¬ 
able, however, as much of the honey 
of this country never reaches the 
larger cent* rs of trade. In addition 
to these two demand*, the heavy loss 
of bees during the winter of 1917 and 
n resultant decrease in production in 
the eastern United States likewise 
was responsible for increasing the 
price of honey to the highest figure 
recorded in many years. 

In expediting shipments of honey 
and supplies for beekeeping, and es¬ 
pecially in granting permits to bee¬ 
keepers to buy sugar for feeding tb**jr 
bees where tills wns necessary, the 
United States f*n *1 administration has 
been * f great help it is stated. The 
issuing of the semimonthly market re¬ 
ports by tin* bureau of markets, United 
States department of agriculture, has 
n : de it possible f.»r the first time for 
the producer, to get reliable informa¬ 
tion regarding the honey markets. This 
has bet ri a chief factor in making it

In respect to bee culture the most 
important work of the bureau of en¬ 
tomology was a series of field experi¬ 
ments on the behavior of European 
folilbrood in the ldve during the time 
that it is being chained out by the 
bees. These experiments served to 
l!»fb\v light upon tb** method to bo used 
In preventive treatment. Tb** result 
of this work, which marks n new phase 
in he** disease, and which promises to 
yield most helpful results, soon will 
be published.

Farmers Report Excellent Results

Grain s* rghum area Increased from 
3.9-t 1,000 acres in 19t0 to 5,1 rtf ,000 in

per cent. This largely increased 
quantity of grain was consumed 
through the ordinary channels with¬ 
out any undue drop in price. Karm¬ 
en report excellent results from 
Dwarf n.llo nnd Dawn kafir, the va¬ 
rieties bred and distributed by tin* 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture, and the demand fur s^d in¬ 
creases. In parts of Arizona nnd 
California Dwarf milo is grown sue- 
cossfully f»n Irrigated land after bar¬ 
ley is harvested, thus enabling the 
grower to produce two grain crops on 
the same land in one year.

Co-operative Campaign inaugurated 
by Bureau of Entomology in 
Eastern Kansas.

In eastern Kansas, where danger 
from tin* Hessian fly threatened dur- 
! ing the fall of 1917, n co-operative 
campaign was Inaugurated by the bu¬ 
reau of entomology. United States de¬ 
partment of agriculture, to secure the 
plowing down of stubble, nnd to urge 
the observance ,»f safe planting dates. 
This Is believed to have greatly 
improved conditions which prevailed 
during the spring an*! summer of 19 is. 

In Illinois, Indiana, ami Missouri, 
where full advantage of thi** saf** plant¬ 
ing period was taken by grow* rs, the 
current crops of winter wheat were 
excellent. Results obtained from its ex¬ 
perimental plats have enabled this bu¬ 
reau to forecast Hessian fly conditions 
nnd thus to issue timely ami valuable 
information to wheat growers.

Rabbits are most troublesome, as 
they are very fond of the soy-bean 
plant and have been known to destroy 
considerable areus. Where rabbits 
are abundant, soy-bean culture In 
small arena is practically impossible

In some of the 
Northern states, woodchucks have 
( caused considerable damage to small 
j plantings of the soy bean. 

Root-knot caused by a nematode 
often causes considerable Injury to <**y 
1 beans in many sections of the South- 
* rr» states where this pest is prevalent. 
In sections where th»* p*-st has become 
well established in the soil, soy beans 
hould not be planted. To plant them 
is a dangerous practice. n*»t only be¬ 
cause tb** b* an crop will be reduced, 
but also liccuuse Un* pest can propa¬ 
gate freely and greatly damage any 
us*« ptihle crop which follow s the soy 

I beu ns. 

Cowpca "ilt, due to a Fusarium, 

| cause* considerable damage t«» tb** soy 
bean, due variety, unnamed as yet, 
is highly resistant to this disease and 
j lias given quite good results on soils 
infested with wilt. 

Caierpillars sometimes eat the soy¬ 
bean foliage, but the damage from 
such insects is seldom serious. The 
bln* k bliste r beetle lias been reported 
in a f«*\v cases to have done conslder- 
it 1*1 * damage t*» soy-bean fields, but in 
general this insect cann* : be consld 
en d a s< rious pest.

dip. The spray application is made 
with a long rioj.zfe to avoid injury to 
the cy* s of the one applying it. Modi¬

US'* of a sprinkling can. a brush, or 
• dipping tlie animal In tin* solution. 

I F**r convenience, animals should bo 
J driven into a stall or other enclosure 
and sprayed a number at a time. While 
the entire body of tin* animal should 
be spray* !, special car** should he 
give*! to application along the back¬ 
bone. the shoulders and directly bark 
I of the horns. 

A s« • on*! application should be made 
I about 10 days after tin* first to destroy 
Insects which may have hutched from 
hat time.

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CHURCH TO WAGE WAR. 


American Lutherans to right lioi- 
ahevikism i'* Kii**o!>i 

On Sunday from 10,000 Lutheran 
pulpitathe Lutherans of America will 
hear the appeal for the n construe Aon 
service of their church. This Sunday 
marks the opening of the campaign of 
the National Lutheran Council for 
funds for overseas work. 

The National Lutheran Council is 
the agency of the Luther: i church 
entrusted with the solution of tne 
problems arising out of the war. It 
was organizeti at Chicago last Sep¬ 
tember, and is representative of all 
Lutherans except the Synodical Con¬ 
ference. 

More than a million and n-half 
members is embraced in the constit¬ 
uency of the Council. 

The preliminary budget of the 
Council was . $500,000. When the 
campaign was launched the different 
states decided to raise it to a million. 
The greater part of the money is in¬ 
tended for work overseas for the 
Lutheran church of Europe. 

The program of the Council is to 
bring “spiritual democracy” to the 
Lutherans of Europe and to help them 
reorganize along the lines of congre¬ 
gational autonomy, which is the form 
of organization customary in the 
American Lutheran church. 

Practically all the European Luth¬ 
erans before the war were organized 
in stale churches. While the Lutheran 
principal of church-government is en¬ 
tirely and thoroughly democratic, in 
that each church and congregation 
manages its own affairs independent 
of outside interference and control, 
in Europe this principal never had op¬ 
portunity to develop. The petty 
princelings of the 16th century es¬ 
tablished the rule that they control 
the religion of their subjects. In a 
large measure that rule continued un¬ 
til the present. 

The plan is to organize a Lutheran 
World League, and the leaders in the 
movement believe it to be the natural 
and necessary sequence for success. 
This Lutheran World League would 
mean the most powerful alliance for 
spiritual service ever attained within 
Protestantism, as there are more than 
SO million Lutherans in the world, or 
more than half of all Protestants.

Chocking the Wheels. 

As the load climbs the hill and pauses 
for a moment to breathe the team the 
driver thrusts a billet of wood or a 
stone behind the wheel to prevent the 
wagon slipping backward. That has al¬ 
ways been God’s method. Just now wj 
are pausing in cur Temperance cam¬ 
paign hut the wheels are resting against 
the Amendment. The Declaration of 
fndependence and the Constitution are 
tainiliar chocks upon progress hill. The 
Magna Charta prevented English kings 
from reversing the movement for popu¬ 
lar government. The lesson gives an¬ 
other instance of the same thing when 
into the written law fundamental moral 
demands were placed that became for 
all time the standard of conduct for Is¬ 
rael. A mass of slaves had moved out 
of their servitude and had been given 
the lessons of trust perpetuated in the 
Passover, of provision symbolized in a 
pot of manna, of cooperation preserved 
in a judicial organization and were now 
present at the Mount of God for an¬ 
other that should put a moral founda¬ 
tion under the nation that was to be. 
These were the days of purely local 
deities. Gods of particular lands. It 
was an idea that persisted long in Israel 
for David protested to Saul that he was 
being driven out so that he must *‘go 
serve other Gods.” Elijah camo to 
Horeb for a special interview with 
Jehovah and Moses having learned the 
name Jehovah there was keeping tryst 
with the God of Sinai and he led the 
tribes thither. But a new thing had 
happened in religious history. Jehovah 
bad had compassion on their sufferings 
anti had chosen them because of their 
need to be peculiarly His own. Others 
might take the God of the place to 
which they came but these had been 
taken under special protection because 
of their weaknsss. Gratitude became 
therefore a duty and such a God had 
the right because He was moral to 
make moral demands upon them which 
they acknowledged. Written upon stone, 
the earliest material used in book mak¬ 
ing, they form the germ from which 
all later religious development came. 

Thk Preparation. 

Not an Israelite except Moses and 
Aaron had even seen a mountain. All 
their days had been spent in the sunny 
valley of the Nile but now they were 
traveling thru rugged defiles and had 
come to the base of a mountain that 
lifted its head more than a mile above 
the plain where they fed their flocks 
and its top was crowned with vapor 
while roaring winds, crashing thunders 
and vivid lightnings added to the won¬ 
der of the magnificent scenery. It was 
fitting abode for Deity and their minds 
were receptive for revellation. The 
waging and purifying of themselves, 
the prohibitions for man or beast to 
even touch the mountain, added to 
their expectancy and they heard God 
speak out of the clouds that wrapped 
the summit of the hill. Whether we 
would use the same words in describing 
the event today does not alter the fact 
that they were face to face with God 
who spoke to them as they entered into 
a new religious experience. Cunsaulus 
makes it the picture of men’s own 
march where his higher nature journeys 
toward liberty while his lower one mut¬ 
tered discontentedly for Egypt. "Then 
you rose to the vision of the ‘1 am that 
1 am’—God in the history of the past 
and future. You were led to Siam. 
Siani was wrapped in thunder-cloud and 
lit with flame as conscience always is. 
O, it is a great hour when the highest 
faculty of one’s soul gets the moral law, 
God’s legislation which is the utter¬ 
ance of God’s plan, revealing God’s 
nature.” But whether it is individual 
or not there are preparations that make 
it eat>y to hear God’s voice, even Saul’s 
Damascus road experience was not un¬ 
connected with his past. Our task is 
to put others as we put ourselves in the 
condition of hearing; we don’t go to a 
boiler factory to li w *en to a concert. 
The Words. 

In Deut. 5 another list varies slightly 
from these given in the lesson. But as 
the differences are in the explanation of 
why the prohibition is made instead of 
in the law itself probably only the lat¬ 
ter was contained in the tables and this 
would make each five about the same 
size in the writing. Beginning with 
our thought of God they run thru our 
words and our religions actions. Con 
cerning our fellows the process is re¬ 
versed. Relationship to both God and 
man is clearly indicated as the moral 
basis upon which the nation should rest. 
Duties to both are definitely set in or 
der. There follows in the 21st chapter 
the ordinances which make up the book 
of the Covenant of 24:7 covering the 
needs of their simply related life. These 
latter have passedjwith the years but 
the moral law is the living word it was 
when first given and it finds its echo in 
every worthy civilization. 

The Covenant.

Jehovah was elec¬ 
ted to the position of authority in the* 
people’s life for His choice of them war 
confirmed by their choice to follow 
the laws lie gave for their direction. A 
simple altar was set up and the laws 
were read. The blood of the sacrifice 
was divided and halt sprinkled upen the , 
throng and the other upon the altar r-o 
that a blood covenant was entered into 
between the people and Jehovah. They , 
were pledged to obedience.

Between men , 
Fuel) an agreement is more binding than 
the ties of birth anil to break x it is an 
unheard of thing among the Arabs 
The sacrilical meal added the covenant 
of salt that formed another bond be¬ 
tween themselves and Deity so that af¬ 
ter all th» awe-inspiring events these 
men laid the foundations of their unique 
religion in a free moral choice on the 
part of all the people and the cath tak 
en that day persisted in its effect upon 
their life until the present. Not force, 
as was true with every other faith, but 
democratic choosing was built into the 
structure along with God’s moral de¬ 
mands and this is one of the great land¬ 
marks on the highway of world pro¬ 
gress.

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NO REFUND ON 
WAR INSURANCE 

Money Paid by War Risk Bureau 
in Error May Be Kept. 


No refunds of money paid in error by 
the War Risk Insurance Bureau will be 
asked and there will be no deductions 
from allotments and no allowances to 
be paid in the future. 

Congressman Frederick N. Zihlman, 
ot Maryland, realizing, through handl¬ 
ing hundreds of cases that a great 
many injustices were resulting from 
the practice of calling upon beneficia¬ 
ries to return money already paid them, 
took the matter up with the War Risk 
Bureau and later assisted in the pass¬ 
age of the Treadway bill, which pro¬ 
vides that whenever the Commissioner 
of the War Risk Bureau Bhall by furth¬ 
er investigation modify the existing 
•ward, no reimbursement from any 
person receiving the allowance shall be 
required tor allotments already paid, 
nor shall any deductions be made. 

The Treadway bill has passed both 
Houses of Congress and now awaits the 
President's signature before becoming 
a law. Its provisions are already ef¬ 
fective, however, as Mr. Zihlman was 
today advised that no refunds were be¬ 
ing asked, nor any deductions made.

For the Protection of Fish and Game 
in Garrett County. 

As announced in the columns of The 
Republican last week, a public meet¬ 
ing of those interested in the propa¬ 
gation and protection of game and 
fish infish in Garrett county, was held 
at the Court House on last Saturday 
with State's Attorney E. R. Jones, 
presiding, for the purpose of organ¬ 
izing a Fish and Game Protective As¬ 
sociation as set out in the cal for such 
meeting. Fifty or more persons 
from all parts of the county were in 
attendance, and a strong organiza¬ 
tion was effected, officered as follows:

secretary-treasurer,, James I). Ham- 
ill, and the following named as vice- 
presidents: 

District No. 1—Josiah G. Friend; 
No. 2, Arthur Chisholm; No.3,Daniel

An executive committee will be 
formed to frame constitution and by¬ 
laws for the government of the or¬ 
ganization and to look after the fram¬ 
ing of laws to be presented to the leg¬ 
islature looking to the protection of 
game and fish for Garrett county at 
the next session of that body. 

A membership roll has been opened 
an<i already about fifty names have 
been entered upon it. The annual 
dues, to be used in defraying the ex¬ 
penses of the Association, has been 
fixed at fifty cents per year, and each 
member is pledged to look out for the 
protection of game and fish in his 
section of the county and also to look 
after the proper distribution of game 
for propagation piyposes. 

The Association has the promise 
of from three hundred to five hundred 
ringed neck pheasants for the county 
to be furnished by the State Conser¬ 
vation Commission and all the stock 
fish that may be necessary to stock 
the streams of the county. This dis¬ 
tribution will take place throughout 
the county during the months of 
March and April.

The school is taught by Miss Mar¬ 
garet Athey, of Lonaconing, who hag 
been one of the instructors in this 
county for several years past, and ac¬ 
cording to the records at the office of 
the School Board, the Firm Rock 
school has an enrollment of but twen¬ 
ty students, thus the contribution 
from this school indicates a donation 
of $1.50 from each pupil.

years ago, resided with his mother on a 
farm in Garrett county, ibout six miles 
from Frostburg, has been decorated 
with the distinguished Service Cross. 
The citation reads: 

• Sergeant Stanley Bevan, awarded 
Distinguished Service Cross for ex¬ 
traordinary heroism [.in action near 
Brieulles, France, November 8 and 5, 
1918, when the foot bridge over the 
Meuse river was destroyed by artil¬ 
lery fire, Sergeant Bevan volunteered 
and assisted in repairing the danage 
under violent machine gun fire. On 
the night of November 4, while lead¬ 
ing his platoon across the foot bridge, 
part of which was blown away and he 
fell into the water, but pulling himself 
out he continued to lead his men re¬ 
gardless of the cold and extreme fa¬ 
tigue. Later he exposed himself to the 
enemy tire while carrying a wounded 
man to a place of safety.

EFORE the days of Pickwick, 
presumably the Bull hotel at 

_ Rochester was merely a cm* 

~^ fortable roadside coaching Inn 
between Dover and London, with no 
claim to fame other than that of being 
a favored resort of the military from 
the adjacent town of Chatham. It is 
true that Queen Victoria—then but a 
princess—was compelled, because of 
a mishap to the bridge across the 
Medway and the stormy weather, to 
stay in the inn with her mother, the 
duchess of Kent, for one night only. 
They were on their way to London 
from Dover. The event happened on 
the 29th of November, 18,‘JO, and caus¬ 
ed a flutter of excitement in the city 
and inspired tlie proprietor to add the 
words "Royal Victoria’’ to the inn’s 
name, and to justify the adornment of 
the front of the building with the 
royal coat of arms, writes 15. \V. Matz 
in the Christian Science Monitor. 

But it remained for the Piekwlek- 
ians to draw the inn out from the 
ruck of the commonplace and to 
spread its fame to all corners of the 
globe; and the fact that it once had 
royal patronage is nothing in compari¬ 
son to the other fact that it was the 
headquarters of the Plckwlcklans on a 
certain memorable occasion. That Is 
the attraction of it; that Is the Im¬ 
mutable thing that makes its name a 
household word wherever the English 
lunguage is s(>oken. Indeed, that was 
the one notable event In Its history 
which filled the proprietor with pride, 
and In his wisdom, In order to lure vis¬ 
itors into its comfortable interior, he 
could find no more magnetic announce¬ 
ment for the signboard on each side 
of the entrance, than the plain unvar¬ 
nished statement: "Good House, Nice 
lP*ds. Vide Pickwick." 

Was Familiar to Dickens. 

It may have boasted a history before 
then; it is difficult to say. It existed 
in 1827 when Dickens housed the 
famous four within its hospitable 
walls; and he doubtless knew it long 
before th«*n when, as a lad, he lived in 
Chatham; anyway it was always n 
favorite of his, and furnishes the 
scene of many incidents in his books, j 
in addition to the part it plays in the 
early portion of the "Pickwick Pa¬ 
pers;’’ it no doubt Is the original of 
the Winglebury Arms in "The Great 
Winglebury Duel*’ in "Sketches by 
Boz” and is certainly the Blue Boar 
of “Great Expectations.** lie fre¬ 
quented it himself and the room he 
of-cupltMl on these occasions fs known 
as the Dickens room and is furnished 
with pieces of furniture from his resi¬ 
dence ut Gad’s Hill. We know, too, 
that he conducted Ids friends over it, 
on these occasions when he made pil¬ 
grimages with them around the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The house has been slightly altered 
since those days, hut it practically re¬ 
mains the same us when Dickens de¬ 
posited the Pickwickluns in Its court¬ 
yard that red-letter day In 1827. Its 
outside Is dull and somber looking, but 
Its interior comfort and spaciousness 
soon dispel any misgivings which its 
exterior might have created. 

The entrance hall is as spacious ns 
It was when Dickens described it, in 
“The Great Winglebury Duel,” as or¬ 
namented with evergreen plants ter¬ 
minating in a perspective view of the 
bar, and a glass case, in which were 
displayed a choice variety of delica¬ 
cies reudy for dressing, to catch the 
eye of a newcomer the moment he 
enters, and excite his appetite to the 
highest possible pit^h. “Opposite 
doors,” he says, "lead to the 'coffee' 
nn»l ‘commercial* rqptns; nml a great 
wide rambling staircase—three stairs 
and a landing—four stairs and another 
landing—one step and another landing 
—and so on—conducts to galleries of 
bedrooms and labyrinths of sitting 
rooms, denominated ‘private,’ where 
you many enjoy yourself as privately 
as you can in any place where some 
bewildered being nr other walks Into 
vour room every five minutes by mis¬ 
take, and then walks out again, to 
open all the doors ulotig the gallery 
Mil be hud . his own.’’ 


And «*o the visitor finds It today, al¬ 
though the Interior of the coffee room 
may have been denuded of Its com¬ 
partments which the interview be¬ 
tween Pip nnd Bentley Drummle in 
"Great Expectations” suggests were 
there on that occasion. It was in this 
room that the Plckwlcklans break¬ 
fasted and awaited the arrival of the 
chaise to take them to Dingley Dell; 
and It was over Its blinds that Mr. 
Pickwick surveyed the passer-by In 
the street, and before which the ve¬ 
hicle made its appenrnnee with the 
very amusing result known to all read¬ 
ers of the hook. 

Has Not Been Much Altered. 

The commercial room is across the 
yard, over which on one occasion Mr. 
Wopsle was reciting Collin’s ode to 
Pip In “Great Expectations” with such 
dramatic effect that the commercials 
objected and sent up their compli¬ 
ments with the remark that "it wasn’t 
the Tumbler’s Arms.” 

From the hull runs the staircase 
upon which took place the famous 
scene between Doctor Slammer and 
Jingle, illustrated so spiritedly by 
Phiz. Those who remember the Inci¬ 
dent—and who does not?—can visu¬ 
alize it all again as they mount the 
stairs to the bedrooms above, which 
the Plckwlcklans occupied. They re¬ 
main as Dickens described them, even 
In some cases to the very bedsteads 
and furniture, and are still shown to 
the Interested visitor. 

“Winkle’s bedroom Is insjde mine” 
Is how Mr. Tupman put it. Thut is to 
say the one led out of the other, and 
they are numbered 13 und 19; but 
which Is which no one knows. Number 
13, by the way, Is the room the queen 
sh*pt In on the occasion of her visit, 
eight months after the appearance of 
the fir-it part of Pickwick. 

Number 17 Is claimed as Mr. Pick¬ 
wick’s room, which Is also the one 
Dickens occupied on one occasion, and 
the one In “Seven Poor Travelers,” 
from which the occupant assures us 
that “after the cathedral bell struck 
eight 1 could sun II the delicious savor 
of turkey and roast beef rising to the 
window of my adjoining room, which 
looked down into the yard Just where 
the lights of tlie kitchen reddened a 
massive fragment of the castle wall.” 

Assembly Room Still There. 

An Important feature In those days, 
and presumably today, was the ball¬ 
room, “the elegant and commodious 
assembly rooms to the Winglebury 
Arms.” In the “Pickwick Pupers” 
Dickens thus describes it: “It was a 
long room, with crimson-covered 
benches, and wax candles In glass 
chandeliers. The musicians were se¬ 
curely confined in an elevated den, 
nnd quadrilles were being systemati¬ 
cally got through by two or three sets 
of dancers. Two card tables were 
made up in the adjoining cardroom, 
arid two pair of old Indies ami a cor¬ 
responding number of stout gentle¬ 
men were executing whist therein.” 

The room Itself Is unaltered. There 
hang still the glass chandeliers, and 
ut the end Is the veritable elevated 
den where the fiddlers fiddled. Al¬ 
though today it Is not used ns a danc¬ 
ing room on account of the military and 
naval demands of the town, there may 
come a time when It will revert to it.* 
old glory and tradition. 

But the pleasant fact remnlns that 
the Bull inn exists today nml the Dick¬ 
ens tradition clings to it still. One in¬ 
stinctively goes there as the center of 
Dickensian atmosphere with which the 
old city of Rochester is permeated. 
“Wright’s. next house," which Jingle 
Informed his friends was “Dear—very 
dear—half a crown In the hill If you 
look lit the waiter," may have been 
more famous and more pretentious an 
inn than the Bull in the old, old days— 
it was known as the Grown, tinted back 
to 1:t*. n i mid associated with Henry VIII 
nnd Hogarth—but Its fame Is a thing 
of the past ami doesn’t count.

For 
example, an Iowa association will not 
allow any of its members to receive 
the be refits of the association until his 
herd I as been tested for tuberculosis 
and till reactors eliminated. One 
farmer wlm did not dispose of the n*- 
actors after the tuberculin test was 
applied was refused the use of bulls 
until he eomplitHl with the rules of the 
association. 

The educational work of each asso¬ 
ciation makes the members alert to 
prevent the Introduction ad spread of 
disease of any kind. The well-man- 
igod bull assmdation requires that the 
. util** of each member shall be to«o*d 
for tuberculosis and takes every 
known precaution to prevent the intro¬ 
duction of infectious abortion.

KEEP ALL DAIRY COWS CLEAN 

Dirty Udders and Thighs Cause Di¬ 
rect Contamination of Milk—Use 
Soap and Water. 

(By P K HKKRWAOEN, State Agri¬ 
cultural College, Fort Collins, Colo ) 
Glean milk Is Impossible if the rows 
nre*not kept clean. Dirty udders nnd 
thighs cause din < t contamination of 
the milk, for clinging dirt particles are 
rubbed off into the milk by the milker. 
The tail in switching will brush off 
particles from the thighs and flanks 
Into the pail. Tho udder should be 
brushed clean \\ itli a brush or clean 
cloth previous to milking. It Is advis¬ 
able to wash off the flanks nnd thighs 
occasionally with soap and water and 
it is n commended to wash the udder , 
off every time previous to milking ami 
dry thoroughly with a clean doth. 
Some dairymen keep hindquarters 
dipped, which is a good practice, for 
then tln-se parts are easier kept dean.

In the annual report of the secretary 
of agriculture acknowledgment is 
made of the co-operation and valuable 
assistance given to the government by 
the motion-picture industry in placing 
information and appeals of emergency 
character concerning food production 
and conservation and other vitally im¬ 
portant subjects before patrons of mo¬ 
tion-picture theaters. The secretary 
also refers to the systematic develop¬ 
ment of the film work of the depart¬ 
ment under last year’s appropriation, 
which carried the first definite allot¬ 
ment made for motion pictures in the 
department of agriculture. 

“The dissemination of Information 
by means of motion pictures,” says 
the secretary, “which hitherto bus 
been conducted only on an experi¬ 
mental basis was. by uetion of con¬ 
gress, given u definite allotment of 


funds, which enabled the department 
to undertake the systematic develop* 
mont of this activity. Films prepared 
in the department’s laboratory were 
used effectively in connection with its 
efforts to recruit farm labor, encour¬ 
age the preservation of perishable 
fruits and vegetables, prevent forest 
fires and stimulate agricultural pro¬ 
duction. They were shown, through the 
extension service, to approximately 
fWMUmo people at demonstration meet¬ 
ings, county and state fairs, schools, 
churches and municipal gatherings, 
and, by arrangement with one of the 
commercial companies, to about 4,000,- 
(hmi people at motion-picture theaters. 
The film companies actively co-operated 
with the department and rendered val¬ 
uable assistance by placing Informa¬ 
tion and appeals of an emergency char¬ 
acter before the patrons of the thea¬ 
ters served by them.**

Many Know Too Little About Finan¬ 
cial Transactions and Do Not Re¬ 
ceive Affirmative Attention and 
Sympathy of Bankers. 

(Prepared \y the United States Depart- [ 
me nt of Agriculture.) 

A system of personal-credit unions, 
especially for the benefit of farmers 
whose financial circumstances and 
wale of operations make It difficult 
for them to secure accommodations 
through ordinary channels. Is recom¬ 
mended in the annual rej»ort of the 
secretary of agriculture. 

“The men I hare especially In 
mind,” says the secretary, “are those 
whose operations are on a small scale 
and who are net, in most cases, Inti¬ 
mately In touch with banking machin¬ 
ery, who know t«»o little about finan¬ 
cial operations and whose cases usu¬ 
ally do not receive the affirmative at¬ 
tention and sympathy of the banker. 
Such farmers would be much benefit¬ 
ed by a membership in co-operative 
credit associations or unions. 

“Of course there nre still other 
farmers whose standards of living and 
productive ability are low, who usu¬ 
ally cultivate the !e^s satisfactory 
lands, who ini^ht not be received for 
the present into such associations. 
This class peculiarly excites Interest 
and sympathy, but It Is difficult to see 
bow Immediately any concrete finan¬ 
cial arrangement will reach It. The 
great things that can bo done for this 
element of our farming population are 
the things that agricultural agencies 
are doing for aft classes but must do 
for it with peculiar zeal. The ap¬ 
proach to the solution of Its difficulty 
Is an educational one. Involving better 
farming, marketing, schools, health ar¬ 
rangemerits and more sympathetic aid 
from the merchant and the banker. 
If the business men of the towns and 
cities primarily dependent on the ru¬ 
ral districts realize that the salvation 
of their communities depends on the 
development of the back country and 
will give their organizing ability to 
the solution of the problem In sup¬ 
port of the plans of the organized ag¬ 
ricultural agencies responsible for 
leadership much headway will be 
made. 

“The foundation for effective work 
iu this direction is the successful pro¬ 


motion of co-operative associations 
among farmers, not only for better 
finance but also for better production, 
distribution and higher living condi¬ 
tions. These activities are of primary 
importance. At the same time, it Is 
recognized that such co-operation can¬ 
not be forced upon a community but 
must be a growth resulting from the 
volunteer, intelligent effort of the 
farmers themselves.” 

The conclusion up to the present, 
says the secretary, seems to be that 
the field is one primarily for the 
states to occupy through sound legis¬ 
lation. Under laws adopted in five 
states 1personal-credit association** 
have been organized, but the larger 
percentage of them have been formed 
by wage earners in urban centers. 

“The attempt to develop strictly ru¬ 
ral credit bodies has m«*t with some¬ 
what more success In North Carolina 
| than elsewhere,” the report states. 
“In this state the work of promoting 
and supervising such organizations 
was placed in charge of an official in 
the division of markets and rural or¬ 
ganization of the state college of ag¬ 
riculture. The law of this state was 
enacted In 1915, and nt present lb 
credit unions, all of them rural, nre In 
operation. It Is noteworthy that the 
North Carolina law makes special 
provision for educational and demon- 
strational activities.”

There are thousands today looking 
for farms to buy, and with the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of acres offered for 
sale, there is no lack of opportunities. 
But there are all elusses of lands, good, 
bad, and indifferent, much of each. 
The government of the Dominion of 
Canada 1ms no land for sale, but with¬ 
in the boundaries of the Dominion 
there are unlimited acres of choice 
lund owned by railway and land com¬ 
panies and private individuals. It 
holds no brief for any, nor are any 
of them clients. But It Is to the in¬ 
terest of the Dominion to have the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of acres placed un¬ 
der cultivation, for every acre thus cul- 
ti\ated adds to the revenue w hich helps 
pay the government of the country. It 
is with the purpose of setting forth 
the agricultural advantages that Can¬ 
ada, especially Western Canada, pos¬ 
sesses, that attention is drawn to the 
fact. The purpose is to place before 
the reader truthful statements, and 
advise the prospective settler ns to 
the necessity to Investigate and in¬ 
spect. h aving to his own deduction the 
matter of his selection.

Washington, Feb. 19. Wa9te of many 
millions of dollars of the money of the 
people in military camps of the country 
since the signing of the armistice, 
through extravagant expenditure and 
carelessness in handling property, and 
systematic enslaving of negroes in the 
South under guise of military discipline, 
have been proven in unimpeachable evi¬ 
dence presented by Representative Dil¬ 
ion, of South Dakota, in a sensational 
speech before the House.

Va., 
he said that the government had built 
there, and without the slightest neces¬ 
sity, a cement highway six miles in 
length, in the construction of which 
negro soldiers had been employed; that 
numerous buildings had been built for 
| the Morrison Aviation Field there and 
on low ground which had to be aban¬ 
doned; that 500 cottages and other 
I dwellings of the most rrndern design 
] were built for workmen who do not and 
never will occupy them; that arrange- 
i ments are even now being made to build 
! ttUO more such houses there; that though 
the streets are impassable because of 
mud and water and the town of Hilton, 
as it is now called, lies in swampy 
ground, it is the intention to fill in 
around the houses, pave the streets and 
build titteen miles of sidewalk: and that 
large ditches are being dug by negro 
soldiers at $30 a month each. 

Dillon said he had found in his per¬ 
sonal investigation made on the spot 
that a mile out ot Hilton, in a stevedore 
camp now a part of Camp Alexander, 
he bad found many open-air storage 
buildings, 20 by 133 feet in dimension 
and costing $2,660 each, and in them 
were supposed to be stored 400 cater¬ 
pillar tractors and fourteen armored 
tanks, each costing *55.000, but that the 
latter were lying in the mud and rain, 
to become a hopeless wasts.

THE M0SSBACKS. 

Again the woman suffrage amend¬ 
ment resolution has been defeated in 
the senate by a narrow margin, and the 
majority party in the senate has as¬ 
sumed a fearful responsibility in deny¬ 
ing to the states the right to pass on 
the proposed amendment. 

Eighteen democrats killed the amend¬ 
ment, and one of them would have 
saved it. 

Woman suffrage, the recognition of 
women’s equality with men, has come 
almost everywhere except in the United 
States, even Germany in the process of 
its reorganization giving its women full 
lights of citizenship. 

Of all the countries in which woman 
suffrage was thought impossible five 
years ago. Great Britain, perhaps, 
stood first; and yet in the recent elec¬ 
tions not only did British women par¬ 
ticipate on an equality with British 
men, but one of their number was 
elected to parliament. 

The righteousness and justice of the 
principle of woman suffrage seems to 
have sunk deeply into the heart and 
C3nscience of the whole world; but a 
few mossbacks in the United Statea 
Senate still stand out against it, and 
for their stubbornness their party must 
piy! 

The women of this country are going 
to be gjven the rights of citizenship, 
just as they have been given it in other 
enlightened countries. 

They are no longer going to permit 
themselves to be placed in the second- 
ary and subservient attitude in which 
the Turks place their women. 

Yet this is the position to which the 
senate mossbacks would relegate them. 

The democrats in the senate had yes¬ 
terday an opportunity to annex the ex¬ 
tension of equal rights to woman as a 
party asset. They let it pass. 

Their failure constitutes a serious 
party liability, of which the Republican 
majority in the next congress may be 
relied upon to make the most!

embarkation division of the army, and 
containing several thousand horses and 
mules, stacking in several inches of mud 
and with nothing but mud to lie in. It 
was reported to him that some of them 
had been there since August, 1918, and 
had cost the government $240 each. 

At Did Point Comfort, in the same 
vicinity, Dillon disclosed several hun¬ 
dred cantonment buildings built on such 
impossible sites that a pumping plant 
had been constructed to pump sand into 
the water about them. Several hundred 
ammunition trucks and tractors he 
found exposed to the salt air and the 
elements in such a way as to assure 
their speedy ruin through rust. 

In explaining the sinister meaning of 
all this, Dillion explained to his col¬ 
leagues that “in Newport News are ten 
apartment houses built by the War De¬ 
partment. All of them contain eight 
apartments of four rooms each and are 
used by the officer clerks of the port 
authorities and by employees of the 
Shipping Board. They are said to be 
built on land owned by the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Drydock Com¬ 
pany. They are stucco buildings with 
slate roofs and have all modern im¬ 
provements. The president of this com¬ 
pany is Homer L. Ferguson. He is a 
brother of Gen. Frank K. Fergus* n, the 
commanding officerof tnat army district. 
Capt. L. G. Thom is assistant to the 
executive officer and in charge of the 
labor department. He is a brother-in- 
law of one of the Fergusons. It will 
thus be seen that this family controls 
practically the commercial and govern¬ 
mental activities at Newport News, and 
also the military activities in that entire 
army district. Thus they cooperate 
among themselves and with various 
government activities and have mutual 
interests in the upbuilding of that com¬ 
munity, including the phantom city, 
Hilton, in the swamp.” 

Dillon went on to fl^al that eighty 
acres of this swam^p 9 land was pur¬ 
chased from a straw company set up 
for the purpose for $40,100. “So help 
me God,” exclaimed the white-haired 
South Dakotan. ”1 would not pay $10 an 
acre for that land!” Yet $3,550,000 of 
the money of the taxpayers was turned 
over to this straw company for develop¬ 
ment, with the land and improvements 
an security. Street cars were purchased 
at a cost of $11,400 each and leased to 
the railway company at five per cent on 
the investment for no other purpose 
than carrying imaginary workmen from 
the phantom Hilton to Newport News, 
and it was agreed that later the com¬ 
pany should be allowed to purchase them 
at reduced cost.

ECON8THUCTION” is the great word 

R ln the world now. 

It Is n new kind of story in this now 
kind of times—nations bereft of hosts 
of their youths, thousands of the 
maimed slowly returning to their own 
countries. Here, in Washington, at 
Walter Iteod hospital under the com¬ 
mand of Col. E. K. Schreiner and ids 
staff, our own story is brought home 
in a way that is a threefold miracle 
to those who are witching the "re¬ 
making of some crippled or disabled 
boy. 0ranted, it is a great many crippled young 
men to see at one time, there at Walter Heed; a 
tragedy of war to make the simplest soul bewil¬ 
dered. But look again, ami again—week by week, 
or month by month—then you see the beginning 
of this miracle of remaking which is being 
wrought there by the doctors, surgeons, educators 
and psychologists of the medical department of 
our army. Indeed, sometimes it is a miracle of 
"life more abundant" growing out of seeming 
helplessness. 

This may ho an Illustration of it, and how it is 
threefold. Here is a boy who went overseas as 
one of our defenders. He could not read or write, 
but he could do the tilings that soldiers do, and 
endure the things that soldiers endure, lie could 
count off the seconds before the order came to 
charge a German trench, and then when the 
order came he could go over the top, and he did— 
for all of us here at home; and he was struck 
by one of the shells that were blasting at 1dm as 
he charged, and he felt. 

When the stretcher-bearers found him they 
saw that his was an amputation case. Perhaps 
you have seen in the movies, prepared by the 
medical department of the array, how these 
stretcher-bearers, privates in the medical corps, 
make the skillful tourniquet, the emergency splint 
of rHle and grass for such a boy as this one, how 
they rush him to the nearest dressing station, 
and how he Is taken hack to his field aud then 
base hospital. If you have not, undoubtedly you 
will soon have the opportunity, for the film will 
be sent broadcusb 

There is another film that show’s pnrt of the 
threefold miracle for the returned men at Walter 
He«d, but only part; (1) the film can show you 
how such a boy can make one arm or one leg do 
the work of two; (1!) It Illustrates graphically how 
he Is trained to a more Interesting and well-paid 
trade than he had before the war, and his ampu¬ 
tation—but (3), the film alone, of course, cannot 
show you the "life more abundant" which he feels 
coming through the training of his mind, as he 
learns to read and write and life reveals ne* 
wonders and new opportunities. 

MaJ. B.T. Baldw in, S. C., U. S.A., with his assist¬ 
ants, has provided opportunities of advancement 
for all of these men. While a few words might 
explain in general what it is that works this mir¬ 
acle of what the surgeons call "reconstruction,” 
It has taken the evolution of all the centuries to 
develop the knowledge which these surgeons and 
psychologists now possess. 

The process of reconstruction begins with the 
distinctly physical treatment, medical or surgical, 
massage, and the various kinds of physio therapy. 
This is followed or carried on In conjunction with 
that occupational reconstruction which develops 
new muscular control and power In the partially 
paralyzed limb or in the stump, while It is at the 
same time teaching a new trade or occupation 
through thnt very exercise; and in the third place 
it is, simultaneously, clearing and training the 
mind. 

It is n process slow, patient, full of the wonder 
of rebirth. There is one workshop there at Walter 
Heed where the once almost helpless fingers of 
one returned boy have been forming, very gradual¬ 
ly, a silver necklace of great beauty—the hands 
and tlie mind of that boy becoming the bands and 
the mind of an artist as he has worked. Curious, 
that through being injured there should come a 
life more interesting, more significant, more crea¬ 
tive. 

On tlie ten-acre farm and In the seven modern 
greenhouses at Walter Heed cruelly crippled men 
are finding life Immeasurably enhanced through 
their work with growing things. Sometimes men 
who could call only n few flowers by name see in 
them now their loved vocation for the future. 

By every means known to modern science the 
minds of those others who huve been clouded by 
shock or wound are helped to find themselves 
again, to take hold of the opportunities waiting 
for them there; there Is scarcely a man so dis¬ 
abled thnt there Is not waiting for hlrn through 
these hospital opportunities n definite advance¬ 
ment In life—If only his fondly, the public, the 
country at large will understand. 

Let the following list of subjects and occupa¬ 
tions which ore being taught under the administra¬ 
tion of Major Baldwin show how definitely this 
statement Is truo. Then let us go with these 
same crippled boys to the theater and see a 
strange sight, remembering that these ore oppor¬ 
tunities thnt they enrry In their minds: 

"You will be enrolled In one or more of the 
following," says a bulletin addressed to them: 

Academic Department—Bookkeeping, civil Pcrv- 
ice, commercial arithmetic, commercial English, 
commercial law, English, foreign language, hl*- 
jory, mathematics, penmanship, salesmanship.

A short time ago tho American Bed Cross, 
which Is In chnrge of the recreational features of 
the hospital, arranged for a spuclal performance 
of "Attn Boy," the uproariously funny musical 
show acted and produced by the soldiers of Camp 
Meigs. One may look twice at this contrast: 

The stage of a Washington theater presents a 
solid phalanx of young soldiers, ranged row upon 
row from floor to top, ready for the opening 
chorus; all in the very pink of condition—lithe, 
inusculnr, eager for the action which sudden 
peace (which of cours»* they thought premature, 
since they wouldn’t get over!) denied them. But 
the Jolly chorus swings out with a zip, round nnd 
full and stirring. 

The audience across tho footlights is made tip 
also, row* upon row—of crippled nnd disabled men, 
who have had the great adventure, nnd come 
home with bodies which may seem at first to he 
broken; some of them with minds which at first 
may seem dulled—and these are Just as young In 
years ns those ncross the footlights. 

Yet, looking twice, one sees them, on both sides, , 
youth triumphant—the one side singing Joyfully 
Its sparkling nonsense, the other side—the one 
thnt has gone through fin—-roaring with laughter, 
the one-armed men applauding Ingeniously with 
their programs on tho arms of their chairs. They 
howl at tho awkward-squad Jokes, and nil of 
black-faced Onpt Frnnk Tinney’s Jokes, nnd the 
"God save the weasel nnd pop goes the queen" 
Joke, nnd most of all at thnt song which well de¬ 
serves to be immortal, of father—father who 
thinks war such a fine thing for a young rnnn, 
but has for himself n valet, nnd now Is in the pr«^ 
posed Inst draft. Tho house rocks with tho chorus 
singing of his plight: 

•\ . . Father will ho with us soon, 

He will ho forty In June . , ” 

That Is, almost all arc laughing—the effects of 
gas nnd shell are not in all cases entirely cleared 
away. Clearing them nway Is what tho doctor 
psychologists are doing at Walter Heed. For, oh, 
this story does not underrate tho suffering. Fumes 
of ether ns one passes the operating room; the 
man with the double amputation still white of 
face; the first steps on the artificial legs—these 
things are hard and sharp reality. 

But If In the wants you see hoys who have 
lost an arm or leg as soon as the nurse’s hack Is 


works through Walter 
up with the hopes of thousands of men and th^tr 
families. Working with these army doctors and 
surgeons Is the American Hod Cross, helping to 
complete the bridge between the families and the 
men during their separation, through its communi¬ 
cation service, its various hospital services, nnd in 
all kinds of ways through its home service, from 
Inlying buttons or "pricing" a certain kind of 
spiral puttees on some hoy's request, to arranging 
for his war risk Insurance, or perhaps hospital 
treatment for some member of a man s family in 
a far-away town. 

In the convalescent house there is the great 
open fireplace, with Its crackling fire, books, flow¬ 
ers, games, music. Every week one of the Wash¬ 
ington theaters sends out several of its acts. 
After classes tho men pour in. some of those who 
huve luin *o helpless weeks before, now in 
wheeled chairs engrossed in some handwork, yet 
eager for the music and the fun. Others come to 
way "good-by" before the visit home. You would 
not guess that this hoy hud ever lost a leg. or 
that an artificial arm could become so dexterous 
us some you see here. 

A leaf from the Bed Cross entertainment hook 
is interesting. These events, planned from tin* 
outside, are arranged through application to the 
recreational staff of the Bed Cross at the post. 
Here are characteristic items: Seventy hoys to 
Keith’s theater nml supper; one hundred boys to 
Mount Vernon; three hoys to birthday party f«>r 

Sergeant-; forty-five on sight-seeing bus tour, 

and so on nnd on. 

"Why, sergeant, where is your new’ log I 
thought you were so proud of?" one of the work¬ 
ers calls to a hoy on a crutch. *‘I loaned it to 
Jim. He had a pass to go to town" he answers. 

A boy, wearing carefully wrapped puttees, 
comes along in a wheeled chair. "Did you find 
out about those other puts?" lie asks "the Bed 
Gross lady." "Yes. nnd there Is only one pair In 
town and they cost twelve dollars. I guoss 
we’ll have to go without," he says; nnd there fol¬ 
lows nn interested conversation about a package 
to he addressed to a girl hack home. 

A young hoy who had lost one leg nnd one foot 
was having attached for the first time the arti¬ 
ficial leg on which, with a crutch, he soon was 
going to try to walk. To support himself lie had 
one arm around his army surgeon, the nth* r 
around ttie Bed Gross man. He was making great 
bravado, though his face was white. When the 
apparatus was attached he asked to sit down. 
Tho surgeon and the Bed Gross man helped him 
into a chair. With n long sigh lie settled the 
"new” leg firmly on the floor and then flung what 
was left of the other leg over it. Though -the 
heads of sweat were still on his face he looked up 
pertly with ids head crocked. "Gee!" he said, "if 
you hadn’t crossed your legs for eleven months 
you’d know how I feel.” 

These men are of those who bnve given "their 
breasts n bulwark nnd their Mood n tnont." They 
have given too great n thing to need any kind of 
sympathy except the supremo one of understand- 
ing. The medical department of tin* army and 
the Bed Gross make a cycle of effort -social, 
human, physical, mental. In this work of recon¬ 
struction there may he found, literally, life more 
abundant. As these men leave hospital and mil- 
form, and come hack to the familiar-strange civil¬ 
ian world, the public will take up Its part; nml 
each man will he, If he utilizes tho opportunities 
open to him. nnd society does not exploit him. an 
independent asset In place of n dependent or a 
charity liability. 
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turned trying to play leap 
frog; or the hoy whose 
face was so drawn the 
last time you saw him 
now all interested com « Ti¬ 
tration ns lie sits up in 
bed clicking away at the 
Morse code on his tele¬ 
graph instrument; us ct 
half past eleven in the 
morning you see the 
crowd of convalescent pa¬ 
tients surging merrily into 
the Bed Gross building, 
which is their clubhouse 
—then you see double; 
then you know’ that the 
mutilation of the body 
may not always he too 
great a price to pay for 
some compensations of 
the spirit.

Shake hands. Dad. How many chil¬ 
dren call you that? There are five 
who have called me Dad or Pa or Pop¬ 
py. Excuse me for mentioning it, hut 
I want you to know’ that I ani no mere 
theorist in this matter of being the fa¬ 
ther of u family. 

Now’ here Is some straight stuff: It 
is father's duty to give some time ev¬ 
ery week to his hoys and girls. The 
only time I have been able to give to 
mine is Sunday. My Sundays have 
belonged to the children. 

! have been to church nnd Sunday 
school with them always, because in 
the light of some hundreds of years 
of history, there is nothing that yields 
better returns, in the long run, than 
habitual reverence for God. "Only 
those who believe in God do good in 
private," say the French. 

Sunday afternoons we linvo always 
taken a walk, when the weather per¬ 
mitted. or if too stormy, we have read 
story hooks together, or have made va¬ 
rious kinds of scrap books. 

Much Time to Nature Study. 

In our walk* v\<* usually had a dofl 
nlte objective. We went to see sonie- 
! body, or to get a particular view, or to 
1 visit our favorite trees, or to look for 
1 some one thing in particular. We 
counted birds’ nests one trip; on an¬ 
other we searched for cocoons; on a 
third, ting into old stumps to see what 
| we could discover; or looked under 
i pieces of wood and hark ; found the 
! smallest growing tilings; collected 
1 leaves or seed packs of as many kinds 
1 ns possible; learned the wild flowers, 
the birds, the butterflies and moths, 
the ferns the trees, the mushrooms; 
made collections of colored tilings—- 
flowers, leaves, insects, pebbles and 
so forth, and arranged them in the 
spectrum order; followed n brook in 
summer with Tennyson’s Brook ns a 
guide; followed one In winter with 
Lowell's Brook (in the Vision of Sir 
Lnunfni) us a guide. In a word we 
studied God’s great wonderful out¬ 
door hook in the afternoon. Just as dili¬ 
gently as we studied the best literature 
In the morning. 

Am! what results? Five open-eyed, 
open-minded, intelligent young men 
ami women, devoted to their parents 
nnd grateful for what their heavenly 
father and ids children have done for 
them, a mother who is still young and 
happy (because she got a little rest on 
Sunday during those strenuous years), 
to say nothing of a father who now- 
thanks God for the privilege of still 
being a hoy though In his fifties. 

Family Interested Own Members. 

We shall never forgot those long eve¬ 
nings in our city home when the girls 
came hack from seminary ami high 
school, and the boys from Harvard 
and "Tech," and we sat around tho 
dinner table together, forgetful of 
time. We were all more entertaining 
to each other than any show ever 
staged, because by this time each of 
the children had discovered ids own 
special field of interest end delved in¬ 
to it beyond the limit of the others in 
the great realms of nature and liter¬ 
ature that we had begun to enjoy to¬ 
gether when they were little children. 
Each one could therefore make bis 
own particular contribution to the de¬ 
light of all.

control over It until 1 study its simple 
and excellent mechanism. Its front 
wh«d can turn in any direction, its 
steering gear is strong nml easily man¬ 
aged, and it is made entirely of wood. 
Both carts are also of wood, as well 
as the mule and horse, and all are 
well painted and strongly put togeth¬ 
er. The ears are painted red, white 
and blue, so I know they are made in 
our own country. The rag babies we 
made ourselves, and although they are 
"of a crudeness," they uro none the 
less bHoved. The blocks w ? ere made 
by measure at a wood yard. Being 
large and easily handled, a child can 
build gates, bridges nnd platforms 
with them big enough to walk under 
or upon, and strong enough to stand 
Ann after they are built. 

Our older children when they were 
small played principally with imported 
dolls dressed in native costumes. And 
I can remember that my brother and 
I had handsome books brought from 
England, thnt my finest dolls were 
French mid ids regiments of toy sol¬ 
diers came mostly from the land of 
militarism. 

But our baby bov, born during tho 
world w ar nnd forced to rely on sturdy, 
home-made toys, is much better off. 

Lesson for Mothers. 

There is a two-fold lesson here for 
us mothers. One concerns the chil¬ 
dren themselves nnd llie other goes far 
afield into the laws of economics, world 
production nnd the like. 

We have found that our own sub¬ 
stantial, wooden, easily-handled play¬ 
things are what our children need and 
want. Ghildren’s hooks we have 
aplenty, the most artistic, I suppose, 
in the world. And then we can de¬ 
mand well-made, pretty American 
dolls. It only remains for us to hold 
to all these, and prove our patriotism 
by refusing to buy foreign manufac¬ 
tured toys, even If they are put on 
the market again later on. 

A far cry, isn’t it, from baby hoy 
with his "toot-toot, ding-a-latig, ehu- 
chu," on the piazza, to the law of sup¬ 
ply nnd demand and tin* regulation of 
one of the great Industries of the 
world? But in Just such ways we are 
now finding out how great problems 
must l»e handled. We are going back 
to our earlier and simpler days, when 
we shall discard the nonessentlals as 
so much waste and rubbish. Let us 
begin, then, at the beginning nnd stick 
to toys—made in America.

I wonder how many hoys and girls 
would like to support nml care for a 
little French orphan this winter? I 
know one whose name is Marie Gold. 
Some people call her Marigold. You 
can buy her for about five cents. She 
comes in a little paper package, and 
when you look at the seeds inside 
you will wonder how a nice little 
French baby is going to come out of 
that. But If you plant those seeds, six 
of them, in a little three-inch pot you 
will have anywhere from four to six 
French babies poking up out of the 
soil. 

Fill your flower pot to within an 
inch of the top with nice garden soil. 
If you have none saved up you ctfti 
buy a little from the florist. Then lay 
four or six seeds carefully on top, 
cover them with one-quarter inch of 
soil und press this soil down carefully 
with your fingers. After a week or ten 
days you will see pushing up and out 
the first of your six orphans. 

Little Marie Gobi will grow to he 
about five inches tall and then she will 
have a bright, golden flower head. She 
is a little dwarf and never grows any 
taller. Out in the garden in the sum¬ 
mer grows her American cousin, quite 
tall; hut little French Marie Gold 
never reaches, even outdoors, more 
than eight Inches in height. It will 
take about six weeks from the tirno 
you plant the seeds to the time when 
she blossoms. I know of no little liow’- 
er child so hearty, so cheerful, and so 
easy to raise as she. 

All tlie* hoys and girls who can get 
n box «»r a little pot of some soil may 
have French marigolds blooming in¬ 
doors in the winter. They are no 
trouble to care for, because all they 
need is a little sunlight and nn oc¬ 
casional drink of water. Wait until 
the M»il around them gets very dry 
and then give them plenty of water to 
drink. Flower children are like real 
children: they need kind treatment 
and good care. So look out for little 
French Marie Gold, and she will blos¬ 
som nnd smile away at you. 

To Mothers—I know of no little 
plant so easy to raise anil so satis¬ 
factory in results us the French mari¬ 
gold. Do not make the mistake of 
buying the seeds of the common Amer¬ 
ican marigold, for It will not do as well 
as its little French sister. Neither la 
it ns dainty, nor as attractive to chil¬ 
dren. 


How New York Got Nickname.

Pantagruel beheld the giant devouring 
all the brass pots and pans of the 
Tohu Bohu islands for lack of wind¬ 
mills, his customary fare; and on the 
other side of the Pyrenees the Knight 
of Sorrowful Countenance, beholding 
those !k) or 40 giants of the plain of 
Montlel, recommended himself to Dul- 
cinea and charged, with whnt conse¬ 
quences to himself and ltoslnante all 
the world knows. Unfortunately for 
Don Quixote the windmills of Lu 
Mancha have suits which nearly 
sweep the ground. 

As If every mill must have its 
quaint story, the one which used 
to stand on the Thames side, ut Bat¬ 
tersea, was saLd to have been original¬ 
ly the packing case in which the em¬ 
peror of Russia Intended to carry off 
Battersea church to his own country. 
Battersea refused to part with its 
church and the packing case remained 
where It had been deposited. < »n that 
small section of the coast of Holland 
between Amsterdam and Znandum 
mills are to be counted by the hun- 
dred. gayly painted mills, as Is the 
fashion with the Dutch, though the 
white mills of the softly gray East 
Anglian coast an* not unknown.

He must 
endure tin* violent*«• of the northern 
storin', the rigors «*1 the arctic winter, 
and t! * foulness of the native huts in 
w hieh lie must often find shelter.

This work is carried on under the 
superv.sloii of the bureau of education, 
and t! c details of current operation

32:1-34:9.

The People of the Impatient Heart. 

Days robbed the mountains of some 
of their majesty. The cloudy summit 
was familiar and seemed to |have swal¬ 
lowed both rheir leader ane Joshua. 
Dangers lurked before them, grass fail¬ 
ed about them and guidance was not to 
be had in any visible form. Cases mul¬ 
tiplied and there was no higher court to 
which to appeal them. Discontented 
mutterings took their uay among the 
men who were beginning to feel their 
lostness in this strange region. Two 
weeks passed and no word came from 
the hills. Three weeks and four 
brought fear that the that the fifth 
week changed to certainty that Moses 
was dead.

strong a hold it has on the race. In¬ 
deed, some who are not Catholics find 
an aid in pictured forms today and the 
Virgin Mary owes much of her sway to 
the exaltation within the clouded sum- 
. mit of her Son so that men felt they 
needed a nearer intermediary to whom 
to prav.

He did not directly yield 
but temporized by talking of the cost. 
“We’ll foot the bill,*' wasj the thing 
that surprised him but having yielded 
so far he could not refuse to accept the 
gold. Then he dallies)over the graving 
eagerly watching the mountain side for 
some sign of his brother’s coming. Fi¬ 
nally it was finished but he said, “To¬ 
morrow,** hoping against hope for 
Moses. Then came the orgv of sensu¬ 
ous leasting in which the people 
“broke loose” from all restraint of 
spiritual law. The mountain gave back 
its dead and Aaron faced his ^brother 
and put it on the furnace and the peo¬ 
ple. “Circumstances, business stan¬ 
dards, home affairs, school laxity,” 
are a few of the modern terms]that we;

prised questioning that seeks an ex¬ 
planation for our surrender to (the call 
of the crowd. Certainly David was a far 
more heroic figure as he cried, “I have 
sinned.”

DISCHARGED FROM SERVICE 


While Many Are Being Relieved of 
Duty Few are from Garrett. 

With hundreds of thousands of men 
being discharged from the service of 
various branches of the army and na¬ 
vy almost daily, comparatively few 
are from Garrett county, but their 
turn will come eventually and then 
a great holiday is going to lake place 
in the many hundreds of homes ail up 
and down the county. 

Yesterday morning’s bulletin issued 
by the War Department contained the 
information that certain divisions now 
in France would be sent to the States 
at certain times, among which divis¬ 
ions the 79th, now a unit of the Army 
of Occupation, was named as the last 
to be brought home, the date for the 
sailing of this organization being giv¬ 
en as sometime in the month of June. 

This division is made up almost en¬ 
tirely of Maryland and Pennsylvania 
men and was trained at Camp Meade 
going over to France last July. The 
Garrett county men no\v over seas, or 
at least the great majority of them, 
are assigned to duty with the organi¬ 
zation, hence they cannot be expected 
home much before July 1st. 

Among those who have been recent¬ 
ly honorably discharged and returned 
to civil life is Wellington Yutzy, son 
of Mr. Jonas Yutzy, of Oakland* The 
young soldier was in the Marines and 
was located for many months at a 
camp in Virginia. He arrived here on 
Wednesday of last week. 

Sergeant Robert B. Garrett, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Patrick J. Garrett, of 
Deer Park, and formerly a member of 
Headquarters Company, 56th ('oast 
Artillery, has returned to his home 
from Fort Schuyler, N. Y., where the 
regiment was mustered ou» of service. 
This regiment was formed in 1917 at 
Fort li. G. Wrght, N. Y., one of the 
coast defense points along Long Is* 
land Sound, and was composed of reg¬ 
ulars and National guardsmen. It left 
for France in March, 1918, aboard the 
former White Star liner Olympic. 

While in France the 56th Regiment 
served with the 31st Heavy Artillery 
Brigade (motorized), being part of 
the organization known as the Army 
Artillery, First Army, A. E. F. It 
was thus available for service any¬ 
where within the zone of the First 
Army, moving from sector to sector 
and supporting any divisir n that 
found itself in need of more artillery. 
The regiment was in action continu¬ 
ously from about August 15, 1918. un¬ 
til 10.59 a. m.. November 11th. 1918, 
at which time it was not far from the 
Belgium frontier. The principal en¬ 
gagements in which it took part were 
the second battle of the Marne and the 
second battle of the Argonne. 

Its armament consisted of twenty- 
four of the famous French 165 mm. 
long rifles. which had a range of about 
sixteen kilometers. Each gjn was 
drawn by a huge 75 horsepower Holt 
caterpillar tractor. 

On January 5th, 1919, after nine 
months* service in France the regi¬ 
ment embarked on board the United 
States cruiser South Dakota for home. 
The first three or four days out were 
rough an ! the heavy seas washing 
over the decks carried away the pilot 
house. One member of the 56th de¬ 
veloped a bad case of appendicitis 
when the storm was at its worst, and 
in order to save the man’s life two of 
the ship’s surgeons lashed themselves 
to the table and operated upon him 
immediately, the engines *.aving been 
stopped in order to lessen the vibra¬ 
tion. The operation was a success. 

The cruiser docked at Hoboken on 
January l*th.

Sportsmen, Please Notice. 


The treaty between the United 
States, Great Britain and Canada, 
which became effective on July 3rd. 

1918, opens the season for wild fowl 
in Maryland and Virginia November 
1st and closes the same January 31st. 
The Federal Government has placed 
seven United States deputy game 
wardens in Maryland, and any person 
found guilty of hunting or killing wild 
fowl of any kind or description be¬ 
tween January 31st and October 31st, 

1919, are subject to a fine of $500 and 
six months in the Federal prison. 

The Federal law supercedes all the 
state laws on migratory game.

SOME OLD-TIME BIG CATTLE 

One English Ox, History Show**, 
Weighed 3.700 Pounds, Another 
4,3-10 Pound*. 

With all tin* modern improvement 
in breeds of live stork it max In* 
doubted whether there Is living today 
a steer **r ox equal in size to some of 
the fat cattle of olden times. 

In 1845 there was disposed of by

When Charles Colling of 
Darlington, who is regarded as the 
founder of the Shorthorn breed, sold 
all his cattle nt auction ^n 1810, 
Comet, n six year-old hull by Favorite, 
brought $5,000, nnd six cows by him. 
some of thorn eleven years old, made 
an average of $720, which whs un¬ 
heard of in those days and for many 
years afterward. 

Storm Stop* Hanging. 

An eighteenth century execution on 
Kensington common xvas stopped for 
n time owing to a strange cruise. On 
Ai<gust 10, 1703, two days before the 
date of the execution, « heavy fog came 
over London, accompanied by thunder 
and lightning and torrents of rain.

TESTING SUPPLY OF WATER 


Peculiar Odors, Those of Earthy, or 
Other Characters, Sometimes De¬ 
veloped by Heat. 

(Prepared by United Staten Iiepartmont 
of Agriculture ) 

There are few tests for contamina¬ 
tion that tlie farmer ran make, accord¬ 
ing to Farmers’ Bulletin '.Ml, “Water 
Systems for Farm Homes." Peculiar 
odors, those of earthy, musty, vegeta¬ 
ble, sulphurous, iiMiy or fecal charac¬ 
ter, sometimes are developed by shak¬ 
ing or by heat. Water may be tinted 
green by vegetation or other shades by 
wash from clays. Brown ntid yellow 
tints are indicative of organic impur¬ 
ity and should In* regarded with sus¬ 
picion. Organic matter is indicated 
sometimes by the following simple 
test: Add a very little clean, white, 
granulated sugar to a half-pint of the 
water in a dear, stoppered bottle, and 
allow' it to stand in a warm room for a 
few days or a week. Gradually in¬ 
creasing turbidity, a smoky clouding, 
is evidence of impurity. Organic mat¬ 
ter in water may be Indicated also by 
beating any deposit ad sediment in a 
small porcelain dish over an alcohol 
flame and noting if the deposit chars 
aud blackens. 


IRISH POTATO IS IMPORTANT 


Opportunity Beckon* Settlers of All 

Kinds—‘‘With the Golden Wake 

That Marked the Way the Happy 

Reaper* Went"—James Whitcomb 

Riley. 

The war having been brought to a 
favorable conclusion more attention 
can now be given to the agricultural 
und industrial development of Western 
Canada, which were checked by the 
troublous times of the past four years. 
Now that these are over, the proper 
development of the country will be 
continued. 

True, much agricultural progress has 
been made during this time. Crop pro¬ 
duction has been greatly increased, the 
number of live stock has steadily 
grown, and with each succeeding year 
the dairying and wool industries have 
become more important. But despite 
this forward march, many phases of 
development have been held in check. 
The activities of fanners, too, have 
be* ri greatly hampered by shortage of 
lal»M% and, under the circumstances, 
what they have achieved can only be 
described as marvelous. 

Kxcepting i hose industries closely nl- 
Jled to .lurh'Ulture, such ns butter and 
cheese manufacture, Indus!rial activity 
in tin* Prairie Provinces lias been al¬ 
most ut a standstill. And even in 
these branches extensions have been 
strictly limited to those of urgef.i t-o 
cessity. Building lias been consider¬ 
ably curtailed, especially in the towns 
and cities, though many coinmodiou* 
and up to date dwellings, barns and 
other buildings have been erected l»> 
farmers in the country. Indeed, the 
amount of building fanners have done 
is one of tin* outward signs of their 
prosperity; hut considerably more of 
it would have been done had not the 
more important work of food produc¬ 
tion received priority in the labor 
available. Railway construction work 
has been almost entirely suspended. 

With more help available, and the 
use of the laborsaving devices that 
huve been adopted during the hist few 
years great advances In the agricul¬ 
tural development of Western Canada 
might be looked for even if no new 
settlers were expected; but tin* com 
Ing of thousands of proap* etlve set¬ 
tlers who have hitherto been deterred 
only by the unsettled conditions from 
making their homes in this la>t great 
West will give a considerable impetus 
to every phase of agriculture In these 
Prairie Provinces. 

Hand in hand with the development 
of agriculture, there will be a renewal 
of industrial activity. For the ^sta»* 
Ilshnnnt of such Industries as sugar 
refineries, canneries, und many other 
lndifstries for the utilization of tin* 
products of the land, as well as for 
the extension of the already irn|u»r- 
tant Industries of butter and cheese 
manufacture, ure splendid opportuni¬ 
ties. Mining, lumbering, quarrying, 
the niunufaeture of clay products ure 
also a few Industries capable of con¬ 
siderable growth and to which great¬ 
er attention can now he devotes!. 

To provide accommodation f^r pres 
cut business requirements nione would 
keep the building trade busy for a 
long time, but with further develop¬ 
ment in the cities it is impossible t<» 
foresee any slackness in any brain h «»f 
this trade. And the number of fann¬ 
ers whose needs have outgrown their 
present accommodation and who have 
been awaiting an opportunity to re¬ 
place their buildings by larger and 
more modern ones is considerable and 
constantly Increasing. Municipal work 
will bo gradually resumed, and the 
railways have much work In contem¬ 
plation. 

All this points to a period of great 
prosperity in Western f’nnuda- - agri¬ 
cultural and Industrial prosperity. The 
former is the more Important, for on 
it the latter depends. Being prima¬ 
rily art agricultural country, Western 
Canada "ill probably pass through the 
readjustment period with little diffi¬ 
culty. 

There is no reason to believe that 
farming will he less remunerative than 
It has been In the past; then* arc, on 
the other hand, many good and sound 
reasons for believing that the returns 
will be as large as ever. One thing is 
certain: Intelligent farming on the 
fertile prairies of Western t’anuda, re¬

ANI) FUNERAL 


Passing of A Master Mind \\ hile 
Yet Young. m a 3t9 

The following account of tiu* death 
of the late Rev. John Calvin Ely, Jr., 
eldest son of l)r. and Mrs. J. C. Ely, 
of Oakland, was published in the Lan¬ 
caster (Pa.) New Era under date of 
February 15th, and is reproduced in 
the columns of The Republican at the 
request of the father of the deceased 
young minister: 

Members of the congregation of 
Bethany Presbyterian church and a 
large circle of friends outside of that 
congregation were shocked today to 
learn of the death of Rev. John Calvin 
Ely, Jr., which occurred at New York 
about 3:30 o’clock on Thursday after¬ 
noon. Poignancy is addeu to tiie grief 
of those who loved him by the fact 
that ho had died by his own band, 
undoubtedly while his mind was un¬ 
balanced from a nervous breakdown, 
which was apprehended when he was 
here recently on a ten days’ furlough 
from the U. S. S. Melville, now lying 
in New York harbor, of which war- 
craft he was Chaplain. 

Bethany congregation, to which he 
came as pastor about two years ago, 
having resigned last summer to ac¬ 
cept a chaplaincy in the Navy, held a 
meeting on Thursday evening and 
again unanimously elected him pas¬ 
tor, news of his death not having been 
received for some time after the 
election. The deci used was a man of 
strong personality, of winning man¬ 
ners and a delightful social compan¬ 
ion. He was a fine pulpit orator and 
of advanced liberal ideas, v^uitc re¬ 
cently Rev. Ely was asked whether 
he believed an American soldier who 
had consecrated himself to God just 
before going “over the top ’ would be 
saved if killed, even if he had had no 
previous religious inclination. And 
to this Rev. Ely replied most emphat¬ 
ically that he believed such a man 
would be saved, for Got! was very 
near to ii man on the battlefield. 

A member of Bethany church and a 
personal friend of Rev. Ely,Harry Mc¬ 
Clure, who is in New York on busi¬ 
ness. had a social engagement with 
tne Chaplain for Thursday evening, 
and he did not know of his friend’s 
death until he received a telephone 
call late Thursday night directing 
him to take charge of the body and 
send it to Lancaster. 

The deceased was a son of John 
Calvin anti Flora A. B. Ely, and was 
born at Xenia, Ohio, July 17, IKsy. He 
was, therefore, only in bis thirtieth 
year Besides his parents, he is sur¬ 
vived by his wife, who was Miss Mar¬ 
garet Hawley, of Pittsburgh, and two 
children, Hawley Brooks and Warner 
Ohenowtth Ely, and by a brother, 
Capt. Albert Ely, stationed at Camp 
Sevier, S. C. Rev. Ely graduated 
from the University of West Virginia 
in J909, and from Princeton Theolog¬ 
ical Seminary in 1913. His first 
charge was at Mineral, Wash., and 
then he went t*> Mifflintown, Pa., from 
which place be came to Bethany 
church in January, 1917. He was 
commissioned a chaplain in the Navy 
June 14. 1918, and left Lancaster July 
15, having resigned his pastorate. He 
sailed on August 9, 1918, for over¬ 
seas, where most of the time he was 
on duty. He was greatly beloved by 
the men to whom he was spiritual 
guide. January .list Rev. Ely came 
home on a ten days’ furlough, and 
while here last Sunday spoke at the 
Roosevelt memorial meeting. He re¬ 
turned to bis ship on Wednesday cf 
this week. 

He was a member of the Masonic 
fraternity, having been indu ted at 
Princeton, X. J. 

No particulars of his death have as 
yet been received, though it is sup¬ 
posed to have occurred on board his 
ship 


lost something from life which made 
it precious and desirable. He pos¬ 
sessed to an extraordinary degree 
the power of attracting and attach¬ 
ing to himself friends of every sort 
and condition. He had the power of 
diil’using happiness and enthusiasm 
wherever lie went. He had an active 
mind a vital intelligence, a passion 
for justce, a devoted patriotism. He 
had a warm and chivalrous heart. 
The echo of his cordiality will long 
live and his name will be cherished 
in many a household. 

“He had a firm belief that a man 
could do no nobler work than to serve 
his country. He had a genius for 
friendship. The vivacity of all his 
relations suggested a degree of sen¬ 
sibility that one rarely finds con¬ 
formed with so robust a frame. Per¬ 
haps bis greatest peculiarity was this 
combination of acute sensibility with 
massive faculty of action. 

“He loved with a simple straight¬ 
forward affection, his fellowmen, his 
country and his kind. His instincts 
w’ere genuine and wholesome. Phys¬ 
ically, he seemed to be a prince among 
men: Donald Hankey’s ‘Beloved Cap¬ 
tain.* Wherever there was a tiresome 
job to be done he was there in charge. 
He was keen that the men should do 
their best. The fact that he was 
there put a new complexion on the 
matter altogether. He saw that other 
men conquered their nerves, while his 
own w’ere breaking. There was not 
one of us but what would have gladly 
died for him, but we never got tie 
chance. It was all the other way. 
But he lived, somehow he lived, and 
we who knew him do not forget. 

“We feel his eyes on us; we still 
work for that wonderful smile of his. 
Those who have gone west have seen 
Him. Anyway, in that faith let me 
die, if death should come my way.** 

“As T stand hv the cross on the lone 
mountain’s crest. 

Looking over the ultimate sea, 

In the gloom of the mountain a ship 
lies at rest, 

And one sails away from the lea. 

“4)ne spreads its white wings on a 
far-reaching tack 

With pennant and sheet flowing 
free; 

One hides in the shadow, with sails 
laid aback— 

The ship that is waiting for me! 

But lo! in the distance the clouds 
break away!

Following the services at Lancas¬ 
ter the remains of Rev. Ely were 
taken to Washington, Pa., and there 
interred in the beautiful cemetery at 
the cld home of his father in a spot 
that overlooks a beautiful valley 
where in boyhood days the elder Dr. 
Ely was born and reared. 


From another source The Republi¬ 
can has learned t hat the b >dy of the 
deceased young Chaplain was sent to 
Lancaster and on the IHth inst. in his 
church in that city the funeral ser¬ 
vices were conducted, at which Rev. 
Dr (Tine, of Franklin and Marshall 
College, delivered t’ e address, in

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM. 

SOCIAL RECONSTRUCTION 
I.— The Changing Order. 

The downfall of autocracy,—of the 
rich and powerful who have always 
sought to keep the people under and 
themselves on top, has been brought 
about by the successful termination ot 
the closing war. It only remains to 
work out the details with firm und un¬ 
flinching purpose. Everything that we 
fought for is not vet realized, for it 
takes time and patience to clear up 
su?h confusion as results from any war 
and especially from such a long and 
great w’ar as this one. But if there 
are to be no more wars, then the whole 
world must change; the whole world 
must right the wrongs that have been 
growing for uges. There must be an 
adjustment of the relations between 
capital and labor: the man of money 
must begin to pee that the wage-earn¬ 
er i3 a human being like himself and 
entitled, as well as he, to a share in the 
profits that result from the combination 
of capital and labor. 

In the past, things were different. 
The capitalist felt that, without his 
mono*’, labor could do little or nothing. 
He did not stop to consider that it was 
equally true that his money needed 
labor to make it good. And so he 
thought and acted as if all the profits 
belonged to him and the laborer should 
get only what was barely sufficient for 
life. In some cases, where the supply 
of wage-earners was greater than the 
demand, the employer cut the wages 
still more and paid less than a living 
wage. All this came from the old prin¬ 
ciple,—untrue, unjust and cruel as it 
was,- that the supply of men should 
regulate the wages paid, and not the 
ability of the employe. 

The outcome of this attitude on the 
part of the moneyed classes was that 
the workingman felt the necessity for 
organization, for the formation of 
unions such as we have today, to pro¬ 
tect him from the employer who held 
the power almost of life and death over 
himself and his family and who could, 
and only to often did, deprive him of 
any share in the profits of his own labor 
beyond the barest necessities. Where 
the workingman was unorganized, the 
manufacturer, the corporation, the 
trust could and usually did. take advan¬ 
tage of this fact to keep wages down 
to a minimum and to lay men of! when¬ 
ever and for whatever time they felt it 
profitable to do so, without regard to 
the hardship that might result to the 
workmen. Gradually this bad feeling 
has grown into a class hatred which is 
a greater menace to this country than 
Germany ever was. tho she was bad 
enough. Bolshevism has fed on this 
and has become more widespread in our 
own land than most people imagine. 
The guilt for this belongs to capital, 
not to labor. UnlesB tfie chasm be¬ 
tween the moneyed and the working 
classes is filled up or bridge with a real 
understanding and mutual appreciation 
based on principles that will he just to 
both and not oppressive of the worker 
to the enormously exorbitant profit of 
the capitalist then trouble is bonnd to 
come of it. 

But the order is changing The pro¬ 
gram of reconstruction for this country, 
tho differing with the different bodies, 
religious and political, that are pushing 
it towards execution, leans decidedly 
in that direction. Rrominent churches, 
farse* ing leaders in the country and 
some of the labor organizations or, 
rather, strong pnrties in them, are sup¬ 
porting this program energetically. 
President Wilson’s principles will ap¬ 
prove it for in fighting for the rights of 
small and o| pressed nations and for the 
rights of the people against the tvra ny 
of autocrats, he neccesarily declares in 
favor of the oppressed within the na¬ 
tion against the claims of the auto¬ 
crats of industry. 

The change must be brought about 
peacefully. Such measures as whole¬ 
sale and causeless strikes will not ac¬ 
complish an\ thing. They serve only to 
destroy, not to construct. What Bol¬ 
shevik reconstruction means can be 
seen by looking at Russia. We must 
not have our streets dyed red like those 
of Petrograd; we must not have every 
civilized form of government torn to 
pieces and a reign of terror and blood¬ 
shed set up in its place. Yet this is 
what Bolshevik propaganda is urging. 
Nor must we have such scenes as that 
which recently threatened untold suf¬ 
fering in Seattle and would spread like 
wildfire over the whole country wher¬ 
ever there are industrial centers. The 
thing to be done is to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the men and organiza¬ 
tions that are working to bring into 
reality this social readjustment, deter¬ 
mined that the wage earner is no longer 
to he a mere tool of the men higher up, 
but a sharer in the profits which those 


men have been unjustly and unfeelingly 
amassing at awful cost to the beBt pro¬ 
ducers of the country, the workingmen 
of the nation.

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Over 18 Billion, Year’s War Cost 


What the American People Had to Pay in 1918 
(or Operation Against Germany 


It cost the American people about $18,1(10,000,000 to run its war 
government uml make loans to the allies in the past year, according to 
computations from treasury ref>orts. 

December expenditures above $2,000,000,000, the record of the 
nation’s history sent aggregate war costs to approximately $24,500,- 
000,000. 

Of the $18,160,000,000 paid out of the treasury’s coffers in 101S 
probably $10,000,000,000 went for the army and the general military 
establishment; about $1,000,000,000 for the navy; $1,000,000,000 for the 
shipbuilding program; $1,000,000,000 for other civil government needs, 
and $4,150,000,000 as loans to America’s brothers in arms. 

That the public has paid only about one-third of the war’s expenses, 
excluding foreign loans, in taxes in cash and two-thirds in loans to In- 
repaid in another generation is indicated by treasury figures of collections 
from various sources. 


Kansas With 11,184,000 Acres 
Has 22.8 Per Cent of Winter 
Wheat Area of United States 

A reporter for ihe federal depart¬ 
ment of agriculture declares that Kan¬ 
sas, with 11,184,000 acres has 22.8 per 
cent of all the winter wheat area of 
the United States. 

A full erop on this enormous acre¬ 
age, which is 1.1 per cent larger than 
the record acreage of last year, would 
total 200,090,000 husliels, or more than 
one-third of the 509,.10t,000 bushels for 
the average annual consumption in the 
United States, tin* report says. 

Such a production, with a guaran¬ 
teed price of $2 a bushel, would bring 
Kansas $400,000,000. The December 
report stated that the average condi¬ 
tion is 98 per cent. 

“Not only Is this the largest acre¬ 
age of wheat ever sown in a single 
state, but It Is probably the largest 
acreage ever devoted to a single grain 
crop pf any state/* says tin report. 
“The Texas cotton crop is possibly tin- 
only state crop that ever excelled It 
In area/’ 

A campaign for mobilizing a great 
army to harvest tin* 1919 crop is »>: 
ing worked out by tin* Kansas (’tty 
office of the director general of the 
federal employment service, in charge 
of western farm labor. Last year the 
federal employment offices supplied 
fully half of the 40,000 men used in 
Kansas and Oklahoma harvest fields. 
It is expected many thousand more 
hands will be needed for the 1919 
yield. Women, children and business 
and professional men responded to the 
“wheat won't wait” cull and helped 
gather the big war crop.

The demand for stork, 
eggs and baby chirks Is sure to be the 
greatest in the history of the business, 
and those who have stuck through the 
trying times of the past and those who 
will take up the breeding of standard- 
bred poultry will reap a great harvest 
during the next few years. '1 he present 
prices of market poultry and eggs, 
backed up by recent government re¬ 
ports on eold storage holdings, indi¬ 
cate prices will continue to soar higher. 

The man who is in the poultry busi¬ 
ness, or can get in even with a few 
fowls will come out a long way ahead, 
even if only a few are kept for bis 
own family use*—to reduce the ad¬ 
vanced cost of living.

Chinese Use Ancient Method 

Of Printing and Engraving 

The Chinese foil iw the primitive 
way of printing from engraved wooden 
blocks. The matter to be printed is 
first written, by means of ink, upon pa¬ 
per, which Is pasted face downward 
upon a block of a pear or plum tree. 
After the paper becomes dry it is 
rubbed until an inverted Impression of 
the characters is left. Then the blank 
spaces are cut away and the block is 
turned over to the printer, who works 
by band. He takes care to ink the 
characters equally and to avoid tearing 
the Impression.

Rome of the soldiers returning to 
civil life from the world war are fac¬ 
ing a problem they did not expect not 
the problem of finding a Job to fit them, 
but that of finding a suit to do so.

To vary the above he* may count 
every glass of milk drunk equal to an 
ounce- of any one of the* others. The 
soldie rs, eittie r in home or military 
life, must have* four pounds of fresh 
fruit and vegetables in order to keep 
the bony struc ture* in good conditi *n. 
He will need the three-quarters of a 
c upful of fat (this include*.; butter, oil, 
the* fat of tueat eaten, or any either 
fat in the* daily diet) to keep him 
warm, ami to this group In* must add 
one and one-fourth pound of bread 
or cereal, and finally, in orde-r to com¬ 
plete the necessary amount of driv¬ 
ing power, be* must have two ounce's 
of sugar or one-third of a cupful of 
sirup.

Way Into Sewage in England 

Four hundred lhou«*nnd fe ns of soap 
lire*, it Is estimated, used e \ ry year in 
Fugliind, practically all of which finds 
its way Into the* sewage. If this could 
be* extracted, the* value would be from 
$ 10 , 000,000 to $r*0,000,000. The residue* 
which was left nfte*r all the fatty con¬ 
stituents had been drawn would be* of 
considerable fe*rtill*/.cr value. It would 
not Hog the soil, would be* completely 
sterilized and odorlemt and could be 
stored or used on land without creat¬ 
ing a nuisance. 


Indian Tribe Inhabiting 
Attu Island. Alaska, Said 

to Be the Poorest People 

Windswept Attu Island, a bit of 
Alaska at tin* tip of the* Aleutian 
string, farther w ? est than any other 
part of North America, Is the* homo of 
a tribe of about 100 Aleut Indians, 
said to h<* the poorest people, financial¬ 
ly, ou earth. 

Nature, however, provides these far¬ 
away Indians a living. From Attu 
and the* nearby Islands and from the 
surrounding wuters they ge t eggs, fish, 
geese, seals, occasionally a walrus, 
berries, and, lately, blue fox. 

From the* far south I’uclflc the 
Japan current brings fuel. Driftwood 
thought to be* from the* Philippine 
islands, Hawaii and other southern 
lands Is seattered along Attu’s beaches. 
No trees grow on the island. 

For clothes the* natives use goods 
brought from the outside world by oc- 
eusional trailers. Those lacking In the 
cloth of the whites make their gar¬ 
ments freun grass and skins. 

Like the Indian tribes of old, a na¬ 
tive* chief lends llicse* Aleuts and acts 
us their In-ail in all mutters, trailing, 
hunting, fishing, as well us in tin* coun¬ 
cils of the tribe, and in tin* Itussian 
services ti> which the* nutives still ud- 
here. 

Russians first settled on tin* Island 
ill 1717, when they saileel west of tin* 
Commode ire islands, off Kamchatka, 
and established an important trading 
post on Attu. Tin* Russian* planted 
herds e»f cattle* and goats, hut in a few 
years both the* Russians uud their 
stock left for other parts. 


Wild Hemp Growing in 

Canada May Be Used for 
Making Binder Twine 

Wild hemp has possibilities for tin* 
manufacture of binding twine and Its 
cultivation may become a part of Can¬ 
ada’s post-war industrial program. 

The Indians of the mast ami In- 
terhtr e»f central British Columbia have 
long he- n famous as carvers, weav¬ 
ers and hemt-htilldcrs, but it was only 
recently that attention was attracted 
to tin* fine rope which they make* freun 
wild hemp. At Awlllgate in the Hulk- 
ley valle y m ar New Haze Item there is 
a village* of Indians who display re- 
markahh* skill in making rope from 
the abundant wild In-mp which covers 
the* surreiumllng country. They have 
been making this rope fe»r centuries 
by n methoel of the ir own, and It is 
so stremg that they use It for towing 
the Ir heavily laden canoes up the* cur¬ 
rents of swift rivers. This Is convinc¬ 
ing proeif of Its stoutness. They also 
make twine and thread from tin* hemp, 
hut not in such quantitie s as hi the* 
days before they were abb* to pur¬ 
chase these article's cheaply from 
traders. The wild hemp closely re¬ 
sembles the common fire- weed of tin* 
Foiled States.

neighborly feeling which marks the 
relations between men ami women 
in the small town, where no one 
can be 111, or out of work, without 
receiving neighborly assistance? 
Can we find for the cities nouu*- 
thing to take the place of the town 
nxeting, here all tin* p >pulut »n 
gathers together to dismiss common problems and 
govern incut is Interpreted In terms of community 
service, instead of being boused in some remote 
city ball? 

The “Social I’nlt,** newest experiment In ap¬ 
plied democracy, believes that these advanta 
can bo restored to cite::, and In a section of t'in- 
clnnatl Is attempting to prove that they can. So 
successful has tills experiment been. In the few 
months during which it bus been tried. Hint peo¬ 
ple all over the country are beginning to watch it, 
and to talk about it. and Influential men and 
women uie even saving that the “So« ial t’nlt’* 
has the biggest reconstruction program to offer 
America which has >et been formulated. The 
little Cincinnati district, which trying to re¬ 
establish the sort of ncighhorliness which exists 
in small towns has the most distinguished of 
visitors, men on reconstruction missions from the 
European countries, medical organizers and s*>- 
eial service workers. For Instance. I >r. IU*ne 
Sand of the University of Brussels was recently 
sent to tin's country to study methods for re¬ 
habilitating and r-organizing Belgium, lb* vb- 
Ited Cincinnati and said of the Social Unit: “I 
shall carry ha< k to my people no more construc¬ 
tive .suggestions than 
those which I have got¬ 
ten from the Social 
Unit.** 

This Social Unit 
dlKtrh-t of Cincinnati, 
baa acquired fame ht*- 
chUso the people are 
trying to he helpful 
each to the other and 
have gone to work to 
effect an organization 
which would make it 
possible fo«* every one 
to be of service. 

Neighborliness in the 
Village.

The Social Unit organization has divided the 
district of people in which it Is working 

Into thirty one small blocks of about * r #0d people 
each. The plan is to make each of these blocks 
a titty village where folks will come to know one 
another and to l»e Interested In having their neigh¬ 
bors happy mid contented. In a country village 
there Is usually some one woman who is a sort of 
village mother to wh'in bilks go In times of trou¬ 
ble, who knows every one and Is always busy 
getting people to help those in need. Taking her 
as art example, tin 1 Social Unit organization has 
found In each tiny block village a woman who 
nerves as a “block worker,'* who knows when 
anyone needs help of any kind and sees that help 
Is given hy the right agency. This worker Is 
chosen hy the people of her block and is paid 
enough so that she will be enabled to employ 
fiomeonc to do part of her housework during the 
time * that ibe 1 1 “motherli g h< r blot It 'i he 
thirty-one block vvorl cr*-\ together, form w hat Is 
called the Citizens’ Council. The work of this 
Citizens' Council Is to learn what the needs of 
every part of the district an* and to see that plans 
are worked out for meeting these needs, in do¬ 
ing this It us*** the knowledge of the different 
nkillcd groups in the community. 

Use People With Expert Knowledge. 

In every community there arc certain groups, 
each of which knows more about one particular 
thing than any other group. For example, the 
doctors know more about the prevention of dis¬ 
ease than anyone else, the tcachcra know more 
about educating children, the plumbers about 
plumbing, the business men about business, and 
no on. 

The Social Unit has organized people with sp»*- 
clal skill for the good of the community as a 
whole. The doctors are the hoard of health of 
the district ; the employers and trade unionists 
nre the industrial experts; the soc I workers are 
the department of public welfare; the teachers 
; the? board of education, and hi on. Wie n the 
Citizens' Council, or the “block representa- 
| tlves" discover n health need In the district It 
i puts the problem up to iho doctor group. From 
I tliat time on the doctors arc responsible for find¬ 
ing a solution for the problem am! for submitting 
Urn plan they devise to the Citizens* Council. If

In the Wilderness School. 

The people had demanded a symbol of 
Jehovah’s presence and had glorified 
the representation of physical strength 
in the calf. Hut the need which they 
sought to meet was provided for by the 
ark which wus to them the throne of 
Deity and by the Tabernacle, (known as 
the tent of meeting) which covered it. 
The provisions of the law enforced by 
the judicial organi/.Htion that had been 
effected and the ritual that war carried 
out by the priesthood both instilled the 
discipline needed for their developing 
life. Months were Hpent under the 
shade of the mountain while these 
things were taking shape but at last 
they took their journey toward the land 
of promise. All was not smoothe sail¬ 
ing for hunger again roused opposition 
and eyen Miriam and Aaron headed a 
little revolution of their own against 
Moses because they seem not to have 
liked his wife. Hut they reached Kad- 
esh Barnea within easy reach of the 
southern part of Palestine and paused 
once more. They had reached the 
critical point in their journey when the 
lessons learned should be put into prac¬ 
tice or else the forward movement be 
abandoned. A little more than a year 
had passed since their exit from the 
slave pits of Egypt. It had been spent 
entirely in organization and instruction 
and Moses was confident that they were 
ready to enter on a national experience. 
We are well into the second generation I 
since our own slaves became freemen; 
is there a question even now in the 
mind of many that these comrades of 
color are equal the task of building a 
nation? Their tutelage has been both 
better and worse than Israel's but the 
experience would make large demands 
upon one’s faith in the possibility of 
creating a nation from them in their 
first twelve months. Yet Moses be¬ 
lieved that Clod and free opportunity 
would bring this to pass. Tali: about 
your believers in the common people 
and point to Lincoln and Wilson us ex¬ 
amples and thtn look back t* • this man 
of yesterday to see how far he outran 
them. There is nothing i-De like it in 
history. 

Preparing for Advance:. 

There is not a foot oi territory in 
Western Germany that was not on 
Pershin/’s maps accompanying the 
plans for the forward movement of our 
army. It was a wise provision for 
Moses to send spies thruout the coun¬ 
try to locate roads, cities and provisions. 
Whether the people requested it cr God 
ordered it it held Godly wi iom in it. 
So twelve Egyptian travelers, possibly 
in pairs, took their wav far beyond 
Damascus even as they inspected every¬ 
thing of interest to an invading force. 
Forty days later they made their re¬ 
port to the congregation. Thoroughly 
had their work been done for they knew 
where each particular nationality was 
located, showed the fruit and declared : 
the land good but well defended by 
fortresses and fighting men. Moses 
shrewdly did not allow Joshua, known 
to be his partisan, to speak but Caleb 
voiced the conviction of his leader and 
urged immediate action. The others 
declared it was an impossibility but a 
lawyer might criticise their statements 
that the land was unhealthful (ate up 
its inhabitants) and yet all the men 
were of great statue. Their mistake 
was similar to Germany’s for they esti¬ 
mated only physical forces and were 
entirely right in their conclusion that 
on that basis they were utterly un 
equalled to the task. Hut moral forces 
are the decisive ones in any struggle 
and tho the battle be long the outcome 
is never uncertain. 

The People’s Will. 

That was a terrible night both in its 
scenes and in its consequences. Ex¬ 
pectation had been at fever heat over 
the prospect of entering the land of 
their desire and finding a settled home 
instead of the wandering uncertainty 
of desert life. It had been further 
roused by the luscious fruit that was 
lifted on the shoulders of their repre¬ 
sentatives. But to struggle against 
odds, to fight giants that made them 
look like grasshoppers was something 
upon which thev had not calculated and 
the ten opposed the attempt while only 
Caleb urged it. Tears and despair 
marked the early hours, then excited 
planning that settled into deliberate 
purpose with the dawn. Thev would 
elect a leader, reject Moses and go 
back to Egypt. All the machinery of 
camp was in motion to carry out the 
people’s will while Moses and Aaron 
fell under the weight of dishearten- 
ment and lay upon the ground in utter 
despair. For they knew that the blood 
covenant was broken and Jehovah repu¬ 
diated bv the act. Every symbol of 
their faith was being deserted. Caleb 
and Joshua raged thru fhe camp with 
garments torn in horror of protest 
against their folly but were threatened 
with stoning. Fear had made a panic 
where reason could not be heard Then 
God spoke and death touched the ten 
and probably the plague did not cease 
there. But the will of the people be 
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cam'* the law of the camp and for forty 
years Kadcsh was their farthest ad¬ 
vance. 

The Undefbatable. 

‘‘Hack to the Red Sea,” was the com¬ 
mand of Moses. Amazement dumb¬ 
founded the people. “Will he lead us 
back to slavery himself? Nay, hut we 
will go up and take the land.” And 
they went but this time there was 
no Joshua leading and no Moses pray¬ 
ing and they met a bitter defeat. Hut 
what must have been the despair of 
Moses as he realized that there was no 
rest nor land of promise lor him but 
only the continued wrestle with the 
process of national development. I low' 
does he me^t his defeat? Again he 
prays that they may be given another 
chance and refused to accept anything ■ 
other than the completion of the task 
to which he had consecrated himself. 
The spirit of the people had made ad¬ 
vance impossible but as the conscious¬ 
ness came clearly that a nation could I 
not be budded in twelve months he de¬ 
termined that through their children he 
would bring his purpose to pass. He 
turned to their drill, discipline and 
spirit with his accustomed energy and 
it is small wonder that even death 
could not keep such an undefeatablc 
soul out of the land of his desire for he 
stood on Herman when Jesus was trans¬ 
figured.

In Germany. 

Miss Muy Rodeheaver, sister of the 
late Private Franklin Newman Rode- 
heaver, was recently in receipt of the 
following letter from the captain of her 
brothers battery, now in Germany as a 
unit of the Army of Occupation, con¬ 
cerning the death of the \oung soldier. 
In sending the letter to The Republican 
Miss Rodeheaver enclosed a check for 
$2 tor the Soldiers and Sailors Memorial 
and expressed a regret that she was 
unable to make the amount much larger: 

Capt. Flinn’s letter to Miss Rode¬ 
heaver was as follows: 

Headquarters Park Battery, 

Fourth Corps 

Mayen, Germany, Feb. 11th, 1919. 
Miss May Rodeheaver, 

Mercer, Pennsylvania. 

Dear Madam: In reply to your let¬ 
ter of January 15th concerning the 
death of your brother, Franklin Rode¬ 
heaver. 

Your brother was sent to the hospital 
on December 6ih, 1918, while this bat¬ 
tery was at Longwich, Germany, on its 
way to Mayen. He was sent to Field 
Hospital No 12 at Trier. Germany, 
where he died on Dec. 12th of measles 
and bronchial pneumonia. 

Private Rodeheaver took his personal 
property with him and Field Hospital 
No. 12 at Trier, has forwarded them to 
his nearest relative. 

I have no record of his burial place, 
but as you desire his body sent home, 1 
would suggest your writing to the com¬ 
manding officer, Field Hospital No. 12. 
Trier, Germany, and making your re¬ 
quest through him. 

Private R deheavtr was an excellent 
soldier, a hard worker, and well liked 
by all officers and men. It is with the 
deepest sorrow that I express to you 
the sincere sympathy of the officers and 
men of Park Battery upon the loss of 
your brother, who so nobly gave all in 
the service ot his country.

TWO BILLION LOSS 
IN BUILDING SHIPS 

Twenty-five Per cent, of Immense 
Sum Spent at Hog Island to 
Show For Investment. 

Washington, March 4—Complete loss 
to the tax payers of .something like two 
billions of dollars has been brought 
about by lax methods of the Adminis¬ 
tration in the building of ships, accord¬ 
ing to statements made by Represen¬ 
tatives Mondell, of Wyoming, Republi¬ 
can. during debate in the House. 

Mondell, as a member of the Appro* 
priations Committee, pointed out that 
there would be expended for shipping 
under the provisions of the Sundry 
Civil Bill about $660,000,000. The pres¬ 
ent program, he said, calls for 2,532 
ships, constructed or to be constructed 
by the Emergency Fleet Corporations, 
with a total tonnage of 14,578.111 gross, 
of which 578 ship?, with a gross ton^ 
nage of 3,313,386 have been delivered, 
and 361 requisitioned ships of a dead 
weight tonnage ot 1,931.061, have been 
delivered. The total appropriate * 
this bill will bring the appropriai 
for the Shipping Board to $3,507,60*. 
254. 

Snyder, of New’ York, asked what 
part of this huge amount iB now an 
asset of the government. To this ques¬ 
tion Mondell replied that the loss on the 
country's shipping investment w»!l be 
ahout 50 per cent, somewhat between 
$1,500,000,000 and $2,000,000,000. He 
went on to say that w’e must strike 
from all of our shipping something like 
thirty-five per cent, in order to get 
down to a ccst basis at this time: that 
as ocean freights are lowered and read- 
juatefi to peace conditions another fif¬ 
teen per cent, must be struck oft to got 
down to the peace value of some of the 
ships: and that the percentage of loss 
on wooden ships will be even greater. 

'‘Then we come to the question of 
fabricating yards," said the Wyoming 
man. "Mr. Piez, of the Shipping Board, 
says that our $65,090,000 Hog Inland 
yard has no future. I do not know how 
much the scrap that will remain at Hog 
Island after it is all over will bring. It 
may bring twenty-five per cent, of the 
amount expended. Probably it will not 
bring that much. The loss on yards and 
extensions will be heavy, as well as on 
housing, dry docks and other facilities. 
Then we are speeding $10,000,000 a year 
for the training of men for merchant 
shirs. Of course, this will not be a loss 
if we can operate the ships at a profit. 

| But we might as well make up our 
| minds now’ that the American people 
will pocket a lo?3 of at least a billion 
and a half on the building, requistion- 
| ing and operating of ships." 

Many of the vessels constructed by 
the Shipping Board were fabricated for 
certain special purposes such as the 
carrying of aeroplanes, munitions and 
machinery, and therefore cannot be so 
readily adapted to the carrying of ordi¬ 
nary commerce. At that some of the 
wooden ones wil! be worthless, as indi¬ 
cated by the fact that a few tipped 
over before the engines w*ere installed 
in them. Mondell said he had no doubt 
that some use would be found for the 
wooden ships, if sold very cheaplv. He 
stated that after the completion of the 
government’s program for the next 
year and a half, the tonnage of the en¬ 
tire world before the European war will 
be exceeded by 5,000,000 tons. Yet half 
of the expenditure will be taken up in 
unnecessary loss. 

“We have here another illustration of 
what great mistakes people may make 
bv entering into great programs with¬ 
out careful consideration," said Mon¬ 
dell. In the desire to accomplish great 
things under the spur and stress of war 
the mark w’as overshot, I am not 
blaming anybody in particular for sug¬ 
gesting it. I should not like, however, 
to be the man who ought to be made 
responsible for some of the gross mis¬ 
management under It. Some folks 
ought to be brought to account for the 
waste and loss "

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Why Freedom Is Being Asked 

For Pastor Russell’s Followers 


To the Public: 

The case of United States vs. J. F. 
Rutherford et al. is the fruits of re¬ 
ligious intolerance, the war and at¬ 
tending excitement furnished the op¬ 
portunity for the perpetration of a 
great wrong aginst the defendants 
and the association members in gen¬ 
eral was worked up on the theory 
that they were German agents, 
spreading German propaganda.Noth- 
ing was ever more false. 

About 1875 the late Pastor Russell 
joegan to gather around him Chris¬ 
tian people, who came from all de¬ 
nominations, Catholic and Protes¬ 
tant, which resulted in the organiza¬ 
tion of what is known throughout 
the world by the generic title Inter¬ 
national Bible Students’ Association, 
which is devoted exclusively to re¬ 
ligious work. The principle govern¬ 
ing the religious organization (and 
which may be called a creed), con¬ 
sists of the Bible us interpreted by 
Pastor Russell in his writing and 
publications. 

From 1884 until his detail in lblG, 
Pastor Russell edited and published 
The Watch Tower, a semi-monthly 
publication, devoted exclusively to Bi¬ 
ble teachings. In 188(5 he published 
volume 1 of his Bible Commentaries 
and in the preface o* that volume 
announced that there would be seven 
volumes of the commentaries to be 
complete with tne seventh volume. 
He w’rote much of the matter for vol¬ 
ume?, but died without having pub¬ 
lished it, saying on his deathbed that 
someone else would complete that 
work. At a representaitve meeting 
of the 1. B. S. A. throughout the 
*<d Joseph F. Rutherford was elec- 
successor to Pastor Russell as 
*tfsident of that religious society, 
and during the tirst year of his ad¬ 
ministration volume 7, “The Finished 
Mystery,” was published. A few' 
isolated pages in this book formed 
the basis for the prosecution of Ruth¬ 
erford and his associates, resulting in 
their incarceration in the United 
States penitentiary. The charge in 
the indictment was a conspiracy to 
cause insubordination, disloyalty and 
mutiny in the army and navy.brought 
under the war measure knowm as the 
espionage act. The character of these 
men and their conduct and habits pri¬ 
or to as w'ell as following the war, 
will bear upon the question of intent 
with which any act or thing as charg¬ 
ed was done. 

Those Under Arrest. 

Joseph F. Rutherford a prominent 
and able lawyer, became interested 
in the writings of Pastor Russell, lie 
finally consecrated himself to the 
Lord, and in 1907 he gave up a large 
and lucrative practice and went on 
the lecture platform under the aus¬ 
pices of the above religious associa¬ 
tion. Being a man of some financial 
means, he gave his services free, sup¬ 
porting himself and family out of his 
own private funds, besides donating 
money to aid in carrying on the work 
of the society lie made three exten¬ 
ded lecture tours of Great Britain and 
continental Europe, visited the Holy 
Land, Egypt and other places of Bib¬ 
lical interest, and was heard by many 
thousands. He has lectured to capac¬ 
ity houses in all the larger cities of 
America lie spent eleven years ex¬ 
clusively in this religious work, and 
ft the time of his arrest was dili¬ 
gently directing the work of this 
great religious society exactly along 
the same lines his predecessor had 
pursued for forty years previous. He 
is doubtless the best known layman 
Bible lecturer in the world.He is one 
of the editorial writers of The Watch 
Tower. lie was Pastor Russell's 
close personal friend and associate. 

W. E. Van Am burgh for more than 
fifteen years has held the position of 
secretary and treasurer of this re¬ 
ligious society and has devoted the 
best years of his life to Christian 
work. 

C. J. Woodworth and Georgo H. 
Fisher, both of Scranton, Pa., for 
many years have been active mem¬ 
bers of the I. B. S. A., and co-la- 
oorers of Pastor Russell. Both men 
>t splendid ability aside from their 
wide knowledge of the Bible. After 
he death of Pastor Russell these two 
Tentlemen were assigned the task of 
preparing for publication volume 7 
of the studies in the Scriptures and 
known at “The Finished Mystery.” 
Mr. Fisher is also a member of the 
board of directors of this religious 
society and associate editor of The 
Watch Tower. 

F. H. Robinson, associate editor of 
The Watch Tower, is also a lecturer 
of wide reputation. A. H. MacMil 
lan and R. J. Martin are Bible lec¬ 
turers well known throughout Amer¬ 
ica. Mr. MacMillan was a member 
of the board of directors, wdiile Mr. 
Martn was office manager of the so¬ 
ciety which employed a large num¬ 
ber of Christian men and women in 
its W’ork. G. DeCecca w'as engagc*d 
as teacher and lecturer for Italian 
members of this religious organiza¬ 
tion. 

All these men are fully consecrat¬ 
ed to the Lord and His cause and 
have each been exclusively engaged 

in this work from ten to twenty years. 

Some idea can be gained of the 
scope of this association's work 
when we are reminded that its publi¬ 
cations of which Pastor Russell was 
the author attained to a wider circu¬ 
lation than any hook ever published 
aside from the Bible. Many million 
volumes of these books are in the 
hands of the people. 

Many years bt fore the war an¬ 
nouncement had beer made that vol¬ 
ume 7 of the abov« series would ex¬ 
plain the prophetic books of the Bi¬ 
ble known as Ezekiel and Revela¬ 
tion, and tor this reason thousands 
of persons who had the preceding 
volumes were eagerly looking for the 
seventh, with the result that before 
the first edtion was one week old 
more than thirty thousand volumes 
had been delivered. 

When Book Was Printed. 
Messrs. Woodworth and Fisher 
began the preparation of manuscript 
for The Finished Mystery in Decem¬ 


ber, 1916, and in March, 1917, had 
about completed it The United 

States entered the war in April, 
1917. The selective service h»w was 
passed May 18, 1917, and espionage 
law June 15, 1917. The manuscript 
for The Finished Mystery was in the 
hands of the printer on June 7, 1917, 
and the first edition of the book was 
issued July 17, 1917. Within nine 
months the demand was so great that 
850,000 volumes had been issued, 
with another edition of one million 
six hundred thousand on the press. 

For thirty years prior to the pub¬ 
lication of The Finished Mystery 
Pastor Russell repeatedly i.hrj.igh 
his books and The Watch Tower 
proved that the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy is the anti-Christ, so 
prominently named in tne Bible. He 
and the association have always 
held that there are millions of hon¬ 
est Christians in churches, Catholic 
and Protestant, but that many of 
the clergy keep the people in blind- 
nes. llis second, third and fourth 
vloumes contain the most complete 
exposure of the papacy from the 
Scriptural standpoint that has ever 
been published This he did not out 
of ill will, but that the people might 
be relieved of religious hypocrites 
and parasites. This aroused against 
him and his associates the deadly 
hatred of the Catholic hierarchy. He 
also showed from the Bible that 
there are many Protestant clergy¬ 
men who used their religion for a 
cloak, deceived their congregations 
and walked hand in hand with tin* 
Catholic rulers. This arrayed against 
him this class of dishonest Protes¬ 
tant as well as Catholic clergymen. 
He was persecuted to his death. 

For many years past the 1. B. S. A. 
annually distributed among the peo¬ 
ple, free of charge, millions of pa¬ 
pers and tracts containing sermons 
of Pastor Russell. The Bible Stu¬ 
dents’ Monthly being one of tnese, 
was published in many languages. 
This practice of free distribution of 
Bible Students’ Monthly continued 
after Pastor Russell death. Early 
in January, 1918, The Bible btu- 
dents’ Alontnly containig tho arti¬ 
cle “The hall of Babylon’ to tne num¬ 
ber of ten million were distributed. 
It contained excerpts from The F in- 
lshed Mystery, especially the proph¬ 
ecies oi Ezekiel and Revelations with 
reference to tne Catholic hierarchy. 
This brought to the officers of the 1. 
B. S. A. through tne mail many 
threats from Catnolics in many pans 
—threats of arson, murder, etc. Par¬ 
ticularly were these threats made 
aganist Mr. Rutherford. 

No Money From Germany. 

The latter part of February, 1918, 
secret service men seized tne books 
of tne treasurer of this Bible asso¬ 
ciation on the pretext that the asso¬ 
ciation was carrying on propaganda 
with German money. For five weeks 
their experts examined those booxs 
and found not one cent came from 
German sources. They were stung 
with disappointment and limited an¬ 
other lead. 

Borne few years before a friend 
had presented Pastor Russell with a 
small wireless receiving instrument. 
There never was a sending instru¬ 
ment with it. When the United 
States entered the war the police of 
New York gave notice that all wire¬ 
less instruments should be stored 
away. The one in question was stor¬ 
ed away in April, 1917, all equipment 
buing at that time completely remov¬ 
ed, but in fact was broken and totally 
out of commission long before that. 
VV hen the secret service men seized 
the books as above stated they call¬ 
ed for the wireless, it was brought 
out of storage, the dust removed and 
the officers took it away. Although 
they knew the instrument was useless 
was only a receiving instrument at 
best, with no sender at all, and no 
equipment, yet they had the press 
association send and publish all over 
the world a message that a powerful 
wireless capable of sending a mes¬ 
sage across the Atlantic had been 
discovered on the building of the I 
B. S. A., and doubtless used by them 
to communicate with the Germans 
and which had been seized at night 
by federal officers. The Knights of 
Coumbus saw to it that this dispatch 


law, and declared their readiness to 
print a new’ edition omitting the ob¬ 
jectionable features. Tfie department 
of justice would only reply: “It is 
not our duty to advise anyone but 
government officials. We prosecute 
violators of the law’.” Finally the 
interview ended by the representative 
of the department of justice saying: 
“If the association cared to do so it 
might have its attorneys take up the 
matter with them.” A few clays later 
the attorneys of the association called 
at the department of justice with the 
result as was thought, that the mat¬ 
ter would be dropped, and the ar¬ 
rest of colporteurs cease. Attorneys 
advised the association accordingly. 

But the arrest of young women 
and young men continued and many 
were thrown in jail without bond and 
without formal charge or trial. The 
Catholic agents, through the press, 
were busy working up public senti¬ 
ment, publishing and republishing 
the wireless lie and other false state¬ 
ments such as “Hun Agents,” “Hun 
Propaganda,” etc. Naturally, this 
led to mob violence. Bible classes 
and religious meetings were broken 
up, the teachers and leaders chased 
from one town to another by mobs 
headed often by men who claimed to 
be officers of the law’, some being 
tarred and feathered, while others 
were beaten and cruelly used. Prop¬ 
erty and books w’ere seized without 
warrant and many deeds of violence 
were done. This continued until the 
Sth day of May, 1918, w’hon Joseph 
F Rutherford. W F. Van Am burgh, 
C. J. Woodworth, George H. Fisher, 
A. H. MacMillan, F\ H. Robison, R. 
J. Martin and G. DeCecca were in¬ 
dicted and arrested. The indictment 
charged that defendants some time 
between April (», 1917, and May 8, 
1918, had unlawfully conspired and 
agreed together to cause insubordina¬ 
tion, mutiny and disobedience in the 
army and navy of the United States. 
The overt acts charged being the pub¬ 
lication of “The Finished Mystery” 
and writing letters to young men sub¬ 
ject to military draft. 

The case went to trial June 5, 1918. 
By that time excitement over the w’ar 
was at fever heat and it seemed but 
necessary to charge one with being 
in league with the enemy in order to 
secure his conviction. There was 
no possibility of deferring the trial 
even for sufficient time for defend¬ 
ants to prepare their case. The court 
room was frequented by many Cath¬ 
olic priests and Knights of Columbus 
throughout the trial, and it was clear¬ 
ly to be seen that the stage was set 
for the drama and the Catholics and 
their aides would have their victims 
as in the ancient inquisition. 

The government proved not one 
thing showing a conspiracy among 
defendants. “The Finished Mystery 
was offered in evidence and the few 
pages that had been removed read, 
out the court would no: permit the 
whole book to be read to the jury, 
which if read would convince them 
that the book is what it claims, an 
explanation of the Bible. 

Principles ol 1. H. S. A. 

fi:e principles of tne 1. B. S. A. as 
set forth in the writings of Pastor 
Russell, and in harmony with the Bi¬ 
ble, prevent its consecrated members 
from engaging in war.

B. S. A. went to Washing¬ 
ton and had a lengthy nterview with 
a representative of the department 
of justice, and repeatedly requested

conscientious objectors, advising them 
to be obedient to the officers and ac¬ 
cept and perform non-combatant ser¬ 
vice as defined by the president, and 
many of them did so 

The charge in the indictment is that 
defendants entered into a conspiracy 
—an unlawful agreement—to hinder 
the progress of the war by causing 
insubordination, mutiny and disohe- j 
dience in the army and navy. Net 
one w’ord of evidence w r as produced 
showing any such agreement or con¬ 
spiracy, and all the defendants posi¬ 
tively swore that they never at any 
time had such an agreement or un¬ 
derstanding, and furthermore never 
thought of such a thing. Further, 
they stated, as Christians they fully 
accepted the Bible as God’s Word; 
that Jehovah more than 2,500 years 
ago had foretold this world war, and 
they could not as Christians even at¬ 
tempt to hinder it, their position be¬ 
ing that as followers of Jesus they 
must keep hands off. A conspiracy 
to hinder the war being positively 
against their religious convictions 
and teachings they could not think of i 
such a thing. 

Evidence Circumstantial. 

The prosecution to establish a con¬ 
spiracy relied on circumstantial evi- j 
dence, namely, the publication and j 
wide circulation of The Finished Mys¬ 
tery, the B. M. S., and writing of let¬ 
ters. To warrant a conviction the 
jury must find that defendants pub¬ 
lished and distributed this Bible lit¬ 
erature with the intent or purpose j 
of interfering with the army ami na¬ 
vy; when, in fact, this Association 
had been engaged in the same w’ork : 
continuously for nearly forty years ' 
before the war. The Finished Mys¬ 
tery was promised and expected as 
early as 188(5 and was practically all 
written before the war The number 
of volumes issued is fully explained 
by the fact that the preceding vol- ; 
umes of the series had a far great¬ 
er circulation than had been reached 
by The Finished Mystery, and those 
having the other preceding volumes | 
would naturally take the seventh,The ; 
Finished Mystery. 

The B. M. S. containing the Fall of 
Babylon, had not a word that could j 
be construed in violation of the Es¬ 
pionage law, but it contained an ad¬ 
vertisement of The Finished Mystery ; 
and it was claimed for this reason j 
it was part of the conspiracy, when 
in truth it was put out in pursuance 1 
of the policy of the Association fol¬ 
lowed for years. The real feature 
of it that caused the trouble but 
which could not be claimed as violat- , 
ing the law was that this B. S. M. ' 
exposed the fallacy of Romanism as 
set forth in prophecy, and predicted 
its downfall. 

Shortly before the indictment, the 
Bible Students’ Association issued i 
another paper, the Kingdom News 
No. 3, in which the proof was adduc¬ 
ed that ambitious Roman Catholics 
supported by some of their dupes 
among Protestant clergy, were at¬ 
tempting to get control of American 
institutions, and producing the fur¬ 
ther proof that such is “The Seed of 
the Serpent” as described in the Bi¬ 
ble, and that these men composing 
liie Catholic machine would resort to 
persecution of anyone who dared to 
get in their way. 

The case came on for trial in June, 
191*. when the excitement was at its 
highest point concerning the war. 
Many sober, fair-minded persons who 
heard the testimony declared a con¬ 
viction impossible. Before defend¬ 
ants could be guilty it must Ik* proven 
and found that they entered into an 
agreement or conspiracy to cause in¬ 
subordination, disloyalty and refusal 
of duty in the military service of the 
l nited States, and to accomplish this 
purpose that they published The F in¬ 
ished Mystery and wrote letters with 
the intent to cause insubordination 
disloyalty and refusal of duty, and 
this must be proven by evidence be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt There was 
no evidence whatever that defend¬ 
ants entered into any agreement or 
conspiracy to cause insubordination, 
disloyalty and refusal of duty, there¬ 
fore the court left it to the* jury to 
infer such conspiracy from the mere 
fact of publishing The Finished Mys¬ 
tery and the writing of a few letters 
answering questions concerning the 
draft. On the other hand, the evi¬ 
dence was undisputed that The Fin¬ 
ished Mystery was published as the 
result of an arrangement of the As¬ 
sociation made thirty years before i 
the war, and the sole intent in pub¬ 
lishing it was to explain the Bible, 
and there was no thought in th» 
minds of the defendants to interfere 
with the war. If these men are guil¬ 
ty. then Pastor Russell was guilty 
because the design to publish this 
book originated in his mind as early 
as 1886, and all the members of the 
International Bible Students* Associ- ; 
at ion would be guilty because they 
looked forward to the time when they . 
could have and disribute the book, 
and they did distribute it when pub¬ 
lished. It is really unthinkable that 
men could be convicted in America of 
a crime basedupon such evidence. The 
jury returned a verdict of guilty and 
defendants were sentenced to 20 
years’ imprisonment. 

In pronouncing sentence Judge 
Howe said. “Preachers of religion 
when sincere are more dangerous and 
therefore the only reasonable thing 


taking up of arms. They were guil¬ 
ty plainly of having urged men to 
follow what they considered the 
teachings of the Lord and to apply 
literally the commandment, “Thou 
shalt not kill.” So the jury could 
do nothing less than find them guilty 
of having violated the statutes of the 
country whatever may be the cor¬ 
rectness or incorrectness of their at¬ 
titude toward the moral and religious 
law. We trust that teachers of re¬ 
ligion everywhere will take notice of 
this judge’s opinion that teaching any 
religion save that which is absolutely 
in accord w’ith statute laws is a grave 
crime which is intensified, if, being 
a minister of the gospel, you should 
still happen to be sincere There is 
no doubt that Judge Howe made his 
sentences severe enough; they are 
about double those imposed by the 
kaiser upon the socialists who have 
been trying to upset his wicked re¬ 
gime and three times longer than 
many sentences imposed upon would- 
be regicides. 

Defendants appealed their case im- I 
mediately and applied for bail pend- j 
ing appeal, but bail was denied. 
These gentlemen have been in prison 
since June 20, 1918, and their case is i 
not yet heard. Shortly after the at- 1 
torney, a Knight of Columbus, who 
began and went through w ith the i 
prosecution was given a gold medal 
on which was engraved the coat of 
a. ms of the United States. Doubt-i 
iess it came from his Catholic admir¬ 
ers. This same attorney has delayed 
the hearing of the appeal by holding 
up the record in the case for some ( 
months while defendants linger be¬ 
hind prison bars. 

Has it come to the point in Amer¬ 
ica that high, noble-minded, peacea¬ 
ble Christian gentlemen can be rail¬ 
roaded into prison and denied bail , 
pending their appeal because they 
dare to tell the truth as they see it? 
Will America tolerate religious per¬ 
secution such as Rome practiced dur¬ 
ing the period of the wicked inquisi¬ 
tion ? 

Since the trial of these men there 
has been a studied effort on the part 
of certain officials to keep the facts 
out of the papers. Even The Watch 
Tower, the offical organ of the Inter¬ 
national Bible Students, was warned 
by secret service agents that noth¬ 
ing must Ik* published favorable to the 
defendants. The purpose seems to be 
to bury these men in prison, deny 
them their constitutional rights and 
hold them there and keep the public 
in ignorance of the facts. These men 
are not criminals in any sense of the 
word. They are Christian gentlemen 
of the highest type, yet are com¬ 
pelled to daily associate with crimi¬ 
nals of the vilest kind. They are 
taken away from their Christian 
work, to which they have given their 
lives, and shut up in prison, there to 
slowly die, and for what reason? Be¬ 
cause their views of the Bible hon¬ 
estly and sincerely expressed do not 
conform to those of some others. 
These men are true patriots because 
they have without money and with¬ 
out price devoted their lives to the 
welfare of their fellowmen. Their 
imprisonment is unjust, un-American 
and unrighteous. The very rights 
for which the fathers of this repub¬ 
lic fought are denied these men.Even 
if their religion did interfere with the 
car (whch is scarcely conceivable), 
the war has ended. 

Why should they suffer further? 
Is it the desire to make martyrs of 
them to satisfy the grasping and 
intolerant sprit of Romanism and her 
allies? The liberty-loving people 
should demand the immediate release 
of these Christians. If they can be 
held in prison then the principles of 
religious liberty have ceased to ex¬ 
ist in America. 

Let every liberty-loving American, 
regardless of his own religious be¬ 
lief but who favors open and fair 
dealing, call upon the powers that be 
to immedately release these gentle¬ 
men and let them go out to serve 
the hundreds of thousands of Chris¬ 
ta u people who desire and need their 
aid and comfort.

With the due date for Income Taxes 
only a few weeks away, the collection 
of this far-reaching tax on 1918 In¬ 
comes has started off with a bang. 
Everybody is figuring income tax. 

Payments and sworn statements of 
Income must reach Internal Revenue 
offices on or before March 15, and there 
are severe i**nulties for delinquency. 

Residents of Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware should make their returns and 
pay their taxes to Joshua W. Miles, 
Oolleotor of Internal Revenue, Balti¬ 
more, M<L, or to any of his deputy 
collectors who are now doing free ad¬ 
visory work oq Income Tax. 

f, Pay your Income Tax tiy March 
15,” is the slogan of the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Bureau, which has sent every 
available officer Into the field to help 
the public to understand the require- 
uients and to prepare the returns. 

Who Must MaNe Return. 

It is estimated that many thousands 
of single and married persons in this 
section of tho United States who have 
never lK»fore made unnual returns are 
required to do so this year. 

Income tax returns must be made 
between now and March 15 by persons 
who come under the following classifi¬ 
cations : 

Any unmarried person whose 1018 
not income vtils $1,000 or over. Wid¬ 
ows ami widowers, divorcees and nmx- 
ri<*d persona who are living upart from 
their husUinds or wives, are for the 
purposes of the Income Tux classed as 
unma rricA 

Any nuirriod person living with wife 
or husband whoso 1918 net Income was 
$2,000 or over. The income of both 
husband and wife must Ik? considered, 
together with the earnings of minor 
children, if any. 

Revenue Bureau Offers Aid. 

Each person in tlK? United States 
who is in either of tiiese classifications 
must get busy at once if penalties are 
to Ik* avoided. He should secure a 
blank Bonn 10K> A for reporting net 
income up to $5,000, or Form 1O40 if 
his net income exceedtnl that amount. 
Forms are being distributed by Collec¬ 
tors and their I >eputies, also by banks. 
By following the Instructions on the 
forms a correct return can be prepared 
at home. If a person needs advice or 
aid, the Ia*puty Collectors In the fiel 
will furnish this without charge. 

The new Revenue law places the 
come Tux duty on citizens and 
dents. The Internal Revenue Ru 
is sending its men to work right w 
tho public to get Hk* tax and the re¬ 
turns In. With active co-operation 
every tax due March 15 will be paid 
and every return required by law will

Exemptions Arc Allowed. 

A stngk* person is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,000. If he is support¬ 
ing In his household relatives who are 
dependent ujv>n him he may claim the 
status of the h«*nd of a family who has 
the same exemption as if married 

A nmrr!**d person who lives with 
wife or husband is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. The head of a 
family is entitled to claim a similar 
personal exemption. 

An additional exemption of $200 is 
allowed for each person under eight¬ 
een or incapable nf self support who 
was dependent upon and received his 
chief support from tin* taxpayer. 

A husband and wife living together 
are entitled to but one personal ex¬ 
emption of $2,000. If they make sep¬ 
arate returns the exemption may be 
claimed by either or divided. 

Accuracy Required. 

Absolute accuracy is necessary in 
making up Income figures. Any per¬ 
son who Is working for wages should 
find out exactly how much ho received 
during the whole year 11118. Fees, 
bank interest, bond Interest, dividends, 
rents received and all other items 
must ho reported correctly. Mere 
guesses nre not accepted, for they are 
unjust alike to tho taxpayer and the 
Government and defeat the proper ad¬ 
ministration of the law.

Although the relation of the act of 
chewing the cud to the nuturul process 
of digestion In cattle Is probably quite 
generally understood, the United 
States department of agriculture fre- 
iiuetly receives Inquiries concerning 
the proper treatment for cattle which 
have “lust their cud,” the impression 
apparently being that the cud is some¬ 
thing which can mechanically disap¬ 
pear, and when so lost must be re¬ 
placed In order to restore the animal 
to health. 

Is a Natural Proces*. 

Rumination or chewing the cud is a 
natural process in connection with the 
digestion of cattle and other ruminant 
animals. In ruminants the food when 
first taken into the stomach is im¬ 
perfectly chewed, and is returned to 
the mouth for remasticutlon. This re¬ 
turned hall of food is termed “the , 
cud.” 

.x> called loss of cud, the department 
explains, Is simply a suspension 
chewing, frequently one of the first 
indications of siekness in any kind of 
ruminant animals, since ruminants 
generally stop chewing tin* cud when , 
feeling out of condition. Any condi¬ 
tion affecting the general health of 
cattle may result In suspension of 
chewing, and there Is almost certain to 
he an interruption of this process 
when there is any pronounced dis¬ 
turbance of digestion.

Placing wads of hay in tin* mouth, 
the use of salt pork, and similar meth¬

BIG GAIN IN POTATO YIELD 


Production P^r Acre is Thirty Six Per 
Cent Higher Than That of 
Twenty Years Ago. 

(Prepared by ‘ho Unit'd States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The yield of potatoes per acre Is 
gradually increasing in this country,- 
ns shown by the records of the bureau 
of crop estimates of the United States 
department of agriculture. During 
1S0IM874 the average annual yield per 
acre was 01 bushels, but the average 
markedly declined to 71.3 bushels In 
1883-1804. perceptible recovery was 
made in tin* following ten-year period 
und a much larger recovery, rising 
to u new high-water mark, was reach¬ 
ed in 1905-1914, with Its average yield 
of 1)7 bushels per acre. 

In 20 years the productivity of the 
average potato acre increased 30 per 
cent. This Increase is due to various 
causes, among which are greater spe¬ 
cialisation of production, more inten¬ 
sive treatment, and higher fertility of 
the soil. The ten-year average yield 
of 07 bushels per acre In 1905-1914 
was followed by 90.3 bushels In 1915, 
80.5 bushels In the v«'ry low year 1910, 
and 100.8 bushels In 1917. 

Compared with population, the yield 
of potatoes per acre decline! from 
1800-1774 to 1903-1914. The gain of 
production per capita in recent years 
has been more h(*cause of Increased 
acreage than because of increased pro¬ 
duction per acre.

Frosted and decayed potatoes hove 
been found in trials conducted by the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture to be entirely capable of produc¬ 
ing acceptable and frequently normal 
yields of clean, white starch of good 
quality. Much of this material ap¬ 
pears to possess a potential value for 
the production of sizing starch afr 
proxitnqtlng that of the stock at pres¬ 
ent used for this purpose. The me¬ 
chanical difficulties In recovery frem 
decayed pulp are sometimes greater 
and sometimes less than from normal 
stork. Modified procedure ndnpt* d to 
these abnormal pulps doubtless could 
be devised, department specialists 
say, hut there seems to he no reason 
why the present method might not he 
applied profitably In the meantime in 
the production of sizing starch In fac¬ 
tories nt the large shipping centers 
Installed to Utilize the great quanti¬ 
ties of frozen and decayed potatoes 
arriving during the fall and winter. 
This would turn to profitable account 
large supplies at present without 
value, hut which are a serious burden 
of expense since to their cost of pro¬ 
duction must he added transportation 
and dumping charges.

WATERING COWS IN WINTER 

Water Should Be Twenty Degrees 
Above Freezing Point—Animals 1 

Need Ampin Amount. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture > 

All anirnuN require plenty »»f good 
pure water. This is especially true of 
Ihc milking cow. ns water constitute* 
more than three-fourths »>f the total 
vt#lume of milk. The water supply, 
therefore, demands the dairyman's 
most careful attention. Stale or im¬ 
pure water Is distasteful to the cow 
and she will not drink enough for max¬ 
imum milk production. Such water 
may also carry disease germs which 
might make the milk unsafe for hu¬ 
man consumption or he dangerous to 
the cow herself. During the winter, 
when cows are stabled tin* greater part 
of the time, they should he watered 
two or three time* a day unless ar¬ 
rangements have been made to keep 
water before them at nil times. The 
water should, if possible, he 13 or 20 
degrees above the freezing point, and 
should h«* supplied at practically the 
same temperaturejevery day. When 
water well above freezing temperature 
is stored in tanks and piped directly 
to the cow. there Is probably little oe- 
cuslon for facilities to warm it. When 
It stands in a tank on which Ice often 
forms. It usually pays well to warm It 
slightly. This can he done by n tank 
heater, hv live st^nm, nr by hot water 
from a holler. If a holler Is used for 
running a separator or for heating 
water to wash and sterilize utensil 
steam from it can readily and cheaply 
he used to warm the water.

Returning Army to Civil Life 
Brings Problems Unlike 
Those in U. S. 


WORKSHOPS ARE WIPED OUT 


Labor Readjustment Is Subject of 
Greater Importance in France 
Than in Any Other Bel¬ 
ligerent Country. 

Paris.—Bead just ment of labor after 
demobilization looms as the biggest 
after-the-war question in France. 

A committee of members of the 
French chamber of deputies has offi¬ 
cially asked the government what 
steps toward labor recuuatt uction are 
to be taken. 

Appointment of a commission to 
study tiie question has Just been an¬ 
nounced. 

Labor readjustment is a subject of 
greater importance in France than in 
any other belligerent country—outside 
of Belgium, perhaps—because so many 
factories and commercial enterprise* 
have been destroyed by the war. 

When the soldiers are demobilized 
a great number will not be able to 
return to the work in which they were 
engaged before the war. Their work¬ 
shops have been wiped out. 

Many others who have been em¬ 
ployed mi war work in munitions 
plants will be thrown out of employ¬ 
ment. For siicli concerns will have to 
shut down while they adapt them¬ 
selves, many of them slowly, to u 
peace-time line of manufacture. 

Another class of men, who have 
been away at the front four years, 
will find no places open because they 
have been replaced by other labor— 
women, in numerous cases. 

The government faces the problem* 
of having more men on its hands than 
if lias Jobs A quick solution is im¬ 
perative, according to the view of 
prominent labor leaders. 

“Every other country except France 
bus thought about this matter," said 
pole. 

Emmanuel Brousse, a French deputy 
nd a member of the newly appointed 
labor adjustment commission. 

“Britain has been working on the 
; or question for a long tune. Twen¬ 


ty-five commissions composed of spe¬ 
cialists in various lines have prepared 
a solution. 

“Germany had Its after-war program 
definitely mapped out. First the men 
who in civil life were engaged in such 
occupations ns technical, commercial, 
industrial, financial and transport 
were to be freed from army service. 
Other kinds of workmen were to be 
demobilized success! vely. 

“France must not lose n moment in 
mapping out its labor readjustment 
plan. Otherwise there will be a social 
catastrophe.'* 

Labor leaders in France point also 
to the preparations In America for 
distributing farming land to d-mobil¬ 
ized soldiers. But they remark that 
tills method of finding something for 
the ex-soldier to do is closed to the 
French. 

France lots no vast unoccupied lands , 


as the United States has. except In Its 
northern African colonies. All of 
France Is cultivated intensively, leav¬ 
ing none for reclamation by demobil¬ 
ized soldiers. And it is calculated 
that few will want to leave their own 
country for the purpose of coloniza¬ 
tion. 

G. If. Roberts. British minister of 
labor, recently discussed this subject 
before an audience of British soldiers 
at tin* British Army and Navy Leave 
club in Burls. 

The British minister said temporar¬ 
ily unemployment difficulties of demo¬ 
bilized soldiers would be met by » 
fre»* out-of-work donation covering a 
period of 12 months after discharge. 
This will he additional to the month’s 
furlough given each man on his dis¬ 
charge, during which time pay and al¬ 
lowances are to he continued. 

The skilled workman among British 
soldiers, Roberts said, is safeguarded 
by the munitions of war act, giving 
him the assurance of reinstatement in 
employment. Committees, lie said, 
would establish employment agencies 
in all cities and everything possible 
would be done to make labor resettle¬ 
ment as speedy and smooth as possi¬ 
ble.

Shortage of Necessary Drugs One of 
Reasons for Heavy Death 
Rate. 

Laredo, T«*x.—-According to reliable 
Information brought here by arrival* 
from various portions of M*»\lco, the 
present epidemic of Spanish influenza 
in that country has been the most fa¬ 
tal epidemic In the history of Mexico, 
the death rate exceeding that caused 
by any previous epidemic of typhus, 
yellow fever or smallpox. The under¬ 
takers of Mexico were caught in the 
Influenza epidemic without practically 
iny supply of cofilns or caskets on 
hand, and even the old custom of rent¬ 
ing caskets for burial purposes only, 
after which the body Is removed at 
the grave and placed In a pine box. 
had to be abandoned, as some of the 
wealthier class wen* hurled in caskets 
that w**re formerly used for rental pur¬ 
poses only. 

In Mexico City it Is estimated that 
• at* least 40,1*10 cases of influenza were 
in that city the middle of October, 
many cases developing Into pneumonia 
and causing several thousand deaths, 
these latter being mostly among the 
poor people who contracted the disease 
and were compelled to lie down on 
the dirt floors of their jackals and 
liter.* contracted pneumonia and died.

But the 
battering fire of our gun* on the open¬ 
ing morning of the Argonnc utta< k | 
and the response from German art 11 
lory after we had captured the town 
laid the old church In ruin*, flattened 
out the modern dwellings along the 
river and sent strong buildings In the 
center of the town sprawling.

1:1-19. 

Be strong and of good courage; be 
not afTrighted. neither be thou dismay¬ 
ed: for Jehovah thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. Josh. 1:9.

The Servant ok Moses. 

Moses, the nation builder, was also a 
man builder. Thru all these years when 
he was putting into the lives of the 
children the principles that would make 
them able to excell their fathers he 
was picking individuals for special 
duties. Directly under his hand was 
Hoshea renamed Joshua who serve i 
him in whatever capacity he desired. 
Was it the patient watcher at the foot 
of Horeh? Was it to lead the armv 
against Amelek 9 Was it to dare the 
peril of being a spy? Was it to serve 
in the Tabernacle? Whatever of per 
aonal or national service that Moses 
needed done Joshua was his selection. 
He does not appear to have extraordi¬ 
nary talent other than his faithfulness 
yet the constant exercise of what he 
possessed brought him plodding into the 
goal that the brilliant but erratic men 
desired. Moses could pour into him h ; s 
passion and he would listen, could di¬ 
rect him to a task and he would do, so 
that thru these forming years he was 
the intimate of the great leader as not 
even Aaron was and the title he hears 
more than any other is that of servant 
The great national drama opens with 


the slaves exit from Egypt, it closes 
with the picture drawn by Balaam of 
the host of warriors in whose camp is 
the Bhout of a king. Then Moses pas * 
es from the stage with his face turned 
wistfully toward the land he could not 
enter but before he climbed the hill he 
must settle the problem of leadership. 
It was not a new thought for him for 
wisely through tho wanderings he had 
planned lor this day and calling his ser¬ 
vants into the presence of the Assembly 
ho presents him as the chosen man who 
shall continue the work he w'as about to 
lav down. Death made room for the 
man that life had huilded. And part of 
life's large task is the preparation of 
leadership for the continuance of its 
work for had Moses failed here then all 
his work would have been scattered up¬ 
on the desert sands. The servant 
rather than the son became the mas¬ 
ter’s heir. 

The Servant of Jehovah. 

He had not sought the place hut it had 
found him because of his plodding faith¬ 
fulness in the past. Doubtless there 
was no exultation over the positicn 
since he had known so well the heart¬ 
ache that it had been to Moses so many 
times so his first experience is the 
heartening promise of Jehovah’s pres 
ence. He needed cheer so God gave it. 
First was the promise of the land that 
he would master. If he would plod 
Qver it it should he his, {Syria and 
Asia Minor seem to be included in the 
plan and if Israel had held that high¬ 
way the nations possessed hy the Hit- 
tite they might have been the political 
masters of their world. Victory was 
the second thing and service that should 
bless the people was the third. A home, 
a history and a mission were the three 
things God held before his face as 
growing out of his new servitude to 
1 Himself. For again Joshua became a 
servant only this time it wa9 to the 
Most High. Not Joshua’s arm but 
God’s grace carried them across the 
Jordan, caused the walls of Jericho to 
fall and Peat down the opposition of the 
kings. As faithfully as he had obeyed 
Moses he did the will of the Lord even 
content to apparently foolish things if 
sure that God wanted a particular ac 
tion, 

1 The Servant of The Law. 

The command was surprising. It 
was not to he strong and fight a9 one 
would expect of a soldier invading an- 
; other country hut he strong to obey the 
j law. And to so learn it by daily medi¬ 
tation in it that there would be no mis- 
i understanding of its meaning but only 
the carrying out of its spirit. It is par¬ 
allelled hy Paul's injunction to the 
Christian warrior to arm fully and he 
strong to pray. It. was the inner fur 
nishing of the moralities that was the 
essential thing upon which all outer 
conquest would be based. It was the 
mastery of his ow n soul that would lead 
to the overthrow of the enemies with¬ 
out. If he were right within and his 
confidence rooted there its tlowering in 
victorious act could he left to itself. 
The ditt'ennee has been recently illus¬ 
trated by the German faith in the force 
of their armies and the allied faith in 
the rightness of their cause. No mat¬ 
ter how badly beaten they might he in 
any or all fields their faith soared tri¬ 
umphant over anything that might 
i happen there, righteousness could not 
he touched hy super-guns. But a few 
short weeks of drubbing of the army 
utterly destroyed the German faith and 
and left the nation in collapse. Joshua 
was to build a strong soul by being a 
servant to the law of soul growth as 
the hint essential to the succeasfil 
carryir g on of the enterprise. Nor has 
the condition changed today. 

Servant or Saviour. 

The servant became the saviour of 
his people. Promptly assuming the 
directions of their forces he planned for 
provisioning the host and ordered an ad 
vance within three days. With unre¬ 
mitting energy he carried on the strug¬ 
gle, his rescue of Gibeah being a chival 
rous defense of the weak against the 
strong in order that a pledge tho gained 
by trickery should not become a “scrap 
of paper.” Those were rude days and 
one may not judge the indiscriminate 
slaughter of men. women and children 
by the standards of our own forces nor 
class him as a German for doing it—it 
was the common practice of all war¬ 
fare then. Success crowned his arms. 
He had learned how to obey and so was 
fitted to command. Foch was a safe 
subordinate before reaching the place 
of General-issimo. Grant took orders 
against his own judgment sometimes 
before he reached Appomattox. It is 
not strange that the Saviour of the 
world should have been a servant first 
nqr that He should say that he who 
would he greatest should he the ser¬ 
vant of all for it is the only r jad that 
leads surely to the place of power.

This word of advice is from J«*shoo 
W. Miles, Collector of Internal Reve¬ 
nue, Baltimore, who is coUocUng the 
Income Tax in Maryland and Tiulft- 
ware. Collector Miles Is giving with¬ 
out charge every aid of his office and 
his enlureed field force to help the 
people get their payments and their 
returns In by March 15th. 

But the Income Tax men will o<* 
pull your door-bell or your cixit-taila, 
according to the Collector’s announce¬ 
ment. It is squarely up to even’ Indi¬ 
vidual to figure out hts own case and 
to get busy if he com©« within tf>e 
scope of the new Revenue law. 

Did You Earn This Much? 

Every unmarried person who re¬ 
ceived income averaging $19.i!r> a week 
during 191S and every married couple 
who Jointly received Income averaging 
$38.50 a week should secure at once 
from the nearest Deputy Col lector or 
the nearest bank a blank Form 1010 A. 
That form contains the Information be 
will need to enable him to figur** his 
correct net income and any tnx that he 
owes the Government. 

The law requires that every unmar¬ 
ried person who had a net Income of 
$1,000 or over and every married per¬ 
son whose net Income wu.* $2,000 or 
over (including the Income of huslKind 
or wife and the earnings of minor 
children, if any) must make a refurn 
on or before March 15th. And this re¬ 
quirement does not hinge on whether 
the person owes a tax. 

Taxable Income 

An Individual mast include under 
gross Income all gains, profits and In¬ 
come derived frorn salaries, wages or 
compensation for personal service of 
whatever kind and in whatever 
paid or from professions, vocations, 
business, sales or dealings In property 
of all kinds, Interest, rent, dividends 
or profits derived from any source 
whatever. Very few items of income 
are exempt. 

Deductions tnclud** ordinary and nec¬ 
essary business expenses, Interest paid 
or accrued on lndebtedneps. taxes of 
all kinds except Federal ln»'omo and 
! excess profits taxes and assse^sments 
] for local benefits, losses actually sus¬ 
tained, debts ascertained to bo worth 
less and depreciation on buildings, ma¬ 
chinery, fixtures, etc., n*ed In business. 
A further deduction Is allowed for con¬ 
tributions to corporations operated for 
religious, charitable, scientific or edu-^ 
] rational purposes or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or unlmuls ty an 
amount not exceeding l.j pef CoTji of 
the taxpayer’s net Income a* computed 
without the benefit of the contribution 
deduction. 1 

i tin taxpayer is not allowed to de¬ 
duct any personal, living or family ex¬ 
pense, any amount spent for Improving 
property or making good Its exha na¬ 
tion for which an allowance Ls claimed 
under depreciation. 

Figuring tto Tax. 

Before figuring the normal tax the 
dividends are deducted as credits from 
net Income, together with tho personal 
exemption. As In previous j’ears, divi¬ 
dends of domestic coriw»rations >ire ex¬ 
empt from normal tax when received 
by the stockholder. 

The normal tax rates for citizens 
and residents are as follows: On tho 
first $4,o00 of net Ints.nx* In excess of 
the credits the rate Is fl per cent; on 
any further taxable Income the rate is 
12 per cent. 

The .surtax rates apply to net tn- 
come of each Individual In excess of 
$5,000. The personal exemption and 
tho dividends ar»* not deductible before 
computing surtax. In the case of re¬ 
turns by husband and wife, the net 
Income of each Is considered separate¬ 
ly# In computing any vur ax that may 
be due. Form 1040 should be used for 
making returns of net Income exceed¬ 
ing $5,000, ami the instructions on that 
form will show how to figure the sur¬ 
tax.

aulfl Pjt aixm»t..‘ng like 1300.000, or 
$150 oacb—with the prediction of 
Robert widely known in Maryland 
as a lioaEi> tvnd mule auctioneer, that 
the price tar good horses will oontinue 
to be high for many months, if not 
years, ugatn call the attention ol Mary¬ 
land fciniwca to the profit there is in 
raising blooded stock -by breeding their 
farm ihhwjb to thoroughbred stallions. 

Mi fta has been chosen by the 
War J^eoj^rtniont to auction off Its sur¬ 
plus cuvutey, artillery and general util¬ 
ity Klimts and is now traveling 
through the different states, holding 
auettona tut the various military camps. 

TTw munUar of these animals which 
will be yet on the market is but a 
drop tn the bucket when compared 
with the great demand for animals 
with stromgjth and stamina for faun 
work. Experiments conducted during 
the woe, with tests made under all 
©ondteiooa, have shown that horses 
with thoroughbred blood stand hard 
work better than grade animals. 

A tost mode by W. O. Seigert, pres¬ 
ident of the West River Better Horae 
' Chib, who worked a thoroughbred 
stallion between two grade horses at 
tbs luwdeet kind of work showed that 
at the end of the day, the thoroughbred 
was ewer for more work while the 
inferior h orm^ were exhausted. 

Thie gresu possibilities for profit 
which lie before the Maryland farm¬ 
ers is being brought to thvir attention 
by the Maryland Breeding Bureau 
which, fio stimulate interest in im¬ 
proving the breed of horses In M&ry- 
land. hne offered the free use of a 
number of noted sires to those Mary¬ 
landers who will give the stallions 
proper oaro. No charge is made for 
the sorrioa, nor does the bureau reap 
any Armorial benefits—the work being 
done wokffy in its capacity as a State 
institution.

HIGHER PRICES WILL 

HURT ROADBUILDING 


Mileage to Be Less On Account of 
Increased Cost. 

While Maryland has a big roadbuild- 
mg program in prospect, the amount of 
mileage to be built this year will be re¬ 
stricted by the high prices of material, 
according to State Roads Chairman 
Frank H. Zouck. Unless there is a 
letting down of costs somewhere along 
the line, roads where there is little or 
no grading to be done will cost this 
year about $30,666 a mile. Before the 
war they cost al out ha 1 ' that sum. 

The big item in the increased cost is 
cement. Few macadam roads are any 
longer being built because of the heavy 
wear on motor trucks. Concrete is be¬ 
ing substituted whereever practicable, 
the ingredients being sand, gravel and 
cement. The cement makers seem to 
have effected a strong combination, for 
they are still holding up to war prices, 
which are several times what they 
were before the war. And it is statKl 
to be a fact that the buyer may as well 
go to one mill as to another, for no 
matter in what part of the country a 
manufacturer may be located he quotes 
exactly the same price. 

Road 9 maintenance, too, will be high 
and there does not seem to be much 
prospect of its cost being less per mile 
than it was last year. Recently State 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner E. Austin 
Baughman reported that the collections 
ofjhis office for the month of February 
amounted to $-103,322. which is almost 
double February of last year. If this 
ratio of increase keeps up throughout 
the year it wdl do much to meet the ad¬ 
vance cost of roads maintenance. 

Soldiers Forget Rules; Fail to Get 
Bonuses. 

Payment of discharged soldiers of 
the sixty-dollar bonuses authorized by 
the last Congress is being delayed by 
failure of soldiers to comply with 
the requirements of the law. 

War Department disbursing officers 
announced Saturday that thousand.- 
of soldiers had sent “true copies’’ of J 
their discharge papers and that pay- j 
ment of the bounses would be delay¬ 
ed until the original copies were rent. 
In cases where the original certifi¬ 
cates have been lost, it was stated, 
the original order for discharge must 
be submitted.

WILL KEEP OUT OF WAR 
IS NEW PLEA OF WILSON 


Warning is Like Statements in 
the Campaign of 1916. 

Washington, March 12— President 
Wilson’s warning that further wars will 
ensue unless the league of nations plan 
conceived i y British statesmen and read 
by him to the conference at Versailles 
is ratified by the United Slates is liken¬ 
ed by the fifty-one opposing Republican 
and Democratic Senators to the plea 
made by him in the campMtrn of 1916 
that unless he was re-elected peac4^ 
wuuld be impossible. 

As the Chief Executive was then ac¬ 
cused of making a specious argument in 
order to gain votes, in face of th* 
Rooseveltian demand tor preparedness 
and participation in the war against 
Germany, declaring at Shadow Lawn 
that "I am not expecting this country 
to get into war partly because 1 am 
not expecting these gentlemen to have 
a chance to make a mess of it,” and 
■-everai months earlier that he thought 
the conflict unavoidable, so now he is 
-:aid to be attempting to gain popular 
-upport for ids coming struggle with 
the Senate by landing the impression 
that unless his ideas prevail future 
w rs will result. Considerable sub¬ 
stance to this charge is four# in his ad- 
mu ion nt ih * Whit* House dinner to 
the Foreign Affairs Committees that 
the proposed league would not neces¬ 
sarily eni a':ne 1 conflict. 

That any league covenant is doomed 
which does not provide for the reten¬ 
tion by the American people of their 
full sovereignty, instead of yielding it 
to an executive council in which their 
representativee would be outvoted, was 
made certain bv the signature during 
the last hours of the session of Congress 
bv thirty-nine Senators of a resolution 
voicing approval of the principle of uni¬ 
versal peace and disarmament but firm¬ 
ly dissenting from the covenant as 
drawn up at Versailles. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Philander C. Knox and William 
F. Borah headed the list. To these 
names should be add'd those «»r six 
Democrats, including Reed, of Missouri, 
who have openly repudiated the league 
idea of the President. Six more Sena¬ 
tors of both parties are antagonistic to 
certain fundamental features of the in¬ 
strument. Ratification of the present 
form will not only fall short ot the nec- 
cessary two-thirds required by the con¬ 
stitution, hut will have against it more 
than a majority of the entire Senate of 
the new Congress elected by the people 
in November. The conclusion is be^ 
coming general in Congress, therefore, 
that unless the President greatly modi¬ 
fier the document while at Versailles he 
will be unable to make good his declar¬ 
ation that the American people are be- 
i hind the league of nation’s plan. 


Geese Flying Northward. 

Last Saturday morning at an early 
hour a large flock of wild geese was 
observed flying northward over Oak¬ 
land, and were the first geese to be 
seen this soring by those who have an 
eye slanted toward game of any and 
all kinds. A flock of wild ducks was 
also seen on the Big Yough Saturday 
by a trapper from town. Under the 
law' the killing of these birds in the 
sprng of the year is prohibited.

Agent Is Versatile Helper. 

Wldle working to Increase pork 
production, county agents have shown 
how pork could to* produ»-ed eeo- 
iioniicully; how, bv fighting disease 
particularly cholera, much lo^s could 
t»e preventt**]; and how. bv proper s *11- 
ing. jiroducers cotild dispose of tlicir 
animals to the best advantage. 

•Comity agents In Pennsylvania, 
working through farm bureaus, have 
conducted numerous demonstrations 
in the feeding of hogs, in which th *> 
showed methods worked out by e\j»er’ 
nients for making cheap gains. These 
demonstrations taught many hog 
raisers how to save at least one half 
of the gf*:iin fe«*d hill in raising hogs 
by providing green fee i throughout 
the growing season. 

Saves Wheat With Hogs. 

In a certain section of Montana, 
nearly To acres of choice wheat were 
beaten down by a hailstorm Just a 
few weeks before harvest. It looked

Iti tunny localities th" limiting fac¬ 
tor in hog raising is easy access to 
market. County agents an* solving 
this question by inducing farmers to 
market lings co operatively, thus great¬ 
ly reducing the expense to each funn¬ 
er. In Utah recently more than 1»)0 
fanners supplied Is carloads of hogs 
from sections ;17 to PO miles from a 
murk* t shipping point. The hogs were 
brought in wagons and even automo 
biles to the shipping point and were 
there handled tin ier the supervision 
of county agents. Similar work Is be¬ 
ing done by county agents or through 
farmers* organizations in many parts 
of the country.

Exports of pork products fell from 1,078.000,009 pounds In the

Although definite data are la< k ag. reports indicate a considerable re¬ 
duction in the nunihe- of swine in Europe. A representative of the 
food administration reports a reduction of 25 per cent In the United 
Kingdom. 12*4 per cent lu Italy and 49 per cent ill France. However, 
in • stlmating probable demand in Europe for American pork products 
certain factors must be borne in mind; namely, (1) large stocks now 
on hand in the United States and (2) the rapidity with which the num¬ 
ber of svvlne can be increased In Europe. Another factor of importance 
is the relatively large proportion of lard In the exports of this eoutitry 
amounting to about 50 per cent of all pork products exported in the 
five-year period from 1910 to 1911, and about 200 per cent more than 
the total quantity of beef exported. Exports of lard amounted to 481,- 
000.000 pounds In 1914, 47d,OUO.tM)0 pounds lu 1915, 427,*000 pounds 
In 1910, 445.000,000 pounds in 1917. and 392.000.000 in 1918.

Stock Raisers Confident That Thc*r 

Skulking Enemy Will Soon 3e En- 
t.rely Wiped Out. 

According t" *tr#rk r;i!*er* nnd fann 
»T* e-poeiii!lx In Kansas, the fMyote 
si* mis to b»» fust hiHNNning oxt'n*n. The 
feiuhig up of hfg pasture districts 
where practically every acre !< stock 
ed with cattle has robbed the Ue of 
Id* once free and o;m*ti range. 

Because of Ids depredn’ions on 
young and helpless •kitnestlc stock a 
bounty has in ninny places tM*en s**t 
upon Ids head and lie has long been 
a fugitive, hunted mid killed by every 
farmer and stock miser. The greater 
part of these bounties are collected in 
the spring months before the mother 
wolf has left tier ilen with h**r fam 
Uy. So persistently has the warfare 
of extermination been carried on that 
the coyotes which rear th »ir families 
in safety must be cunning Indeed. 

The coyote h is long borne a repu 
tatlon for cowardice, to sny nothing of 
other unworthy qualities, hut In the j 
opinion «»f s,»tne this Is unfair to the ; 
bea*t. llis warfare on sheep J.»ng ago 
led to the institution of coy do drives, 

especially tn th • far N 01 thi wit. Han* 

dreds of men turn out and manage 
tin* thing pretty much as Is done in 
the case of a rabbit drive, when great i 
numbers of juokrabbit* are drlv* n tn 
to a sort of corral, where they are 
killed. 

On one occasion many men nnd hoys 
in southern Idaho worked a!l day driv¬ 
ing lu the coyotes and when they, the 
men and boys, hud all converged at 
the corral they found Just one coyote 
In It, and he got away!

I Hr. DEATH RtCORD. 

WILLIAM WHITE 
One of the most prominent and old¬ 
est citizens of Garrett county died 
at his home on the farm located three 
miles south of Oakland on the 10th 
inst., after an illness of more than a 
year as the result of a stroke of pa¬ 
ralysis which he suffered about that 
time. Mr. White was oorn January 
7th, 1825, and was at the.time of his 
death aged 94 years, 2 months and 3 
days. He was reared on what is now 
known as the Henry W. Smouse farm 
and was married on June 13th, 1850, 
to Rachel Smith, and moved to the 
farm where he died in the fall of the 
same year. To the couple were born 
eight children, two of whom died in 
infancy. Two children are still living, 
Mr. R. G. White, who resides on the 
farm, and Mrs. Gaver Junkins, of 
Bayard, W. Ya., both of whom were 
at the bedside of their father when 
he passed hence. He is also survived 
by twenty grandchildren and fifteen 
greatgrandchildren. His wife died 
July 27th, 1904, at the age of 77. 
The deceased was one of the oldest 
members of the Oakland M. E. church 
having allied himself with the local 
congregation upon its organization 
by the late Col. Isaac McCarty in an 
old log house at the home of the late 
George Loar in April, 1S29. From the 
formation of the Sunday school by 
Col. McCarty grew the organization 
of the church in the community, and 
a few years later the place of worship 
was moved to the school house- on 
the McCarty farm. About the year 
1840 the first church building in t ’is 
section of the c untry waserccted on 
what is now known as the old Metho¬ 
dist burying ground, where Mr. White 
was a faithful and consistent membt r 
until about the year 1852, when the 
building was torn down ana the best 
of the timber brought to Oakland 
and used in the construction of t : «* 
original church here. So far as it is 
known Mr. White was the last sur¬ 
viving member of the first organi¬ 
zation of the church and Sunday 
school in this section and was the 
oldest member of St. Paul’s M. E. 
church of Oakland. 

He was always interested in the 
home community and town; he loved 
his home, his family and nis church; 
he was the childrens’ friend and the 
older man’s counsellor. He loved na¬ 
ture and all it taught and he always 
tried to give everyone with whom he 
came in contact a taste of joy and 
blessing that only the knowledge of 
Christian experience can impart. He 
died a triumphant life, and often ex¬ 
pressed a sure hope of the joy in the 
beyond. The pastor often visited 
him and it was an inspiration to do 
so. The funeral services were con¬ 
ducted by Rev. W. M. Shultz at th'* 
home of the deceased yesterday af¬ 
ternoon and his remains were laid to 
rest in the Lower cemetery. The 
community is poorer, but heaven is 
richer.

S THE anniversary of the birth of 

A George Washington comes lipain nn<l 
the whole nation pauses to pay a 
tribute of respect to the memory of 
the greatest figure of American his¬ 
tory, the realization Is forced home 
that Washington lives in the hearts 
of the people so vividly because of 
his intensely human traits. 

The American public of today does 
not worship a remote legendary hero, 

whose glories gather luster through 

the effusions of flattering songs and stories, but 
Is on intimate terms of acquaintance with Its 
idolized first president through the most trust¬ 
worthy agency, that of his own hand-written let¬ 
ters and documents. Through the strides of mod¬ 
ern progress and the discovery of remarkable 
paper surgery, 50 ,(mhj or more private ami 
official letters, addresses, documents, reports 

and accounts have been collected, repaired 

and bound Into volumes, 400 of them, and are ac¬ 
cessible to those who wish to peruse them in tlie 
tig library of congress in the interest of research. 
But the most Important of all the papers penned 
ty Washington, and the one which, throughout Its 
entire length, is the most perfect reflection of 
him as a man of affairs and of business, is his 
last will and testament, almost the la*t document 
penned by bis hand, written about five months 
before Ills death. After many and varied vicissi¬ 
tudes this marvelous paper has been repaired 
and saved to posterity by being safely d«'|K>sited 
In a steel vnul in Fairfax courthouse, where it 
was presented for probate in 18*10. 

Washington loved life and crowded into his six 
ty-sev* n years many and varied inter* m*. Through 
a perusal of only a few of the hundreds of letters 
written to him and by him, it is seen that lie en¬ 
joyed all outdoor sports and games, was proficient 
;l most of them, gambled on horses, «ards, corks 
and lotteries, speculated In lands and stocks, 
danced almost until the year of his death, loved 
theaters, teas, receptions and all social amuse¬ 
ments. Though he made constant use of wines 
on Ids table, moderation and method were the 
precept and principle of bis life, and these traits 
arc forcefully illustrated in tlie 24 pages of liis 
will, which he prepored without legal aid, though 
contrary to his usual forethought in leaving this 
duty until so late In life. Every line of it hears 
mute testimony to his efficiency in business and 
his sense of responsibility, and it shows that he 
rpent considerable time In its preparation, for in 
disposing of ills various properties in bequests to 
relatives he went into great detail. 

The will >yns signed July 9, 1700, and was 
filed for probate at the county sent of the county 
In Virginia in which Washington had lived and 
died Jauuary 20, 1800, being presented In open 
court by George Steptoe Washington, Samuel 
Washington and Lawrence Lewis, three of the 
executors. 

For a long time It reposed In the office of the 
clerk at Fnlrfnx Court House, but with the con¬ 
fusion of the Civil war It was removed to Rich¬ 
mond with other valuable papers and there lost 
for a time. It being rumored that it had been 
picked up by a federal soldier and sold abroad. 
However, it eventually turned up at Fairfax Court 
House again much the worse for Its travels and 
experiences. 

Then, for n number of years. It was freely 
bandied by visitors and historians, until the 
edges became frayed, great holes appeared, and 
almost every sheet split In the creases, and the 
Ink, though good, faded from the light and ex¬ 
posure. 

When It became apparent that steps Should be 
taken to hold the torn sheets together, some one 
In authority In Fairfax turned the will over to a 
woman resident to he mended, w hich she did most 
literally anil most disastrously with a coarse 
needle and equally coarse thread. Consequently 
the needle holes and heavy thread soon worked 
•till greater havoc through the carefully worded 
pages. 

Then a group of men Interested in the collec¬ 
tion and preservation of historic documents, 
headed by Lawrence Washington, sought to have 
the paper turned over to the government, so that 
the experts of the state department might have 
n chance to repair and deposit It for snfe-koep- 
ing, along with other important papers of the 
government. But the Virginia authorities refused 
to permit the manuscript to leave Fairfax Court 
Hou*>e, and consequently the aid of the state «le- 


partUM nr paper surgeons was rendered unavailable. 

As a labor of love and appreciation for the his¬ 
torical value of the document and its famous 
author, the library of congress finally volunteered 
to send its most expert manuscript repairer down 
to Fairfax to make the repairs and put tbo 24 
pages into a condition that would insure them 
against further destruction. This entailed the 
shipping to Fairfax of considerable equipment, 
including a heavy press. 

To put the battered paper in good condition re¬ 
quired 1C days of the most painstaking work on 
the part of William Berwick, the library’s skilled 
manuscript mender, who made daily trips to tlie 
quaint old courthouse. The first step toward 
restoration after he had photographed every <>ne 
of the ragged pages was setting the ink. This 
was done by a liquid process or bath designed to 
prevent further fading. Then each one of the 
sheets was hacked or mounted upon crepeline, a 
sort of transparent durable silk gauze, which al¬ 
lowed any reasonable amount of handling. Then 
came an endless amount of s< raping, patching, 
pasting and cutting which only the deftest, nio>t 
expert fingers could do, and the results would not 
have been se remarkably satisfactory but f*»r a 
most fortunate circumstance. 

When it came to grafting new mat rial into the 
old manuscript to replace the old which had been 
worn away, the great problem lay in finding now 
material that would match in texture and color 
lliat upon which the will was written. Mr. Ber¬ 
wick was in despair as to where to find paper for 
the patches which would make the will look as 
good as new, when by a lucky chance in a second¬ 
hand book store in Washington a number of blank 
sheets of the writing paper which George Wash¬ 
ington had made especially for his personal use 
were discovered. This was exactly what wyg 
wanted and now, unless one holds the sheets of 
the restored will in such a position that the bright 
light will shine through them, there is no way of 
telling where the old part, or rather the original 
part, leaves off him! i he grafted sections begin. 

When Mr. Berwick completed bis t«*k. which 
cost the Fairfax authorities inching, the sheets 
of the document, mounted upon cardboard, bound 
in tlie form of a hook mounted with a handsome 
red levant cover, were placed in a steel fireproof 
and burglarpronf safe constructed especial!* for 
the purpose, in accordance with the spec ill . ions 
of the government officials. 

The will, which has been called the nm- val¬ 
uable relic of any left to posterity by th rather 
of his country—more valuable than the swords, 
books, furniture nr cliinn, in view of the fact that 
It more faithfully portrays the mind of the man 
himself, reflecting bis personality as nothing else 
could do so perfectly, opens ns follows: 

I, Grnrpp Washington, of Mount Vernon, a < ttlzen of 
the t'nitel S. »U*« and lately president of tt»* sar.a-, «Jo 
make, ordain and declare thin instrument, which if 
Written with my own ham! and every p:ige thereof 
subscribed with my name to b» n>> jk»l will and tes¬ 
tament, revoking all others. 

In It lie directs that: 

To my beloved wife. Marti, i Washington. ! p1v*i anj 
bequeath the use and benefit of my entire estate. r**al 
and personal, for the term of her natural life, except 
such parts thereof as are specifically disposed «.f. 

ITe aNo ordered that bis body be interred “in n 
quiet manner, without parade nr funeral oration.” 

(tno clause, which has been extensively quoted, 
is as follows: 

Vpon the decease of my wife It l* my will and de- 
Hire that all the hlaveji which 1 hold in my own right 
*hall receive their freedom. 

Concerning the disposition of his slaves, the 
"•neral gave more explicit directions than to any 
other part of his estate, and he especially directed 
that none of them should be sold outside of Vir¬ 
ginia. 

He directed that his debts, which he said were 
••few and non** of great magnitude,” be ‘ punctual- 
]y and speedily paid.” Ife also called attention 
to the fact that many of the young men of the 
United State** were being sent abroad to foreign 
countries to be educated and were contracting 
habits of dissipation and principles unfriendly to 
republican government. To aid In -topping this 
he gave SO shares In the Potomac company to¬ 
ward the endowment of a university within the 
District of Columbia under the auspices of the 
general government. He also made provision in 
his will for the construction of a new family vault 
at Mount Vernon. In which might be placed the 
remains of himself and his near relatives. 

The will may be seen through the glass side ,»f 
the vault In which It is deposited, befote which 
lump heavy green curtnins to exclude the light. 

Fairfax Court House Is doubly rich In view of 
the fact that It now also treasures the will of 
Martha Washington, also returned to it after 
many years of wandering. It was signed on Sep¬ 


tember 22. 1*500. This will Is not nearly so long 
nor so involved ns that of General Washington. 
It was probated in 1802 by George Washington 
Parke Uustis and Thomas Peter, two of the execu¬ 
tors. It was taken up with the disposition of 
household effects und provisions for the education 
of her relatives. Three granddaughters, four 
nieces, her grandson, four nephews, a grandniece 
an<Pother distant relatives and friends are men¬ 
tioned. To them she gave paintings, town lots 
and to nearly all of them sin* gave from five to 
ten guineas with which to buy rings. 

One of the odd provisions was: “It is niy will 
and desire flint Ann Mariah Washington, daughter 
of my niece, lie put into handsome mourning at 
my death at tin* expense of my estate, and I be¬ 
queath to her ten guineas to buy a ring.” 

Another unusual order reads: “It is my will 
and desire that all of the wine in bottles in the 
vaults be equally divided between my grand¬ 
daughters and grandson, to each of whom I 
bequeath teii guineas to buy a ring for each.” 

All of tlie family pictures, except a few spe¬ 
cifically mentioned, were left to George Washing¬ 
ton Parke Uustis. and to ldtn went a large collec¬ 
tion of household furnishings. Including beds, 
water coolers, china and furniture. Special pro¬ 
vision was made for the education of three neph¬ 
ews, who were to be fitted in "some useful 
trade," and she made n further provision that 
inn pounds be given to each to set him up in bis 
trade. 

The belated return of these two famous docu¬ 
ments, so essentially personal and human in their 
contents, to the little courthouse where they were 
both filed for probate over a century ago has 
made of Fairfax Uourt House another Mecca for 
the history-loving tourist, and it is rapidly falling 
into line after Mount Vernon and Alexandria In 
point of popularity.

being lost to sight for nearly 1,200 
years, or of the poor, deluded youth, 
Perkin Warbeck, the tool of the York¬ 
ists, and through them brought to an 
ignominious death, says a writer in 
Sphere. For us in England perhaps 
its primary interest centers in its be¬ 
ing the birthplace of Perkin, whose 
real name was Pierce Osbock. This 
strange impostor was the son of a 
simple Flemish weaver. Made a puj>- 
|K*t of by some of the Yorkist party, in¬ 
cluding Margaret of York, dowager 
duchess of Burgundy, to personate 
Richard Duke of York, whom they de¬ 
clared had not been murdered in the 
Tower with his brother, but had es¬ 
caped ami been concealed, only await¬ 
ing an opportunity to declare his royal 
birth, he succeeded for a time in ex¬ 
citing a formidable revolt against the 
king, Henry VII. 

After many strange adventures and 
mm h ill success, in spit** of the recog¬ 
nition of his claims by the kings of 
Scotland and France, Perkin, finding 
himself insufficiently supported in his 
sorry fraud and realizing that he “had 
noi the heart of a king.” but only “the 
heart of a weaver’s <on,” made confes¬ 
sion of his Imposture a fid was im- 
prisoned in the Tower. Soon after, on 
attempting to escape, he was hanged 
at Tyburn, finishing with a rope^round 
his nock instead of the promised crown 
upon his head. 

Tomb of Childeric. 

An interest wholly different from 
this passing futile deception, however 
romantic some of its circumstances 
may have been, attache* to Tournal 
wln*n we think of it as the seat of the 
Merovingian kings, in some 

workmen, whilst digging foundations 
for a hospital, came upon a collection 
of geld ornaments, a sword mounted 


The golden bees had been discovered 
in considerable numbers, and wire 
thought to have decorated the royal 
robes, and it is interesting to recall 
that Napoleon, ever entering into the 
spirit of historical display, chose this 
devolution for his coronation robes. 

Has Beautiful Buildings. 

Tournal claims to be the old* st of 
the cities of Belgium, and is certainly 
one of the most interesting and most 
picturesque, and contains a large num¬ 
ber of beautiful buildings. There has 
always been great sympathy between 
the people of Tournal and the French, 
and much intercourse between the 
town and Lille, just across the fron¬ 
tier. 

In the Grande place stands a statue 
of tlie Princess d’Epinoy, who distin¬ 
guished herself in the defense of 
Tournui against Alexandro Farnese in 
1*>81. She fought in full armor and 
saved the town by her energy and 
courage. The beautiful cathedral is 
one of the finest examples of the Ro- 
raanesque type of architecture, and 
challenges comparison with the spleu- 
did churches of northern France.

PROHIBITION 


Text of Amendment Making 
U. S. Dry Nation 


Following Is full text of the prohibi¬ 
tion amendment on which Mute legis¬ 
latures voted: 

Joint Resolution Proposing an 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

Resolved by the senate and house of 
representatives of the United States 
of America in congress assembled, 
two-thirds of each house concurring 
therein, that the following amendment 
to the Constitution be, and hereby is. 
proposed to the states to become valid 
as a part of the Constitution when rati¬ 
fied by the several states, as provided 
by the Constitution. 

Section 1. After one year from the 
ratification of this article the manu¬ 
facture, sale nr transportation of In¬ 
toxicating liquors within, the Importa¬ 
tion thereof into, or the exportation 
thereof from the United States and dl 
territory subject to the Jurisdiction 
thereof for beverage purposes is here¬ 
by prohibited. 

Sec. 2. The congress and the sev¬ 
eral states shall have concurrent pow¬ 
er to enforce till* article hv appropri¬ 
ate legislation. 

S»*c. ,‘5. This article shall he Inop¬ 
erative unless It shall have been rati¬ 
fied as an amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion by the legislatures of tli * several 
states as provided in the Constitution 
w ithin seven years from the d ite of 
the submission hereof to the states by 
the congress.

Cotton Worth $1,532,690,000 
Latest Statistics Show for 
American Crop of Year 1917 

Final statistics of the American cot¬ 
ton crop of 1917, announced by the 
census bureau, place production at 
11.21S.2-12 running bales, equivalent 
to 11.303.375 bales of 500 pounds Mach, 
gross weight, and worth Sl.o32.690.tXM) 
to the growers. Production of cotton¬ 
seed amounted to 5,040.000 tons, 
worth $333,550,000. For the “cotton 
year.” which ended July 1, 1918, con¬ 
sumption amounted to 6,500,489 bales, 
exclusive of llnters; exports amount¬ 
ing to 4.258,420 bales; net imports. 
217.381 bales; stocks on hand at be¬ 
ginning of year, 2,720,172 bules and 
at the end of the year, 3,450,188 hales. 

For the entire world the production 
of lint cotton destined for factory 
u*e, was 17,410.000 bales and the 
mill consumption, 17,701,000 bales of 
500 pounds net weight. 

Massachusetts still retains its su¬ 
premacy in cotton manufacturing, the 
report announced, with a mill con¬ 
sumption during the cotton year of 
1 493.113 bales, including linters.

HOUSE POULTRY 
COMFORTABLY 


Comfortnhit quarters should be fur- t 
nlshed the pullets as soon ns they are 
ready to start laying. The poultry 
house is both tin* home of the hen nnd 
the factory wh.*v w inter eg::-, are nro- 
dueed. Unless it provides suitable liv- 
iug and working condition* the lien 
cannot accomplish satisfactory results, 
says T. 15. Townsley of the University 
of Missouri college of agriculture. 
Comfort is tlie important essential of 
a poultry house. To provide comfort 
tlie house must h* dry, well lighted 
mid well vcTitila <* i and Imre sufficient 
floor space to furnish exercise by 
scratching. It must iiU i contain sham¬ 
ing quarters that are clean, well ven¬ 
tilated and yet free from drafts. All 
these conditions can be met in one 
room, thus economizing in the expense 
of building. 

Ventilation in a poultry house Is sc- 
cured by leaving the south side rela¬ 
tively open and making the other sides 
11#lit. This provides plenty of fresh 
air without drafts. Where possible, 
light should he admitted from all 
sides. This prevents dark corners and 
eliminates the nuisance of having the 
Utter all scratched t r one side, which 
occurs when light Is secured from only 
one direction. Exercise Is Insured by 
keeping the floor covered with several 
inches of straw, mil feeding all grain 
In this litter. The roosting quarters 
should be compact and comfortable. 
They cun be made ea^y to clean by 
placing all most* on a level nt the 
north aide of tin* house and by arrang¬ 
ing a platform underneath the roost* 
to catch the night droppings.

NATION WIDE PETITION 

BEING CIRCULATED 


Judge Howe Requests Immediate 
Release of International 
Bible Students. 

1 Federal Judge Harland B. Howe, who 
sat in the trial of the United States 
Government vs. Joseph F. Rutherford 
and seven associates, has written a 
letter to the Attorney General at 
Washington, D. C., recommen ling the 
immediate release ot these men. 

Much might be said for Judge Howe 
by wav of excuse for him in that he was 
imported to Brooklyn from Vermont for 
the particular purpose of trying this 
case. He was unfamiliar with the In¬ 
ternational Bible Students Association 
as an organization as well as the char¬ 
acter of the men before him for trial, 
other than his ability to judge human 
character. Other occupants of the 
bench, more fully informed as to these 
facts than Judge Howe, were either too 
busy, or asked to be excused, knowing 
the high character of the defendants, 
the nature of the charges and the ease 
with which a conviction could be made, 
owing to the high tension and excitable 
frame of the public mind 

Now that the war is over and calmer 
moments prevail it is becoming more 
and more apparent that Rutherford and 
his colleagues really did nothing worthy 
of bonds, and the onlv logical thing re¬ 
maining to be done is to set them at 
liberty at the earliest possible moment. 

President Wilson is too much pre¬ 
occupied with pressing and weighty af¬ 
fairs of State to be expected to give at¬ 
tention to such matters at this time, 
and for this reason a nation-wide pe 
tition irf now being circulated, which 
will give every lover of Liberty and 
Justice an opportunity to register their 
sentiments in this matter. 

The readers of The Republican will 
be glad to have opportunity to read 
Judge Howe’s letter of March 3, 1919. 
which follows: 

•‘The Honorable Attorney General, 
Washington, D C. 

SIR; Answering your telegram of the 
1st inst., 1 wired vou that evening as 
follows: 

“Recommend immediate commutation 
for Joseph Rutherford, William F. 
Van Amhurg, Robert J. Martin, Fred 
H, Robinson. George H Fisher. Clay¬ 
ton J. Woodwerth, Giovanni DeU» cca 
A. Hugh MacMillan. They were all de¬ 
fendants in same case in Eastern Dis¬ 
trict of New York. Mv position is to 
be generous now that the war is over. 
They did much damage hv preaching 
and publishing their religious doctrines.” 

The severe sentence of twenty years 
was imposed upon each of the defend¬ 
ants except DeCecca. His was ten 
years. My principal purpose was to 
make an exnmple. as a warning to I 
others, snd I believed the President ! 
would relieve them after the war was 
oyer. As 1 said in mv telegram, they 
did much damage and it may well he 
claimed they ought not be set at liberty 
so soon, but as they cannot do any 
more harm now, 1 am in favor of being 
as lenient as I was severe in imposing 
sentence. I believe most of them were 
sincere, if not all, and I am not in favor 
of keeping such persons in confinement 
after their opportunity for making • 
trouble is past. Their case has not yet 
been heard in the Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals.

lar idol in Luxemburg prior to the war. 
There is a legend connected with her 
attitude toward the advancing Prus¬ 
sians that once was current and cred¬ 
ited in all parts of the duchy. Accord 
ing to this story, the grand duchess 
was shocked when the Germans re¬ 
fused to respect the neutrality of her 
country. Luxemburg's army on paper 
consisted of 2o0 men and actually mus¬ 
tered some 70 sturdy troopers. 

The minister of war naturally fig¬ 
ured thnt he didn’t have much of a 
chance In opposing Germany, go th*» 
princess undertook moral suasion. She 
drove out to the border and lay down 
across the road and uttered the son 
tenco famous for a time throughout 
the duchy: “You dare not pass.” 

Duchess Was Misinformed. 

But, alas for the proper climax of 
the story, the beautiful Adelaide had 
been misinformed. They did dare to 
pass. 

A couple of brawny hussars picked 
the princess up, deposited her along¬ 
side the road and executed a neat for¬ 
ward murch. That night the invading 
generals dined at the princess' palace 
in ( 'olmar-Verg. 

There is no way of determining what 


was the political persuasion of tin- 
populace during the four years that 
followed. Luxemburg seems to have 
been favored at the hand* of the Hun 
—that Is. so far as Hun hands evei 
favored anybody but the Hun. There 
was little of the conscription of food¬ 
stuffs and farming materials as prac¬ 
ticed In Belgium and France. Luxem¬ 
burg was preserved as a market In 
which the rich folk of the kaiser's em¬ 
pire might purchase the delicacies that 
war regulation had deprived them of 
at home. 

However gently the wily Hun may 
have treated Luxemburg on hi* first 
trip Into France, pro-Germanism I* an 
unpopular vice In this county Just now. 
Nobody loves a loser. Hence the grand 
duchess, who had become engaged to n 
German noble during the war. sud 
denly found herself an object of sus¬ 
picion. After a parley with some com 
mittees another throne was vacant. We 
don’t know-how long the Princess 
Charlotte remained in possession, but 
she stepped down, too, and the affairs 
of state passed into the hands of the 
revolutionists. 

This country I* a piece of a fairy 
tale. It Is called, truthfully enough.

Joint Ownership of Purebred Sires 
Enables Herd Improvement at 
• Minimum Expense. 

Dairymen who would like to u*e 
purebred bulls to improve their herds 
but who cannot afford to purchase 
sm h animals should investigate the 
advantages of a co-operative bull as¬ 
sociation. These organizations are 
formed by farmers for the Joint own¬ 
ership. use and exchange of purebred 
hulls. Tlie purchase price and cost of 
malnteuance are distributed according 
to the number of cows owned bv each 
member, thereby giving the dairyman 
an opportunity to build up his herd 
ut a minimum expense. The organi¬ 
zation also helps its members to mar¬ 
ket dairy stock and dairy products, to 
fight contagious diseases of rattle in¬ 
telligently. aud in oilier ways to i^-tst 
ia improving the dairy industry. 

The typical co-operative bull H'*<«>- 
eiution i.s composed of from fifteen to 
thirty farmers, who jointly own five 
bulls. Th** territory in which these 
farmers live is divided into live 
"breeding blocks," one hull being as¬ 
signed to each block. As many as fifty 
or sixty cows may belong to tin* fann¬ 
ers in each block, and the bull in tin* 
block should he kept on a eoaveuiently 
located farm. To prevent iubreehng 
each hull is moved to the n»*xt block 
every two years. If all the bulls live, 
and if all :ir** kept until each has made 
one complete circuit, no new hull* need 
to be purchased fot ten year.-. In thi* 
way each member of the association 
has the use of go»Hl purebred bulls for 
m any years, at a cost of only a small 
par: of the purchase price of oiie good 
bull—usually less thun is invested in 
a more inferior bill owned *by indi¬ 
vidual dairymen. 

In *i survey conducted by th** United 
States department of agriculture on 
1.21*.* fHrni> in eight district* In Iowa. 
Minnesota and Massachusetts in whb’h 
there were no associations, it wa 
found that there were 817 hulls, hav¬ 
ing an average value of $7G. Had th** 
owners of these cheap hulls been prop 
erly organized the same investment 
would have purchased the neces-arv 
bulls of an average value of .ygs.fi In 
one association having more thuri 
member.* the original cost of good 
purebred hull* to each member was 
only $g;t. When questioned regarding 
t!.»* value of co-operative hull ussuciu- 
t ••n*. l.aO fanners in Maryland.

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Selectmen Were Empowered to Order 
Them to Leave, and Judgment 
of Officials Evidently Wat 
Net Infallible. 

Speaking of the Current ndsappre* 
hension ns to who are tlie poor and un¬ 
fortunate in this world, Nomad of 
the Boston Evening Transcript has 
come upon a most curious note about 
the poor and the rich, and the fear of 
the pauper and having to support him, 
In n Vermont pnpor. Mr. F. I\ Wells, 
the accomplished historian of New¬ 
bury, Barnet and other Vermont towns, 
is n man who Is always studying the 
early social conditions of the com¬ 
munities of which he has become the 
historian, and with regard to this he 
contributes an Interesting note to the 
St. Johnsbury Caledonian. He says 
that about 1 (H) years ago there was in 
efi’ert—or pretended effect—in the Ver¬ 
mont communities, the practice of offl- 
cinl •‘warning out of town.” This 
meant that when the selectmen 
thought that some person nr persons 
in the town were likely to become pub¬ 
lic charges, they were empowered to 
have the constable leave at their places 
of abode a “precept” or notice warning 
the parties whose names were on tin* 
summons to “depart the town.” It 
appears that in some cases it was 
easier thus to warn these persons than 
to make them get out of the town; and 
there was one case In St. Jolmsburj 
which afford* n curious commentary 
on the law. In lSlfi “Joseph Fairbanks 
and family” were thus wurned out of 
St. Johnsbury. They did not go; and 
Mr. Wells i* Justified in remarking that 
had they taken the hint that they 
were undesirable citizens, and depart¬ 
ed the town, “it would have made some 
difference to St. Johnsbury,” for the de¬ 
scendants of this same Joseph Fair¬ 
banks built up the scales Industry 
upon which nil the present prosperity, 
and certainly much more than half its 
population is founded, beside* endow¬ 
ing tbe town with libraries and other 
p«->-< csions and making it more or Ie*s 
famous all over the world. 

Certainly the Vermont selectmen 
\wro poor Judges of “gumption.’* They 
warned oft* tin* Fairbanks, and no 
doubt cherished certain citizens whose 
progeny at the present time never 
would he missed in the community. Mr. 
Wells tells of another ca«e of warning 
out of the town, this time at Burnet, 
Vt. A man who had recently come 
Into the town died In the year ISIS, 
leaving a wife and five children, and 
the selectmen, seized witli a panic 
lest the town would have to support 
the family, duly warned the widow to 
take her offspring and depart the town. 
Mr. Well* adds: “Whether the widow 
obeyed the precept or not I do not 
know, ns neither records nor tradition 
ha>c any further mention of them here, 
but from what 1 know of the lady '-he 
was abundantly qualified to take care 
of herself in Barnet or anywhere else, 
and the sequel shows that the children 
were equally able to ’keep off the 
town.* One of these children became 
a noted physician in New York ; anoth¬ 
er was a lawyer In Buffalo, and a 
grandson win a prominent meinh< r of 
the convention which nominated 
Grover Cleveland for president in ISM 
and seconded his nomination; one of 
the daughters married a lawyer who 
later wn« a member of the supreme 
court of New Hampshire; a second be¬ 
came n noted teacher and principal of 
a ladles’ school. The third daughter, 
I think, died young.”

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OVERCOMING DIFFICULTIES IN STARTING 
GASOLINE ENGINE DURING COLD WEATHER 


/ 



Peaceful Air Navigation ^ 
Presents Problem 




A Motortruck on the Farm—A Typical Gas Engine That Requires Skill for 
Most Efficient Operation. 


(Prepared by the United Staffs Dr part- 
mint of Agriculture * 

It is important tImr engine opera¬ 
tors familiarize themselves with th** 
had effects produced on gas engine^ 
by cold weather and with the easiest 
ways t»i overcoming them, for with 
such knowledge it is comparatively 
easy to start a pas engine in the se¬ 
verest weather. 

The cold affects starting In three 
ways: (1) it makes it harder to crank 
the engine, because the oil congrats 
on the hearings and around the pis. 
ton and valves, (2) where a dry bat¬ 
tery Is used It weakens tin* spark, (3) 
It causes gasoline to vaporize very 
slowly or not at all. therefore makes 
It difficult to obtain a mixture of gas¬ 
oline vapor and air which can be Ig¬ 
nited by the spark. 

The congealing of the oil is not usu¬ 
ally a very serious difficulty, although 
It may n«*cessitntc a great deal more 
c»ffort In cranking the engine. A lit¬ 
tle gasoline nr kerosene on all head¬ 
ings which can he reached will hell, 
and a liberal priming of gasoline In 
the eyllntff r will tend to thin the nl! 
around the piston as well as aid in 
obtaining a good mixture, ns noted b»- 
low\ 

Do Not Use Kerosene. 

Kerosene will interfere with the 
forming of a combustible mixture. Also 
where gasoline or kerosene has he* n 
used on bearings to make cranking 
easier, the engine should not be put 
under a load until the hearings have 
had time to get well lubricated again 
with good oil. 

The effect of cold on the ignitb n 
system will he noticeable only wher* 
dry cells are used, with the exception 
that where the engine Is equipped 
with a timer which is nllefc. th** con¬ 
gealing of the oil may interfere with 
the contact of the timer. In which e«v » 
a little kerosene or gasoline may be 
necessary to thin the oil. When dry 
cells are cold they become less ac¬ 
tive. and at extremely low- tempera¬ 
ture they will cease giving current. 
Therefore a dry battery should b*» kept 
In a warm place during the winter 
when not in use, so as to tie active 
when needed. If this has not been 
done it should he set In a warm place 
for several mlnqjes before attempt¬ 
ing ?<* start the motor In cold weath¬ 
er. Never warm a battery by apply¬ 
ing Intense heat mreetly to th** cell**, 
hut allow them to warm slowly. While 
In operation they will generate suffi¬ 
cient heat to keep them active. With 
cells which have been sealed in par¬ 
affin or other wax. care should he ox- 
♦Tclsed not to expose them to a tem¬ 
pt rot ure high enough to melt the wax. 

Cold Retards Vaporizing. 

The most serious effect of cold 
weather on gas engine operation Is 
attributable to the fact that cold re¬ 
tards the vaporizing of th** fuel. Ons- 
ollne as a liquid will not burn; it 
must first he turned Into a vapor and 
this vapor mixed with a certain 
am*Mint of air. A thin spray of gas¬ 
oline In warm air will quickly turn to 
ti vn|*»r and mix with the surround¬ 
ing air. but at low temperatures i 
considerable part «»f such a spray will 
remain a liquid, hence will not make 
an cTploKive mixture. The remedy 
is obvious. A greater quantity of 
gasoline must be furnished so as to 
give off nv*re vapor in order to make 
n mixture rich enough to he combust¬ 
ible. or th** air must 1 m* heated so the 
gasoline will vaporize more readily, or 
a combination of these expedient* 
must he tried. 

If the weather I* only moderately 
cold. It Is usually sufficient to prime 
the engine in some way, that Is. In¬ 
ject a small quantity of gasoline 
(about a spoonful) Into the cylinder, 
ordinarily cither through a pet**o**k 
or priming plug. In order that more* 
fuel may he present, hence more va¬ 
por. Whenever an engine Is primed, n 
abort time should he allowed for the 
fuel to vaporize and mix with the air 
before attempting to crank the engine. 
If this is not done the vapor will pa*s 
out a liltle at a time through the ex¬ 
haust valve as the engine is cranked, 
and the priming will not serve its pur¬ 
pose. 

Heat Must Be Applied. 

In very eold weather, however, j rim¬ 
ing with ordinary commercial gasoline 
will sometimes he insufficient, and 
heat must he applied by some mean* 
lr order to produce valorization of the 


fur!, unless a more volatile fuel 1« used 
for priming. A very satisfactory way 
to apply heat is to put some hot water 
into the cooling system, thus warming 
tin* cylinders and agisting in vaporiz¬ 
ing the gasoline that is drawvl in with 
the charge or Injected n< priming. In 
this rase. also, the engine should he 
allowed to stand a few minutes to per¬ 
mit th** gasoline to vaporize. It Is not 
necessary that the entire cooling sys¬ 
tem he filled with hot water; If 
enough is used to heat the cylinders 
so the engine will start, cold water 
may then he added until the radiator 
is full. This method, of course, will 
he practicable only with small or me¬ 
dium-sized engines; witn some of the 
larger sizes of tractors the amount of 
hot water usually available will have 
little effect used in this way. 

If only a little hot water 1« avail¬ 
able, it may he more effective if poured 
slowly over the intake manifold, and 
the carburetor as well, if th** carbu¬ 
retor is covered so no water can enter 
It. A very effective way of heating 
the Intake manifold is to wrap a cloth 
around it and pour the hot water over 
the * loth, or dip the cloth In hot water 
and then wrap it around tin* inantfold. 

If tlu* manifold can he lieu ted It will 
warm the air that touches It as It en¬ 
ters the engine; this warm air will 
I cause the gasoline spray which It car¬ 
ries to vaporize. As a greater pro- 
’ portion of the air passing through a 
small pip** cornea in contact with th** 

I walls of the pipe than in th** ease of 
I a large one, this method works best 
! with engines having a comparatively 
small manifold. When depending upon 
heat from the manifold to warm the 
air. the engine should he crank* d fair¬ 
ly rapidly, so as not to allow the 
warmed mixture to remain long In 
contact with the cold walls of tin* com¬ 
bustion chamber and so cause the va- 
P«<r to condense into liquid again. 

There nrc frequently occasions when 
an engine must he started in cold 
weather under conditions where hot 
water cannot he obtained, and in such 
cases some other means of applying 
heat must he used. Sonic* people make 
. use of a blowfon h to apply the heat 
to th** Intake manifold, or. by removing 
a spark plug or igniter Mock, h* at the 
combusti* a chamber itself. 

Open Flame Not Favored. 

The use of an open flam** around n 
ga* engine at ordinary temperatures 
| is not to he recommended, on nerount 
of the possibility *»f tire. It always In- 
j trodnees an element of danger. 

one *»f th** most effective methods 
of starting n cold engine, and one ab¬ 
solutely safe. Is In remove the spark 
plug (or Igplter block) and heat it in 
n fire or in the flame of a blowtorch, 
prime the engine, and then quickly re¬ 
place the spark plug. The charge Is 
almost sure to ignite. A drop or two 
of gasoline put on the inside of tin- 
plug just before replacing it Insures 
the presence of vaporized fuel near the 
spark when the engine Is cranked. 

Where, for any reason, It is Imprac¬ 
ticable or Inadvisable to apply *heat In 
any of the ways indicated, it may ho 
possible to heat a piece of metal pipe 
the size of the air Intake of the, car¬ 
bureter then place this so all the Hlr 
entering the carbureter must pass 
through It. This is nearly as effective 
as a heated manifold. Such n pipe 
may he made red-hot If deal red. 

Provide Volatile Fuel. 

Another means of starting engines 
in cold weather, which is practiced to 
a considerable extent, is to provide 
some very volatile fuel with which to 
prime It. ether or “high-test" gasoline 
being perhaps most commonly used. 
As these w ill vaporize at lower temper- 
Mures than ordinary commercial gas¬ 
oline. they make it easier to obtain a 
combustible mixture. In using eth*r, 
care must he exercised not to u*e too 
much, as dangerous pressures may he 
created because of the rapidity with 
which It burns, in many cases it Is 
mixed with about equal parts of gaso¬ 
line. There is i»*» danger in the use of 
th*» high-test gasoline. It is not quite 
so effective ns ether, because it Is less 
volatile, hut It is being used with en¬ 
tire satisfaction by a great many en¬ 
gine owners.

Mail* nr** already bring 
carried between New York and Washington, and 
New York and t’li < ago ; ami if all the war plain s 
are absorbed for mail use. as l **•**» of tin m al¬ 
ready have been assigned, mails will be carried 
before th** end of Ifilfi between all the hading 
citic* «• f th** Flitted States. 

Is this mud business going to he practical? Will 
tt pay? Will it save. say. some money, a* well as 
time? The rat** talked of Just now is Hi rents an 
ounce, nr -lit rent* a mile for 20 pounds, which is 
so vague that it leaves you ail up iu flu* air as ti» 
ultimate eharp.t*. This seal** is absurdly high. 
During the experimental period it is ail right, 
hut when aerial mail routes nr** as common as mil 
mail route*, how about char,■■»*? 

Profits in the Aerial Mail. 

Here you are in th** realm of pure speculation, 
hut. basing your speculation on fact*, the govern¬ 
ment could do more than save time. It could nave 
money ami make oodles of money by the air mall 
route. Suppose the charge Is 25 cents a pound, 
which Is cheaper than our Idler rale today. 

Land tnm him* as at present const rinded can 
mrry at least half tin r own weight, but now that 
war requirement* : re pn*t. their construction cun 
hi* changed to improve vastly on that. They will 
not need mu* him* gun*. They will not need Inunhs. 
They will not need device* for quick ascent or 
terrific velocity or head-on Impetus and impact in 
ease of a charge lo ad to head. They will dispense 
with nil war equipment. That will give carrying 
capacity f**r other work. 

Jlul taka even the present proportion. One uia-

don $75. Suppose we have a passenger service 
from New York to Florida at $HM. There is a 
machine capable of carrying fifty passengers from 
New York to Florida. That would he a revenue of

Rut the cost of the machine and pilots? The 
little machines require only on** pilot, tin* big ones 
two. Pilots can be hired for from $HH) to $200 a 
month, especially if tiny are permitted to retain 
their present military or naval status. The gaso¬ 
line w ill not run at •more than .’’*2 gallons an hour, 
at not less than 12 gallons per engine per hour. 

Of the machine cost, we have only war figures 
now, with wag*** and material at war levels; hut 
lifter tb* war, lm n like Curtiss and Wright 'believe 
tin* machines with military equipment now run¬ 
ning from $7,500 to $50,000 can I*** produced for 
industrial purposes at from $1.7*00 t. $15,000. Now, 
I don't know of many locomotive*'and trains or 
steamships that can cover all the way from one- 
third their cost to all their cost in the revenue of 
one trip. That is, I don’t know of method* of 
transportation that (•an do so when freight* are 
not at war levels. 

After those figure*. I don’t know how the prac¬ 
tical Tim vi feels, hut I do know the airplane matin- 
•actnrers are thankful to heaven tin* v ir 1* over 
mi that they can put the airplane *»n as sound a 
commercial hasi* as any other Industry. 

Hut before the airplane can he as generally 
adopted for industrial uses as the motorcar, just 
as min h will have to he done. Kveryhody Knows, 
or sliouM knew, that the motor was the Inspiration 
of th** good road* propaganda, which has run over 
the country like wildlife for ten years. Thousands, 
hundrwds of thousands of dollars were spent on 
the good road* propaganda till K became a na¬ 
tional slogan. Tin n million* were spent on the 
good roads themselves ; and they have paid buck 
compound Interest on every dollar. 

A ml do you mean t < * say we have to build good 
roads for tin* airplane through the air? Yew; that 
Is exactly what I mean, only they won't he roods, 
and you won't have*to spend any millions **n 
either the propaganda or the roads themselves. 
It will he a strictly and entirely government Job. 
Only Instead of road*, it will be charts you will 
have to lay out; ami they don’t need rails, road¬ 
bed, grading, political graft. 

More Anxious Over the Land. 

Tin* airplane man is far more anxious about nir 
over the land than air **? *r the sen. Over tin* sea, 
if he doe* until* down, nil he will hit Is water. On 
the land, If In* conic* down without a proper land¬ 
ing place, something n* small ns a stray cat, a 
feme post, a telephone wire, u two-foot ditch, a 
rnln sodden row path, nr u dry desert nrreyo might 
vre* k his machine. 


It isn’t the air proper 
that concern* the flyer. It 
Is the hopping up place 
and coming down place at 
each end of his air route. 
That is what i> liieaiA by 
"charting the air;" so you 
need not have cold shiver* 
about road building graft. 

The airman can no more 
follow th** shortest distance between two points 
through tlu* air with mail ami fast express matter 
than a train * an run without stations and switches 
at each end of the route. 

At these nir route stations must be landing 
fields, hangar* for the machines, gasoline supplies, 
spar** parts, chart*, maps, weather forecast sig¬ 
nals, engine mechanics, receivers for the quick 
transfer and delivery <»f mail, express matter or 
whatever it i*. What types «• f landing field-? And 
where shall they he located—outside city limits or 
in city parks cleared of buildings and trees for the 
purpose? 

Another point: Special chart* will have to be 
prepare*I fur the pilot to follow. For Instance, 
crossing the Atlantic, going east, the airplane 
would. 1 am told by engineers, have to follow east 
a lift!** by >«*iith. Similar chart* would have to he 
drawn to guide flit* pilot during prevailing trade 
*>r seasonal winds. The Chinook win*!* of tho 
Rockies, for jnstame, would add from 20 to 50 
tulles an hour to n pilot’s speed coming east and 
impede his flight to the same extent going w* st. 

The deserts, th** Mojave, Arizona, Mexico, Ftah. 
have their dust storms from March to June. Which 
way do they blow? Montague. I think it F. say* 
the brown f**rs of th** Atlantic can be surmounted 
at from HMHm to 15.000 f*>«»t, hut while the airplane 
will tak»* tin* flyer above the dust, will it take him, 
above ih« hurricane that creates the dust? 

The mcH'orologien! bureau of Washington and 
the chamber of commerce nf Sat» I»i*»g*i have done 
most up to tin* present time iu charting air cur¬ 
rent* for aerial flights. It Is an entirely new 
world, and it is a puzzling on«*; for remember, the 
airplane may drift from iis course. Just as ships 
*1 rift in ocean current* without the compass giving 
an inkling of it and here again the army and navy 
could, an they would, a tale unfold. 

Hut It is in the region of th** mountains that tho 
light houses with powerful lenses are most needed 
for aerial routes. This air region i-* an «ntir*ly 
unknown world, and it Is dangerous as reef* off 
Labrador for a landing place. Cases are on rec¬ 
ord in which fighters in the war Interlocked wing* 
and came down and stuck in a t reef op without 
s*» much ns a scratch on the skin of either pilot. 

Hut quite as dangerous as treetops and rock* 
coming up to meet you through the floor of your 
cur are th** gusty air pockets above all mountain*. 
It is not known yet whether the air above moun¬ 
tain* is as gusty at night when the sun is not 
creating up* urrents; hut if by day the sun creates 
Niagaras *>f air. and if hv night you may run Hito 
a blizzard of snow, say, above Pike's Peak, there 
Is a lot to <1** in charting air roads above the Rock¬ 
ies before we g**t that section of our transconti¬ 
nental air route a* s*if** as flight above the ocean. 
Still, as late as 1S,*10, the fur trade*** of the moun¬ 
tains scouted tin* possibility of even wagon* e ver 
crossing th* (ircHt Divide.

T RENT, in the upper valley uf 
the Adige, has just been re¬ 
stored to Italy, and at the 
p ace conference the final 
pact between the nations that fought 
Germ ny will undoubtedly give Trent 
to the Italiau nation for ull time. 

Leaving i’udiia eurly in the morn¬ 
ing iu uue uf th»* powerful automobiles 
of Lie Italian supreme command, in 
the first party of newspaper men to 
\isit these lands reclaimed from Aus¬ 
tria, I arrived iu Treat by way of 
Verona alter a in«• hour ride, during 
which we passed through tin* wrecked 
villages that mark the old mountain 
butt ** fronts ( f the Austrian und Ital¬ 
ia u armies. 

A! »ug tho fine rock roadways that 
run along the Adige river, a svvift- 
llow ug uioutain stream, a small line of 
rtfu/ees was plodding along, on foot 
lor the most part, returning to home- 
Ht»*a »s deserted during more than two 
years of war. 

Just a few miles north of Verona 
the first sight of war's destruction 
wus ’he little wrecked village of Mar¬ 
co, 1 ;r two years under shell fire. As 
we passed through the place the evi¬ 
dences of battle were still ample. Aus¬ 
trian trench helmets, clips of cur- 
tridg s and discarded trench spades 
w**r» to be s»*. n scattered among the 
piles of stone and timber of wrecked 
homes. The beautifully frescoed vil¬ 
lage • hutch was nothing but a shell 
of walls. 

on the roadway leading up to Marco 
liutulr ds of Austro-Uuugaiiau prison¬ 
ers were busy repairing the roadbeds. 
Some wore their very ornamental 
dress overcoats 1 \visit in the display 
uf knotted braid and fur. 

Town* of the Trentino. 

Trent in itself is a rather iucousid- 
trnble town. It had a war-time pop¬ 
ulation of some Ho,000 persons, u large 
majority of whom were Italians, we 


Only through centuries of careful 
work with hoe and plow has It been 
possible to create the garden that ex \ 
tends from Verona, where the Adige 1 
river strikes the Venetian plain, to the 
impassable mountain valleys many 
miles away where the absolute absence j 
of >oil forbids any attempt at f^rm- • 
ing. 

The fields r,u either side of the riv¬ 
er are broken into small lots, thou¬ 
sands being as small as u city*block; 
many are much smaller in order to 
completely fill a segment of rock-lock¬ 
ed earth. On these plots, that have 
been leveled with infinite care, the 
farmer of the Trentino grows grain,^ 
garden truck, grapes, and often other 
fruit. The grapevines are kept pruned ; 
to about four and a half feet high for ; 
the main stem, which grows to the i 
thickness of a man’s wrist, while the j 
tendrils are trained onto sticks, or in 
many cases to trees that are kept 
pruned down to a thick stump six or 
seven feet high with small branches 
lmlf an inch in thickness protru ling 
in a sheaf from the stump. 

Ancient Conwiglio Castle. 

During the middle ages Trent was a 
typical fortified city crowned with un 
old feudal castle. Built in 141)0, this 
stronghold, Castle Consiglio* has come 
down to the present generation in a 
beautiful state of preservation. While 
the Austrians held Trent, the place 
wus u-ed as a kind of town Jail. 
Ceasare Buttisti, native of Trent, un 
ardent pro-Itullan who had the nerve 
to eulist in the Italian anuy against 
Austria, was shot in the courtyard of 
the castle, and is today the town und 
the Itali in nation’s martyr. 

Stored in the wonderful old castle 
were 80.o(>j captured Austrian Titles. 
Piles of gas masks, trefb h tools, mur¬ 
derous trench knives and other odds 
and ends of fighting man’s equipment 
were stacked iu se\eral of the large

Joshua’s Farewell Message- Joshua 

28 1 24:28. 

Evil companions corrupt good morals. 

1 Cor. 15:33. 

U. S. WRIGHT. 

The Valedictory. 

The highest levels of the Scripture 
are found in these farewell addresses 
which from Jacob to Jesus crowded the 
closing hours of life with the thought 
of other’s need. They could see more 
clearly than ever the direction of the 
tendencies about them and out of full 
hearts and experiences they spoke 
words that will abide time’s testing. 
Deuteronomy and John’s Gospel pour 
the vintage of age into the cup of 
youth. Joshua was true to his past for 
Moses was even his model and he had 
gathered all Israel for a parting mes¬ 
sage $o there could be no other fashion 
of closing his own record. He knew 
that perilous days were ahead for the 
movement the people represented more 
than for themselves for they carried the 
religious hope of the world And he 
saw them beset by a subtle danger 
These nomads of the desert had crossed 
into a land of cities and farms whose 
richness had come thru the obedience to 
the Gods of the land —at least that was 
credited as the cause The house is a 
higher level of life than the tent and 
the tendency would be to adopt the be¬ 
lief’s of the higher stage to which they 
had come. But if this wat done Jehov¬ 
ah would disappear in a medly of deities 
It was this that Joshua feared and it 
was against this acceptance of the 
Canaanitish agricultural Gods on a level 
with their own that he protested. It 
was against this easy solution of their 
situation that he called for endless war. 
For they could intermarry (and many 
of them did) but for them to be absorb¬ 
ed by the older settlers or for them to 
take the others into their own life would 
be to lose their distinctive relatu n to a 
righteous God. Mixed life meant ming¬ 
led rights and lost religion. So clear 
wa9 his vision and so potent his in¬ 
fluence that the singular thing in his 
tory happened; the\ preserved their 
religious passion in their conquest of a 
higher civilization. Thev adopted the 
customs of the city dwellers they de- 
posed but rejected their faith. Joshua 
never achieved a greater conquest than 
this. 

The Appeal To Experience. 

There may be two addresses given 
here but it is more probably the report 
of the same meeting by different indi¬ 
viduals A thoroughly representative 
group of men came in response to their, 
leader’s request and at Shechem under 
the shadow of the mountain where they 
had gathered in the early days of their 
occupancy to hear the blessings and 
curses recorded in Deuteronomy they 
again heard the solemn warning of the 
man they loved. His appeal * as based 
upon their experience of Jehovah’s 
goodness. “Not one thing hath failed 
of all the good things which Jehovoh 
your God spake concerning you; air are 
come to pass unto you, not one thing 
hath failed thereof.*’ So he pointed to 
their own past lives and memory leap¬ 
ed from hour to hour along the traveled 
way illumining event after event until 
it would have s.'emed the blackest in¬ 
gratitude to fail to give back to such a 
God fullest fealty. Hearts warmed, 
eyes grew’ misty, for this old pleader 
had touched a responding chord. 

The Appeal to History. 

The God of today is ruler of both yes¬ 
terday and tomorrow. He who is my 
experience is the God of history as well. 
Joshua shifted the telescope that these 
men might have a wider view. Their 
stir: e 1 hearts declared their knowledge 
of the Presence; thev should see Him 
in that history of which they w’ere so 
justly proud. They saw Abraham pass 
out of heathenism into the faith that 
made him the friend of Gid. Isaac and 
Jacob passed in review. The years in 
Egypt in which Joseph and the other 
children shared joined those great fig¬ 
ures that this old soldier made to march 
across the centuries before their eyes. 
Moses followed and they saw the sea 
divide and heard the shout of the sing¬ 
ers upon the shore as the waves be¬ 
came the grave of their oppressors. 
What a pageant! And what an appeal. 
All their pride of race joined in streng¬ 
thening the impression already made 
and they would have seemed renegades 
from the very blood of their fathers if 
they should dream of deserting the God 
who had wrought in their lives and had 
chosen them for His own people. The 
old soldier could swing more than a 
sword. 

The Appeal of Example 

Once more that appeal changed. 
Joshua reviewed his own service to the 
people giving all credit t«* Jehovah for 
all that was accomplished in the cam¬ 
paigns in which these men had shared. 
And now he is ready to bring to them 
the appeals that wouid register their 
decision. Would they go back to the 
Gods their fathers had rejected? Would 
they worship th^ Gods of the land they 
had eonquere 1? Or would they bow only 
to Jehovah? For himself the decision 
was made and they could choose as they 
willed: it was Jeoovah for him and his. 
So he stepped out alone on God’s side 
challenging them by all their associa¬ 
tion in the fierce fires of battle, bv all 
their knowledge of his devotion to their 
welfare, by all their affection for him- 
■•If to join with him to thrir decision. 1 
There could he but one answer. They 
shouted their assent They leaped to 
stand beside him and the Jehovah he 
represented. 

The Appeal of a Record. 

Emotion, action, record, these are the 
three steps that they took to that loy¬ 
alty that persisted thru all the days of 
* ‘the elders who outlived Joshua. ’’ The 
oath of allegience was cut into the stone 
that may have served as altar or as 
rostrum that day. It was lifted into a 
new position that its mute witness 
might utter voiceless but vital testi¬ 
mony thru all the years to be. It would 
sp< ak to them and their children of the 
covenant made under the shadow’ of 
God’i hill that day and would recall 
many a wandering foot from paths un¬ 
safe And this is the road of reform in 
any field. This may he made a temper¬ 
ance lesson, or 8 peace lesson, or anv 
other lesson of reconstructed life by 
applying the process of Joshua. Slowly 
through the years the emotions were 
roused that called for clean living. The 
choice was presented and the example 
set by courageous souls like Francis E. 
Williard. Action has been taken and 
the record placed in the laws of the 
land. So the reform has come. So it 
comes in tbe individual. There is the 


emotion of displeasure with the life as 
it is that results in the open avowal of 
the determination and the record of it 
in some pledge. Joshua was a leader 
ot more things than armies.

TROl’T DISTRIBUTION. 


Large Numbers of Brook Trout Have 
Been Placed In Local Streams. 

Several large consignments of 
brook trout have been received in 
Oakland during the past week from 
the new state hatchery at Lewistown, 
Frederick county, for distribution to 
the many streams in this county. Al¬ 
together the state will distribute to 
the waters of Garrett county half a 
million of the stock. The distribu¬ 
tion thus far has been in charge of 
Districe Game Warden Richard S. 
Browning, assisted by the members 
of the local game and fish association, 
and as a result of the thoroughness 
of the work there is scarcely a stream 
in the county that has been missed 
in the allotments. A large shipment 
will be sent to Friendsville, Grants- 
ville and to other points along the 
line of the Western Maryland Railway 
in Garrett county for distribution and 
at a later date rainbow trout, black 
bass and other species of the finny 
tribe will be placed in the streams 
of the county. 

The season for the shipment of 
brook trout being now past, the state 
hatchery will be glad to receive or¬ 
ders and supply applicants with rain¬ 
bow trovt, black bass, yellow perch 
and other fish suitable for the stock¬ 
ing of small streams. 

Any application for such filed with 
Mr. James D. Hamill, secretary of 
the Fish and Game Protective Asso¬ 
ciation of Garrett County, whose of¬ 
fice is in Oakland, will be given the 
attention of that gentleman without 
delay. 


IMPORTANT CONFERENCE

WAS ROBBED OF MILLIONS 

Former Wife of Mr. Percy Proc¬ 
ter Tells Sensational Story. 

Recently there appeared in a Chicago 
daily newspaper a cablegram from 
Bucharest dealing with a sensational 
story related by Mrs. Nadine be Klei- 
fuss Procter, former wife of Mr. Percy 
Procter, until a few years ago a resi¬ 
dent of Oakland, but who now lives in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and from whom Mr. 
Procter was divorced after a year of 
married life. The cablegram was as 
follows, and being of local interest to 
the readers of The Republican is re¬ 
produced: 

Mrs. Nadine de Kleifuas Procter, nee 
Wengeroff. whose former husband, the 
soap man, lives in Cincinnati, ha 9 just 
passed through Bucharest with her 
daughter, Leonie, enroute from Russia 
to Switzerland. She caused a stir 
among Americans here by telling how 
in her brother’s house in Kiev seven 
bolshevik bandit9 robbed her of 375,000 
rubles belonging to the American Red 
Cross, besides nearly 1,000,000 rubles of 
her own. 

In a signed statement made by Mrs. 
Procter at the American legation in 
Bucharest she said the same bandits 
got away with 4,000.000 rubles belong¬ 
ing to her brother, Vladimir Wengerotf, 
a factory director and financier. 

Mrs. Procter left the United States 
for Russia in 1916, she told the Ameri¬ 
can minister here. She had worked tor 
the American Red Cross in Belgium and 
England as well as in Russia. She 
managed a sanatorium for Russian 
soldiers at Mustomiaky in Finland, 
whe*. she owned an estate of 220.000 
acres, a “cording to her 9tory, but when 
tie boLh^viks took power they turned 
hc r out of the sanatorium and confis¬ 
cated the entire estate, she says. 

In March, 1918. Mrs. Procter reached 
Kiev, carrying about 1,000,000 rubles, 
of which 375,000 belonged to the Ameri¬ 
can R* d Cross. She says she continued 
Red Cross work at Kiev, hand in hand 
with other Americans, some of whom 
later went to J assay. 

Later she went to Moscow*. She said 
three American officers were held in 
prison there by the bolsheviks under a 
sentence of death. Through her inter¬ 
vention the officers were released and 
allowed to go to the frontier. 

In Kiev Mrs. Procter was permitted 
to change the Red Cross money into 
Romanoff rubles, which she did on the 
morning of Jan. 12th this year. She 
placed the money in the belt she wore 
around her body. 

The next day she went to say good¬ 
bye tn her brother, Vladimir Seven 
men she says, one of whom put a revol¬ 
ver to her head met ligh¬ 

ter as the two wom^n stepped into the 
front room of her brother’s house. An¬ 
other man grabbed the mother I y the 
throat and pushed her into an arij doing 
room, where 9he found her brother 
bound to the chair and gagged. All 
the nia ri» lay helpless on the floor with 
petticoats tied around their heads. 

Miss Procter also was pulled into the 
room. Some of the men began to force 
ring.- and bracelets off her hands The 
mother begged them to stop torturing 
her daughter, but the bandits, after 
finishing with the daughter, performed 
the same operation on Mrs Procter, de¬ 
manding at the same time w’here the 
money had gone which she had drawn 
from the bank. 

‘'When I told them I had left the 
money with the foreign minister.** 
Mrs. Procter told the American minis¬ 
ter in her statcmerr. “they took ail my 
o! itne* oif and found the money in my 
bi t Having taken it they searched 
for the key to my brother’s safe. They 
found it and opened the safe and took 
4,000 t 0<>0 rubies belonging to my broth¬ 
er, besides many va uable papers. 
Late*- I came to Bucharest to put my 
case before the American minister and 
beg him. to help me.” 

Mrs. Xadin* Procter is the divorced 
wife of Percv Procter, aged coap man¬ 
ufacturing millionaire. As a claimed 
Russian baroness she wa married to 
Proctor some years ago, through the 
medium of a firm of European marriage 
brokers, a- the voting and at»ra:tive 
widow of Baron de Kleifuas. The aged 
millionaire gave the young widow a pre- 
nupital pn sent of worth of stock 

in the Procter A Gamble corporation, 
uDon her plea that a chateau in France, 
she inherited from her husband was 
about to be sold for debt. 

On the witness stand she swore that 
“ze Mi«ter Procter wa? sj old and so 
cold” that she could not love him a t a 
young wife should. Divorce was grant¬ 
ed and an effort made by Proctor to se¬ 
cure the return of his love gift. Finally 
compromise was i-ffected cut of court 
bv which it was stated the ex-wlfe re¬ 
ceived cash for the stock returned. 
Later she denied getting the agreed 
cash. Recently, it is said, she had been 
engaged in revolutionary propaganda 
in Russia, a “maderate, ” not a bolshe¬ 
vik.

Pledges made to Invest In War Sav¬ 
ings Stamps have been automatically 
extended to 1919 by the government, 
which has made official announce¬ 
ment that persons who, for any rea¬ 
son, did not complete their pledges 
by December 31. 1918. may and are 
expected to liquidate these pledges by 
investing in War Savings Stamps of 
the new 1919 issue. 

The 1919 War Savings Stamps are 
blue in color and a trifle smaller than 
those issued last year. They hear a 
likeness of Benjamin Franklin, the 
apostle of thrift and economy. The 
1919 War Savings Stamps which yield 
their owners four per cent interest, 
compounded quarterly, may he obtain¬ 
ed from any postoffice. bank, or other 
authorized agent. 

Thrift Stamps and Thrift Cards 
used last year remain in use during 
1919, and filled Thrift Cards, that is. 
Thrift Cards on which sixteen Thrift 
Stamps have been affixed, may be ex 
changed for 1919 War Savings Stamps 
upon the payment rrf the few addi 
tional cents which represent the dif 
ference between the price of War 
Savings Stamp and $4. the value of 
the sixteen Thrift Stamps 

Purchasers of 1919 War Savings 
Stamps should bear in mind that 1919 
War Savings Stamps are to be affixed

It was more than u passing thought or 
a mere suggestion. It was a Message, 
signifying the need of immediate and 
unremitting vigilance in achieving 
complete unity of action In resolving 
domestic problems before attacking 
those of wider range soon to be thrust 
upon the country—a true soldier's call 
first to close the ranks. 

"Nothing could be more characteris¬ 
tic or more clearly illustrative of the 
breadth of vision, the foresight, the 
directness In method and the painstak¬ 
ing attention of the man. Nothing, 
too, probably could have served his 
purpose better than that these words 
should have been his last. Difficult as 
It Is to reconcile oneself to the decree 
of Divine Providence that the re- 
tnovul of that great patriot at this cru¬ 
cial moment was not untimely, we can¬ 
not but realize, as he would have been 
the first to acknowledge, that the last 
vestige of animosities which might 
have continued to Impair his highest 
aspirations was burled with him, and 
thereby the perfect union which he so 
ardently desired ngnlnst all tilings un- 
, American was attained. 

"Thus we find the Republican party 
resuming full legislative authority 
thoroughly united and Invigorated by 
| the peculiar confidence which so often 
carried It to victory In former years.”

Tarter Glass, Secretary of the Unit¬ 
ed States Treasury’, hits issued a warn¬ 
ing to patriotic American citizens 
against unscrupulous persons who ad¬ 
vertise that they are willing to pur¬ 
chase War Savings Stamps. Mr. Glass 
does not wish to have the government 
securities sold at sums below their 
actual value. 

He points out that people who are 
actually in need of money may take 
their War Savings Stamps to a post 
office and receive cash. Mr. Glass 
urges holders to keep their stamps 
until maturity. 

He states that War Savings Stamps 
belong only to the individual who first 
purchased them and that people who 
offer to buy stamps at low premium 
are violating the letter of the law in 
so doing. Men and women selling 
stamps are not only losing money 
which rightfully belongs to them, but 
are aiding unscrupulous agents to 
reap profits.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


National Edncation Association 
Sends Broadcast an Article 
Upon This Subject. 

The National Education Association 
of the United States has prepared an 
article upon the subject of teachers’ 
salaries and is sending copies thereof 
to boards of Education, boards of coun¬ 
ty commissioners, county superintend¬ 
ents and others in administrative po¬ 
sitions whose policies determine the 
financial possibilities of the public 
schools. 

The subject of teachers’ salaries in 
Garrett county that will prevail during 
the school year of 1919-1920 is a \e»y 
live one at this time in G.rr**tt c uni., 
for those in authority are r*» v pr*pxr 
ing the Budget for the I* vying 01 tax»*»* 
for the payment of teacher*’ •-alan*- 
pn 1 other expenditures incidental to the 
public schools of Garrett county during 
th'» coming school year. 

Too much cannot be said in favor of a 
decided inc ease in the salaries of the 
teachers of the public school system, 
for the salaries have been too low to at¬ 
tract to and bold in the professi* n the 
type of men and women that the people 
will demand. If the paying of adequate 
salaries to teachers m*ans higher tax 
ation, which, of course, it will, then 
higher taxes will be necessary and must 
come, for it is an absolutely settled 
policy that the people *ill have schools 
and maintain them whateveer thecost 

The article being sent broad cast by 
the National Education Association 
above referred to reads as foil >ws: 

The time is approaching for the t lec¬ 
tion of teachers and the fixing of their 
salaries tor the ensuing school year. 
The recommendation ot thi Superin¬ 
tend* nt and the action of the board on 
this important subject will, in every 
case, effect not onlv fhe fcachers con¬ 
cerned, but particularly the welfare of 
the children, and, in a broad sense, fhe 
csiise of education generally Permit 
us to call your aftention to a few facts 
which bear upon this subject. 

The National Educational Association 
i« deeply interested in teachers’ salaries 
because of the vital relation on this 
subject to the welfare of the school* 
The N. E A. Committee on T**achers’ 
Salaries. Tenure and Pensions, under 
the Chairmanship of President Joseph 
Swain, mad*' a valuable report on this 
subject which was published last July 
The Association has continued its in¬ 
vest i gat ion*, and from the latest data 
obtained, supplementing the reports of 
th« Railroad Wage Commission, the 
War Labor Hoard, the Bureau of Edu 
cation, and other authorities, it can ha 
shown conclusively that nnder existing 
economic conditions teachers’ salaries 
are entirely too small. 

From the Bureau of Kduoation Bulle¬ 
tin No. 4, 1919, we quote the following: 
•'Salaries of teachers are so low that 
they offer neither incentive to profes¬ 
sional preparation mr encouragement 
to long tenure. Moreover, the new and 
more lucrative opportunities which the 
war has made available to teachers have 
made serious inroads on the profession, 
ft mb mm% now be ex pee ted that quali¬ 


fied persons will continue to teach, or 
that capable ones will prepare for 
teaching, unless radical and sweeping 
changes are forthcoming in the salary 
scale/’ 

The Bureau of Education has made 
an estimate, based on a nation-wide in 
vestigation, that there were at least 
50,001) vacancies in the public schools of 
the country at the opening of school 
last fall. One county in Pennsylvania 
reported fifty three rural schools with 
out teachers. In addition to these va¬ 
cancies the Bureau further estimates 
that there were no less than 120,000 un¬ 
trained and inexperienced persons plac¬ 
ed in teaching positions in order to keep 
the ►ch* ols open. 

Auih«’iiiie* d tier as to the increase 
in the co*t of living. Bradstreet places 
it m 111) p*-r cent since the beginning 
lufth* war. Dun at 94 per cent. The 
Labor Bur* au *t 103 per cent. Ad- 
rintt*ui> some tu rns were not consider¬ 
ed in nmk'nr the above estimates, but 
from a ►tu i> and comparison of avail¬ 
able reports on the subject, an increase 
of 75 per cent since 1915 might be con¬ 
sidered a conservative estimate. The 
necessity of increasing salaries and 
wages to meet this in* r ase in living 
expenses has been officially recognized 
by the highest authorities. 

By general order of the Director- 
Ge • ral of Railroads, issued May 27>, 
1918, and based on the investigations 
and report of the Railroad Wage Com¬ 
mission, the wages of all railroad em¬ 
ployees receiving less than $250 a m*nth 
were increased. The Commission stated 
in its report that a man receiving #85 
per month on January 1, 191H. should 
receive t n increase of 40 per cent, mak¬ 
ing his wages $119 a month on May. 
1918, in order tu give him the same liv 
ing to* previously had. This conclusion 
was approved and taken as the basis of 
men as os alLwfd. Those receiving less , 
than $85 a month were given a higher 
per cent of increase, and those receiv- I 
mg more, a lower p**r cent, gradually 
decreasing as applied to higher salaries. 
This action of the government was ac¬ 
cepted as fair and equitable, but what 
about teachers’ salaries which average, 
at the present time, much lower than 
the avornge wags received by railroad 
employees before their wage® wore m- 
c^ea:«ed , 

Statistics obtained by R. C Moore. 
Secretary of the Illinois State Teachers’ 
Association, and pubhahed in the Feb- 
rurrv, 1919, ustjo of the ‘ Illinois Teach¬ 
er, ” show that the average monthly, 
wage of fifteen miners for a certain 
month, taken from the pay roll at the 
mine, was $217.78, while the average 
monthly salary sf the tlftcssi U*ac&m*« 
in lha same towa wm $05 In another ; 
•own a certain raiser, wbc. by the way. 
was an Austria* alow, drsw me re thaa 
$2,700 in wages last year, while the 
high school principal in that town, an 
American girl, trained for her work m 
a university, drew a aalarv of .>7*’ 

Congress has repeatedly recognized 
the necessity of increasing wages mid 
salaries in orrior to m«it present erono- ■ 
mic and iadoatrlal condlrioma.

passed the House of Representatives 
and is now under consideration in the 
Committee on Education and Labor in 
the Senate. Please note that this is a 
minimum wage and applies to all em¬ 
ployees including watchmen, janitors 
and charwomen. W. F. Ogburn, statis¬ 
tical expert of the National War Labor 
Board, testified at the Senate Com¬ 
mittee hearing on this bill on January 
28, 1919, that after a study of some six 
hundred families in New York last 
summer, he reached the conclusion that 
the minimum cost of living of a family 
consisting of a husband, wife and three 
children, was between $1,350 and $1,- 
400 a year Continuing he stated: 
“Since that time the cost of living has 
increased in such a way that it cculd be 
maintained bv both the friends and ene¬ 
mies of this bill that today, in the aver¬ 
age eastern cities, the minimum level of 
suhsistMoce must he about $1,500.” 

At this hearing a petition was pre¬ 
sented and placet! on record, signed by 
Judge Landis, Judge Carpenter, and 
more than a score of other United 
States officials, praying that the wages 
of elevator men and watchmen in the 
Federal building at Chicago who receiv¬ 
ed $00 a month, and also the wages of 
charwomen, t>e increased $1 a day “in 
order to meet in part the very great in¬ 
crease in the cost of necessities and 
tfiat Federal employes may enjoy at 
least a living wage.”

standard ” Continuing, Dr. Claxton de¬ 
clares that the remedy is to increase 
teachers’ salaries until they shall aver¬ 
age at least $1,590 a year. 

The right kind of education is abso¬ 
lutely essential to the preservation of 
our democratic ideals. The recent war. 
with its terrible cost in money and hu¬ 
man lives, was largely the result of the 
false philosophy of the Germans as 
taught in their autocratically controlled 
schools, and the chaotic conditions in 
Kuhsia today is due, in a large measure, 
to the illiteracy of her people. The 
Commission on Industrial Relations in 
the conclusion of its final report de¬ 
clares: “Real social service is the 

highest attainment the individual can 
aspire to reach. The State should 
properly be held responsible for the 
education of her children, in order that 
the best possible use shall be made by 
the greatest possible number of the op¬ 
portunities of life as they present them- 
! selves from year to year.” 

This very grave situation demands 
immediate attention. The problem 
must be solved by those who are re¬ 
sponsible for the support and adminis¬ 
tration of our public schools. State 
legislatures should furnish the needed 
revenues, or make it possible to rai 
the necessary funds by taxation. Be 
cause of the importance of the subject 
from the national Standpoint, Congress 
should give Federal aid. The respon¬

PASSIVE RESISTANCE. 

Germany appears to be laying out 
for itself a program of passive re¬ 
sistance to the peace terms. But 
Germany cannot be passive in a 
matter in which it will have need 
to play a leading role even tnougn 
one under compulsion.

claimed tne war, thinking England

The 
main solicitude of the Allied nations 
is lor peace for tne relief of tne 
nations tnat are suffering hardships, 
iney nave no pAgnatic pains to 
force them to make a hasty peace. 
This is true even ot England, despite 
its labor problems.

'file peril is a real one, but there 
is nothing in it to keep tne Allies 
from imposing ana enforcing peace 
terms suited to tne offenses ol Ger¬ 
many witn a view to justice rather 
tnun vengeance.

World Refused to Profit by Exhibition 

of German Cunning Given Forty- 
Eight Years Ago. 

Aisacc siid Lorraine, those familiar 
names, found almost every day in al¬ 
most every paper; those two oblong 
strips of country between Prance and 
Germany—how little some of us know 
about them, after nil. The ex-crown 
prince. In order to prove the ignorance 
of our fighting men, reported an Amer¬ 
ican prisoner ns saying that Alsace 
was a large lake. Perhaps he did, this 
soldier of ours—and perhaps there was 
a twinkle In his eye and a laugh in his 
heart when he said it; for our boys 
packed a lot of humor In their kits. 

When tie come down in it, however, 
we Americans—yes, and our English, 
even our French, brothers—might well 
have known more of these two "lost 
provinces.” We had it chance. But In 
our crowded lives many books are left 
unread; and ho It Is that these Alsatian 
stories, translated from the French of 
two authors who wrote under their 
combined names of Krekinnnn Chat- 
rian were little known except to col¬ 
lege students. Even then, the prophecy 
which these hooks contain went un¬ 
heeded—a warning so plain, so certain, 
so convincing, that as wo read it now 
in the light of what Germany has done 
these last four years, we wonder It 
was not trumpeted to us in every 
street. 

In their hook, "The Plebiscite,” 
Erckmnnn-Chatrain gave us not only 
the tragic *tory of what happened in 
Alsace and Lorraine in 1S70 and 1S71. 
but warnings of the German designs 
on the rest of the world. Before most 
of u* breamed of this awful war. they 
told the story of 4S years ago. and In 
the telling pointed a certain finger to 
the future. Only n year after the 
Franco Prussian war ended, after pic¬ 
turing freshly remembered German 
brutalities, they said: 

"Those yy ho shall cony after yvill 
see worse things than this: since men 
are wolves, foxes, hawks, o\yis, all this 
must come round again. 

“Those Germans are the most per¬ 
fect spies in the world; they come 
into the world to spy, as birds do to 
thieve; it is part of iheir nature. Let 
the Americans ami all the people who 
are kind enough to receive them think 
of this. Their imprudence may some 
day cost them deagly. I am not in 
venting: I am rot saying a word too 
much. We are an example*. Let the 
world profit by it.” 

That yyas our warning almost half a 
century ago.—Ariadne Gilbert, in St 
Nicholas.

Shantung, the < him *«• province 
which Japan ha* been demanding from 
t'liinr. is h mountainous promontory 
lOO miles \yith-. which projects cast 
yyard from the mainland Into the Yel¬ 
low sea for 200 miles. Its area Is 
about fsVOTO square miles. The cen¬ 
tral portion Is occupied by massive 
limestone mountains, culminating In 
Mount Tal. famous in history and con¬ 
sidered sacred by the people. West, 
southwest and north of these moun¬ 
tains lie the Shantung portions of the 
great alluvial plain of north China. 
En*-t and southeast of the mountains 
and throughout the promontory are 
muny fertile valleys and small plains.

lots, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis¬

Some of ttkose bankers make inter¬ 
ring comment. A Michigan concern 
lays that, while not especially pre¬ 
pared to advise definitely in response 
to this inquiry, the oilicers would loan 
no re money on farms where buildings 
were painted than where they were 
jjot so treated. This bank also finds 
ihat where houses, barns and fences 
tro well taken care of tlie farm is a 
profitable proposition, and hankers In 
p^neral consider the farmer a good 
rlient. Another Michigan bank says 
•farm buildings out of repair and 
seeding paint indicate that the owner 
*.s slow pay.” Such farms are rated at 
about one-third of the assessed value 
for loans. Where the farm buildings 
• re in good shape the rating Is one 
half. The president of a middle west- 
pm bank says that when real e^tatf 
loans are considered, painted buildings 
ire always taken into consideration in 
making an estimate. The general np 
penrance of the property surrounding 
the house and bam and also the fields 
and fences would be carefully observ 
ed. Ho further says that he lias no 
hesitancy in saying that he would ab¬ 
solutely refuse a loan on farms where 
the buildings were rot kept up and 
well painted. In bis Judgment, un¬ 
pointed farm buildings would reduce 
the loan value at least 25 per cent. 

A Minnesota banker says that bo Is 
much more willing to loan money 
where the buildings are well painted. 

In bis particular case ht believes that 
ho would loan 20 per cent, more than 
If the buildings were not properly 
taken care of. A farmer who will 
koep bis buildings painted ti kes a 
much deeper interest .n Ids work than [ \rt-: r J. Nethkin th»n . r. -aid liit- 

•cm who doci not Another Minne¬ 
sota bank says that well painted build¬ 
ings have resulted in securing from 
his bank sometimes us high as 25 per 
rent, more money than where the 
buildings are not painted. An Ohio 
concern says that it will loan 25 per 
rent, more money on a well kept farm 
where buildings are painted at least 
once every five years. A southern Illi¬ 
nois hank says that It has no fixed 
rule about tills, but it does make a de¬ 
rided difference when owners «*f farm 
lands apply for loans. If the buildings 
are well painted and thus well pre¬ 
served the loan rate would not only 
be cheaper, hut the amount of money 
borrowed would be larger. A northern 
Illinois hank does not hesitate to say 
that !t v^iiild loan fully 50 per cent, 
more a farm where buildings were 
well painted and In good order than 
wle re they were not. The vice presi¬ 
dent, who answers the Inquiry, goes 
an to snv: “There probably are tunny 
fanners good financially and morally 
who permit their buildings to remain 
unpointed, hut as a rule the m«*st sub¬ 
stantial people who live In the coun¬ 
try keep their buildings wbil painted.” 

An Iowa hank, through Its vice pres¬ 
ident, states that it would make a dif¬ 
ference of at least 25 per cent. In fa¬ 
vor of the farm with painted build¬ 
ings. Another Iowa concern says that 
it would make s difference of at least 
20 per cent 

All this being true, It is perfectly 
evident that It is n good business prop¬ 
osition to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. They not only look better 
•ml are more pleasing to the owner, 
but the farm would sell to better ad¬ 
vantage, the loan value of the property 
would be greatly Increased and the 
buildings themselves Would last much 
longer and need less repair.—The 
American Agriculturist.

IMPORTANT CON KERENCE 

School Heads and County Commis¬ 
sioners in Joint Meeting. 

At tho conference held on March 
20th between the County Board of 
Education and the Board of County 
Commissioners of which a brief ac¬ 
count was published in these columns 
last Thursday, the Board of Educa¬ 
tion laid the following before the 
County Commissioners, the same 
bearing upon the nresent conditions 
of the schools of the county as well 
as upon their immediate future 
needs: 

1. That new, remodeled or more 
complete and modern school buildings 
or plants had been requested for the 
schools at the following places, in 
several of which places rented build¬ 
ings are now being used: Kitzmil- 
ler (grammar and high); Dodson and 
Shellmar (combined): Vindex, Deer 
Park, Bloomington, Yoder, Grants- 
ville. Accident, Promised Land, Loch 
Lvnn Heights, Swanton, Miller, Flat- 
woods, Steyer, Jennings. It was not 
claimed that there are included in the 
above list all the new or remodeled 
or modernized school buildings need¬ 
ed in the county, as represented, but 
the list dees include those for which 
requests have been made recently. 
It is constantly further urged that 
well-prepared teachers can not read¬ 
ily be secured for any school which is 
housed in a rundown, dilapidated, an¬ 
tiquated building For the Board of 
Education to comply in meeting such 
a demand for school buildings it was 
estimated that not less than $80,000 
would be required from the county. 

2. The Board of Education further 
stated that it estimated that not less 
than $25,000 would be required from 
the county to meet the wide-spread 
needs of present school buildings to 
repair and modernize them along the 
lines of present-day standards and re¬ 
quirements the one- and two-room 
school buildings being more in line 
for such attention. 

3. In conjunction with the needs 
as discussed and as set forth under 
the two preceding paragraphs, the 
Board of Education formally and of¬ 
ficially presented to the Board of 
County Commissioners its detailed 
budget of school expenses for the 
school year 1919-1920, in which was 
not included, as a result of the con¬ 
ference, any of the permanent im¬ 
provements set forth above, fer it 
was pointed out that there arc about 
twenty-five school buildings in the 
county this year not open, owing to 
the inability to secure teacheis for 
such schools; the need of teachers is 
greater at present, as a county-wide 
condition, than the need for new 
buildings. The budget in this abridg¬ 
ed form requested $99,010 from the 
county. This amount of $99,010, 
when added to the total of $80,000, 
under paragraph one. and increased 
still further by the total of $25,000, 
under paragraph two, made the grand 
total of $204,010 as needed to meet 
the demands for permanent imprnve- 
mens and school maintenance. This 
amount of $204,610 represents an in¬ 
crease of about $29,846.76 over the 
total of the whole levy as made by 
the Board of County Commissioners 
in April. 1918. 

In April. 1918, ?r.9,000 was levied 
by the Board of Countv Com¬ 
missioners for the same general pur¬ 
poses for which the Countv Board of 
Educaton then asked $60,000; in the 
budget now submitted to the Board 
of County Commissioner;- tre Board 
rf Education requests $99,610 from 
the countv to ho available from Au¬ 
gust 1. 1919, for the same v neral 
purposes for which, in April. 1918. 
was levied $59 ftOO. T' e ore : cnt ro- 
ouest. therefore. e-ID for :tr ; r*v* < 
of $40,610 over the nm vnt 1- ied in 
April.1918, and *or 4 he * me general 
purpose*.

False News Manufactured So That 

Germany Might Be Misinformed— 
Spies Were of Very Little 
Service to Germany. 

I.ofiil' Il Itl tho possession of n 
sergMiit-mnjor of the British military 
foot poll is a peculiarly mad** leath¬ 
er strap or, rather, a scries of straps 
—for which Madame Tu>saml\* 
doubtIes> would pay a large sum ot 
money. 

It is the strap with which Gentian 
spies caught in (his country and con¬ 
demned to death were fastened in a 
special chair at the Tower of London 
prior to being shot. Like a wise man. 
the sergeant-major had the strap 
made to his own design and paid for 
it with his own money. It is to him 
« priceless relic of the great war. 

Germany’s vaunted spy system, 
Hke tin* overboomed German navy 
hardly realized expectations. There 
- * iv. it i> true, a great many spi*** in 
England, both before and after the 
war acting on behalf of tin* kaiser. 
Mo*r of them were neutrals, and eatne 
originally fr an South Anieri* an 
Mates. 

The British secret service resem¬ 
bled its magnificent navy. It did its 
work as silently and effectively, and 
the necessary reticence ohservinl as to 
it', doings • >iiiributed very materially 
to Tin* discomfiture felt by the Ger 
man government owing to the mis¬ 
leading information which “fell” Into 
German hands

All sp;**s w« re not arrested imme- 
diarejy they w»*re detee(<*d. The l.rd- 
Mi secret s**r\iee. ever considerate,! 
allowed them to <<-*i I and receive l« t- ; 
fer^ and c*dieet information, but it r«-j 
served the privilege of opening the 
«ori>*<pondeu«v both ways and mak¬ 
ing alterations likely to I*.• of more 
use to lb-* allies than to Germany. 

It is difficult to estimate the value 
of tlie infoivi.ition obtained by thi- 
tnethod. The linn, with his profound 

di .t for British finesse, proh- 

n!• I> never 'sill believe that Britain 
cniild b»* guilty of su*’ii astuteness. 

It is certain that Germany obtained 
very lilt!. d ot was useful from her 


spies in England. From the outbreak 
of war the ports were too carefully 
watched to permit of much leakage 

I’p and down the east and south¬ 
west coasts of England were, how¬ 
ever. many "hydros.” palatial hotels, 
built rigid on the sea. with large et>|e 
per dome* twinkling brightly for many 
miles out at s »n. Ami the manager 
was often a German. 

Eight German spies were executed 
in tills country, while many more ar* 
undergoing long terms of penal ser\ :- 
tude. For ohvl ms reasons the names 
of many never were revealed. Tin 
imperial government continued to 
communicate with them blissfullv 
unaware that their agents had gone 
to a bourne from which not even : 
German spy returns. The British s*»- 
eret service kindly acted as the .spy’s 
deputy. 

Executed in Tower. 

The execution of these spies is na» 

11 raIly* an unpleasant subject, out man* 
tin* less Interesting. After the secret 
trial and condemnation to dentil tin* 
spy was taken to tin* tower, there to 
await tin* dread summons in tin* early 
hour* of tin* morning. Taken from 
Ills cell by a party of military police 
the spy was strapped to a chair in a 
quadrangle of tin* tower. There, fac 
ing Idm. about ten paces distant, was 
a tiring party, usually eight men. from 
the battalion of guards on duty at tin* 
time.

AUTOCRACY IS NOT DEAD. 

The hun has been defeated and the 
hun kaiser has run away from the 
consequences of his crimes. Justice 
has come into her own and the dove 
of peace has alighted—or is about to 
alight—after much weary and aim¬ 
less circling about. Nevertheless, au¬ 
tocracy is not dead. Do not deceive 
yourselves that you have seen the 
last of it. 

Autocracy stalks among us every 
day—in our homes, in offices, shops 
and stores, on the street, at clubs, 
lodges and associations. It rears its 
ugly head in the most unexpected 
places and demands tribute of all who 
will render it. There is always some¬ 
body who wants to be “the whole 
show.” You’ve met these autocrats: 
the father, the big brother, some¬ 
times an older sister, often the baby, 
the schoolmaster, the grand high 
something-or-other at the lodge, 
perhaps a clerk at the office or others 
with limited authority, perhaps a 
gang-boss, sometimes iust an ordi¬ 
nary clerk, telephone operator or an 
editor who works beside you or with 
whom you come in contact every day 
as you pass to and fro upon the street 
or in nlaces of busines where both you 
and the editor go to buy a pound of 
butter or cheese, provided the editor 
has the wherewithal to settle the 
score. 

By the very nature of things, the 
representatives of autocracy are self- 
blinded egotists. The ex-kaiser, for 
example, was a self-confessed expert

A few tulles south of Bagdad ou 
the banks of the Tigris are the ruin* 
of n once great city—tin* Ctesiphon of 
history and romance.

The Bucket.

We have been studying a people 
in which the family instead of the per¬ 
son was the unit and each member felt 
his identity within the group in strong¬ 
er measure than 86 one in a' world of 
individuals. Gradually that paternal 
rule which clothed the father with 
sovereignty that was absolute was 
transferred to a government in which 
the king had replaced the narrow 
authority. Israel had become a wider 
family and the consciousness of benefit 
came as it had before thru membership 
in the group. Jehovah had redeemed 
the nation at the Red Sea. He had 
planted the nation ip Palestine. He had 
entered into covenant relations with 
that nation. His chosen people. He 
protected or chastised the nation. He 
guarded or destroyed Jerusalem as the 
rational center. He scatcered tfie na¬ 
tion among the heatqen or replanted it 
in its old place but always it was the 
national idea which ruled in the minds 
of the people and the benefits that were 
received came to a citizen of the na- 
tiog not to an unrelated person. He 
was a Jew before he was a son. God 
was King and Father of the nation end 
man's relation was indirect instead of 
immediate. And it was because of th*» 
early union of father and and sovereif n 
that their Jehovah King was conceived 
of carrying the double role. “The 
Father Regnant” i 9 Lidgett’s phrasing 
of the fact. Father and son as a per¬ 
sonal relationship belong essentially to 
the New Testament instead of the Old. 
To be sure there are streaks of color in 
the 9ky before the sunrise and we find 
here and there tall souls catching the 
first rays of revelation just as the peak 
that guards the populous valley is 
bright with sunlight while the latter is 
still dark. But in the words of Dr. 
Curtis, “The Old Testament is essen¬ 
tially a W( rid of moral sovereignty, and 
is frigid. The New Testament is es¬ 
sentially a world of moral love, and is 
creative.” But to have llung that idea 
into an unprepared world would have 
made a moral desert instead ot a spirit¬ 
ual garden.

Jesus always took a fact uf life and 
filled it with new meaning. Joseph 
must have been a wonderfully fine man 
to have so expressed human fatherhood 
to the growing boy that when a word 
was needed to express God’s attitude 
toward men Jesus said, “He is Father.” 
And always the argument ran, “Your 
father does thus, therefore your heaven¬ 
ly Father will do so.” With this Naza¬ 
reth window upon the eternal Jesus en¬ 
tered upon an experience of intimacy 
with His Father that governed ev^ry 
act of His life and colored all His words. 
He knew God as it was privileged for 
no other individual to know' Him and 
the constant urge was for men to enter 
in a fuller realization of intimate per¬ 
sonal contact with the Father. And 
this was the privilege of all men not as 
Jews but because each was a potential 
son for whom the Father’s door stood 
wide and to whom the yearning heart 
of God extended a beckouing hand. To 
publicans and sinners, Jew ish Rabbi or 
Roman proselyte the message was the 
same; God wa 3 Father, eager to wel¬ 
come ail into the fellowship of sons. 
Small wonder that the orthodox Jew 
stood agha 3 t at such teaching. Even 
I’eter after hn years of association, 
hesitated and needed h new revelation 
before Cornelius could he admitted upon 
that common basis. It seemed revolu¬ 
tionary and still is in every class ridden 
land and race prejudiced civilization. 
But it was the only foundation wide 
enough to support the Kingdom and it 
constituted the Good News that Jesus 
so joyously scattered evorywhere Me 
went. It overthrew the Roman Em¬ 
pire in th«.se enrly days as surelv as it 
has now pricked the bubbl - of a Ger¬ 
man dream. Slavery vanished before 
its proclamation. Ignorance llees from 
its light. Within it rests the hop.* of 
t he world.

“And I suppose, if you 
should starve to death, that you'd die 
trusting?” came the impatient response,

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IMPORTANT CONFERENCE 

Bond Issue Proposed by School and 
County Commissioners. 

The last paragraph of the article 
published in The Republican last week 
bearing upon the joint conference of 
March 20, 1919, between the County 
Board of Education and the Board of 
County Commissioners, read as fol¬ 
lows: “We plan to set forth next 
week in these columns the reasons 
that led to the increase of $40,610 as 
amount requested immediately from 
the county by the Board of Educa¬ 
tion.” 

The details of the increase and the 
reasons therefor are breifly set forth 
as follows: 

1. For Repairs (upkeep)—The sum 
of $3,545 is asked for during the com¬ 
ing school year, this being an increase 
of $1,045 over the amount levied in 
April, 1918, for the same purposes. 
This increase is attributable to the 
general demand throughout the coun¬ 
ty for extensive repairs of school 
buildings, repair and replacement of 
w’ornout equipment, as well as instal¬ 
lation of more satisfactory furnish¬ 
ings. 

2. For Current Repairs (upkeep, 
tinforseen)—In the Budget of 1918- 
1919, $1,000 was asked for this pur¬ 
pose and nothing w as ^allow ed there¬ 
for by the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners. The school buildings of the 
county are constantly and urgently in 
need of repairs and the people are be¬ 
coming more exacting in reference to 
the condition and appearance of their 
school buildings; painting, airtight 
windows, cloak rooms, outbuildings, 
etc., being demanded more vehement¬ 
ly by the people as a result of their 
interests; accordingly in the Budget 
for 1919-1920, request is made for the 
small sum of $1,000 toward meeting 
this most staisfactory evidence of ad¬ 
vanced citizenship, as well as to ena¬ 
ble the local and county school au¬ 
thorities to have one- and two-room 
school buildings gradually meet the 
requirements for “Standard” school 
plants as determined upon by the 
State Department of Education. 

3. For Furniture in Old Buildings 
(upkeep and outlay)—In the Budget 
«f 1918-1919, $500 was asked for fur- 
dture in old buildings, which was al- 
Fwed by the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, the amount having been 
placed at that small figure because 
the County Board of Education had 
quite a stock of furniture on hand at 
the time the amount was asked for, 
and the sum of only $500 was reques¬ 
ted. which sum was found sufficient 
during the current school year to take 
care of the urgent demands since 
there was so much furniture in stock 
and which had been paid for and pur¬ 
chased when the market price was 
much lower than it is today; the stock 
of furniture which was on hand is 
now entirely depleted and there 
should be a sum of at least $1,000, 
this being an excess in amount al¬ 
lowed of $500 over 191'-1919, in or¬ 
der to provide in part for the neces¬ 
sary furniture that will be demanded 
and w r hich will be urgently needed 
during the school year of 1919-1920. 

4. For Maintenance and Support of 
the Schools—In the Budget of 1918- 
1919, $97,475 was requested and al¬ 
lowed for maintenance and support 
of the schools; in the Budget for 
191JM920. $125,840, is asked for, this 
being an increase of $28,565 with a 
decrease of $200 on teachers* regis¬ 
ter.^ which makes the net increase 
$28,$65, which is made up of increases 
as follows: 

(a) The traveling expenses of the 
County Superintendent are increased 
$50, the same being based upon the 
fact that $200, as previously allowed, 
has been found inadequate to the 
needs, since By-law 19 of the State 
Board of Education has been passed 
and promulgated, w’hich By-law re¬ 
quires the County Superintendent to 
devote at least 90 full days each year 
in visiting all the schools, personally 
each school year, in the county at 
least once each year. 

(b) In the Budget of 1918-1919, 
$78,400 was asked for and allowed 
by the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers as a total for teachers’ salaries; 
in the Budget for 1919-1920, the 
amount of $101,500 is asked for this 
same purpose, this being an increase 
of $23,100, the plans for the expend¬ 
ing of the amount of $101,500 being 
as follows: 

High School Principals—1918-1919, 
$2,600; 1919-1920,$3,800; an increase 
of $1,200. High School regular teach¬ 
ers, 1918-1919, $4,000; 1919-1920, 

$5,000; an increase of $1,000. High 
School special teachers, 1111*1111, 
$3,200; 1919-1920, $4,000, an increase 
of $800. Elementary school princi¬ 
pals, 1918-1919, $4,400; 1919-1920,

FOREST WARDENS IN 

ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

Local Foresters Met State Represen¬ 
tatives in Oakland Recently. 

In spite of the inclement weather 
which prevailed in Oakland on Friday, 
March 28, the annual conference of 
Forest Wardens of Garrett county, 
with State Forester F. W. Besley and 
Assistant Forester J. A. Cone, was 
well attended, over half of the entire 
number of the wardens of the cjju- 
ty being present in the Court Houee 
at ten o’clock in tho morning when 
the conference opened. 

Fire records of past years were 
presented in chart form and showed 
that in 1918 there was less loss from 
fires in the state of Maryland than 
:n ar.y >ear since the State Board of 
Forestry had been organized. This 
gratifying record Mr. Besley attrib¬ 
uted to the efficiency of the wardens 
in promptly attending to all fires that 
were brought to their attention. 

A tabulation of fires by causes 
showed that in 1918 tw’enty per cent, 
were attributed to the railroads and 
thirty per cent, to those who use the 
woods for pleasure, such as campers, 
hunters, fishermen, etc. This latter 
figure is entirely too high, Mr. Bes¬ 
ley stated and it is hoped to reduce 
it materially hv having the Federal 
patrolmen, of w’hom there are five 
in Garrett county, give special sur- 
veilance to those whom they meet in 
the woods during the coming year. 

A thirty-foot lookout tower on 
Snaggy mountain has been completed 
and during the year Mr. Alex. Bittin- 
ger wil be on duty at this station 
for the detection of fires, not only on 
the lands owned by the State but also 
throughout the surrounding country. 
This makes two lookout towers estab¬ 
lished in Garrett county, the fifty- 
foot tower on Meadow mountain hav¬ 
ing been in operation for some years 
past. The lookout station at Pinnacle, 
in West Virginia, commands a splen¬ 
did view’ of the Backbone mountain 
section of Maryland, and it is hoped 
in the near future, by cooperative 
agreement with our neighboring state 
to obtain for Maryland the services 
of this lookout station to supplement 
the w’ork of the patrolmen of the 
Swanton district of this county. 

A new’ type of torch for “back¬ 
firing” was shown the local wardens 
and received favorable comment. It 
is planned by the state wardens to is¬ 
sue these to the local men as part 
of their equipment to be used in cases 
of serious fires.

FAIR ASSOCIATION MEETING 


\N a> Held Monday and Was Attended

House in Oakland Monday afternoon 
at one o’clock when a majority of the 
stock was represented in person or by 
proxy and the business for which the 
meeting was calle*d was transacted 
and adjournment had within an hour 
or less. The object of the meeting 
was for the purpose of el cting a 
board of directors and the officers for 
the ensuing year. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. II. M. Speicher, president of the 
Association, who stated its object, 
and also made the statement that 
the association was entirely solvent, 
with all indebtedness paid and a cash 
balance in bank in addition to owning 
thrift stamps amounting in value to 
a thousand dollars. 

The following named were then 
chosen as the officers of the Associ¬ 
ation for the ensuing year: Presi¬ 
dent, Mr. H. M. Speicher; vice-pres¬ 
ident, Mr. Henry Smouse; secretary, 
Mr. Thomas A. Gonder; treasurer, 
Mr. Henry Lauer.

The avcMi-go provided by levy for 
167 ’‘other elementary teachers*' in 
1913-1010 was ah ut 8385; i u the av¬ 
erage paid during the year has been 
about *453.03, which has been poss: le 
only owing to the fact that the full 
number of teachers could not be se¬ 
cured nor employed, the maximum 
number employed at any one time be¬ 
ing about 134, whereas for ail of tno 
schools of the county about 185 teach¬ 
ers are required, and any surplus of 
funds that ac umulates daring the 
school year in the treasury of the 
Couniy Board of Education, from one 
cause or another, from schools not 
open, etc., is returned to the Board of 
County Commissioners. For instance, 
on Janu ry 22, 1919, $3,553.45 was re¬ 
turned to the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners as the surplus of county 
funds in the treasury of the Count 
Board of education on .July 31, 191 . 

The above facts speak for them¬ 
selves and sine*, the state school au¬ 
thorities and the people of the coun¬ 
ty are determined that the tea-hirer 
levy, totalized $41,475. In the Bud¬ 
get for 1919-1920, the estimated re¬ 
ceipts from all sources, othir than 
county levy, is placed at $31,775,this 
being a de rease of $9,700, which is 
accounted for, practically, as a whole 
aside from otherwise as stated in the 
Budget lor 1919-1920, when compared 
with the Budget of 1918-1919, to the 
fact that the amount estimated 
would be received from the State 
School tax on account of school pop¬ 
ulation and attendance, which for 

1918- 1919 was placed at $28,000, is 
now found wall be for the current 
school year as now r estimated about 
$25,766.64, whereas in the Budget for 

1919- 1920, the estimated amount from 
the State School tax on account of 
school population and attendance is 
placed at $18,000, which decrease of 
$10,000, estimated, will be during the 
year of 1919-1920. this being due to 
the fact that the aggregate days’ at¬ 
tendance of pupils in Garrett county 
during the current school year will be 
far less than the aggregate days' at¬ 
tendance during the school year of 
1917-1918, this decrease in aggregate 
days’ attendance being flue to the fact 
that so many schools were closed, at 
varying periods, during the current 
school year on account of influenza 
as also from inability to secure 
teachers for about twenty-two schools 
as well as due to the fact that it has 
been practically impossible to have 
State warrants served for violations 
of the school attendance law, which in 
turn will lessen the county’s share in 
the distribution of the State School 
tax during the coming school year. 
In this conection, of funds received 
from the Public School tax of the 
State the following data is submit¬ 
ted: 

Received during 1911-1912. $21,698.20 
Received during 1912*1918. t 488.70 
Received during 1913-1914. 23,470.45 
Received during 1914-1915. 23,470.45 
Received during 1915-1916. 26,892.05 
Received during 1916-1917. 19,436.00 
Received during 1917-1918. 22,603.07 
Received during 1918-1919. 25,766.64 
The small estimated increase of 
$3,163.57 of the year 1918-1919 over 
the preceding year is due to the fact 
that the General Assembly of Mary¬ 
land at its session of 1918 increased 
the state appropriation for schools 
from “not exceeding $1,750,000** to 
$2,000,000. It will be observed from 
the above that the main distribution 
of the State School tax to Garrett 
county has been at a standstill for 
several years. This is due in great 
measure to the educational propagan¬ 
da that local communities should bear 
by far the greater burden of sch< ol 
taxation, the contention being that as 
a result the people \v ill exert more 
interest in their lo ; 1 school system 
It might not be amiss to add that it 
will be observed ther< was no percep¬ 
tible increase in Stati Sch< ol funds 
to Garrett county since t- »* Genera! 
Assembly of 1916 afforded the bo s 
and girls nine months of chool there¬ 
after instead of seven and one-half 
months, ns previously obtained, this 
being explained by the fact that the 
State prior to that date placed Gar¬ 
rett county alongside of all the other 
counties of the State an 1 equal with 
them, even though all of them wire 
required to have nine months of 
school, when the distribution of State 
School funds was made, not mention¬ 
ing the $4,000 extra appropriation 
given by the State each year to Gar¬ 
rett county, and which is now re¬ 
duced to $3,000. 

To summarize the items and cost of 
each, ns outlined in these three arti¬ 
cles which have been published con¬ 
cerning the conference between the 
County Board of Education and the 
Board of County Commissioners, it is 
found that they run as follows: 

1. For permanent improvements along 
the lines of new, remodeled or more 
complete and modem school build¬ 
ings or plants. $80,000 


2. For needs ol present school build- 

in :s to repair and modernize them 
along the lines of present-vtay stan¬ 
dards and requirements-$25,000 

3. For maintaining the school sys¬ 

tem as will be required during 1919- 
1920, and as set forth in the Budget 
of * the County Board ol Educa¬ 
tion .$99,610 


Grand total.$204,610 

Since it appears wholly impossible 
and impracticable to raise such a 
large sum of money as $204,610 from 
direct taxation in the county by a 
le y to be laid on the county next 
week by the Beard of County Com¬ 
missioners, certain items called for 
in the above had to be eliminated. To 
raise such a sum for school ifurposes 
alone, when united with the other 
pressing needs of the county, would 
create a tax rate so high as to throw 
many property owners into bankrupt¬ 
cy, drive others from the county, put 
an unlimited number of properties 
under the hammer for sale f r taxes 
and create a general upheaval in the 
economic an l busmen life of our cit¬ 
izens, with the result that general 
confusion anil discontent would fol¬ 
low. 

Accordingly, it was decided at the 
conference between the two bodies of 
public officials to t royo. e a bond issue 
to the people of the county to meet 
the first two demrn Is amounting to 
no\ less than $105 000, it being nec¬ 
essary for such a b md issue to be 
authorized by the General Assembly 
of Maryland of 1920, the loan there¬ 
under to be repaid in small portions 
each year by county taxation during 
the next several and following years. 

After the several school communi¬ 
ties are heard from more definitely 
such a bond issue would likely have to 
totalize $175,000. 

It was also decided that the Board 
of County Commissioners would levy 
as large an amount as possible this 
year, consistently with its other obli¬ 
gations, to meet the needs of the va¬ 
rious schools as set forth in the Bud- 
force of the county shall be composed 
of men and women who are qualified 
for the responsibilities incidental to 
teaching, and since the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education is outspoken in its 
determination not to issue provisional 
certificates along the lines that have 
prevailed during the last year or two, 
and since there is too great a ten¬ 
dency among the school authorities 
of the county to shorten the terms of 
the smaller schools of the county with 
the result that Garrett county had 
during the school year of 1917-1918 
only an average school year, for all 
the schools of the county, of 149.3 
days in length as pointed out in the 
annual report of the State Board of 
Education for the year 1917-1918, 
then it follows that fair and remuner¬ 
ative compensation must be provided 
and granted in order to attract to and 
hold in the profesion of teaching only 
such men and women as are qualified 
for the responsibilities of the work 
with the result that the people of the 
county will receive in some measure 
the results that they desire from their 
schools. Without such funds being 
provided there will result a still 
greater shortage of teachers than 
now prevails, or a denial of school 
privileges to those whose schools can 
not he continued for the legal school 
year of at least 180 actual school 
days. In this connection, the follow¬ 
ing data is submitted: On February 
20, 1919, there were 164 teachers in 
actual employment, of which number 
112 have had less than six years’ ex¬ 
perience as teachers, and 86 of these 
112 have had less than three years’ 
experience. Sixty-six of the 164 held 
regular state certificates and 98 held 
merely provisional certificates. In a 
letter to the County Superintendent 
of schools of Garrett county, dated 
February 10, 1919, the State Super¬ 
intendent of Schools states in part: 
“I shall certainly have to have a 
change of mind if we grant provis¬ 
ional certificates next year." To just 
what extent war conditions have been 
responsible for the very large num¬ 
ber of provisional certificates in Gar¬ 
rett county, the county school author¬ 
ities are unable to determine with 
any degree of accuracy, hut they are 
of the opinion that such war condi¬ 
tions are responsible in only very 
slight degree. In order for Garrett 
county to secure an adequate number 
of regularly qualified and certificated 
teachers, it must provide sufficient, 
attractive and fair compensation, and 
especially so since the county must 
now enter into competition with other 
counties as never before in order to 
retain and secure, as teachers, those 
who, through merit, have proven their 
worth. All of the observations above 
and in this paragraph point out con¬ 
clusively that the schools of Garrett 
county are facing a crisis the like of 
which the county never faced before, 
and the concentrated interest and 
thought of every intelligent citizen of 
the county will have to he centered 
upon the deplorable conditions which 
are about to unfold unless competent 
and qualified citizens and authorities 
appreciate and recognize them as 
herein pointed out and enter quickly 
upon an anticipation of them and by 


so doing prepare for them and accord¬ 
ingly avert the calamity herein de- 
scribed aoout to btiVll the boys and 
girls. 

(c) In the Budget of U18-1919, 
$1,305 was asked for and provided 
for janitors’ wages; in the Budget for 
1919-1920, $5,795 is asked for, this be 
ing an increase of $4,490, which, if 
granted, is planned to be expended as 
follows: 

Iriendsville Grammar and High $450 

Kitzmiller . 450 

Oakland Grammar . 450 

Garrett County High. 675 

Crcllin . 270

The item of $3 500 for 150 other 
teachers grows out of By-law 34 of 
the State Board of Education, which 
has been passed and promulgated sub¬ 
sequently to the submission of the 
Budget of 1918-1919, and the levy as 
laid therefor in Apirl, 1918, the By¬ 
law referred to above reading as fol¬ 
lows: 

“It shall be the duty of teachers to 
see that the school rooms are swept, 
dusted and ventilated every day, and 
heated when necessary, and open for 
the reception of pupils, at least twen¬ 
ty minutes before the hour of opening 
and to see that the house is kept clean 
and comfortable at all times. Sweep¬ 
ing shall he done after the school has 
been dismissed each day, and dust¬ 
ing before the school assembles each 
morning. Funds sufficient to com¬ 
pensate for this service shall bo pro¬ 
vided by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation, and payment for this work, 
when done by the teachers, shall not 
he considered a part of the minimum 
salary required by law." 

(d) In the Budget of 1918-1919, 
$3,000 was asked for and provided for 
fuel. In the Budget lor 1919-1920, 
$3,500 is asked for fuel for all of the 
schools of the county, this being an 
increase of $500, due to the fact that 
the supply of coal on hand and in 
stock will be practically exhausted at 
the close of the present year, as well 
ns due to the higher market price and 
a greater quantity being needed for 
new schools and buildings. 

(e) In the Budget of 1918-1919, 
$75 was asked for and allowed for in¬ 
surance. In the Budget for 1919-1920 
$500 is asked for this item, this being 
an increase of $425, which increase 
is contemplated to be expended for 
carrying a satisfactory amount of fire 
insurance upon the new building be¬ 
ing erected in Oakland for the Gar¬ 
rett County High School, as well as 
upon other valuable buildings. 

5. Furthermore, in the Budget of 
1918-1919, the estimated receipts 
from all sources, other than county 
get submitted for the immediate 
needs of the schools during the ap¬ 
proaching school year of 1919-1920, 
providing the greatest amount pos¬ 
sible for teachers* salaries as asked 
for therein. 

This article is the third and last, 
the three completing the original pur¬ 
pose of setting forth the information 
submitted to tfie conference between 
the County Board of Education and 
the Board of County Commissioners, 
as well as to give the decisions ar¬ 
rived at therein.

Twenty-one months of our war with 
Germany cost the United States $26,* 
356,000,000, the treasury department 
calculates.

AND ITS ECONOMY. 


The preservation of structural ma¬ 
terials, which may he obtained through 
the application of paint, constitutes a 
most vital means of furthering the con¬ 
servation of our natural resources. It 
is, moreover, the most economical 
method of sustaining the appearance 
and general upkeep of any commu¬ 
nity. 

A structure coated with sheets of In¬ 
dia ruhbei would not be as well protect¬ 
ed from decay ns a structure coated 
with n good oil paint Tills Is due to 
the fact that a sheet of rubber Is not 
so durable or ns waterproof ns a thin 
dried film of pnint. The latter mate¬ 
rial when applied dries to a continuous 
elastic film containing finely divided 
particles of metallic, wear resisting 
pigments. A square foot of such a 
film upon a wooden surface cost* less 
than a penny, yet It will beautify and 
protect a dollar’s worth of surfuce for 
many years. This Is a low rute of In¬ 
surance. 

Dwellings, bnms, outbuildings, sheds, 
posts, fences, stock enclosures, wagons, 
implements, windmills and other struc¬ 
tures, whether of wood, iron or cement, 
should be preserved, through the use 
of paint, from rapid decay. High grade 
paint may he used successfully for all 
such purposes. Colored paints will be 
found the most scvlcenble, the coloring 
matter In the pa nt adding from two 
to three yenis to the life of the coating.

INEXCUSABLE PUTTERING AND 

IMPRACTICAL IDEALISM 

HAS CHARACTERIZED THF 
PEACE MEETING. . 

The first problem now is not how 
to make the world an ideal place to 
live in, but how to save it from 
something worse than even German 
imperialism. And unless bolshevism 
can be definitely driven to cover in 
a short time, we are likely to see the 
institution of a defensive combine- 
tion of democracies against organ¬ 
ized anarchy. This would mean a 
return to the old balance of powei 
system, more or less camouflaged. 

Obviously the present situation is 
the result of the long and inexcus¬ 
able puttering at the peace confer¬ 
ence. Impractical idealism and greed 
have worked together to bring con¬ 
fusion to what was to have been the 
world’s greatest international and 
humanitarian undertaking. Those 
members of the conference who have 
been responsible for the delays and 
entanglements are guilty of heinous 
sin against humanity, and no plea of 
good intent can excuse them. 

The present tendency in Europe, 
and especially in Great Britain, is 
to throw all the blame on President 
Wilson, and the president unques¬ 
tionably has a large and heavy re¬ 
sponsibility in the premises. In the 
pursuit of his particuler League of 
Nations he has been stiff-necked and 
impervious to counsel. He has car¬ 
ried matters with a high hand and 
has endeavored to impose his single 
will upon the world, and as long as 
possible has blocked sensible, prac¬ 
tical compromise. He has used his 
strategic position as head of the one 
thoroughly solvent great power in the 
world to force the issue to the ut¬ 
most. 

Yet all the responsibility does not 
rest on the shoulders of Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. Lloyd George and his British as¬ 
sociates and the Italian commis¬ 
sioners must take their portions of 
the blame, for with their wide know¬ 
ledge of diplomacy and world con li- 
tions. they should have presented a 
firm front and kept the conference 
down to earth. 

Only the French representatives 
can in any degree successfully plead 
innocence. From the beginning Clem- 
enceau and his associates have stood 
for strong practical measures. Their 
views regarding the league project 
and the German treaty arrange¬ 
ments and the bolshevist problem 
have been sound and sensible, and 
if their counsel had ruled, the world 
would have been immensely the 
gainer. 


Preston DeBerry Writes of His Visit 
to Various Points in France. 

Private Preston DeBerry, of near 
Oakland, a son of Mr. and Airs. Clark 
DeBerry, with the Army of Occupa¬ 
tion overseas, has written under date 
of March lUth, a most interesting 
letter to his sister, Miss Jeanne De¬ 
Berry, a portion of which we are per¬ 
mitted to publish. The letter follow’s: 

“We are now forty kilometers from 
Bordeaux, near a small town named 
Barsac. We had a three-days’ trip 
to this point in ‘40 hommes—8 ehe- 
vaus,’ otherwise box-cars, and it was 
not a very nice trip, as we had to eat 
hard-tack and corned willy. It was 
tiresome riding. However, we are 
getting nearer the boat each move, 
so we don’t mind much how we move. 
Expect to be here until the latter part 
of April, from all reports. 

“The fruit trees are in bloom and it 
is nice and warm, so supose the win¬ 
ter is about over. We are billeted 
in the upper story of a barn and have 
cork in our bed sacks, so are pretty 
well fixed. 

“1 was indeed sorry to hear of 
Procter Kildow being killed and so 
near the end of the end of the w’ar, 
too. 1 always knew he was a man 
that would never lay down, no matter 
what the odds were against him. 

“Glad to hear of Ed. Chance's pro¬ 
motion, for he deserves going up. 

“The Occupation troops are seeing 
some nice sights along the Rhine and 
in other parts of Germany. Suppcse 
they will all stay there until the pact 
of peace is signed. 

“We had our triple-typhoid shot 
last Friday, and it surely did have 
a ‘kick’ in it; w’as in bed as a result 
until yesterday afternoon (Sunday) 
and my arm feels almost like a mule 
had kicked it today. Think we have 
one more to get yet, for the influen¬ 
za. 1 believe it is, and then we have 
finished—at least 1 hope so. 

“I must w’r'te a little about my 
trip to Monte Carlo now. Seven men 
were allowed to go, and as about 72 
wished to go, we all had to draw*. I 
happened to be lucky, so we left Val- 
•leroy on the morning of February 8, 
the coldest day we had experienced in 
France. We rode 35 kilos to the rail¬ 
road station in a truck and had to 
w f ait ten hours for a train. We had 
laid our packs off on the ground and 
the water in our canteens froze up 
before we left, and w’e were almost 
frozen, too. We rode on a regular 
leave train and were on the way over 
three days, passing through Lyons, 
Marseilles, Toulon, Nice and into Mo¬ 
naco. When we reached the shores 
of the Mediterranean the weather was 
almost like summer time. All kinds 
of flowers and trees were blooming, 
oranges and lemons w’ere hanging on 
the trees and the grass on some of the 
lawns looked almost like velvet. We 
were assigned to the Hotel de Russie, 
each with a separate bed. The French 
beds are usually over two feet thick 
(the mattress) and these were more. 
We surely did make good use of them, 
too. Had a good steam bath and felt 
fine after a good sleep. We had plen¬ 
ty of good food at our hotel and could 
get almost anything at the restau¬ 
rants. While there we went by trol¬ 
ley to Nice, Italy, and other points of 
interest. Was in the casino one 
morning, and it is surely a magnifi¬ 
cent building, while the gardens sur¬ 
rounding it are beyond description. 
While there 1 saw a car bearing a 
Pennsylvania state license and was 
told that it belonged io Schwab, the 
Pittsburgh millionaire. We were 
talking to a lady from Denver, Col., 
who said she had been there since the 
beginning of the war. We also vis¬ 
ited the palace of the Prince of Mona¬ 
co; also saw his ship in the harbor 
which has sailed on all the waters of 
the earth.. 

“Each night the Y. M. C. A. had a 
show', so we always had some place to 
go. We were allowed three addition¬ 
al days at Monte Carlo, making ten 
days in all, and then started back, 
making the return trip in one day, 
arriving here on Washington’s birth¬ 
day. 

“Must close now’. There is no ‘Y’ 
here, so we have to write on almost 
anv kind of paper, as it is hard to 
get.” “PRESTON.”

SOCIAL RECONSTRUCTION 
To the Editor of The Republican. 

11. The Farm Front. 

A popular song has expressed in a 
light and frolicking mood a phase of 
the problem of reconstruction that 
is altogether serious. “How You 
Goin’ to Keep ’em Down on the 
Farm.” The governments of the en¬ 
tire world W’ere prompt to see the 
importance of the farm during the 
war. Nothing so much contributed 
to the Alied success as the ample 
supply of foodstuffs we were able to 
send to the armies at thefront. Men 
and boys were enlisted for work in the 
harvest fields; farmers were urged 
to plant more than usual and to avoid 
waste in reaping, threshing, storing 
and shipping grain. Men won’t and 
can’J fight on empty stomachs. The 
whole country was urged by papers, 
posters, speeches and all other kinds 
of publicity and food regulations to 
save food for the boys at the front.” 

But the problem of feeding our 
allies and ourselves has not ended 
with the war. Indeed, it has grown. 
We have now to feed not only ruined 
Europe, but the near East, the cen¬ 
tral European nations, and even Ger¬ 
many and Austria. The people of 
this country cannot be expected to 
make, for Allies, and enemies as well, 
the sacrifices they made for their own 
sons, husbands and sweethearts and 
brothers. The only hope that Eu¬ 
rope can have of obtaining food, the 
only condition on which our uation 
will consent to feed them, is that 
there be plenty for all at home first; 
the surplus may go across the Atlan¬ 
tic. 

Unless there are men to work the 
farms there wdll be no surplus pro¬ 
ducts—there may not be full rations 
for ourselves. If the men who left 
the farms for the camps and firing 
line come back to their homes and 
takeup again the cultivation of the 
farms, the problem is solved. But 
city life and the attractive city wages 
may have won them. There is oppor¬ 
tunity, too, in the cities, and many a 
boy that never dreamed of ambi^pn 
has risen to prominent posts in busi¬ 
ness and professional life. 

The farm of the past w f as not an 
attractive place, but conditions have 
changed. Not long ago the farmer 
was isolated; today he is in easy and 
direct reach of the outside w'orld, of¬ 
ten a part of it. Good roads, automo¬ 
biles, better mails and telephones, 
more efficient farm machinery, nation¬ 
al and state agricultural organiza¬ 
tions, fairs and many other things 
have contributed to make it possible 
for farming to be both profitable and 
pleasant. City life, on the contrary, 
is not as smooth as it seems. Many a 
boy that could have made a success 
of agriculture and been happy at his 
old home, is driving a delivery wagon 
or ringing up street car fares in the 
city. Wages are higher, it is true, 
but so is the cost of living, and there 
are a hundred ways of getting rid of 
money in the city to one in the coun¬ 
try. There you have a few’ friends, 
if any, no home, very little that you 
can call your own; on the farm you 
have all this and more. 

Why then, do young men leave the 
farms for the great centres of pop¬ 
ulation? Much of the fault is with 
the farmer. It would be too long to 
explain here. The question will be 
dealt with in another article of this 
series and published in the next num¬ 
ber or two of The Republican.

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WHO IS DELAYING PEACE— 
FRANCE OR PRESIDENT WILSON 



GRANTSVILLE. 


Administration Propaganda Against 
France Arouses Criticism 

Washington, April 9—The studied 
efforts of the administration, both 
here and in Paris, to shift the blame 
of the delay in making peace to the 
shoulders of France is arousing un¬ 
favorable comment in all quarters 
except those avowedly pro-adminis¬ 
tration. 

All that France is asking is guar¬ 
antees that she will be protected 
from future attacks from Germany. 
Why France should be blamed for 
delaying any peace which does not 
afford these guarantees is not clear 
to minded people. It is asked, 
on the other hand, if the Pres ; dent 
who i dmittedly is the whole Amer¬ 
ican oelegation at Paris insofa* as 
author ty goes is anxious for peace 
why lie does’nt agree to give T »rce 
her guarantees and bring Geu.'any 
to tei’iis. In short, is France to 
blame for wanting protection and 
peace guaranteed to her, or is Wilson 
to blame for not wishing to guar¬ 
antee France protection and peace? 

In commenting upon this phase of 
peace postponement the Washington 
Post in a recent issue, said editor¬ 
ially: 

“But the victorious peoples are 
getting into an ugly mood because 
of the unnecessary and costly strain 
that is put upon them by the failure 
of their agents to harvest the fruits 
of victory. 

“France and England and Italy are 
hard pressed. They cannot return to 
production a moment too soon. Their 
normal life is suspended while the 
peace delegates prolong the fruitless 
discussion in Paris. 

“France must have equipment 
with which to keep her people at 
work. 

“England must have all doubt re¬ 
moved regarding a resumption of 
war, so that her people may return to 
peace work. 

“Italy is keeping up a large army 
under the threat of war by the im¬ 
perialistic clique that controls Jugo¬ 
slavia. Some of these Jugoslavs were 
lately allied with the enemy. Only 
a few weeks ago a Jugoslav, Gen. 
Boroevic, was commander-in-chief of 
the Hapsburg armies that tore at 
Italy’s throat lie did not join the 
Allies. 

“As for the United States, it is un¬ 
deniable that its people are becoming 
resentful of the intrusion of the 
\merican delegates between the vic¬ 
torious European nations and the 
lanquLhed enemy. 

“If France is to recover, Germany 
must pay. Why does American inter¬ 
pose obstacles to the recovery of 
France? That is what many Amer¬ 
icans ask. 

“Why, does America deny to Italy 
that which belongs to Italy; that 
which is indisputable to trie exist¬ 
ence of a free and independent 
Italy? 

“Why does America threaten to 
build a tremendous ivy, greater 
then Britain’s at a time when co¬ 
operation and good-will between the 
two English-speaking nations is 
highly desirable if not indispensable 
to the world’s welfare? 

“The evnts of the last six months 
including the elections of November 
■». prove that thi- Ymerican inter¬ 
ference with France. England and 
Italy is not an expression of the will 
ol the people, hut is directly contrary 
to their w ill. How long can the agent 
go contrary to his master’s will be¬ 
fore he will he called to account? 

“A lot of breath is wasted on the 
statement that the difficulties of 
making peace are so great as to he 
almost insuperable. Wc all know 
better. We all know that the worst 
difficulties have been manufactured. 
They are not inherent to the Euro¬ 
pean situation. If the difficulties 
that have been deliberately thrust 
into the negotiations were brushed 
aside, the enemy con! 1 be shackled 
and bolshevism could be extinguished 
in short order. What is needed is 
not a Hamlet, full of dreams, ‘to be 
or not to be,* but a Foch, inspired 
by the genius of freedom. 

“The victory will not he frittered 
away. The cost of it was too great, 
and the fruits of it are too badly 
needed by the free peoples of the 
world. They will act if their agents 
fail to act. They will act through 
new» agents, men of action and force. 
In those new hands the nations will 
place the forces that have saved the 
world. Doubt and feebleness will he 
blown to atoms, along with Prus- 
sianism and bolshevism. 

“Who is so disturbed that he ex¬ 
pects the free men of the world to 
surrender their freedom? Who is so 
deluded as to think that feebleness 
and futility will control the nations 
that have just destroyed the enemy of 
liberty? 

“Whether the talkers and dreamers 
at Paris will or will not, the flags 
of freedom will go forth and prevail 
over the powers of darkness.”

The Call for Christ. 

Christ has become the hope of the 
world. The head of the International 
Socialist declared that the failure of 
socialism to prevent the war was be¬ 
cause there was not enough Christ in it. 1 
The President of the Chinese Republic 
eaid to Dr. Mott. “I want you to stay 
in China and visit not only the great 
cities, but all the smaller cities where- 
ever you can find young men and school 
boys to tell them about this message; 
for while Confucius teaches us the 
truth, you have been giving us a me°- 
sa/e which tells about the power to f. 1- 
low the truth.” Shailer Matthews was 
told in Japan that there was a great 
change in the attitude there toward 
Christianity, opposition had disappeared 
in some quarters. In all the world there 
is a reappraisment of His teachings and 
a desire for His rule such as has never 
been known in all time. He came. 
Then there was an eclipse of the Christ 
by Marv and the clouds of saints. There 
came a rediscovery and the cry of not 
so many years was “Back to Christ.” 
The Gospel reappeared as the most 
studied word. Art and Archeology re¬ 
produced those Palestinian days. War 
came and today there is a sense of the 
Presence as never before. Conventions 
are crowded that study His return. 
Books multiply upon His Kingship in 
His world. Men feel that nation and 
civilizations are being judged before 
His judgement seat, that He it is that 
19 breaking the nations with a rod of 
iron like potters’ vessles, that He 
whose right it is to reign is coming to 
Hts throne, and the church is eagerly 
girding her loins and going forth to 
meet Him in this new day as she has 
never done since she overthrew Caesar’s 
seat and bannered the cross. 

The Door to Understanding. 

Who is this Man of Desire? Plainly 
plainly writ upon the history of the 
world there i9 no escaping Him. There 
is but one door to an understanding of 
Him and that is experience. He must 
be experienced before He is known. 
This was the demand made upon the 
apostles for the call wa9 “Follow Me.” 
They entered into intimacy wdth Him 
and out of that relation grew the con¬ 
fession, “Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.”

The Adventure of Love. 

The most daring, adventurous passion 
the heart possesses is love.

METHODIST CENTENARY 
EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Probably the greatest educational 
campaign ever undertaken by o 
church is that now being launchec 
by the Centenary Movement of thf 
Methodist Episcopal Church and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South 
which together plan to raise $140,000, 
000 for missionary work, at home and 
abroad. More than $14,000,000 will 
bo spent on schools and teachers for 
the untaught children of the world 
and instruction for grown people whe 
had little or no schooling in theii 
youth. Of this sum a considerable 
amount will be spent on educational 
work in our own United States. 

Of the foreign-born white people 
In this country more than twelve per 
cent are illiterate; of the Negroes, 
over thirty per cent; of the Chinese, 
jver fifteen per cent; of the Japanese, 
aver nine per cent, and of the North 
American Indians, over forty-five per 
’ent. In many cases, especially in that of 
the older foreign-born, the Church can 
teach these people to speak English, 
to read and write, and to understand 
American customs and laws, when 
the public school does not reach 
them.

Where the Messrs. Dodson, of Bethle- 
hem, Pa., Discuss Situation. 

About fifty members of the Coal 
Operators’ Association, representing

Washington, D. C., April 15—Chair¬ 
man Will H. flays, of the Republican 
National Committee, today issued a 
call to all Republicans urging their 
united and effective support of the 
Victory Loan.

Leaders Declare That Granting of In¬ 
dependence Would Leave islands 
to the Japanese Nation. 

Because to grant the Filippinos full 
independence at the present time 
would be likely to mean the turning 
of them over to the domination of 
Japan, the Republicans of Congress 
are opposed to any such move in t e 
near future. 

Twenty-five prominent citizens of 
the Islands, representatives of the 
House and Senate of our dependency 
in the Pacific have visited the Capital 
of the Nation and made a renewed 
plea for self-determination. Presi¬ 
dent Wilson cabled them that “not the 
leas* important labor of the confer 
ence which now requires my atten¬ 
tion is that of making the pathway of 
the weaker peoples of the world le s 
perilous—a labor which should be* and 
doubtless is of deep and abi I ng .n 
Lrest to the Filippino people.’’ Sec¬ 
retary Baker, just before he sailed 
for Europe,, told them that “the time 
has substantially come, when the Phil¬ 
ippine Islands can be allowed t » sever 
the mere formal political tie remain 
ing and become an independent peo¬ 
ple.” 

Members of the Hou«e are com¬ 
menting upon the fact that this ileal- 
ism is somewhat similar to that of 
President Cleveland when he urged 
that our ilag be hauled down over 
Hawaii. It is pointed out by them 
that after the expenditure of many 
hundred of millions of American 
dollars in the development of the Is 
lands since they were taken over at 
the conclusion of the war with Spain, 
it is not the time to let go of them 
now*, when they are of much greater 
strategic importance to this country 
on the Pacific than ever before. And 
the statement is frequently made that 
the President’s concern for the 
weaker peoples of the earth does not 
include Ireland and India and Korea, 
which are believed to be as deserving 
of it as anv. 

Representative Towner, of Iowa, 
the new’ chairman of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Insular Affairs, says: “In 
the twenty years of American c mtrol 
more and more self-government h's 
been given to the Filippinos, who now 
ha\e a representative legislature, and 
the time may come when they will be 
granted independence, but it is the* 
wrong time now, w hen Congr< ss is 
about to investigate mismanagement 
in the executive control of the Islands 
under Governor Harrison, and when 
the relations of Japan and t) is 
country are somewhat strainei as the 
result of the demand of the former 
for equality of immigration rights 
under the league of nations covenant 
proposed by President Wilson at the 
peace conference at Versailles.*’

Republican Determined to Rush it 
Through When Congress Convenes 

One of the very first measures to be 
introduced, considered and enacted by 
the new Republican Congress will be 
a resolution for an amendment to the 
Constitu i .n which will provide uni¬ 
versal suffrage for all women thruout 
ti.c country, suhject only to the same 
restrictions as are now imposed upon 
the men. 

Representative James R. Mann, of 
Illinois, who made possible the pas¬ 
sage of the resolution in the House in 
t e last Congress by getting out of a 
sick bed at the Johns Hookins Uni¬ 
versity Hospital and contributing a 
much needed vote, will be chairman 
of the Committee on Woman Suffrage 
and will report and put through the 
measure within a few’ days after the 
extra session begins. He and et :er 
party leaders are perfectly certain of 
a sn'e majority, due to the fact that 
the States which swelled the Republi¬ 
can total at the last election are, for 
the most part, favorable to extending 
the suffrage to women. 

“The sentiment for the enfranch se- 
ir.en* of women has been growing 
steadily for years, except in certain 
Southern States,” said Representa¬ 
tive Frar.k W Mondell, of Wyoming, 
the new’ majority leader. “The oppo- 
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sitijn no 1 nger re; regents a major¬ 
ity of the people over any considera¬ 
ble area anywhere. The granting of 
t! e franchise to women is now very 
generally recognized as a ise an! 
proper, if not a vitally essential, step 
in making the government truly re¬ 
sponsive to the intelligent judgment 
of i; 11 the people The Repub i an 
party, as the leader of progresd e 
th: ught, ns the champion of moral 
principles, as the defender of genuine 
democracy, has taken the lead in urg¬ 
ing the extension of the right of the 
ballot to women, and will take the 
first opportunity afforded after Con¬ 
gress agaio meets to demonstrate 
t v c sincerity of the party faith in this 
regard.” 

Changes made in the Senate, w’hich 
the Republicans now* control by two 
votes, have made it certain that the 
suffrage amendment will be adopt* 1 
by that body by a majority of two or 
three. It failed last February by xne 
vote. The domination of the Soath, 
where the fight against the mover* 1 , t 
has centere !. is over. Senator Hi? aim 
Johnson, chairman of the Womjn 
Suffrage Committee in the Senate has 
counted noses, an 1 is assured that 
before the summer is past the anien<ji 
ment will be passed to the Pro?

the figures referred to follow: 

A bond market which hud less than 
300.000 customers two years ago had 
at the close of 1918 between 20.000.- 
000 and 25.000.000 buyers. The array 
of buyers absorbed $11,156,565,850 
worth of bonds in Liberty bonds alone 
In 1918. 

In the two years of the war—count¬ 
ing the first and second Liberty 
Loans which were floated in 1917— 
these bond buyers digested a total of 
$16,974,329,850 in Liberty bonds. 

This healthy condition of the bond 
market is explained, perhaps, by the 
fact that the entire indebtedness of 
the 1’nited States today amounts to 
slightly less than 7 per cent of the 
estimated national wealth. The na¬ 
tional debt amounts to only about 
$170 per capita. 

Some of the national debts are: 
Great Britain. 44.3 per cent cent of 
national wealth or $360 p*»r capita; 
France. 41 25 i>er cent of national 
wealth or $296.90 per capita; Austria, 
34 66 per cent of national wealth or 
$242.90 per capita ;and Germany. 38 7 
per c» nt of national wealth or $5<)5.90 
per capita. 

There figures on Germany are ex¬ 
clusive of the ninth war loan, accu¬ 
rate returns of which never were had. 
and in the rases of both Austria and 
Germany no account is taken of an> 
indemnities which these nations will 
have to pay.

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WAS IT FOR THIS AMERICAN 
SOLDIERS WENT TO FRANCE? 

To scrub the floor for even so es¬ 
timable gentleman as Col. House, 
as Mr. Richard Seelye Jones remarks 
in his Paris correspondence to the Se 
attle Post-Intelligencer, is a poor re 
ward for services rendered in the A**- 
gonne. Col. House and the other Am¬ 
erican peacemakers and designeis 
housed in the Hotel Crillon doubtless 
track mud and otherwise make scrub¬ 
bing a housekeeping necessity; but 
,ust why American soldiers should be 
called upon to perform this nonorn- 
lle but humble task we are net able 
to say. 

It may be answered that the uni¬ 
formed scrubmen that slush suds 
around the Hotel Crillon floors do 
to from choice, and that they are 
not compelled to engage in this 
menial service unless they so desire. 
This, however, we submit, is not a 
sufficient answer, and is one that 
overlooks the essential opposition to 
the soldier-scrubman—the uniform. 
If the uniform of an American sol¬ 
dier stands for anything, and for 
two years we have loudly proclaimed 
that it does, then it is worthy of a 
higher station in the Hotel Crillon 
than that of a scrub bucket and 
the mop. A soldier may properlv 
scrub his barraks and perform such 
other duties as are necessary to his 
own health and comfort. That is 
one thing; but when he is put to 
work as a soldier scrubbing floors 
and washing dishes for a hotelful 
of peacemakers and their families, 
he becomes a standing argument why 
a great many Americans want noth¬ 
ing to do with the army. 

If the uniform of the United States 
army may indicate that the wearer 
is either a man who has fought for 
his country or has scrubbed floors for 
Col. House, the doubt cannot but de¬ 
tract from some of the affection *an 1 
admiration we have for it. Scrubmen 
and dishwashers are necessary, and 
no stigma should attach to their call¬ 
ings. But nonetheless they are not 
soldiers; their vocations normally call 
for entirely different qualities, and 
the differences in perils and hardships 
that exist between them make a dif¬ 
ference in popular esteem. 

If Paris is totally destitute of 
scrubwomen, if dishwashers and scul¬ 
lions generally are not tz be had, it 
is proper that such soldiers as have 
a taste for this sort of work should 
have the opportunity to indulge 
profitably in it—but ns private in¬ 
dividuals. not ns soldiers. 

The uniform should ever stand for 
valorous and self-sacrificing service 
in the army or navy, and should 
neve* be confused with exploits per¬ 
fused with sapolio or the Cold Dust 
Twins, for the comfort of Col. House 
or any other private individual. 


matter when the fighting stopped there 
would be bills unpaid. The fact that 
the war ended sooner than anyone ex¬ 
pected does not relieve us of the obli¬ 
gation to pay the bills. Indeed, it 
should make us all the more willing, for 
if the struggle had continued twelve 
months longer our debt would have been 
thirty-six billion dollars more than it 
now is and the toll of dead would have 
been frightful. 

But we are not being asked to sacri¬ 
fice—to give. We will not have to sub¬ 
scribe to loan after lean. The war has 
been won, and the bond issue to be ot¬ 
tered April 21 is not merely the “fifth” 
loan. It is the “Victory” loan —the one 
that finishes the job. 

Now there is another matter—the 
question of taxes. 

There are only two ways by which the 
government can raise the required 
money —by bends and by taxes And it 
may be set down as a matter of certain 
conviction that th » government is going 
to raise the money. It has no intention 
of repudiating its honorable obligations. 

But every dollar paid out in taxes is 
water over the dam. The money is 
gone—for a good and proper purpose, 
but gone nevertheless. It draws no in¬ 
terest; at least none for you. No man 
vet ever received interest on the taxes 
he paid. 

Money invested in bonds is still on the 
job. It strengthens your credit; it 
makes you a share-holder in the gov¬ 
ernment, and dav and night it is work¬ 
ing for you—drawing interest. 

Taxes or bonds —which? 

Bonds, of course —Victory Liberty 
Bonds. Not only because we owe the 
money—not only because we have won 
the war—but because we want to settle 
the bill and get it behind us. The gov¬ 
ernment has pledged its faith. We are 
the government. 


LOOKING THE ISSUE IN THE EYE 

There are ona or two things about 
our war debt which we might as well 
look squarely in the eye. 

To begin with, we authorized the 
bills, we owe the money and it’s got to 
be paid. 

^Moreover, it’s going to be paid. 

To fight the war took money; to win, 
•till more money—and we had to win. 

We were ready to fight a* long as 
necessary. We were ready to sub¬ 
scribe to loan after loan—as many as 
might be needed. We were willing to 
give—to sacrifice without stint. We had 
to win—at all coats. 

Of course we knt»w that the war 
would end some tint**, but no man knew 
when. Therefore to make the war as 
short as possible we prepared for a 
struggle of indefinite length It was 
necessary uyplan in advan e and we 
prepared on a stupeduous scale. 

This meant, of necessity, that no

SOLDIERS LETTERS 
TO HOME FOLK 



An electrical storm of more than 
ordinary intensity and of short dura¬ 
tion centered over Oakland last Mon¬ 
day night. But one flash of lightning 
was observed and the attending thun¬ 
der was deafening. The lightning 
struck a large pine tree just on the 
outskirts of town and made slivers 
of it. At the same time some fifty or 
more panes of glass in the north end 
of town were broken, electric wires 
burned off and telephone service in 
many buildings entirely disrupted. 


PRIVATE ERNEST B. MOON 
Fourth Army Corps, Army of Occu- 
. pation, Germany. 

Private Ernest B. Moon, with the 
Fourth Army Corns, now stationtd at 
Mayen, Germany, under date of Feb. 
6th, wrote a letter to his parents, Or¬ 
phans Court Judge and Mrs. J. Thom¬ 
as Moon, of near Deer Park, which 
is published herewith. The young 
soldier was drafted into the service 
on August 6th, last ami on September 
1st was in England, from which coun¬ 
try he was sent to France and from 
that country to Germany after the 
signing of the armistice, he having 
thus been a soldier in four countries 
within the past six or seven months. 
With the letter is printed a halftone 
engraving of the young man. 

“Will try and write you a few lines 
again. I just received this mornig 
two letters from home, one dated the 
4th of November and one the 6th of 
January, and you may be sure 1 was 
glad to get them and to know that 
you all had received a letter from me 
and to learn that you are all well. 

“We have been traveling from one 
town to another ever since the armis¬ 
tice was signed until we arrived here 
at Mayen. Do not know how long we 
will be here. Some say we are to 
move soon, and I hope it is true, and 
it will be toward home. 

“I am so sorry to learn of so many 
dying of the influenza at home. I ha\e 
not had it, for which 1 am thankful. 
I had my picture taken and will send 
you one should they prove to l>e good* 
I was out all night recently, having 
gone to Coblentz with another soldier 
for some supplies for the Y. M. C. A., 
when our truck went wrong and we 
had to stay out the entire night. It 
was pretty cold out in the snow and 
storm, but we got in the next morn¬ 
ing about eight o’clock. The weather 
here has been fine all winter until 
about a week ago, and now there is 
about three inches of snow and cold. 

“About seventy-five of our company 
went to Coblentz yesterday for a joy 
trip and I expect to join the next par¬ 
ty. The men say they had a fine time. 

“Well, I don’t know* when I shall 
get home, but do hope it will be soon 
—some time next summer, I suppose, 
but do not worry about me.” 

Under date of February 19th, after 
expressing a regret that his captain 
had met with an accident and broke 
his leg, Private Moon said in a letter 
to his father: 

“The cooties are certainly loving 
and stick closer than a brother. I 
wish I was out of the army and then 
perhape I could get rid of the peats. 

“We are not in as good a town as 
we have been for some time. It is a 
small town, but is said to be the rich¬ 
est for its size of any other town in 
Germany. The land hereabouts np- 
rears to be rich and is a great farm¬ 
ing community. You said in your let¬ 
ter to give a little history of where I 
had been and what 1 had been doing. 
I harly know* bow to start, but 
was in England thrc»e or four days, 
traveling most of the time. There is 
some beautiful country in England 
Then we came on to France. We lan¬ 
ded in a little old town where we were 
stationed a month, and after we left 
there we were in one place but a few 
days when we would move on toward 
the front. I could not begin to tell you 
all the towns we were in in France, 
but none of them were of any size. 
W’e were at Bruchy, France, when the 
firing censed and were within hearing 
of the guns. The night before the ar¬ 
mistice was signed there surely was 
some nowder burned, but just at the 
time the firing was to cease it stopped 
on the second and you could not hear 
another sound so far ns firing wae 
concerned W’e had not been in any 
active service at that time, but if the 
armistice had been delayed a few 
days we would have been in it. We 


were in a town at the time where the ! 
buildings had been literally blown to • 
pieces. When we left there we went ; 
into Luxemborg and was there about j 
two weeks and then moved on into i 
Germany. The Germans give us nice 
treatment and seem to be the kindest ; 
we have come in contact since we 
have been over here. Of course they i 
are aware that it is up to them to 
treat us right for they know we are I 
here to stay until everything is set¬ 
tled. I have been drilling patr of the 
time and when we are not at this we 
are out hauling something or working 
on the trucks; in fact anything to 
keep us busy. 

“We are having more to eat now 
since the close of the war, but it is 
just the same thing over and over. 

“This leaves me well and I hope it 
finds you all the same.” 


Private Robert Ream, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Ream, of near the 
Park, recently wrote his parents from 
Clamecy, France, where he is sta¬ 
tioned with his regiment, in which he 
said: 

“1 received my Christmas box the 
other day, which I was very glad to 
get That candy surely did taste good 
and 1 also got the letter written De¬ 
cember 1; also one from Pete Gort- 
ner, in which he said he was ready to 
return to the States. 

“I am still in school, but abouf two 
more weeks will finish the course. I 
have not seen any of the Garrett 
county boys since the armistice was 
signed except those in my own com¬ 
pany. i just came back from dinner. 
We had beef, potatoes, gravy, onions, 
bread pudding ind cocoa, and I ate a 
big dinner for I did not get up in 
time for breakfast. 

“Winter has started here now. The 
ground is covered with snow. I don’t 
know when we will get home, but if 
not soon they will have to stop call¬ 
ing us boys, for we will be old men. 

“I was at church last night and arp 
going again this evening. You should 
hear us sing. We make the Y hut 
ring. 

Another letter from Private Ream 
under date of Feb. 23, says: 

“It doesn’t look like France here to¬ 
day. The sun is shining just like it 
were summer and it almost gives us 
the spring fever. 1 would like to have 
about a dozen of those Lucy Moon ap¬ 
ples to eat just now for I think 1 could 
do them justice. You do not need to 
worry about me bringing home a 
French bride, for every time she 
would need a new pair of shoes I 
would have to get a carpenter to 
make them, for you know they wear 
wooden shoes here. You remember 
the picture of the tall boy with whom 
1 had my picture taken. He got his 
leg broken a few days ago and was 
sent to a hospital. I miss him much. 
He and I used to lie in the same shell 
holes and hear the German shells 
bursting over our heads, and we have 
bunked together in all kinds of places. 

“By the time this reaches you I 
expect you will be getting ready to 
sow oats, but I hardly think I will be 
home in time to help you, but may In? 
there to help with the harvest. 

“I had some souvenirs that I got on 
the battlefield, but have thrown the 
most of them away as we have to car¬ 
ry our homes and all we have on our 
backs, so the less we have the better 
off we are, but I have a souvenir for 
you and will get it to you some way. 

“I won’t tell you what I think of 
this side of the world in a letter, but 
will reserve it for recounting when I 
get home.”

The lovers of Jesus could not grasp its 
meaning for sheer joy at the thought 
of its possibility tho they knew that 
something they had never set n in all 
thejr wonderful intercourse with their 
I^ord had occurred. Breathless ex ite- 
ment must have filled the very air of 
Jerusalem that day and there was the 
Xpert ant w aiting for developments 
that we find in the life of the world now.

17-Year-Old to Descend 
Maryland in May. 

Maryland this year will be overrun 
with millions of members of Brood X. 
of 17 year locusts, if the prediction of 
the United States Bureau of Agricul¬ 
ture is fulfilled. As the calculations on 
w hich the prediction is based were made 
with mathematical exactness, little 
h'’pe is held out that the pests will fail 
to show up. 

I he swarm is expected to work its 
way to the rurface of the ground about 
the middle of May, and within a few 
days after its appearance the trees and 
shrubbery will ring with the shrill cries 
of the cicadas. 

For nearly 20 years— since the da\s 
when the first settlers told of the pests 
which "made such a constant yelling 
sound as made all the woods ring' of 
them and ready to deaf the hearers," 
as set forth in the quaint language of 
Nathaniel Moreton in 1669 the w ritten 
record of the 17-vear locust, or cicada, 
has been piling up. Corrections have 
been made untjl scientists are able to 
predict the coming of the periodical 17- 
vear swarm with the same exactness 
they forecast an eclipse. 

Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, 
the eastern part of Pennsylvania, 
Northern Georgia and Indiana and Ohio 
are the states most heavily afflicted 
this year. The locusts kill foliage by 
injuring the soft bark of tree?. 

The tiny rav of hope is held out that 
cicadas are doomed to extermination, 
the Department of Agriculture saying: 

"Ha\e you an ideal of the absolute in 
hopelessness? 

"Well, let it be said that the house 
in which you live is comparatively new 
— built within the past 17 years. The 
ground on which it stands was originally 
woodland. In the sumnvr of 19'2 all 
the trees thereabouts were full of 17- 
year locusts. Eggs were deposited in 
the branches, the larvae came out, 
dropped lightly to the ground, and dug 
in. The long period of subterranean 
existence is almost ended. In Mav cf 
this year the insects will start t iward 
the light and air and will come in con¬ 
tact with the concrete fl >or of your 
cellar!

The Centenary financial campaign 
for a $105,000,000 fund to back the 
five-year program of home and for¬ 
eign missionary work was scheduled 
months ago to open on April 27 and 
reach its climax on May 4. Last 
month plans for the Victory Loan 
campaign were announced and Sec¬ 
retary Carter Glass of the treasury 
department requested that the Cen¬ 
tenary financial drive be postponed. 
At a meeting in Columbus of the 
executives of the Centenary commit¬ 
tees it was decided to open the 
financial campaign on May 18. 

Without the spur of war to drive 
them on it was feared that the splen¬ 
did campaign organization built up 
by Liberty Loan workers might have 
become weakened. Again the Meth-1 
odists rallied to the government and* 
it was decided to offer to Secretary 
jlass the 55,000 Minute Men or 
<anized for th*j Centenary and the 
aid of the Methodist press and the 
Centenary publicity department in 
prosecuting the loan campaign. 

“Every detail of our plans that 
might in the least detract from the' 
force of the loan campaign has been 
made to harmonize,” declared Dr. 
Appleton Ba--h, executive secretary of 
the Centenary In the Pittsburgh area 
“During the loan campaign no con¬ 
flicting general conventions will be 
held and wherever special or regular 
Centenary meetings are held the loan 
campaign will be pushed.

Mr. Henry M. Speicher Proposes a 
Pond Issue of Nearly a Million Dol¬ 
lars W ith Which to lluild Roads 
and Provide Better School Facili¬ 
ties for the Children of Garrett 
County, the Proposed Measure to 
be Submitted to the Voters for Rat¬ 
ification or Rejection After the Bill 
Passes the State legislature. 

To the Editor of The Republican. 

The subject of Rood roads is at- | 
trading the attention of the whole 
nation. The United States Govern¬ 
ment, the State officials, the County 
Commissioners and district officials 
in many counties are considering the 
subject enthusiastically and appro¬ 
priating large sums of money to im¬ 
prove the public roads. 

Maryland will receive from the U. 
S. Government the handsome sum of 
$1,523,750 for extending its good 
roads system, provided the State ap¬ 
propriates a similar amount for the 
same purpose. 

The building of good roads cost* 
large sums of money. Thjs money 
must be raised in one of two ways: 
First, by direct taxation; second, by 
issuing bonds. Both ways are being 
used. Today all over the United 
States bonde are being voted to ex¬ 
tend the good roads system. The good 
roads are for the future as well as for 
today; therefore, it is no more than 
fair that the rising generation should 
help pay for the better road system. 
They should bear part of the burden 
to provide for their welfare. 

There is no need to argue the ques¬ 
tion of the benefit of the good roads 
system. It is an established fact be¬ 
yond doubt or controversy. This i* 
an age of motor power and speed. 
The truck is taking the place of the 
team; the tractor is doing the plow¬ 
ing and other work done by horse 


alright in thickly settled sections of 
the county, making the burden fall 
upon many, but in less developed sec¬ 
tions of the county the burden would 
fall upon a few of the citizens.. This 
is not a square deal. Part of the 
county secures good roads at the ex¬ 
pense of the whole county, po matter 
whether the State builds it or it is 
constructed under the Shoemaker law. 
“Jones pays the freight.” The prop¬ 
erty owner is taxed to “foot the bill.” 

1 would suggest that the county is¬ 
sue bonds to complete our good roads 
system as heretofore suggested, say 
to fall due in ten or twenty years. By 
so doing we of today would do our 
share by meeting the interest, and t>.e 
taxpayers to come who have the ben¬ 
efit of the system, would pay the 
bonds. He would have the use of the 
roads, the value of his property would 
be greatly enhanced and the expense 
of transportation of the farm prod¬ 
ucts would be greatly reduced. 

Again, the State takes over the im¬ 
proved roads and bears the expense 
of upkeep. This reduces the levy by 
the County Commissioners each year 
for road expenses, which would go 
far toward meeting the interest cn 
the bonds. 

This matter is worth thinking over 
and discussing at grange and other 
meetings. It is of vital interest to 
every citizen of Garrett county. I 
would suggest that a bill be passed by 
the next Legislature, with a referen¬ 
dum, giving the voters of Garrett 
county a chance to vote on a bond is- 
issue of sav $900,000. Then the state 
must give the same amount. Set 
aside $100,000 of the bond issue to 
the use of the Board of Education of 
the county to rebuild and put all the 
school houses in good shape. With 
good schools and good roads, Garrett 
county would be doubled in valuation 
as to real estate.

Garrett county should have its good 
roads system extended all over the 
county for the benefit of the general 
public. The system should connect 
up Garrett county with the good 
roads systems of adjoining states. 
With Pennsylvania roads at the State

State-aid road pay ten per cent, of 
the expense; the county forty per 
| cent, and the State fifty per cent. The 
State must issue bonds to perform its 
part of the contract; the county must 
| issue bonds or tax the citizens of the 
county for that purpose. It is true 
I that while the property owners living 
on the route of the proposed road pay 
one-tenth of the cost, the taxpayers 
all over the county pay four-tenths of 
the cost, no matter where they live 
or whteher they will be able to use 
the road. They may live miles and 
miles away from the road.

Taken by Hanks Tuesday Evening 

Cashiers of the banks of Garrett 
coin y met at the Commercial Hotel 
in Oakland on last Tuesday evening, 
during which a conference was held 
concerning the county’s quota of the 
Victory Liberty Loan. The confer¬ 
ence was preceded by a sumptuous 
evening dinner, the visitors being the 
guests of the Garrett and First Na¬ 
tional Banks of Oakland. The con¬ 
ference had been arranged for by F. 
E. Rathbun, county chairman for this 
county for the floating of the Victory 
Liberty Loan bonds. The press of the 
county was also represented; Mr. E. 
R. Jones, who was county chairman 
of the Third and Fourth Liberty 
Loans, was among the invited guests. 

After enjoying the dinner a letter 
of greeting and felicitation was read, 
sent by the State Chairman of the 
Victory Loan for Mayland, the Hon. 
Phillips Lee Golsborough. In his let¬ 
ter the State Chairman expressed the 
high appreciation of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment of the press and the bankers 
in the great assistance they had ren¬ 
dered in making the four previous 
Liberty Loans successful and asked 
for their continued liberal support.

ANOTHER JAIL DELIVERY 


Local Prison Emptied Last Thursday 

When Inmates Just Walked Out 

Last Thursday afternoon witness¬

LITTLE GAME TO BE HAD. 


Warden Le ( ompte Returns from His 
Trip to the South. 

Maryland will receive little or no 
game a all for distribution for the 
purposes of propagation this season, 
according to the statement made re¬ 
cently by State Game Warden E. Lee 
Le Compte, at a meeting of the Mary¬ 
land State Game and Fish Protective 
Association held at one of the Balti¬ 
more City hotels. Mr. Le Compte 
told of his trip which he made to 
Mexico in quest of bob-white quail 
and cotton-tail rabbits, but informed 
the members of the association that 
owing to the continued drought for 
the past three years game has be¬ 
come more and more scarce, until now 
it is almost impossible to secure game 
on a large scale. 

Practically all of the leading game 
centers of Mexico were visited by 
Warden Le Compte, but without re¬ 
sults. He stated that he visited sec¬ 
tions where jack rabbits were plenti¬ 
ful in former years, but was unable 
to secure any this scasun, most of

Warden Le Compte has recom¬ 
mended to the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion of Maryland the appointment of 
at least eight more paid deputy game 
wardens, thus giving more protection 
I to the game in the future than here- 
1 tofore. In this manner, it is thought 
, that the game of Maryland can be 
I protected much beter than at the 
present time, although the system as 
it is now is a very effective one. 

Those members of the association 
who are interested in the protection 
and propagation of fish were told that 
the Conservation Commission have 
made rapid progress during the last 
year along thel ines of the propaga¬ 
tion of fish of practically all species 
in the state. t

“Meddlesome Mattie.” The Ameri¬ 
can people do not wish to undertake 
the responsibility of sending our gal¬ 
lant young men to die in obscure bat¬ 
tles in the Balkans or in Central Eu¬ 
rope or in any war we do not approve 
of; moreover, the American people 
do not intend to give up the Monroe 
Doctrine.—Theodore Roosevelt.

“WE DID BIG JOB” NO EXCUSE 
FOR WASTED LIVES AND MONEY 

When the Republicans get in the 
saddle in the next session of Con¬ 
gress one of the first things they are 
likely to do is to provide for an in¬ 
vestigation into army matters. Such 
a step w’ould meet with general pub¬ 
lic approval. While no one can ex¬ 
pect a big war, or even a small one, 
for that matter, to be* conducted 
without some complaint, there have 
been so many rumors of maladmin¬ 
istration of the War Department that 
in justice to all concerned the truth 
or falsity of them should be dis¬ 
closed. 

Mistakes have been made. That is 
beyond question. Whether they have 
all been mistakes of judgment is an¬ 
other matter. That hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars may have been wasted 
is held of slight importance by the 
public in comparison with the fact 
that the welfare of our boys may not 
have been properly looked after. The 
public can forgive extravagance, and 
perhaps even worse, but when it 
comes to mistreating the soldiers, 
that is a thing that strikes to the 
heart of too many homes to be lightly 
dismissed. 

There has been talk of needless 
sacrifice in the Argonne, but nothing 
so definite as the charges of Gover¬ 
nor Allen, of Kansas, before the Sen¬ 
ate Military Affairs committee.Speak¬ 
ing partly from personal observation 
he declares that the Thirty-fifth Div¬ 
ision was badly cut to pieces because 
of lack of aircraft and proper artil¬ 
lery support. This assertion, it is 
said, has so moved Congress that* a 
full investigation is assured. 

Then there are the disclosures of 
gross injustices by courts-martial. 
Gen. Ansell has told an almost un¬ 
believable story of men sentenced to 
many years’ imprisonment for trifl¬ 
ing offenses and how his determina¬ 
tion to repair some of the miscar¬ 
riages of justice brought upon him¬ 
self the displeasure of his superiors. 
All these may have been errors of 
judgment, but it will be well to have 
the question cleared up. 

The United States performed an 
herculean task in record time. It 
raised and equipped a great army 
practically in a few' months. This 
w'as an achievement deserving of the 
highest praise. But that achievement 
cannot be offered in excuse for any 
sort of shortcoming. When it is 
charged that the lives of our boys 
have been needlessly wasted, and 
that they have been otherwise abused 
and maltreated, there must be some 
other answer than “We did a big 
job.” 


A FAMILIAR INTOLERANCE 
Writing to the New York World, C. 
W. Adams proposes that all senators 
who do not agree with President Wilson 
be deported as undesirables and danger 
ous citizens. This is only a slight pro- 
iection of the Wilsonian system of 
“democracy,” as exemplified in the in¬ 
tolerance and terrorism practiced 
against all political opposition in the 
section of the country he and his asso¬ 
ciates so typically represent, and as 
even better illustrated by the Trotzkys 
and the Lenines of the other side. The 
custom of Dixie Democracy for years 
has been to proscribe and persecute 
the man who does not agree with the 
ruling oligarchy, to disfranchise him 
either legally or by force, and to “run 
him out” if he persists in haying opin¬ 
ions of his own. We have merely had 
transferred to Washington the “red 
shirt” spirit that has been dominating 
the south for years and which would 
have been completely enthroned at 
Washington if the people had not gone 
to the polls in November last and ad¬ 
ministered a rebuke which evidently 
has not yet penetrated the hides of the 
bourbons.

Arbitrary Acts of the Postmaster 
General Will be Investigated 
by Republican House. 

“It will be our policy to make careful 
inquiry into the conduct of the postal 
service, with a view to eliminating 
wasteful expenditures and faulty ad¬ 
ministration. We shall favor readjust¬ 
ments of the compensation of the em¬ 
ployes upon an equitable basis and 
! otherwise encourage them and improve 
their working conditions, to the end 
that efficiency of the service of which 
there is now universal complaint may 
be raised to the highest possiDle stan¬ 
dard. W’e shall oppose a continuance 
of the present autocratic and despotic 
control of the telegraph and telephones, 
and favor their return to their owners, 
subject to the regulation of the people 
I in the local communities, or of the In- 
terstatei Commerce Commission as to 
interstate traffic, as prescribed by law.” 

So said Representative Halvor Steen- 
erson. of Minnesota, the new chairman 
of the House Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads. Full of yim and ener¬ 
gy, several inches over six feet in 
height and built in proportion, he is 
preparing to devote all his strength, in 
conjunction with the other members of 
the committee, to cleaning up the Post 
Office Department as administered by 
Postmaster General Burleson. He is 
particularly anxious that the telephone 
and telegraph companies shall not be 
used for political purposes which must 
be paid for by the taxpapers. The 
Postal Telegraph Company formerly 
had a net annual income of $12,000,000 
Burleson reduced it to $4,000,000. The 
Government guaranteed the dividends 
of both it and the Western Union and 
then increased operating costs to such 
an extent that a deficit will have to be 
paid bv Congress.

Cost Methodists $6,000,000 


Orphanages, Dispensaries.and 
Medical and Social Work 
Planned for Europe and 
Vast Home Program Being 
Outlined

Six million dollars will be spent 
this year in war reconstruction in 
America and Europe in connection 
with the Methodist Centenary five 
year program, it i3 announced by 
the department of war emergency 
and reconstruction of the centenary 
commissions of the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Church and Methodist Episco¬ 
pal Church South. Dr. Appleton 
Bash, executive secretary for the 
Centenary in the Pittsburgh area, 
which includes Southwestern New 
York, Western Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and the Northern part of 
Virginia, has been informed that in 
a few weeks a relief ship will sail 
for France, Italy and Southeastern 
Europe. 

$2,900,000 for Europe. 

Plans for the relief ship and for 
more permanent work in many parts 
of Europe were endorsed by the war 
reconstruction department appropri¬ 
ating $997,850 for immediate work 
in Italy this year. $796,000 for France 
and sums for other countries which 
bring the total to be spent in Eu¬ 
rope to $2,908,850. Fully this amount 
will be spent for reconstruction needs 
in the United States. 

The war work of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church began with an ap¬ 
peal by the board for foreign mis¬ 
sions in the fall of 1914 for $200,000. 
to be used in relief work in Europe. 
An appeal for $250,000 in the sum¬ 
mer of 1917 by the board of home 
missions and church ♦ xtension was 
promptly met and the money was 
used to support pastors in churches 
n camp zones, equipment for social 
activities and erection of new build¬ 
ings at camp. 

Orphanages Operated. 

To meet the growing needs the na 
;ional war council was formed to 
represent all the interested boards 
yf the church. Bishop Theodore S. 
Henderson was executive officer. An 
appeal for $1,000,000 from Methodism 
for war work brought generous re 
tponse in 1918. 

Then the Centenary program was ex..

panded to include war work and its 
initial appropriation of $5,000,000 for 
war reconstruction work will be In¬ 
creased five fold for it will take $25,- 
000,000 to carry out the church’s five 
year program of aid to its American 
heroes and relief for war torn Eu 
rope. 

The relief ship does not inaugurate 
the church work in Europe for it ia 
already operating orphanages in 
France and Italy and supplying food 
and medicine to w*ar sufferers. 

Home Relief Plans. 

Clinics, dispensaries and public 
rooms for rest and entertainment will 
be established in many cities in 
France and Italy. The work in these 
countries will be of permanent na¬ 
ture although it is inaugurated now 
as a war emergency measure. 

The plans for home war relief work 
are being worked out and will be an¬ 
nounced before the Centenary cam¬ 
paign reaches its climax with the 
drive for $105,000,000 from May 18 
to May 25. The financial drive was 
postpone from April 27 at the re¬ 
quest of the secretary of the treas¬ 
ury so it would not interfere with 
the Victory loan drive. 

Postponement of the financial drive 
came shortly after it was announced 
that the great Columbus Exposition 
which was to have opened on June 
20 and closed Jaly 7 would be ex* 
tendel to July 13. The magnitude of 
the celebration promised to attract 
so many thousands to the Ohio city 
that it was decided another w-eek 
would be needed to accommodate nlL

The Promise. 

Every book in the New Testament 
gave John’s second and third Letters 
had some mention of the Holy Spirit.

Now if this new Presence should 
be another like Jesus the term Com¬ 
forter is not sufficient. There were 
times when it was not comfort but bit¬ 
ing condemnation that they had receiv¬ 
ed, not comfort but counsel, not com¬ 
fort but command, and all this is wrap¬ 
ped in the meaning of the word Jesus 
used in making the wonderful promise. 
“The Holy Spirit is not given to be a 
nursing mother to fretful children, but 
the captain of a mighty host of nerve 
and fire.” “Ye shall receive power” 
was to be fulfilled in their lives and it 
was as His strength was made perfect 
in their weakness. They should be able 
to witness in words of flame and in an 
emergency speak rightly. They should 
be illumined for they should be led into 
all truth much of which He had not 
been able to speak because they were 
not able to bear it. 

The Progam. 

Jesus was vitally concerned about the 
last man and all His planning included 
the world. He had told them that the 
world could not receive the Spirit. Then 
He said, “He, when He is come, (unto 
vou) will convict the world of sin, of 
righteousness, of judgment.” Christi¬ 
ans are to become sub-stations thru 
which the Spirit attracts and disturbs 
the world, distributing centers for the 
love of God. The extension is thru 
human contacts. Notice the expanding 
movement in Jerusalem and each con¬ 
vert has had some spoken word. The 
Ethiopian official is met by Philip, Cor- j 
nelius by Peter, Saul by Ananias and 
this is the invariable method used in 1 
making God real to men, Christ wants 
me and then He wants to use me for 
the creating of other members of His : 
kingdom and to so live the Christ life 1 
that the forces that go to the building 
of the world society shall become Chris- * 
tian forces because directed by Christ ly 
men. “God manifested himself thru i 
his Son. but gives his life thru his 
Spirit,” and it is that imparted life 
that becomes the means of reproducing 
God’s life in the men of the world and 
transforming sinners into saints. 

The Product. 

Two things follow the coming of the 
Spirit into the life; one of these is son- 
ship and the other the consciousness of , 
it. We cry, “Abba, Father.” But the 
fact precedes this and is the reproduc¬ 
tion in us of the character of our Lord. 
We are not imitators of Christ seeking 
to reach an external ideal but Christ is 
tormed within us, the hope of giorv. 
Oneness of life means oneness of ex¬ 
perience. There must be a new ndjost- 
ment of the life that takes in th* con¬ 
sciousness of new power and the temp¬ 
tation of Jesus is repeated, for pow*r 
is to be used; shall it be for bread? Mv 
interests and Christ’s interests conflict 
in the devilish mirage that rev *ses 
truth and uur vision must look only « p- 
on our Lord’s face. We can trust Hi. . 
Then we are tossed to the o h r \ 
tr**me of presumption that reject* 1< 
insuranc e because G »d will keep * 
we commit to Hnn. that refu to u • 
the natural things, rational law**. i» - 
cause they are no spiritjal. Realiz *•» 
the infilling as a call to serve, as it al¬ 
ways is, how may we invest nor 
powers? How accomplish the most f *r 
' God to whom we have given all? Bat 
from every such encounter we may 
' come as did our Master in the power «*r 
the Spirit into our Galilee of the na¬ 
tions where we serve. 

The Proof. 

What is the proof of possession? Is it 
that we speak with tongues? Is it tha’ 
there are given us ecstatic moments 
when we cannot tell whether we are in 
the body or out of the body? Is this 


the fruit by which we are to be known? 
The fruit ot the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, long suffering, kindness, good¬ 
ness, faithfulness. meekness, self con¬ 
trol. These are the witnesses that are 
within and the walk that is without is 
their accompaniment. Christ is glori¬ 
fied by our conduct as well as by our 
words. Dr. Chidwick tells of a busi¬ 
ness man whose doctor informed him 
that there w T as a serious heart trouble. 
He continued his business but calling 
the heads of his departments about him 
he said, “I have been to see the doctor 
this morning and he tells me that 1 
have heart disease and may die at any 
moment anl at any place. 1 shall still 
come to business but Jesus may come 
at any h >ur to take me to Himself. 
And, men, understand please, that this 
business is to be conducted in the hourly 
expectation that Jesus Christ is coming 
to take the master. God bless you!” 
That is the sort of attitude that is to 
be fouud in the life glorifying Christ 
thru the indwelling Spirit.

eral authorities. These helmets were 
of German manufacture and had been 
made expressly for the German sol¬ 
diers to wear upon the occasion of 
their triumphal entry into Paris, but 
they arrived in that city by freight 
and not upon the bends of the Hun 
hosts. One of these helmets was 
presented to each of the bankers in 
appreciation of their successful la¬ 
bors in this and former loan cam¬ 
paigns among the people of the coun¬ 
ty. These helmets are now on exhibi¬ 
tion at the several banks of the coun¬ 
ty where they may be inspected by 
all who desire to do so. 

Following the conference at the 
Commercial Hotel the guests went to 
the Empire Theatre where the great¬ 
est of all moving pi tures was ex¬ 
hibited. The title of the picture is, 
“The Price of Peace.** It is a Gov¬ 
ernment production, sent here for ex¬ 
hibition by the Government, and con¬ 
tained a series of the most remark¬ 
able war scenes ever exhibited.

I Cites New Cases of Brutal In¬ 
humanity in Imposing Sen¬ 
tences Upon Soldiers. 

Further excoriation of Secretary of 
War Baker for upholding the system of 
military injustice during his adminis¬ 
tration has been voic *d by Senator 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, Democratic 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Military affairs during the war, and 
his statement is accompanied by facts. 

*‘We owe it to our American solJiers 
who have fought this fight.” said he, 
to see to it thAt justice is meted out to 
them by the authorities in Washington, 
and with God’s help I shall continue to 
do what 1 can to see to it that justice is 
done them. It is certainly not pleasant 
to criticise, but when we entered this 
war 1 forgot that I was a Democrat and 
remembered only that I was an Ameri¬ 
can. I have, wnen I saw a wrong done, 
pcinted out that wrong, and 1 shall con¬ 
tinue to do so as long as wrongs are 
persisted in. This matter of military in¬ 
justice is not a personal controversy 
between the Secretary of War and my¬ 
self, and it should not be a matter of 
controversy between Col. Anseli and 
Gen. Crowder. 

“Let me tell you what it is about. 
In substance the articles of war pro¬ 
vide that the Judge Advocate General 
shall have the power to modify or re¬ 
vise the findings of courts martial. It 
is my view and that of Col. Anseli that 
this is the purport of the regulations. 
On the other hand, the view of Mr. 
Baker and Gen. Crowder is that they 
have no power to do what the law ex¬ 
pressly gives them power to do. This 
is a strange construction of the law. 
In civil life law is a law, but in military 
life some people seem to think it is just 
the othej way. 

“There are men in our armv who look 
upon an enlisted man as a mere piece of 
flesh, and not as a human being with 
feelings and with rights that should be 
protected. This moment I have in mind 
the cases of two boys who were absent 
without leave for five days, and one of 
them was given fifteen years and the 
other twenty five v^ars by the court 
that had tried them. A poor boy in 
San Francisco volunteered, was absent 
a few hours, was given five years, es¬ 
caped, was recaptured and then was 
given ten years. The American people 
are not going to permit the American 
army to be Brussianiz ?d in any such 
way as this. The letters that are com¬ 
ing to me are heart rending, and I shall 
place in the record not two or three, 
but a thousand cases which will shock 
Congress into taking proper action.”

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ETURNING FROM OVERSEAS 


ANNIVERSARY SATURDAY 


Several Local Soldiers Arrived Home 
In Recent Days. 

Nearly every day one can see upon 
the streets of Oakland the faces of 
those who departed for overseas and 
have been fortunate enough to reach 
home again after experiences of the 
most harrowing type in the trenches, 
at sea, on the battlefield, in the hos¬ 
pitals at home and abroad, but an 
ever-kind Providence has been with a 
large majority of them and they have 
been permitted to again assemble 
about the family board and relate to 
their relatives and friends some of 
the awful wonders and the horrors of 
war which presented themselves as 
they were engaged in deadly combat 
with the common foe of the nations 
of the earth. 

Among J;he more recent arrivals in 
Oakland are the following: 

Walter Wolf, who saw service in 
France as a member of one of the 
pioneer organizations who did hard 
fighting from the moment they ar¬ 
rived until the order was issued call¬ 
ing them home. 

Cletis Griffith, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Griffiith, came in on last Sun¬ 
day night. He saw service in France 
as one of the Headquarters Company 
of the One Hundred and Thirty- 
fourth Field Artillery. He went over 
with his command last May and as 
he showed natural talent as an ar 
tist he was made a comouflagist and 
soon became an expert in this line 
of the service. 

Sergeant Charles Moon, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Abraham Moon ,of near 
Mountain Lake Park, who went from 
Oakland late last fall, returned on 
Saturday night from overseas. He 
was sent to France in the Pioneer bri¬ 
gade, being transferred from that 
command to the Eighty-first Division. 
He failed to get into any of the en¬ 
gagements, although the day before 
the armistice was signed provision 
had been made for the advance by 
this division toward the front.

Fifty-five Years Ago That Day Jones 
Men Raided This Section 

A very interesting historical arti¬ 
cle, having to do with the many bat¬ 
tles, engagements and skirmishes oc¬ 
curring on Maryland soil during the 
War of the Revolution, that of 1812 
and the Civil War, will be found on 
another page of today’s Republican. 
Last Saturday, April 26th, was the 
anniversary of the skirmish which oc¬ 
curred in Oakland between the troops 
of Gen. Jones, of the Southern army 
who raided this section and members 
of the Siyth West Virginia Infantry, 
then stationed here to guard the line 
of the Baltimore and Ohio ^ railroad 
and the bridge west of town. This 
structure was burned, as related by 
Mr. John W. Hart, of Oakland, to The 
Republican yesterday when he wa3 
asked something concerning the mat¬ 
ter. Mr. Hart also said that Jones* 
troops came into tow’n on Sunday 
morning and went right along un¬ 
molested, the Northerners being so 
greatly outnumbered that it would 
have been useless to attempt to put 
up a defense and the latter broke for 
the timber, all making their escape. 
The bridge above referred to was a 
wooden structure.weatherboariled and 
roofed with shingles. It w’as burned 
by the invaders and made a wonder¬ 
ful fire, but was replaced in a few 
days by another bridge not so preten¬ 
tious and without any covering either 
on the sides or ton. Mr. Hart was 
an eyewitness to this destruction, his 
father and mother at that time resid¬ 
ing quite close to the bridge. He also 
stated that his father as well as sev¬ 
eral other residents of town were 
placed under arrest by the Jones men, 
but after propounding a number of 
questions bearing upon the relations 
of themselves and others with respect 
to their allegiance as between the 
North and South, all were allowed to 
go. 


PACKED PROBE CHARGE 

IS HURLED BY ANSELL

Assails Baker For Make-up of Inves¬ 
tigating Committee and Defends 
the Rights of Soldiers 

Lieut Col. S. T. Ansell, formerly 
acting judge advocate general of the 
army, who brought to light the enor¬ 
mities perpetrated upon men in the 
military service during the war in spite 
of the threats of Secretary Baker, who 
contented that no such injustice was 
going on, has in effect charged the 
American Bar Association investigation 
before which he has been testifying at 
Washington, with being packed by 
Baker, who instigated it. 

He declares that apparently no real 
effort has been made to get at the facts 
and intimates that the entire procedure 
has in view the whitewashing of the of¬ 
ficials in the War Department, includ¬ 
ing Baker and General Crowder, with 
whom he has differed. “In fact,'* he 
said, “there arj several investigations 
going on. The Ju ige Advocate Gener¬ 
al has been sent to Europe to look into 
the European system of military jus¬ 
tice, a field which I covered just one 
year ago, arm made a report which waa 
never tven read by the Secretary of 
War. In this investigation of the 
American Bar Associotion they seem to 
have called the available major gener¬ 
als ot the Regular Army and 1 under¬ 
stand they intt nd to call all the living 
ex-secretaries ot war. It really is a 
pity that Gustavus Adolphus, who lived 
some three hundred years ago and from 
whom came a considerable part of our 
military legal code, could not also ap¬ 
pear before them'to commend the sys¬ 
tem which he administered. 

“Volumes of statistics have been pre¬ 
pared to show that this code possesses 
merits which should be attributed to an 
institution hardly less than divine. For 
my own part, I believe that remedial 
legislation to cure the awful conditions 
that prevail should be placed upon the 
statute b m> ks bv Congress without 
waiting for the reports of theorists, in¬ 
vestigators and statisticians. The real 
statistics show that in the case of of¬ 


ficers thirty-five out of every sixty-five 
are acquitted by courts-martial of the 
offenses charged against them, while in 
the case of enlisted men only six out ot 
every ninety-four are thus acquitted. 
The difficulty with the code upheld by 
I Secretary Baker is that it does not con¬ 
template that a court-martial shall he a 
court, dispensing justice according to es¬ 
tablished principles and independently 
of personal power. It regards the court- 
martial merely as the right hand of the 
commanding officer to assist him in 
maintaining discipline in the ranks. 
This is the same as the British system 
of 150 years ago, when the King pre¬ 
scribed articles of war, offenses and 
punishment. Of 2,212 cases reviewed 
in the past five weeks reports show that 
65 per cent have not been well tried.**

Dynamite Exploded Against Door of 

Dwelling While Occupants Slept 

A crime of very serious nature wag 
perpetrated at Kitzmiller early last 
Sunday morning when some unknown 
person plated a charge of dynamite 
on the doorsill of the house occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Richard Lyons and 
their two children and exploded the 
same. At the time Mr. Lyons was 
away from home but his w’ife and 
daughter were sleeping in a room im¬ 
mediately above that where the ex¬ 
plosion took place, w’hile his son was 
leeping in a room at the rear of the 
house. Fortunately none were injur- 
ed, but it was a narrow’ escape for all 
the occupants. 

Evidently the charge consisted of 
two or three sticks of the explosive 
and was set off by n time fuse, for 
considerable damage was done to the 
• front of the house as also the con¬ 
tents of a front room. The door was 
entirely destroved, door frame and sill 
, badly splintered, window glass brok¬ 
en into fragments and considerable 
other damage resulting. Chairs and 
other furniture inside the room w’ere 
reduced to kindling U’ood. 

As soon as possible after the ex- 
plosion Mrs. Lyons aroused some of 
the neighbors who shut 8ff the gas 
which had been escaping owing to 
the fact that the stove had been dis¬ 
connected from the nine, and rendered 
such other assistance as was neces-

HI..The Farm’s Offer fa the Young 
Man of Today. 

To the Editor of The Republican. 

The farm of today is rot the farm 
of yesterday. In an article of some 
weeks ago, 1 spoke of the central im¬ 
portance which the .arm ho ds in the 
life and prosperity of the country 
That fact has not changed: the farm 
is always the backbone of the coun¬ 
try; upon it depend the lives of the 
millions crowded together in the cities 
who buy their food at the grocery and 
the butcher-shop without a thought 
of where it comes from. But the 
farm has changed for the farmer, 
and especially for the young farmer. 

Not so many years ago, the farm¬ 
er’s life was one of hard work and lit¬ 
tle profit and no comforts. He was 
often miles from the nearest town 
and even store with bad roads and 
long distances to cut his communica¬ 
tions. He got his water from a 
spring or well and carried it in buck¬ 
ets to the house; lie had for artificial 
light tallow candles, a coal oil lamp, 
a lantern, or perhaps no light at all. 
He was tar from social life, got his 
papers late, if at all; had few books, 
poor schools, few neighbors,crude ma¬ 
chinery, poor buildings, and his only 
way of getting money when in a tight 
place financially was to mortgage 
his property to some money-grabbing 
shyster who only waited for the first 
pretext to sell him out of house and 
home. 

This was not very encouraging for 
the boys who grew up on the farm. 
They were the farmer arsons, but of¬ 
ten had no more rights on the place 
than a good farm hand. They had 
nothing they could call their own, no 
special interest in the management 
of affairs, no hopes of making agri¬ 
culture a paying investment even if 
they could get the land and money to 
make a start of their own. The farm¬ 
er was often responsible for the boy’s 
leav ing his country home for the city 
career which did not always turn out 
the way it had looked in his ambi¬ 
tious dreams. 

Today, things are very much 
changed. Within the last en years, 
roads have been built throughout the 
country, and are still building,which 
make communication between the 
farm and the outside world compara¬ 
tively very easy—the farmer cat) get 
to town, his products can get to a 
market, the mails can get to him reg¬ 
ularly and promptly. Farm machin¬ 
ery has been improved and extended, ; 
natural advantages, such as water 
supply, sewerage, draining, the pres¬ 
ence of building material, etc., have , 
been studied and made use of in a 
modern, time-saving and comfort-giv¬

lighting systems have been installed, I 
automobiles have mavle travel ami 
transportation swift and easy, prop- 1 
er farming methods have insured , 
more successful crops and increased 
income; much of the waste on the 
farm has been found useful or mark¬ 
etable, stock and poultry raising are 
about a thousand per cent, better than 
formerly—any number of instances 
of the change at the farm front might 
be mentioned. The Department of . 
Agriculture, state and national, the 
Good Roads Commission, the develop¬ 
ment of markets, and the automobile 
have been prime movers in this 
change. 

Better schools, more social life, 
such as parties, picnics, visits, church 
meetings, etc., circulating libraries, 
easier access to the towns and cities, 
farmer and retail man, better hous¬ 
ing and more accommodations have 
made the farm more comfortable and 
agreeable, even attractive. Agricul¬ 
tural agencies have provided instruc¬ 
tion for both the older farmers and 
their sons, ami have afforded them 
advice in the difficulties they meet 
in their work. Best of all, farmers 
have seen, or are being taught to see, 
that to keep their sons on the farm, 
they must be interested in farm life 
and work. The wise farmer now- 
breaks the boy in to care for some 
special department of the labor, some 
particular crop, or the poultry, or the 
dairy cows, the horses or the sheep; 
and thus the boy begins to take an in¬ 
terest in the work with the result 
that farm life becomes interesting. 
And where there is someone to see 
that things are properly looked after, 
farming is a paying business. The 
farmer should give his boy some 
piece of land to plant as he pleases. 
This will become an interest which 
will hold him on the farm. Much 
might be said of ways in which to 
lighten the household drudgery of the 
women ami making life more pleas¬ 
ant for them, but am not so well 
qualified to talk on that subject. 

Encourage the younger generation 
of the soil and the future of the coun¬ 
try will be secure.Many business men 
have retired after buildng up a pros¬ 
perous business and gone back to the 
farm because they know that of nil 
the occupations a man could find, 
farm life, if properly conducted. i» the 
most independent, most healthy, and 
most hanpy life in the country. If 
you have not the capital to start im¬ 
provements at once on the wholesale, 
there are many that take no capital, 
hut only a little skill and a little hard 
work in spare moments. And every 
such improvement is a saving and 
helps towards the accumulation of 
means for larger and more costly

Unique in the annals of war loan 
history is the case of A. F. Moon, Jr., 
cashier of the Cartersville Bank, Car- 
tersville, Va. He has already secured 
subscriptions for the entire allotment 
of his bank. This is the first bank 
in the Fifth Federal Reserve District 
which has made such a record, so far 
as is known. 

“I am working night and day for my 
town, county, state an nation,’’ de¬ 
clared Mr. Moon. “At the close of the 
Fourth Liberty Loan campaign, I 
thought it w’ould be a good idea to 
keep the ball rolling, so instead of 
stopping I went straight ahead and 
continued getting subscriptions for the 
Fifth Loan. Our hank sold $35,000 of 
the Fourth issue, which is more than 
double its quota, and I was so much 
encouraged over that record that I de¬ 
cided to start right to work on the 
Fifth Lean. 

•'Up to date, we have subscriptions 
for more than $20,000 Victory Bonds, 
but we are not through yet and ex¬ 
pect to go right ahead and try to 
double this if possible. The argument 
I used was simply that the Victory 
Loan was needed hy my Government 
and that it was up to every man to 
finish the Job by paying the bill* for 
a victory which would have been 
cheap at double the price." 

Mr. Moon said he didn’t know much 
about the terms, interest rates of 
other details of the Victory Loan and 
didn’t care, going on the assumption 
that the loan would he a good proposi¬ 
tion in any shape offered.

Every business is either thrifty or 
unthrifty. If thrift governs, then 
there will be accurate knowledge of 
josts, sound finance, far-seeing policy, 
the best use of labor and materials, 
with intelligent creation of a money 
surplus to meet emergencies. If un¬ 
thrifty, the concern is bound for 
bankruptcy, which will arrive sooner 
or later. 

Thrift goes far beyond the execu¬ 
tive ofTice, and so does lack of it. A 
thriftily managed business will hav-^ 
steady, skillful employees, working in 
pleasant surroundings, with every ad¬ 
vantage in the way of equipment, and 
every advantage in earning power. 
The unthrifty > usiness is too familiar. 
It attracts chiefly the driftwood amon^ 
workers. Unpleasant surroundings 
and poor equipment make work drudg¬ 
ery. Wages are below good stand¬ 
ards. and the year is usually marked 
by periods of Idleness, if not labor 
troubles. 

Thrifty managers have learned in 
recent years that thrift facilities ex¬ 
tended to their employees are part of 
general thrift in management. The 
employee must set aside his surplus, 
too. He is more than willing to save 
if he is the kind of man who values a 
Job with a thrifty concern. But it 
has not always been easy for him to 
put his weekly savings in a secure 
place. Savings institutions may be 
far from the pay window. Employers 
have overcome this handicap in many 
case* by accepting deposits to be 
transferred to a bank, by selling se¬ 
curities in their own business to em 
ployees on the installment plan, and 
In other ways. They have also taken 
pains to see that employees are not 
victimized by loan sharks or blue-sky 
promoters. 

Since the Thrift Stamp and War 
Savings Stamps came into existence 
there has been a wide development of 
this thrift movement tor employees, 
as part of the management of a thrifty 
business.

REMOVAL OF BURLESON 

URGED BY LEGISLATORS 


Refusal to Permit Collective Bargain¬ 
ing and to Listen to Workers 
Are Given as Reasons 

Washington, April 30.—Partly as the 
result of a cabled request to President 
Wilson to remove from office Post¬ 
master General Burleson because of his 
refusal to permit collective bargaining 
on the part of the telephone employees 
with the Government, the strike of the 
New England operators was settled fav¬ 
orably to them the following day, and 
it is now considered likely that the new 
Congress will force the Government 
head of the postoffice, telegraph and 
telephone system to abandon his until 
now rigidly adhered to policy of pre¬ 
venting workers irom organizing. 

Francis J. Finoeran, president of the 


Democratic Club of Massachusetts, four 
Democratic members of the State Sen¬ 
ate and eight members of the Bay State 
House of Representatives joined in the 
cable to the President which read: 
"Burleson wrecking the party. Remove 
him and settle the telephone strike." 
One of them declared that "Burleson is 
in league with the powers behind this 
fight. Nothing else could be expected 
of a man who made all his money ex¬ 
ploiting prison labor. Laboring men 
and women cannot expect any other 
treatment from a man of this kind. As 
s public official it is hard for me to go 
on the stump and criticise a member of 
the President’s Cabinet, but if the 
President wishes to prevent such in¬ 
justice snd discontent he can remove 
Burleson. By doing so he will be only 
living up to pledges he mide during the 
war to the workers when he said they 
have the right to organize and bargain

The proposition is briefly this: If 
the Park should be given to the 
Board of Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, free of all debt, 
that board will improve it and estab¬ 
lish a training school for Christian 
workers, and a rest home for re¬ 
turned missionaries. They are like¬ 
wise willing to make it undenomina¬ 
tional. and the Interdenominational 
Association will doubtless endorse 
and aid the plan. That will bring 
thousands here yearly. That means 
more provisions with w’hich to feed 
them; that means that our farmers 
will find a ready sale for all their 
surplus vegetables, meat, milk, etc.; 
It will at once create a demand, to 
supply which, will give the farmer 
the opportunity to raise all he can, 
sure of a profitable market. This is 
equally true of the grocer, the dry 
goods man, the banker—in short all 
sorts of business. It will largely in¬ 
crease trade in every line. 

There is a debt of $32,000 on the 
Association. It is proposed, that in 
case the people of Oakland and the 
surrounding districts will raise one- 
half of this, or $16,000, the other half 
will be raised outside. Could there 
be a fairer or more generous prop¬ 
osition? 

The farmers and business men 
could underwrite the whole $16,000 
and make it back with 60 to 200 per 
cent additional in one summer.

•*. We are asked to contribute to make 
the project a go. It’s as good as an 
oil well, and beter than many of them. 

Now' it is proposed to make this 
permanent and to extend it through 
,the year. The training school would, 
like any other school, be in operation 
most of the year. Then there would 
be the summer schools and the chau- 
tauquas and other attractions that 
could not fail to increase the reve¬ 
nue. It is a fair proposition. It of¬ 
fers a good investment, not in money 
dividends only, hut in the opportu¬ 
nity for bettering the morals of the 
community; of giving advantages to 
the young people for social, educa¬ 
tional and spiritual improvement— 
in a word, for character building, for 
making better men and women, for 
creating sentiment for the pure and 
good and for sending out from this 
place a stream of influence that shall 
reach far and wide. 

Heaven only can compute the bless¬ 
ings that may and shall flow from it.

Garrett Count i an Wins Success 

Mr. Henry M. SpeicTier, of Acci¬ 
dent, who is the local representative 
of The Mutual Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany of New’ York, has won the dis¬ 
tinction of being sent to the annual 
convention of what is know'n as the 
Hundred Thousand Club of that com¬ 
pany, w hich will meet at Atlantic City 
during the coming summer.

Speicher’s achievement is the more 
creditable because of the fact that 
he did not enter the insurance field 
until last July, more than two months 
after other agents had begun their 
race. Notwithstanding this handi¬ 
cap he successfully crossed the wire 
in a little more than nine months, 
passing the hundred thousand mark 
with a considerable amount to spare. 


Demands Made on President That He 
Compel Resignation of P.M. General 

Washington, May 6th. Assailed on 
every hand as incompetent, autocratic 
and unfair. Postmaster General Burle¬ 
son has entered into a bitter fight 
against labor and the public press 
which seems likely to remove him from 
office in the near future, either by en¬ 
forced resignation or impeachment pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Samuel Gompefs, head of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, declares that 
Burlest n has pursued “an archaic, 
autocratic policy in the conduct of the 
postal, telephone and telegraph ser¬ 
vices of the United States” and “must 
walk the plank sooner or later.” This 
as the result of the Postmaster Gener¬ 
al’s declaration that he will not permit 
the method of collective bargaining 
adopted by former President Tatt in 
hi9 joint conduct of the War Labor 
Board to the general satisfaction of 
both labor and capital. 

Gompers’ attitude is also caused 
partly by the evidence proven on the 
floor of the House that Burleson and 
his brother-in law entered into a con¬ 
tract with the State penitentiary of 
Texas for the use of convict labor on 
the farm owned by them, they to take 
4<> per cent, of the profits and the State 
60 per cent. W’hile the convicts so em¬ 
ployed were white and Mexican, it was 
stipulated in the contract that they 
were “to consist of that class of con¬ 
victs wh i, because of youth, old age or 
some phy.-iral infirmity, are not suited 
for contract farms or railroad work.” 
One of these was punished with 
“eighteen licks” from straps five feet 
long fastened to a bhort handle of 
wood. 

At its convention the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor condemned the tyranny 
exercised Dy Burleson toward the postal 
employees. Other charges against him 
are that he seized the cables without 
authority ot Jmw\ in order to augment 
his power; that he has attempted to 
ruin the Postal Telegraph for the bene¬ 
fit of the Western Union; that he has 
neglected his duties in order to driv? 
Congress into line for the administra 
tion; that he has attempted to rn ike 
the postal service a beehive of political 
rather than business activity; that he is 
the author of Jhe precious slogan, “He 
kept us out of war”; that in many in¬ 
stances he adopted unjust and unfair 
methods in dealing with publishers in 
order t«> compel them t»> ac.-ept his indi¬ 
vidual views; that many thousand-* of 
letters sent to numbers of Cong’e^s 
testify to his inci n.peterry in han lirg 
the mails to and from American s idiers 
in France. Hence the cry, * Burleson 
must gof”

Representative of Federal Board Wai 

Here to Make Known Advantages 

Mr. E. L. Furman, representing the 
Federal Board for vocational training 
among disabled soldiers, sailors and 
marines, was in Oakland on Monday 
for the purpose of acquainting local 
citizens and returned service men 
with the advantages offered by the 
United States Government. Mr. Fur¬ 
man remained here until Tuesday 
morning when he u’ent to Cumberland 
to carry out his mission among the 
people of Allegany county, but ex¬ 
pects to return here within a month 
or a little more as he failed to see 
many of the soldiers who have re¬ 
turned to their homes in the county 
and w’ho are entitled to participate 
in the advantages offered by the Fed¬ 
eral government along the lines of 
vocational education and training as 
proposed and is being carried out in 
hundreds of instances in many parts 
of the country, and all to the advan¬ 
tage those who have been incapac¬ 
itated, through the fortunes of war, 
to earn a livelihood by the methods 
pursued by them prior to their en¬ 
trance into the service. 

A great number of the soldiers who 
have been wounded or contracted dis¬ 
eases while in the service, are so ex¬ 
tremely anxious to return home that 
they neglect to file claims for com¬ 
pensation when they receive their dis¬ 
charge, consequently they do not re¬ 
ceive any. Perhaps these young men 
are disabled to the extent that they 
cannot return to their former occu¬ 
pation. In this case they are offered 
a splendid opportunity by the Federal 
Board to prepare themselves for 3ome 
vocation. Mr. Furman explains that 
the boys may obtain compensation 
from the Bureau of War Risk Insur¬ 
ance and also have themselves placed 
in a school where they may learn any 
trade to which their inclination may 
point. There are more than four hun¬ 
dred different trades taught in school* 
in all sections of the United States 
to ex-service men. During the en¬ 
tire time the men are taking the in¬ 
struction they receive $30 per month 
from the Eureau of Wav Risk Insur¬ 
ance and $35 per month from the 
Federal Board. If a man Is merried 
his allowanc is increased according to 
the size of his family or number of 
dependents. 

The Home Service Section of the 
American Red Cross will get in touch 
with disabled returned soldiers and 
place them in the school where they 
belong. However, this offer by the 
Government is not compulsory, each 
man having the right to accept or re¬ 
ject, as he chooses. 

In order to secure compensation, it 
i« necessary for the ajfplicant to sub¬ 
mit to the Bureau of War Risk Insur¬ 
ance a certified copy of his discharge 
and a certifcate of examination from 
a qualified surgeon or physician tell¬ 
ing of his defects. 

Mr. A. T. Matthews, of Oa! land, 
has taken considerable interest in the 
matter and has on hand the required 
blank forms which arc necessary to 
he filled out preliminary to receiving 
the benefits offered as above set forth.

DAIRY PROFITS BIG 


Splendid Returns From Farms in 
Western Canada. 


Production of Butter and Cheete, Com¬ 
manding Highest Prices, Increases . 

Steadily — Live-Stock Raisers 
at Height of Prosperity. 

Dairying is rapidly approaching one 
of the first positions in Western Can¬ 
ada agriculture. This does not apply 
particularly to any one of the three 
, Western Canada provinces, as they all 
participate in the distinction. 

A report recently published by the 
Alhertu Department of Agriculture 
shows that In 1018, In spite of adverse 
conditions of labor and the high cost 
of feed, there was no doeline In the 
Industry. It will be Interesting to 
know that the average number of inikh 
cows per farm Is 5.B. The total pro¬ 
duction of creamery butter in the 
provinces In 1918 was 9 , 100 , 000 c a* 
against 8,944.000 pounds in 1917. 

No better evidence of the growth of 
Western Canada enn be given than By 
the fact that in ten years the produc¬ 
tion of Butter has Increased from 
2..T90.000 pounds and of cheese from 
88.7*70 pounds to 6o0.000 pounds. When 
it Is known that In the production of 
grain so much energy was placed, and 
through which hank deposits were 1 
fnerensed. homes made comfortable, 1 
farms carefully tilled, it will Be real¬ 
ized that the increase in dairy produc¬ 
tion has !*<•» n remarkable. Durtng the 
pa«t four years the price to the 1 ro- 
duror Increased 79 per cent. 

Further evidence of the great Inter¬ 
est taken In the dairy and livestock 
Industries is found in recent bull “ales. 
At Kdmontnn the average price of 141 
was .$231.0t>; at t’nlgnry 784 head 
w» r# sold, bringing an average price of 
92*19.13: while at Lneomhe 179 Bulls 
brought an average of $191.94. Sales 
In Manitoba a few days ago gave fully 
as good an average, or Better. The 
sales were attended By fanners from 
all parts of the country.
